Germany , during thoſe ſeven yeares warres, though a 
"rude, and 1 ignorant Souldier, 1 was bold to Gt pen to 
. paper,to diſcharge along "Loc yeares troubleſome Ex- 
pedition, in ſhort Duties and Obſervations of ſervice, 
cotaining a true & ſimple narration of the principall oc- 
currences which happened in the courſe of this warre, 
without omitting one dayes March, in three yeares 
under the Magnanimous King of Dennarks, nor there- 
after, in foure yeares March with the Royall Army 
under the fortunate conduct of his Mateſty of Soak 
ofnever dying memory. 

Being induced thereto, chiefely, to teſtifie my 
humble reſpe &s unto your Highneſſe, to whom I have 
ever vowed my beſt endeavours of ſervice : next, to 
expreſle my love, and thankfulneſle tomy countr y,and 
to my deere Canals Britaines, Dutch and Swedens, 
(companions, not of wants, bur of valour) eternizing 
their memory, who after death. like Phebean Champ1- 
ons, ride criumphing 1 in ſpite of envy, being praiſed|by 
les enemies, for having valorouſlly reſiſted their 'af- 
ſaults, till they died ſtanding, ſerving the publique, 
through their great love to your Highnefle Royall 
Mother, the Queene of Bohemia, your Highnefle 
ſelfe, od the remnant of the Royall Iflue. Hoping 
therefore (for their ſakes departed of worthy memo-

During our enquartring with them, our catertainment was anfiwer- 
able to our charges, where ſome Officers had allowance ofa pecce a day for 
keeping good Order, Lievtenant Colonell Arthor Forbeſſe had the Com- 
mand oyer the Regiment in the abſence of the Colone#, being hindred by fick- 
neſſe. Shortly after our going over, the Lievtenant Colonell departed this 
life, being a Gentlemanef much true worth, and a valourous Commander, 
much regrated by the whole Regiment. Immediatly after his death, Cap- 
raine Saxdeys Seaton was by. his Majeſties Patent made Lievtenant Colo- 
nell to the Regiment, who did bringa trong Company of well exerciſed 
Souldicrs, which were joyned to ſtrengthen the Regiment. Captaine Lewes 
Dumbarre, who did get Licvtenant Colonell Forbeſe his Company, was pla-

The Regiment muſtered received colours, wherein his Majeſtic would 
havethe Officers to carry the Dazes crofle , which the O flicers refuſing they 
were ſummoned to compeare before his Majeſtie at Raynesberge, to know the 
reaſons of their refuſalls ; at the meeting none would adventure, fearing his 
Majeſties indignation, togaineſtand openly his Majeſties will , being then 
his Majeſties ſworne Servants: and for the eſchewing of greater inconveni- 
ence, the Officers deſired ſo much time of his maieſtic , as to ſend Captaine 
Robert Ennic into England,to knowe his Majeſtic of Great Britaines will, whe- 
cher or no, they might carrie without reproach the Danes Croſſe, in Scottiſh 
colours : anſwere was returned; they ſhould obey their will, under whoſc'pay 
they were, ina matter ſo indifferent. | | 

During the tedious winter, the Regiment was well exerciſed, and put un- 
der good diſcipline , as well the particular companies , as the whole Regi- 
ment, ſo that mine cycsdid never ſee a more complete Regiment, for bodies 
of men, and valiant ſouldiers ; as ſhall be ſcene in the diſcharge of their du- 
ties, begun with the ſheding of Duch-bloud. 

A Dach captaine, having out of amad humour mutilated a fouldier of my 
Captaines company of one finger. The ſouldier complaining to me , LI 
made my Lievtenant-colonell acquainted with che manner, who ſent tothe 
Capraine to know his reaſon ; The Captaine, not repenting of che wrong 
done, but rather bragging he would fecond the firſt, with agreater : he com» 
ming through my Quarters, I being exerciſing the company, the Sergeant o- 
yertakes him, and almoſt kill'd him , who made no defence, neither preſſed 
everto be repaired of his wrongs. This duty begun with the ſhedding of 
. Duch-bloud by one of my-name, and kindred. 1n the continuance of the ſto. 
tie, you ſhall heare much bloud ſhed,of all Nations in Ewrope,and of Ours not 
the leaſt. Bur of my freinds, and myne, too much.

| A golden ſwimme, and waving catelefly in a ſwallowing plentie, having 
her heart full of pleaſures, diſdaining what was to come , ruine ſeazed vpon 
this land within fix months, after our rifing from quarters, to our firſt expe» 
dition, towards the Waſey ſtreame. Ar our comming into the land,the prou- 
deſt ſort of them,diſdained ſouldiers, ſaying,they had no neede of ſtrangers, 
they were ſufficiently able themſclvesto hold out the Emperors forces,their 
paſles were ſtrong, their power in Armes were mightic of Horſe and foote, 
as any Province in Germanic ; notwithſtanding whereof, ina ſhoretime, they 
fele the wrath of Heaven, and were rinated in the middeſt of their fortunes. 
I wiſh my Country, by a timely prevention to avoide the like, by ſuſpect- 
ing the ſmooth ſtreame , being colinertty deepeſt ; left they ſhould become 
ſubje unto their enemies, their land waſted with fire, and ſword,their buil- 
dings,and plantings deſtroyed, their riches,and Iewels made ſpoyle of, their 
waves abuſed, and their daughters deflowred, themſelves baniſhed, and their 
Religion perſecuted ; in ſomuch that their 7 cy flying tothe Altar for re- 
fuge, were cruelly put todeath, Since therefore their cnemics.arc our cnc» 


mics, we ought tobeware. 
We oughtalfſo tot to deny our betters in things indifferent, [eſt the askers 
"ore waxedrie, and hiseevenge grow great: forroa generous ſpirit, as iris 
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hard to begge, ſoit is harſh to be denyed. Our Officers refufing to carrie the 
the Danes Croſſe in their colours , diſobliged his Majeſtie ſo farre , by their 
denialls of athing indifferent, that after the death of our worthy Lievtcnane 
Colonell Arthur Forbeſſe , Licvetennant-Colonell Seaton was preferred a- 


oainſt the Officers wills , who once placed , would retuſe nothing unto his 


Majeſtic he would command. __” 
' By his Majeſties authoritie, againſt the Colonells will, Captaine Duncan 


Forbeſſe ,and Captaine Tohn Forbeſie, for alleaged inſufficiencie, were pur off 
their command, and their companies given to others, whom his Majeſtic fa- 
voured. Buttimethat alters all chings, having favoured them, they were re- 
ſtored to their companies againe. |

of things more truely : and itis a true ſaying, Bleſſrgs appeare not , till they bee 
vaxiſhed. Our Officers that were diſcontented under. the King of Denmarke 


without reaſon, having had both good quarters, and money, there after in o-, 


ther ſeryices would have been contented with lefle. We ought then, to make 
uſe of the preſent, preſerving that we have, and it it goe, to grieve as little , as 
we may : yet we ought to owe a deare reſpect to the memorie ofthe good 
we loſt. | 

Certainly,a g90d reſolution is the moſt fortiiying Armour a diſcreet man 
can weare; that can defend him againſt all che unwelcome frownes,that the 
poore world puts vpon him : with this , we can be ſervants as well as Lords, 
and have the ſame inward pleaſantnefle inthe checkes of tortunegthat we car- 
ried in her ſofteſt ſmiles;It was Zantippe's obſervation, that ſhe ever found 50- 
crates returne with the fame countenance, that he went abroad withall.I wiſh 


no man ſo ſpiritleſſe, as to let all abuſes preſſe the'dulneſle of a willing ſhoul-. 


der : for reſolution is alwayes neceſfary in the waine of fortune, to fave vs 


trom diſcontentments, that uſually dejeR us, A wiſe man makes the trouble 


leſſe by fortitude , when a foole ſtoupes ro ir. The: world hath nothing fo 
glorious as vertue , which -is like the: paſſage of Hariba/ over the Alpes, 2 
worke of trying toyle, of infinite danger,: but once performed , it lets himin 
uato the worlds Garden, Italy leaving him a laſting fame. 
My Chiefe and coſen,the:Baron of #ewles,being in his travels in Frexce alis 
tle prodigall in his ſpending, redacted his cftate to a weake point, being ad- 
viſcd by his friends timely to looke to the wounds of his houſe and-family, 
andto foreſee thebeſt cure to keep burthen off his eſtate, having engaged his 
Revenewes, for tecne yeares, to pay his Creditors, he went beyond lea a vo- 
luntier to Germanic with CHac- Keyes: Regiment ;. well accompanyed with a 
part of his neereſt friends : and having the paticnce'\toatrend/his fortune, his 
firſt employment was tobe a Captaine of a company of Scots ſouldiers;lea- 
vied by himſelfe, and there after advanced to be: a Colonellof horſe & foot 


of ſtrangers, under the invincible King oof Sweden of worthy memorie. ' * ©, 


Thus farre of the Barronof Fowlesin my firſt obſervation, ro animiare 0- 
ther Cavaliers borne of lefle fortunes to follow his vercues in being paticat, 
though their preferments come notar firſt, loving vertue for her end,” '* 

Here alſo we ſee by the example of the DarcbCapraine formerly ſpoken 
of, that pride in a noble nature is as rare to be found;as humilitieinan unwor- 
thy minde ; and arrogancie-is 2 weedethateyer growes in a dunghilt, and no 
circumſtance can make the expreſſion of pride laudable: for the affronting 
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man by his owne fo! lic, ſhould be taught the way to his duetic, as the Darch 
Capraine was , who , out of his pride and arrogancie, would ſecond a firſt 
wrong with contempt, was taught humilitie, in ſo much, as he was made be- 
holden to thoſe for his life, whom out of his pride he had offended.

T7 H E Colonell recovered of his ſickneſſe tooke ſhipping from Scet- 

| land to Holland , and from thence over land to Holter, accompanied 
with Captaine 2Mac-Kenyee,and Captaine Pomfrey, arrived in the larter 

end of March Anno 1627 in HolFen, where he was welcomed by his Regi= 
ment. Athis comming , orders were given, his Regiment ſhould be broughe 
in Armes at E:ttho, where his Majeſtie wouldxake their Oathes of fidelitie, 


The Regiment being come togetheratthe Randezwoss, wasdrawn vp in three 


diviſions,artcnding his Majeſties comming,in good order of battaile, all Of- 
ficers being placed according to their ſtations orderly , Colours fleeing, 
Drummes beating, horſes neying , his'Majeſtie comes royally forward, Sa- 
lutes the Regiment, and is ſaluted againe with all due reſpeR, and reverence, 
uled at ſuch times ; his Majeſtic having viewed Front, Flancks and Reare,the 


, Regiment fronting allwayes towards his Matic.,who having made a ſtand or- 


dained the Regiment to march by him in divifions, which orderly done,and 
with great reſpe&,and reverence,as becamezhis Majeſtic being mightily well 
pleaſed, did prayſe the Regiment, that ever therafter was moſt praiſe wor- 
thy. The Colonell, and the principall Officers having kiſſed his Majeſties 


hand, retired to their former ſtations, till the Oath was publikely given,both + 


by Officers,and ſouldiers being drawne in a Ring by converſion, as uſe is, at 
ſuch times. The Oath finiſhed, the Articles of warres reade, and publiſhed, 
by a Banke of the Drammer Major , and his aſlociates, the Regiment remit- 
ted marches off orderly by companies, to their quarters, to remaine till or- 
ders were given,for their vp-breaking.The nextday theColonel],and Lievc- 
tenant colonell, were commanded to march overthe Elve with ſeaven com- 


- panyes, and to beſet the Towne of Stoade with two companies, and then to 


march with the other five towards the Wafer ſtreame, to joyne with the 
Engliſh torces commanded by Generall Horgan; being foure Regiments 
of foote, | | £ | 

The Sergeant Major Dambarre, with the remnant fouire companies , was 
commanded towards Zawenburg , fearing the enemy was to crofle the 
Elve : our orders dulic followed, weare thus ſevered, marching to our ſeve- 
rall Randezyouz, entring to take paines, for our former too much pleaſure 
and riot, uſed in our winter quarters; us ; 

On this expedition towards the Waſer ſtreame; unfortutately Captaine 
Boſwell comming after the Regiment was killed by a number of villevess 


© Boores, ever encmies to ſouldiers : the Cavaliers death was much regrated of 


all that knew him, and no reparation had for his death. Bur the Boores being 


Hed, the Dorpe was burnt off, 


Briog thus joyned ro Generall Morgan his forces , where we remayned 
tent Weekes , having had great ducig in watching, many alarummes, but - 
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tle ſervice,ſo that our ſouldiers longing for ſervice ſaid,the Emperialiſts were 
no enemies ; yer when the ſervice was once offered, the ſmarr came with ie 
In great. | 

bs Our Lievetenant colonell and his company did march from-ys towards 
Lawenburz , and joyned with the other foure companyes , and the Sergeanc 
Major Dumbarre was ſent ro command the Colopells diviſion onthe Waſer, 
the Colonell being gone to ſollicite moneyes for the Regiment, ſeeing the 
Engliſh Regiment did get weckely meanes, whereas we wereentertained on 


proviant bread , beere and bacon. 
The ſecond Obſervation. 
NN This magnanimous King his liberalitie we could nor complaine of, 
having payd us in money, and with affignation of moneys, on our 


owne King , and good Quarters we had, which were not reckoned unto us 


Othing procures more faithfull ſervice, then the Maſters liberalitie, 


' our true fid-litic his Majeſtic did oft-times commend, and our ſervice both, 


Therefore in my opinion, that bloud is not to be accounted loſt, which is 
ſhed for a Noble Maſter. Diligent,and diſcreet ſervants, are the beſt friends 
a noble King, orPrince can be bleſt withall : And as our deſerving inthis 
ſervice was good, our reſpet was more than anſwerablez having becne 
many times feafted, and Royally entertained, at his Majeſties Table ; being 
of ſervants, made companions to the King our Mafter, Let no man then 
thinke it bondage,to ſerve a noble Maſter, and a bountifull King,as this was; 
yet he that lackes this ambition, to be made companion to earthly Kings, 
following this worldly warfare, I would admoniſh him, to be thankfull to 
the King of Kings, forhis peace, and quietnefle at home, and in his proſpe. 
ritie, to make his acquaintance with God, that if adyerfitie come, be may be 
the bolder with his Maker, by prayer; which is the key to open heaven, and

 Thekilliog of Captaine Boſwe//on this March, ſhould be an advertiſement 
to all Cavaliers, comming after a Regiment, or Army, upon March, to looke 
well unto themſelves, not offering any occafion ct,offence, being weakeſt, 
fortheRaſcall ſore of Communaltie, are ever ſoone ſtirred to miſchiefe, 
eſpecially an Army having paſt by, which, forthe moſt part, never goes 
through Dorpe, or Village ; but ſome notorious Villaine commits ſome in- 
ſolency or other, for which oft times, the Innocent doth pay. 

Having joyned after our Marchto Generall Morgans forces upon the Wa. 
ſer, being quartered in open Dorpes, the enemy not farre from us, ic was my 
_ fortune to havethe firſt nights watch, as Capraine of the watchto overſee 
_ all Guards, the Avenxe to the Dorpe on. all Quarters, being well beſet, 
with convenient Guards, and Centries, under ſilence of night Generall Mor- 
gan, accompanied with foure Gentlemen with fire-locks to try us, being 
young Souldiers,gave fire on our outter Centry,our Centry having diſchar- 
ged, retired to the hexr Centry. I called the guard to their Armes, clog 
the Alarsm continuing, cauſed the Sergeant of the Guard, with twelye Muſ- 
Lettiers, advance to Skirmiſh with them, to. know what for 4/«rum it was, 
and to ſee what hinder hault they had 2 the Generall ars#7gan finding us dif 
charginp the dutie of underftanding Sobldiers, gave preſently.notice upto 
Wn Wham: be wins. 069 dejenl no Jpenks yd 488 Foopenne en 2h 
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Watch, whereupon the Sergeant conveyed his Excellence unto me, tothe 

lace of my Guard,being the Randezvosz for the Regiment incaſe of Alarans 
rodraw upunto, and finding the moſt part of the Regiment, on fuddaine 
with their Colonrs in good order, praiing them for their good watch-kee. 
ping, his Excellence asked for the Colonel}, and went to ſee him» 

It is the propertie of our Nation, anenemie being neere intime of an 4- 
liram to be in readineſſe before any other Nation, choughat other times, 
on watches, or repairing to their Colours, on Marches or in Garriſon, they 
are more careleſſc than others, But once comming to earneſt, or in great 
extreamitic of danger ; to givethem theirdue, they are not inferiour to any 
Nation, ſo farre, as I did cver ſee, or learne of others, older Commanders 
chan my ſelfe. Yet many falſe Alarums, as we, had-on the. Waſer make 
Souldiers, and the moſt diligent, atlaft careleſle, till they feele theſmart of 
_ ſuddaine ſurpriſe, torouſe them , the better to goe readily to their 

uties, 

The want of pay at the Waſer made our ſouldiers alittle diſcontent, ſeing 
the Engliſh get due weekely pay ; Nevertheleſſe, I did never heare of our 
Nations mutinie, nor of their refuſall to fighr, when they ſaw their enc- 
mies, though I have ſcene other Nations call for Guilr, being going before 
ehcir enemie to fight, athing very diſallowablein either Othcer, or Soul- 
dier,to preferre a little money toa world of credit. | 

Ic is a great part ofa Colonels dutic, timely to foreſee for all things ne- 
ceffary that may give content to thoſe under his command, left being juſtly 
diſcontenced, be might be greived, whiles it were not in his power to helpe 
himſelfe, or others. | HEH" 

The liberality of a Colonell and his care in fore-ſceing, for his Regi- 
ment, returnes to him oftimes with triple profit, being with moderation fa- 
miliar with his Officers, making them, as humble friends, not as ſervant,un 
der command, and he oughtby all meanes eſchewe to come in queſtion, or 

blique hearing with his Officers : the onely meanes to make himſelfe 
tamous, and his Regiment of long continuance.

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The next day our march continuing, in the morning our fore-troopes ha- 
ving gotten Alarum retired on us, whereupon we drawing into Battaile, 
reſolvedto fight,and provided our ſelves accordingly for. the enemies com- 
ming, which being found, buta falſe conception, nothing followed on it, 
but the continuance of our march,without further interruption. | 

The next night we lying in Quarters, our Guards orderly diſpoſed, 
before day we had another Alarum, our duety duely diſcharged of all, both 
horſe andfoote, ifthe enemic had come we were provided; Burt the Ala- 
rum proving falſe, we brake up, continuing our march toward Backftehood 
appointed for our firſt Randez-vouz : where we were commanded to ſend to

Wherefore he 
ought to be well provided ofall things fitting forhis march, that,in time of 
Rancounter with the enemy,he mighethe better diſcharge his duty,cſpecially 
being provided with good nn, 
fervice, with ſufficient fix Armes. 


He oughtalfo, for his march cycr to-have good intelligence, left his ene- 


mic ſhould circumyent him. He ought alſo to order his march, according to 
the countries ſcituation he marches thorough, appointing his Randez-vouz 
nighely,ſhort, or long, as his rs may fall it beſt ſecurity. - | 

He ought alſo to keepe his Officers and Souldiers incontinuall good-or- 
der of diſcipline, without ſuffering the one, or the other to fall off from their 
Stations, withour great and urgent occafions; and if any of them chance to

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He muſt be of judgment to conſider on the ſudden his enemies deſigne, 
and timely he ought ro oppoſe his enemy, either with few, or with many, as 
he finds his beſt advantage, And if his enemy be too far ſtronger than he, he 
muſt timely reſolve how to make aſaſe retreat, being forced therero , Pre- 
ſerving his ſouldiers, to a fitteropportunitie : for once far ingaged, the retreat 
will be the more difficule to make without great loſſe ; He ought alwayecs 
to keepe a good reſerve of freſh, brave, reſolute fellowes to keepe faces on 
theit enemies, while as others ſhould be forced to turne backe on them : at 
ſuch times and in ſuch occaſions the reſolution, the courage,and the judgment 
of ayalourous Commander is beſt knowne, for many can adyance raſhly, 
that have never the wit, or judgment to retire bravely, as is ordinaril 
ſcene in many ſuch Commanders, more ſtout, than wiſe. But leſt I ſhould 
enter too far to this purpoſe in this obſervation, for feare to be blamed my 
ſelfe for not retiring in time , ir being a large field I entred in, let this ſut- 
fice for this march of the Leaders duty. 

Now to retire , being quartered a mile from Zowenbureh in a Dorpe, 
where the Boore for feare quit his lodging , ſo that for want of proviſion 
we were forced to ſendour Suttler called /ohy Matheſon, towards Loven- 
burghb: inhis abſence our Boycs made uſe of his rugge to cover their faces;in 
drowning of Bee-hives, the rugge being rough did lodge a number of the 
Bees, which, whenthe Boyeshad drowned the Bce- hives , they threw a» 
way : The Suttler comming late home we being a bed, went to reſt, and 

ti 'S off his cloathes, drew his rugge to cover him, bur as ſoone as the 

Bees fonnd the warmeneſle of his skinne, they beganto puniſh him fer his 
long ſtay , That he was forced roaring likea mad man, to riſe, and throw 
off his rugge, not knowing ( though well he felt ) the ſmart of his ſudden 
enemies ; wecalled to him, asking, if he was mad : he made no anſwer, but 
ſill cried the Divell had bewitch'd him, in piercing him in athouſand parts, 
Rill rubbing and ſcratching, crying with paine, not krowing the reaſon, till 
2 candle was lighted, and Leine the Bees, threw his rvgge in a draw-well , 
The gentle reader may judge whether, or not, he was puniſhed, for his long 
ſtay, Thus Seria miſts jocs.

The fourth dutie diſcharged of our march from Beyſcnburgh 
toRapine in the Marke, and of the forming of Bey- 
ſenburgh Skonce. 


Hi reſted here three dayes onthe fields, till our Colonel] came 


te. 


from Hembirgh with a monethes meanes to the Regiment, our mo- 
nies paid, we got orders for a new march towards Rapine in the 
Marke , where the old Markegrave fon Twrleweh lay at Haggelberge with a 
part of his Majeſties Army , and the enemie lay againſt him on the other 
fide ofthe Hagge#, our orders were to divide our Regiment againe, andy 
leave Major Damberre wich foure companies to beſet Beyſenburgh Skonce, 
the chemies army being then within five miles of it, renthonſand ftiropg of 
| footebefides Horſe, The other ſeaven companies wete ordained ro match 
with the Colonell and Licvetenant colonell towards pine, as {aid,is', we 
ſevered not without reares 5 both of Officers ad fouklers; Bur be that 
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ſerves a maſter, muſt obey. The firſt night our Cametades accompini-' | 


ed us to our quarters. The next morning our march contihutng, neweSover- 
takes us, the enemy is ſet downe before Beyſenburgh Skonce. In the rela- 
tion of the ſervice I muſt be ſuccinR, being loath, having not ſcene the ſer- 
vice,toſcrany thing in Record, but what I know to be truth, neither cat I be 
particular inthe declaration of this ſervice done by our countrimen, though 
it be generally well ſpoken of, overall Germany, yet I muſt ſay ſomewhar, 
and my Report diminiſh from their credit , I proteſt ic is not for lacke of 
love, but for want of information. 

The enemy hearing we were marched,and having gotten true intelligence 
bow ſtrong they lay inthe Skonce, he marched ren thouland ſtrong,and lay 
downe within a cannon ſhotofthe Skonce, and: having begun his lines of 
approach, The firſt night,the Major made an our-tall, where having brave- 
-- their courage, and reſolution, returned againe without great 
loſle. | 
The enemy longing to be repared of this their bravade, refolved to 
ſtorme the Skonce ar all quarters, bur finding reſolution joyned with valour 
againſt him, after long fighting in vaire, he is beate off from the walles, and 
forced to retire at thar time, with the loſe of five hundred men ar leaſt. Bur 
having redoubled his forces the next time, ſets on with greater fury than 
before, but is beate off the ſecond time alſo, with loſlc ; the third time he 
adventured., and, as was reported, the Scors detenders, as is well knowne, 
behaved themſelves ſo well, that the enemy ſtorming the walles, the defen- 
ders for want of powder threw ſand in their enemies eyes , knocking 
them downe with the Butts of muskets , having beene divers rimes Pell, mcl 
_— others, at laſt the enemy is forced to retice withouteffeRuaring any 
thing. | 

Yet, gentle Reader, thinke that at ſuch play, the loſſe was not onely 
of one ſide, but of both, for in defenceof this Skonce being ſo oft ſtormed ; 
that ever praiſe-worthy Captaine Learmond, Brother to my Lord Balcemy, 
being twice ſhot with a musket , received deaths wound, and after died at 
Hamburgh, in perfe@ memory , diſcharging his duety Chriſtianly to God, 
as he did during his life time both to Godand man. 

For his ſake, and in remembrance of his worth and valour, the whole Of- 
ficers of the Regiment did weare a black mourning Ribben: inthis confli& 
alſo was killed his Lievtenant, called David Martin, an old, ſtout and expext 
Officer : many other valourous fellows, that were there, carried the true 
markes of their valour imprinted in their bodies, for their Countries credit. 
There was alſo, a Scattiſh Gentleman under the enemy, who c6mirg to ſcale 
the walls, ſaid aloud, Have with you Gentlemen, thinke not now youare on 

the ſtreets of Zdenbergh bravading : One of his owne Country-men thru- 
ſting him through che body with a Pike, heendedthere. This Skonce ſo 
well maintained by our Country-men, is to their prayſe recorded ar length 
inche Datch Story of the Danes warres, where the curious Reader miay learne 
more of ir. The enemy finding this opportunirie to faile, at another paſſe a- 
bove this on the Elve watched by Dutch ſurpriſing the watch, did cone o- 
ver the Ele: the newes comming to his MajeRticyhe preſently ſends Orders 
1 the night to Major Dumbarre, whocommanided the Skonce to retire, and 
tO bring off his Cannon, and to cutoff = bridge, and'then'to' come by wa- 
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xerWith bis troups to Zovenburgh, and to beſet the Caſtle thereof with two 
Companies, and to retire withthe reſt to Zukſtad, which accordingly was 
done, to their great credit. 

Major Wilſen being iet with two Companies onthe Caſtle of Lover, the 
enemy falling downe, General Tillie leading the Armie, comming before the 
Caſtle, doth ſummon it to render, the Major refuſing, he is beſieged, the 
enemies Batteries having playd alittle on the Caſtle, the Major parlees for 
accord, before the parle, Gemerall Tillie is ſhot through the thigh, pledges 
delivered, the accord agreed on, he ſhould marchout with bag and baggage, 
Drummes beating, Bale as Bouche, with a Convoy granted tothem to Luk- 
ftad,the Accord ſubſcribed, but neither circumſpe&ly-nor wiſely by the Ma- 
jor - at his out-comming his Colours are taken from him, having forgotto 
inſert them in his Accord, he complaining of the breach is biddenreade it, 
and finding it was ſo, was forced to march without Colours to Zukſtad, 
where, for his over-{ight, he was ſet from charge, with diſgrace, and the 
Company reſtored againe to the right Owner, Captaine Duacan Forbeſſe, 
and incontinent Major Dambarre, with foure Companies, was commanded 
tO beſet Sratholder Ranſove his Caſtle of Bredenberg in Holſten ; the enemy ha- 
ving already falne intothe Land, Which diſcourſe I muſt now leave, and 
proſecute the continuance of our march rowards Kapine. 

Afterthis ſervice the renowne ſpread ſo abroad, where ever wecame, that 
the Gentrie of the Country were ready mecting us, providing all neceſſa- 
ries for us. The Duke of Wymar, the Dukes of Meclinbureh, wich a number 
- of gallant Ladies, did viſit us in our March, to congratulate with us the good 
fortune, and good ſervice, done by our Camerades. But if we ſhould looke 
to rhe outſide of Souldiers, theſe foure Companies were the meaneſt of our 
Regiment to the outward appearance. Our Match continues to Rapine, 
where we were to receive further orders of Gezerall Major Slamerſdorfſe : 
our orders were to draw up in Battaile before the Towne of Rapine, where 
the Gexerall Major would come, and ſee us, his intention being ceo bring the 
Towne under Contribution, otherwiſe to fright them with inquartring of 
the Regiment : his intention effeuared, we were lcd in quarters or Dorpes, 
for three dayes to reſt us, ſecing our intentions were to march unto S/leſia, 


The fourth Obſervation. 


FN this obſervation, thoughthedutie be ſuddebly diſcharged, wee have 
I much to amplifie the oblervation ; firſt, by reaſon of the diſpute that did 
ariſe betwixt his Majeſtic and the Coleped, for offering to Caſkiere ſome 
ofhis Officers for alleaged inſufficiency, by the information of ſome malig- 
nant Spigits amongſt our ſelves, whoſe names I will ſuppreſſe, and the rea- 
ſons alſo, letting ſome other tongue, not mine, divulge their ſhame, - Ar this 
time alſo before our rifing to this expedition we were diſcontented of the di- 
viſion made of our Regiment, being abſolutely divided by his Majeſtics au- 
thoritie, without the conſent of our Colonell, who would have been loath to 
have left Captaine Learmond behinde, that had done him ſo many notable 
good offices, and this noble Gentleman of famous memory, athis leaye-ra- 
ms his Celonell, my brother and me, ni > was his intireſt Camerades, 


gh reares revealed unto. us, whom he thought was the plotter of his ſtay, 
Fithall did with griefe in a manger foretell his owne fall, alleaghs wo 
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ſhould never mect againe. Therefore, forthe love I bare ro my deareCom- 
merade, 1 will point atthe heart of thoſe, who had-a hand in the ſeparation of 
the Regiment. I muſt therefore crave pardon alittle, ro exprefle my dutic ; 
for the lofle of this noble, and vertuous Cavalier, whoſe heartgnd eyes were We 
ever fixed upon vertue, and upon his love to his deare friends. He hares not; 1 
but with cauſe, that is unwilling to hate atall. And ir is the end thar ſhewes 
the difference betwixt vertue and vice, Fie then upon thoſe judgements hat; 
for their owne aymes, hatch the Ruine of their Camerades, in torethinkingy . 
and purſuing evill. And as the difcharge of my laſt dutie was Tragicall, the I 
rcaſons of it I will ſet downe obſcurely, pointing at fome, that every man 
may examine his own conſcience, that had any hand in plotting, orhatching; 
(by villanous policie, bred of envie, ) the ruzne of their Camerades, the re- 
ward whereof doth ſtill awaite them wich ſhame ina killing ambuſh, when the 
Lord of Hoſts will bring to light the hidden plots of the malicious man. Here F 
could make ſome to bluſh, that I know plotted the fall of their Cameradess 
But I will be dumbe, doing by them, as 1sſeph thought ro have done by Mary, 
in ſeeking to cover blemiſhes with ſecrecie, leſt I ſhoald wound ſome ſowirh 
my. pcnne, as to make them by their Camerades, to be puſh't our of Compa- 
ny. But I will rather ſhew my charitie ro the delinquent, by concealing of 
his fault, and tell lim of it in ſecret, than openly to divulge his miſchiefe; 
ſceing I wiſh his amendment before the world ſhould know his amiffe : 
I will not therefore be too harſh, or virulem, hoping for his penicency, wiſh- 
ing God may enlighten his conſcience, that white he hathtime, he may crave 
pardon for his hatched evill.. Being forry.torthe:loſſe of rheſe ewo worthy 
Cavaliers, of famous memory, Learmepd. and Dumbarre, for whoſe ſakes, 
J with gricfe I have pointed thus obſcurely at the forger of theſe Cevebers fall; 
whoſe name I will ſuppreſſe; though my heart knows him well; and hoping 
time may change him to another man, I will let him be his own Beadle, and 
for his puniſhment, I would not care, though he were made to fing an 1» 
vedive againſt himſelfe, But I pray God, we may. be freed of the like our 
zelves, andnot to looke upon another; with a Beaw'deye, but rather to be out 
owne Antiaor's, againſt all the poyſon that another is able to ſpitupon'us. 
Let us then have our eyes 06 fx n yertue, and: we ſhalt ftade a beaurie; 
that will every day take us with ſome grace or other : Forthe world hath 
nothing ſo glorious in it as vertue, when ſhee rides Triemphing, as boththeſe 
Cavaliers doe after death, indeſpight of their cnemics, like Phabran Champr- 
0x3, prayſecd by their enemies, for reſiſting their ſtrongeſt aſſaults, arehow 
renowned in deſpight of envie, and the abuſive world. 'And the worthy 7x2 
Souldiers, their Aſeciats in this memarable confli, and horſtorme, are nor 
to be forgotten, butto be prayſed for their valoyt. For though, as Haid, 
by appearance to looke bur on their ourides, they were the meaneft in ſhew 
of our whole Regiment; yet God that gives hearts, and courage unto men, made 
them the inftruments of our Regiments fitſt credit inthe warres of Germany. 
They were, I confeſle, led by brave Officers, which were ſeconded abi O- 
beycd by reſolute and ſtout Souldicrs, that gained viRory, and credit, over 
$ their enemies in extremitie, by caſting ſand intheireyes. This viory puts 
A me1n mind ofa prettie Story; thewing that ſometimes the meaneſt things, 
, doc helpe us much againſt our _—_— eſpecially, when the: Lo x will 
aw our fighting, with meanc Inſtruments, fighting for us for his owne 
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Iovianus Pomtanus reports of Alphons being reſolved by aſſault to take in 
Vicaro, his Souldiers having at the firſt paſt the counterſharpe and foſſic, 
ſcaling the walles, the Inhabitants not able to repulſe them with ſtones, and 
the enemy unawares having ſurpriſed them, that they got not leaſure to arme 
themſelves, they threw Bee hives amongſt the enemy, which being diſper- 
ſed, ſticking under their Armes, and in their faces, forced the enemy to re- 
tire, uneffeuating his deſigne, Reade 1ovias in his ſeventh Booke of A/phops 
his deed, Cap, 2. - 

. Terome Oſorixs reports the like Story,ofone Captaine Baregne,a Portugall, 
in his eighth Booke of Port»gall,who by throwing Bee-hives on his enemies, 
made them to retire» The like was done of late in He#ngaria, on a Fort be- 
longing to the Biſhop of Agris, neere the Tarkes, which with the like helpe 
was relieved of a ſudden aſſault, the Souldiers not having time to goe to 
their Armes, uſed this meane, and were ſaved thereby. We ſeethen, that an 
immoftall good name is attained unto by vertue, and not by villany. 

Herealſo.inthis conflit we ſee,notwithſtanding of the enemies eager pur- 
ſuit with fury, that reſolution at laſt preyailes ; for the defenders having at 
firſt reſiſted their fury, the enemy with loſſe being forced to retire, the allai- 
lers were diſcouraged, and the defenders incouraged. Therefore it is the 
datie of a brave Captaine, thar is to be aſſailed, to reſiſt the beginnings well, 

andthentheend muſt needs be glorious. 

M, TInfuchoccaſions,happie is that Commander,that, in extremitie of danger, 
is accompanied with a fery truſtie frignds and Souldiers : He may be aſſured 
not to be forſaken, #s I have beene ſome times by ſtrangers. The valianc 
Souldier is ever beſt knowne in the greateſt cxtremitic of danger, and a fore- 
bearen enemy, once or twice repulſed, will be loath to continue his purſute : 
But hethat would gaine honour, muſt reſolve ro contemne death, though 
ever before his eyes- Wherefore I would wiſh the brave Souldier to be e- 
ver well prepared to die, whoſhould glory in nothing earthly more than tn 
the tokens of his valour, being knowne they were got with credit, and not 
by infamie, as many unworthy Souldiers oft-times get wounds, but nor 
with credit, while for their cowardiſe they are running away, yet they will 
yaunt amongſt the unknowne, as if their wounds were credibly gotten. 
Here alſo wetnay ſce the reſolutionand courage of our Country-man to be 
prayſe-worthy, though killed ſerving the Emperour , for though I loved him 
not, being mine cnemy, yet I honour his memory, in ſerving them truely, 
whom he did ſerve, for his owne credit. . 

Ofall profeflions men of our profeſſion ought to looke neereſt to their 
credits, -being attained unto by much toyle, and travell ; and is loſt with 
little, Thereforeit is faid, that a valourous man his credit hangs, as it were, 
at one haixe, and one little crrour or overſight in command, can obnubilare 

* all his formerglory. Circumſpe& then had we need to be, to preſerve this 
credit, ſo dearely bought, and eaſily loſt. 

- Wemuſtnotthen looke tothe onrfide of a man, butunto his vertues ; for 

he that judgeth men of our profeſſion by Phyſjognemie,ſhall oft-times bede- 

ceived; for he that is not tout by nature in our profeſſion, having ſerved 

out a ſeaven yeares prentiſhip under ſuch a Leader, as the magnanmous 

Kiog of Dewmarke, ſuch a one, though nor ſtout by nature, by frequencie of 

yam Fa made ſtout, as a ſword, fearing nothing, not death it felfe. ' And 

Souldiers chus uſed with danger, forthe Jove of thgir Leaders, ro pint; 
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favours and good opinion, will undertake the hazard of the greateſt dan= 

ers for their Commanders ſake. Suchthep, that have travelled well,ſhould 
by due have reſt, fince the Crowne is laid up and ordained for him that fights 
well. Onthe other part,to end this obſervation, as I did begin, there's 
p-niſhment more grievous, than che publique il|.will of all men; he. 
ally for juſt cauſes. And in my opinion, it is berter to be buried in oblivioY, 
than to be evill ſpoken of to poſteririe,

The firſt Dutie diſcharged of our Retreat from Rapine 
to Wiſmere on the Baltick Coaſt, 


Hm reſted eight dayes at Repine, of intention to have marched rf 


b—— 


ward Sileſia, to joyne with the Armie there, God that difpoſes all 

things by bis providence for our be, provided that we wenrnort ; for 
the Armie == being beaten, and put to rout ( whereof few eſcaped) 
The enemy after his Vietory following downe to us-ward, and having crol- 
ſed the Elve behinde us, our retreat towards the Kings Armie in Ho!ffien was 
hindred, the paſſages being all beſer by the enemies forces, ſo that there was 
no other paſſage free for our Armie to paſſe through, but onely to retire to- 
wards the Baltick Sea, to patronize the Iſle of Powle for cur (afetie, till ſuch 
time as ſhipping ſhould be provided by his Majeſtic to tranſport us unto Ho/- 
Pen. Orders then were giventothe-whole Armie, to march with all celeritie 
from Rapine unto the Randezvouz, being appointed ar Perleſberg, where ha- 
ving come together, we'were necre ten thouſand ſtrong of hotle and foot, 
being ſufficiently provided of Artillery and Ammunition anſwerable tothe 
ſtrength of our Armie. Our march in great haſte, night and day, continues 
towards W:ſmere, being afraid of our enemies, we feared we ſhould not gaine 
ſo much time, as to put our Armic in aſſurance, within treaches, before the 
enemies comming : but being more affrighted, than we had reaſon, com- 
ming there betimes, we intrenchedour ſelves within a Cloſe Leager, bc- 
fore the Iſle of Powle, a mile from Wiſmere : Where we made a draw-brivge 
over the paſſage to the Iſle, and fortified it with Skonces and Redoubts on 
both'fides ; where we lay five weekes, till his Majeſtic! provided ſbipping 
for our tranſportation utito Hol#en, and fearing contrary winds __ KCePE 
uslong on the Ile, it being in the Harveſt time, we provided'the Iſland with 
Corne and Cattle taken off the Country about, ſuffeieraly-ro havecnter- 
rained us the whele Winter in neceflitie. In this Leaget we had abundance 
of fleſb, and of drinke, but we were ſlightly provided-of bread and falt, 
wherea Souldier had but one pound of bread allowed hin in tendayes, it 
that he tooke ir not off the ficld.Our ScortifÞ High-land men called this Lea- 
ger the fleſh Leager, and juſtly, forthe Souldiers wereſs tloyedwith fieſh, 
that Oxen fleſh was letlie on the ground, the Hides taken off by the Souldi- 
ers, and ſold for a Canof Beere a Hide; the whole left on the'place 
untouched, and at laſt, the Souldiers weary of Mut ating onely the 
heads and ferr, being boyld with Wheat brought offehe' ficlds. Inallthis 
+ "Tay dns ne gp ange did prove very difcourtcous unto us; __ 
g to nelp us, with any thingt igheſpare forouc money, but ra- 
ther ncugh their pride: abuſed 014 Officers and ſervants, that cntred their 
Jomnetobuy necelſaties; .  -:- | x 7 ootits RN” 
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weave. Andour miſery isſo, that we cannever rrie#ftiend, bifFinthe 
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The fift Obſervation. 


| Ere we have repreſented unto us, the mutability, of lumane eſtates, 
and eſpecially of warres, the whe ele turning, we that looked to go 
forwards, were forced to retire, humane affaires being Oppoſed as 


' 2 marketo allthe ſhots of difcontentment; ſo that we ought nor to rejoyce 


too much in acalme, or prove faint. hearted in a ftorme. We reade of a 
Roman Captaine, who did tremble being victorious, as being uncertaine 
how long his good fortune might continue. And the Romans (as Scipio 
rould the Ambaſſadors of Antiochws) were not =_ up by viRory, nor caſt 
downe by loſſe. And Avegsſtine ſaid , this life of ours, was doubtfull, blind, 
miſerable, made ofa floud of humors, ebbing, and flowing, | 

Notwitſtanding whereof, it is the duety of a wiſe Commander to make 
uſe of the time, by diligent fore-fight, and wiſe deliberation, to ſave him- 
ſelfe, and others ſolong as he may, and not tobe dejefted, at every buftet 
unconſtant fortune doth give him. | 

As this old Generall his reſolution at this time, having an enemy before 
him,was good, the enemy coming alſo behinde him, rooke his march be- 
twixt Þoth, and did come fortunately to his wiſhed forecaſt, putting him- 
ſelfe and his Army in aſſurance. This old Generall was of good experience, 
but not fortunate, neither were they fortunate'whom he ſerved, though of 
invincible courage, and of great underſtanding in warres : for, to give his 
Majefty of Denmarke his due, no man breathing, I thinke, carries a ſtouter 
heart then he doth * YetT have ſeenc-his Majeſtic far dejeRed in ſpirit, 
through great lofle, and no wonder, as you ſhall heare more particularly ſet 
downe ih the ſeventh obſervation. ' 

In this Retreat we were not voide of feare, but ſuſpeRing the worſt, every 
man bethinking himſelfe of his beſt ſafery,to eſchew an apparet overthrow, 
athing at all times moſt dangerous in a8 Army. Our Horſemen, being a- 
fraid of a retreat by water, and conſequently the loſſe of their Horſes, for 
want of ſhipping, and which was more, they feared the loſſe of their goods, 
and their owne impriſonment : but it was in vaine they ſhould torment 
themſelves before hand, for things without their /powers to'eſchew, Bur 
they ought rather to have made uſe ofthe preſent, and to have foreſeene the 
future ſo far as lay in them, reſolving patiently againſt all croſſes and to re-« 
ferre the event to God. Tha Fo 


Here alſo I did: obſerve the inconyenience that comes to ſouldiers; 


through cating much fleſh withour ſalt, or bread, which did bring diſeaſes, in 
the Leager, ſo thatmany died of peſtilence and flux : but of our Natiori 
feweſt, for toſpeaketruth, I never did ſee mote'dutable rmen againſt all 
Toyle, travelland tediouſneſſe;than they 'were- . A oe. 
Likewiſe I didobſerve firft here, that the Townes of Germanic' are beſt 
friends ever to the maſters of the field, in flattering rhe victorious, and in pers 
ſccutingofthe lofer, whichis ever well ſeene indll eſtates. TS 
When wearc happie in the ſpring-tide of abutidatice, and in the rifing 
floud of plenty, then the world would be our ſervarits : -but when theſe plea» 
ſantwaters fall tocbbing, then men looke'upon us;/at'a diſtance; Wheres 
foreadverſityis like Pexelgpes night, whichundoes all; that ever the day aid 
j 
of 
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of malignant chance: ſo I confeſſe heis happy, that fiads a true friend, but 
heis bappier that findeth not extremirie to trie him.

Aving remained five weckes in this Leager,during whichtime, pre-= 
paration was making , for the tranſportation ot the Army unto 
Holſten , ſeeing the Emperors forces come from Sleſia, and Tit- 
lies Army were joyned very ſtrong , which barrd our paſſage from com- 
ming into Holſter by land, which made us ſhip our Army tor going unto 
Heligenhoven ; and from thence to the paſſe of 0/denburgh in Hoiften, of in- 
tention to ly ſecured there, till the reſt of his Majeſties torces might joyne 
with us. The Army then conſiſted of cight thouſand Foote, and Harſe, 
beſides thoſe that were left behinde onthe Iland under the command of Ge- 
nerall Major Slamerſdorfe. . 

Having all ſafely landed, at Heligenhover : we marched towards the 
paſle of 0/denburgh, where arrived before night, our Leager was drawne out 
into the moſt convenient part, for maintaining of the paſſe, where the farſt 
night we begin to worke inthe Trenches, and continue working the whole 
night, and the next day, till ngone, that the enemy was ſcene marching -to- 
wards the paſſe, in full Battalions of Horſe, and. foote, which before -rbree 
of the'clocke had planted Batteries, to play with Cannon on our Leagerand 
to force a paſſage over the paſſe, which our Generall perceiving, gave or- 
ders, to doublethe Guards both of Horſe, and foote; As alſo ftrongly to 
B«rricadethe paſſe, and to caſt up inthe night a redout before the paſle: the: 
night drawing on being darke, filence was over all, on both fides of the 
paſſe. . | IE, IT 
But the day cleering, the Guardes on both ſides, begin the $kirmiſh, the 
Cannons on both fides begin to diſcharge, tlic Horſe Guards charge one 
another, till ours were forced to give ground; the foote Guards beginning 
to fight,therelicfes were commanded on both fidesto ſecondtheir owne,the 
ſervicegrowing hot ; and the paſſe indanger of loſing. 29 

My Colonell in all haſte was commanded to no with the halfe of his 
Regiment to maintainethepaſſe ; The Colonell commanded me, . to have 
the menin readineſſe, andto diſtribute Ammunition amongſt the Souldiers; 
which done the Colonell leading on marches towards the paſſe under mer- 
Cy of Cannon, and musket : the Generall mecting us bidsaske thefouldiers, 


If they went on with courage; they ſhouting tor joy,caft up their hats, 're- 


Joycing in their march, ſeeming glad af the 'occaftion, The Generall com- 
mending their courage, and reſolution, doth bleſfe them in paſſing. Ar. our 
ongoing to the paſſe, the enemies cannon played continually on the Colours, 
which were torne with the Cannon: Alſo to my 'griete, oy Camerade 
Lievetcnant Hugh Roſſe, wasthe firſt that felrthe ſmart ofthe Cannon Buller, 
being ſhot in the leg, who falling not fainting at his loſle, did call couragi- 
ouſly, goon bravely Camerades, and I, wiſh I trad a Treene,.ora woodden 
leg tor yourſakes, 1a this jaſtane LN —_— Ibelceve, with orie bang 
; ares the 
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the leg was alſo hot from Pavid Roſſe ſonne to Roſſe of Gannis, The ſervice 
thus hor, both of Canon and musket, many were hurt at the ongoing, 
where I received a favourable marke, being hurt in the inner fide of my 
right knee, with the end of mine owne Pattizan, being ſhor off, by the 
Cannon bullet. And we drawing neere to the paſſe, The Dutch, that were 
on ſervice being all fled but the Captaine, the paſſe necre loſt, my Colonell 
exam off a plotton of Musketiers of the Right wing, being moſt of them 

rave young gentlemen of the Colonells owne compagie, which in all haſte 
with an Officer were direed to maintaine the paſſe, which being hardly 
purſued, ſundry worthy young gentlemen did lic on the placein the defence 


of it, and ſundry were hurt, as Andrew Monro, Heffor Monro, Alexander T ml. - 


longh, Arthur Forbeſſe, and divers more, of common ſouldicrs. By thistime, 
the reſt of the Colonells diviſion were not idle from ſervice, the reliefes go- 
ing often on, andthe reſt doing ſervice along the paſſe, having a hedge fot 
their ſhelter, The Body of the Pikes ſtanding, for two howers1n battell, un- 
der mercy of Cannon and musket, ſo that their ſuffrings and hurts were 
greater both amongſt Officers and Souldiers, than the hurt done to the 
Musketiers, that were on ſervice, for few of their Officers eſcaped unhurt,as 
Enfigne Enns, Enfigne Stewart, Enfigne Monro, divers alſo were killed, as 
Anarew Monro, Ferwhar c Monro, and Murdo Powlſon was killed with a Can- 
non, Intime of this hot ſervice, powder being diſtributing amongſt ſoul- 
diers, a whole Barrell was blowneup, whereby the Colonell was burnt in 
the face, and many Souldiers ſpoiled : the enemy ſeeing our powder blowne 
up, preſſe to force the paſſage, and ſome comming over, Captaine 1o4# Mon- 
70 with a few Musketiers was commanded in a flat Champange to encounter 
the enemy, who forced the enemy to retire,ſo that the paſſe was cleered a= 
gaine by Captaine 70h» his yalour,much to his credit. 

The firſt diviſion of our Regiment having thus maintained the paſſe for 
two howres hot ſervice, then comes from the leager, forrelicfe of the Colo« 
nells divifion, the Licvetenant Colonell, with the other diviſion nothing 
inferiour tothe fitſt, who falling on freſh with man-like courage, the other 
diviſion falls off, to refreſh thexaſelves : during their Camerades being on 
ſervice, atthe very entry the Lievetenant Colone)l was hurt, Sr. Patrick 
Mackey and Joby Forbeſſe of Tullewgh,both Capraines were hurt Lievetenant 
Andrew Stewart, Entigne Seatonand Enfigne Gordon were alſo hurt, and 
many gentlemen and common Souldiets were killed. This ſervice conti- 
noed in this matiner from ſeaven a clocke in the morning, till ir was paſt 
foure in the afternoone, firſt began, with the halfe of the Regiment, who 
were relieved by the other halfe, which cominued till mid-day ; after that 
theſcrvicenot being ſo hot, as before,they went on to ſervice by companies, 
one company relieyeing another , till night that it grew darke, and then 
darkeneſle,, the enemy of yalour , made the fervicetocrafe. 

During all this time, our Horſemen ſtoode bravely in Battell undef 
mercy of Cannon, and Musket, beſides the foote , attending to ſecond us, 
In caſe the enemy had ſetover, and forced the paſſe, which once he adventu- 
red to do, but was ſuddenly beaten backe : allthis while, the Generallthe 
Duke of Weimar, and both the Armies, were witneſſes to the manly and 
brave cariage of this praiſe-worthy Regiment. 

Intheevening before night ammunition on both fides growi 
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darkenefle comming on, the ſervice begins to beare up: by this time, chere 
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is a Barrell of beere ſent us, from the Leager, the Officers for haſte cayſed.to 
beate out the head ot it; that every, man might.come unto it, with. hat, or 
head. peece, they flocking about the waggon, whereon the Barrell lay, the 
encmics Cannonier gives a voley to:their beere,which,by Gods providence, 
though ſhot among ft the mid'ſt of them, did no.more harme, but blew Bar- 
Tell; and beere inthe Ayre, the neereſt:miſſe that I-did ever ſee, for many 
of them. were downe ta the grounde, whereof my brother, Capraine 0bſfet 
of worthy memory was One. | M7 * HET TS 
.r At hight the ſervice ceaſt, I was ſent by the reſt of the Officers to the 
Leager to my. Colonell for Orders, to learne of the Generall, who ſhoyld 
relieve us at night : My Colonelldid.go tothe Generalls Tent, and I with 
him,to have his Exccllences refolution , who: haveing Nobly accepted of 
the Colonell, did praiſe him and his Regiment, requeſting him, that as the 
Regiment had done bravely all day, in being the inftrumems under God-of 
his ſafety, and of the Armies, he would once moxe requeſt-him, rhat .his 
Regiment might hold out the inch, as they had done the ſpan, till it was darke, 
and then they ſhould be relieved, as he was a Chriſtian ; And driokeing to 
me, I returned with a Refolutiontomy Camerades, leaving my Colonell .in 
the Leager : Andas it grew darke,we were relieved by the Duke of Weimar 
his earneſt and diligent intreaty , having proved our good friend, in urging: 
to take us firſt off, The Generall having reſolved to retire from the enemy, 
wich the whole Army, by reaſon Ammunitiongrew ſcarce, and we having 
dcſervcd beſt, were fixſt brought off, getting orders to march in the night 
to ſhips. ok | wo yp 
; The fixt Obſervation. 
He wiſe Ancients ſaid, it was the principall thing in all things to 
looke untothe end : but itis the propertie of our Nationto be over 
= wiſebchindethe hand ; as we were afccr the ſervice, having loſt 
thereat agreat many of our friends, we oughtto have beene the more cir= 
cumipe@againe. But our condition is ſo, that no experience can make us 
_w__ till we be foarcbeaten by others, andthen we will grow kinde one to 
another. | 
_ Amongft the Romans none was admitted to the dignity ofa Commander, 
till firſt he had paſt a prentiſhip under a brave Generall, where he was taught 
the uſe of Armes,and Novicesdurſt not be ſo bould,as to intrude themſelves 
inthis honourable profeſſion, in any degree, to take command on them, 
without long practiſe, and experience, as was requiſite to undergo a charge 
in fo high a calling, and of ſuch importance, as toleade others: Neverthe- 
lefle, the ground worke or foundation of Military diſciplineogce well laid, 
then they were ſuffered to advance by degrees unto high charges, propoſing 
.Tecompence, and reward unto thoſe, that did merite, and tothateffe&,they 
1nvented (eyerall ſorts of. Crownes, for the reward of their travells, atid 
wildome: Amongſt others, the Crowne called 0bſcdional was ordained, 
forthoſe that cotred firſt the beſieged places, being of the moſt eſteeme. of 
All crownes, which was made of the Roote of the. Herbes, or graine, thayhad 


taken Roote within the place beſicged ; alſo thoſe that firſt ſcaled the walls; 


Were wont to get a crowne of the Herbe VWoodbinde, or Parietaria,-Pelli- 
* 191Y growing on the walls, and thoſe thar fic entred tbe nemiPornby

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fades, making way to enter -utto the enethies Leapger: / Alfs's Cowie vas 
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force , hadalſoacrowne given unto them'; And'the crowne'-Caſteen was 
ordained, for him thar firſbefitred theetiemies' Trenches, and brake the Pale- 


given untothofe of the Nava# Armite;thar firſt enired the Enemies Gallies, 
or ſhips on Sea,this Crowtie was made'of gold, repreſenting the-Combat; 
and the Generall a foote, being victorious, had giweft hit a crowne made of 
Hats, and Miters, and triutpphing in-a charior,' he'carried' a: Hat: made of 
Lawrell. Atlaſt, theſe crownes were made of Gold, laid overiwith preti 
ous ſtones. They had alſo given them, for recompence 'of cheit "tric! ; 
Chaines, and Bracelets, all to the end they might accuſtome' chomfelveso 
vertue, 2n4 tothe diſcipline and royle of warres. Who then wobld not defite 
to be of this ſociety, to get-a crowne' for well doing £ On the cofttrary' 
Cowards, Poultrons, and Efftminare perſons, were diſdained,degraded 1th 
put off charge, while che valiant were honoured, advanced,and recompenced, 
as the Turke doth'praRife to this day ; to the diſgrace of Chriſtians negle» 
Qing diſcipline , till they are overthrowne, Ir fſhould[then-be the duery-of 
braye Genetalls ro make choice of brave and verruous Commanders, nor af- 
king of whom they come, but where, and'how long, have they praCtiſed to 
be vertuous. Then we ſee here, what was the cuſtome of the Ancient Ro» 
21415, in chooſing the veriuous,that had paſt their'prentiſhip, and-not Novt- 
ces to be Commanders : forwe ſee, that the love of the Publique brings 
honour , pleaſure and profit'tothe'vermons,' who thinke on it fincerely , 
Bur thoſe, chat would raiſe theit forties by the ruine of others, ſhall never 


proſper. 


The reaſon of our coming to this paſſe of 0wldenubureh was, to have ſtay- 
cd there in ſafety from our enemigs, rill we Might joyne with our friends;but 
the Enemy prevented us, in coming betwixr us and our friends : then there 
was no remedy, but to hold him up at thepaſſe, till our Army: might joyne 
with us, and of this intention we reſolved for beſt, ro maintaine the paſſe, as 
- ram, till Ammunition grew ſcant, andthen we were forced to retire to our

This King is powerfull by Sea,and is mightily well furniſhed of all things 
neceſſary for wartes, of Armes, Artillery; Ammunition, vicualls, money, 
and whartelſe is requiſit to ſet forwardsa warre ; and, which is more, a noble, 
and aliberall Maſter, as everl did ſerve,” © 
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enemy alſo retiring from us, hearing the Rhinegraves forces were coming 
behinde him, of intentionto joyne withus. I oblerved alſo, that the Gene- 
rall was too flow,in the encouragement of his Officers and Souldiers, having 


delayed his exhortation tg the very time of our going on ſervice. Andiris 


eafie, at ſuch time, to Proguofticate by the counenance going on {ervice,how 
they are affeRed., But never men went on {ervice with more cheartull coun. 
tenances,than this Regiment did, going as it were,to welcome death, know- 
ing it to be the paſſage unto life, eſpecially Gghting in a good Cauſe, againſt 
the enemies of the Daughter.of our King, the Queene of Robernia, for whole 
Aake,ouc Magnificke and Royall Maſter did upderiake the wares, and for 
herifake, we-reſolved to'have followed ſuch a couragiqus Leader, as the 
Earth this day affords noe ſtouter, as mine eye5did witnefſe divers times : 
And for her fake, I perſwade my ſelfe; our noble Colonel did ingage his e- 
ſate,and advenrured his perſon,to have von her ſacred Majeſty good ſervice. 
I didalſo obſerye this day, that the beſt way to eſchew danger, is not toper- 
ceive it; for a man wcll reſolved perceives no danger,neither doth any rhing 
ſeeme difficult unco him, that may: import his credir. - And the beft Com- 


manders, in my opinion,as they are in. meaſure remiſſe, not ſeeming prodigall 


of their lives,though reſolutely-adventurous ; and for mc, I love a man thatis 
modeſtly valiant, that ſtirres not till-lic muſt needs; for he that is conſcious 
of his inward courage, is confident to ſhew it tothe world, when he will , 
but a man prodigall of life, ofr-times indangers himſelte and others ; for 
though he have courage to lead themipn, he lacks wit and diſcretion tobring 
them off, in caſe of eminent danger... And at ſuchtimes, as I condemne him 
that runnes away firſt, I cannot allow [of him, that, out of oſtentation, will 
ſtay after all his Camerades are gone; till he yeeld himſelfe priſoner, or die un- 
neceſſarily there, where he might have preſerved himſelfe with honour for a 
better occafion. I havealſo obſerved, that a baſe fellow hath been killed 
running away, when a valiant Souldier ſtood to it, and came off with credir. 

I didallo remarke che invincible courage and reſolution of that worthy 
Gentleman Lievtenant Rofſe, who having loſt his legge, wiſhed fora wood- 
den or Treen legge, lying-on the ground,as the example of pittie,thar he, who 
was induced with ſuch courage, and Chriſtian reſolution, had not time inthe 
wartare, tO have given the world greater proofe of his valour. 

Here alfo I muſt condemne thoſe arrogant Spirits, who contemne God 
and Fare, chat while as being on ſervice, and being hurr, may retire with cre- 
dit, and on the contrary will be ſo fooliſhly valiant, as to ſtay on a ſecond 
hurr, worſe than the firſt; as became that day of a young Gentleman of my 


Name,and kindred, who being ſbot in the Arme with a mnsket bullet, would 


not at my deſire retire, but {lighting bis wound ſtayed on ſervice, till he was 
ſhot dead in the head. David Monro Enfigne, being ſhot through the body 
above rhe left pappe, went alittle aſide, till he was dreſt, and returned againe 
to his Station, keeping his Colours in his hand, till night, before the ene- 
my, never taintting with his wound, an example of rare courage, and. of 
great ſtrength of bodie, neither did he ever thereafter keepe bed or lodging 
one houre, more than ordinary,for all this hurt. 

Herealſo I did obſerve,that the former diſtraſtions amongſtthe Officers 
of the Regiment were taken away, having beencompanians of equall dan- 
gcr againſt theirenemies, made then love one another the beter ever at- 
ter: for Captaine Tofu A colanell Seazow,being ſhot, 
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to his horſe, having on the march two dayes before fallen horribly out: 
which verifies the Scots Proverbe, Dogges will part Swize, ard make them 
agree amongft themſclves, We ſee ott-times, that thoſe that are feebleſt 
themſelves, are moſt ready to ſpeake Derogatively of others; Here I might 
inferre divers inſtances, yet I will inferre, and onely point, tor the preſent a 
little at thoſe unluckie diſpoſitions, that cannot endure any but themſelves 
to be well thought of, for if one be juſtly praiſed,or advanced 1n recompence 
of his vertue, they will preſently djſmount his vertyes, and ſtabbe him to the 
hearr, ob»ubilitizg his brighteſt glory, with a Bait of DetraGjon bred 'of en- 
vie, naſtie indeficient minds deviſing fpots, where they find them nor, abaſe 
office to take his tongue whip a worthy man, It I knew vice in another, 
I would nobly ſhew my charitie in concealing it, if he be abſent , if preſent, 
I would not flatter : for the valiant man his tongue is everthe greateſt coward 
in abſence, for it is not good todeprave the fame of the abſent, with a vipe- 
rous Tongue: Therefore my advice were to thee, 'in ſucha caſe, to doe like 
the wiſe man, to learne ſomewhat by thine enemies outrage, as King Philip 
of Macedos lcarned well the leflon, who many times thanked his enemies 
for theit outrage, which made him afterwards the more wiſe, more circum- 
ſpe, and more ſetled: for nothing gives a man more good experience, than 
warres, lawes, love, and detraQtion : And for DetraQion thou oughteſt ro 
be ſo wiſe, if thou be made the marke for Calumniators to ſhoot at, let them 
ſhoor, as they pleaſe, I would be hard, they ſhould not pierce me. Being 
armed with a good Conſcience, we ſhould not care for their ſhooting, for 
though it ſometime take root in theeares of ſome hearers, yet thy com= 
fort ſhould be. that one day, he ſhall kill him{c1fe, ſoone or late, as the poy- 
ſonable birch kils the mother:and ſuch fellows ſhould be puniſhed, as theeves; 
ſeeing the one bereaves men bur of their ſubſtance, but the other bereaves 
them of life, and death, and of their deareſt friends alſo. And he ſhould be 
holden as ſuch a one himſelfe, rill he brought his evidence, as the cuſtome 
was of old : and for my ſelfe, I never found beter remedie againſt them, 
than to diſdaine them, as coming about the carcs ofa deafe man, that did not 
heare them, and this I found to be the beſt bridle, to curbe their tongues, 
for inthe end he would hold his peace, and turne his tongue another way : 
bur I muſt confeſſe, the tongue of a Calumniatour hath ſometimes offended 
me, and grieved me much, but they profited me, in making me the more 
circumſpeR and diligent, inthinking on all circumſtances, that might con- 
ſerve my credit and reputation, to be ayenged onthem. And with he Pro- 
verbe, which I know to be true, I will conclude this-point, things that grieve 
us, ſhould lead us to repentance, ſeeing that which deſtroyes, inſtructs , 
and God oft-rimes, cleanfes the inward man, by the ovtward, by the con- 
trary courſe, leading us to our wiſhed for Harbour : for there is no ſuch 
- great diſcommoditic, but brings commoditie with it ; for thoſe that are ſtin- 
ged by Scorpions, though at firſt it be very _, yet at laſt, the hure 
being cured by convenient remedies, it brings fruit with advantage, as cx- 
p__ bath taught, neither Flie, Bee, nor Waſp can harme thoſe thus 
cured. 
T. To conclude then this point of DetraQtion, men ſhould be circumipeR, 
what to determine of other mens ations, being on fervice : for Iam of the 
- epinion, that in time of hot ſervice, no man doth remember the halfe of his 
£aRions, much leſſe to remarke the aRtions of others, except ſome 
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circumſtances, which he may remember. Therefore we ſhould be loath un- 
neceſſarily to bring our ſelves in queſtion, in ſpeaking evill of others: for 
commonly, ar ſuch times, cowards, or feeble men, that arenotin aQion 
themſelves, ſee more than others thar are better employed : yet the feeble 
man is ever readieſt todetrat , for to prevent his owne inſufficiency, too 
well knowne to others. Burt afcer this dayes fervice, our detraRtions, and di- 
ſtraRions alſo, were almoſt taken away, being companions of the' like dan- 
ger, againſt our enemies: AndI inferred this difcourſc of derraQtion, by rea- 
ſon, that at ſuch ſervice commonly mendoe ſpeake, as they doe favour,or ra- 
ther, as their envie carries them, which fault as being too muchin uſe in all 
eſtates, eſpecially amongſt Souldiers, I would wiſh from my heart thar ic 
might be elchewed. 

Here alſo I obſerved, that want of circumſpeRion in command, eſpecially 
over young Souldiers, as we had tocommand, doe many times caule great 
inconveniences to follow, as was ſeen in the blowing up of our powder, 
whereby our Colowell was burnt inthe face, and many more. Here I mighe 
ſpeake ſomewhat of the hurt and inconvemency, that doth happen many 


times by Cannon, and powder, but I will referre it to a fitter place, to be | 


ſpoken of, 
Likewiſe I cannot here omitto ſpeake ſomewhat of the reſolution of ſome 
articular Souldiers, that were hurt on this ſervice. Hefor Monro of Cool, 
ing ſhot through one of his feet, was deſired to goz oft, who anſwered, it 
was not time, till firſt he had emptied his Bandeliers againſt his enemies, 
| before which time he was ſhot through the other foot alſo, and then was nor 
able to come off alone, without helpe of others, and ſome of his Camerades, 
which helpthim off, going farther with him than he thought needfull tor 
his ſafctic, or their credit, he wiſhed them to retire, and diſcharge their du- 
tics againſt the enemy, as they had ſufficiently done towards him. Hagh 
Hervey being deſired 1n time of hot ſervice, to goe and take off his brother 
being killed; he lacking powder ſaid, going towards his dead brother, I 
will firft emptie my brothers Bandcliers, as I have done mine owne, to be 
revenged on his enemies, before I take him off: in the meane time, he was 
ſhot in the eye himſelfe, and that wondrans favourably, the Bullet ſome 
few daycs after having come forth at his noſe, which is moſt true, though 
ſeeming incredible+ This day alſo I obſerved an ill cuſtome too common 
to all Generals, that they make moſt uſe, in time of deſperate ſervice, of 
thoſe that doc beſt ſerve them,and when once they have experience of their 
valour, they neyer omitto employ them on the moſt datigerous exploits ; 
and for reward, they onely doe commend their valour, when others are 
ſcarce remembred atall. | 
Herealſo [ did ſee, that on hot ſervice; nothing cati be more comfort- 
able,chan the getting of arimely relicfe{zs we did getof the reſt ofour Re- 
giment, for having long fmancd under the mercy of Catinon and Musket, 
in hot ſervice; ſor 
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with credit, not running away, and the beſt exhortation a Leader can give 
common Souldiers is, to ſhew himſelfe couragious, and then, without 
words, with aſfigne, ſome will follow him, in imitating his example. 
 Herealſo I did obſerye, that the Dsich are not the beſt Souldiers in ex- 
tremitic of danger, thoughI confeſſe for the diſcharge of all dutic, other- 
wiſe very obedient,till it come toextremitie,and then commonly they make 
8 Cloake of diſcontentment, and call for money, as they did this day, 
Likewiſe I cannot ſay, but Horſe-men are uſefull many times, as they were 
here, yet in my opinion, in their ſervice, they are not tobeparalleld to 
foot : For at the in-taking of Townes, and in hilly and mountainous Coun- 
tries, that are ſtraight by nature, they are not uſefull, neither can they doe 
bur little ſervice, yet for their great charges, they are much harder tobe 
entertained : Therefore my choice ſhall be ever, as moſt credible to com- 
mand on foote, and if I were worthy to adviſe a King, or a Generall follow- 
ing warres, I would wiſh him to eſteeme more of his foot Officers, than of 
his horſe : then fewer ſhould ſerve on horſebacke, and more on foote , 
and as his Charges ſhould be lefſe, his profit ſhould be the more, his Armie 
the ſtronger, his Countrey leſle ſpoyl'd, his contribution to maintaine his 
Armie, the better payd, his treaſure richer, his Vitories more ftequent, 
and more durable,his Conqueſt the better maintained. 
This I dare preſume to affirme to beall true, out of my little experience, 


and which is more, all the time I have ſerved, where I have heard one faulc 


imputcd to a body of foote, I could inſtance ten defeRts in our Horſemens 
ſervice : fortheworſt ſort of them being too much given to plowndring, 
makes them negle& their duties, which faultalſo is too Common amongſt 
many of their Leaders, though I have knowne ſome honeſt men amongſt 
them free from this imputation : and for a King, or Prince, that muſt defend 
his Countric, by ſea, (as our noble Mr: the King of Dewnarke was) T would 


+ adviſc him, as unprofitable for his ſervice and coubtry, not to encertaine 


ſtrangers in this kinde, ſo being their charges would far ſurmount the benefir 
that could redound by their ſervice, yet I cannot ſay, but the Rhinegrove his 
Regiment was the only Regiment under the King at this time, that did beſt 
ſervice, which was cver praiſe worthy. 

Likewiſe, I have found by experience thatthoſe who fight beſt in occa- 
ſions, haveeverthe beft of ir, though they chance to ſuffer loſle, if it come 
to a retreat, commonly they are moſt reſpeRed and came firſt off, as we did 
at this time , and it is cver better to fight well, and to retire timely , then 
for a manto ſuffer himſelfe to be taken priſoner, as many were that morning 
aftcr our retreat : and in occaſions , k rather chooſe to die honourably 
then to live and to be priſoner to achurliſh fellow , that perhaps would 
keepe me in perpetuall bondage, as many brave .men are kept ;. or other- 
wiſe, atmy taking , to be ſcurvclyuſed , being fiript pavety a Villaine 
andthen, if Tlacked monics about me, to be cut and carved, and at laſt, 
poorely put to death, being naked without Armes to defend my ſelfe. My 
adviſethen is to him tharcannot reſolve to fight well, chat he reſolve accor- 
dingto his ftatior, and charge, robe well furniſhed of money , not onely 

about hin, butalſo, to have money to the beſt in a ſure place, and in- ſure 
to maioraine him, being priſoner ,, aridro pay his ranſome , or other- 
wile, let him refolve to remaine in per bondage, except ſome noble 
tricng or orker have gowpalin op [ikewiſs 
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Likewiſe I would adviſe all worthy Souldiers , and Officers going 6n 
ſervice , if they can, neverto want ſome monies about them, that, it they 
chanceto comeas priſoners in undiſcreete hands , they may caſt a bone in 
the doggs teeth , to curry favour of the cruell curre. 

I did alſo obſeryc here, that conrinency is a vertue very. neceſſary for a 
Souldier , for abſtaining from many inordinate appetites , that followe 
his profeſſion, thathe may the better ſuffer hunger, cold, thirlt, nakedneſſe, 
cravell, toyle, heate, and whatelſe patiently,never mutining for any defect: 
for itis thc greateſt viory we can attaine unto, to overcome our ſelves, 
and our appetites. Likewiſc I did obſerve,that Kings, and Generalls are ye- 
ry courteous fo Cavaliers, whileas they ſtand in necde of their ſervice, in 
making their uſe of them, but the occaſion once paſt,oft times they do looke 
on Cavaliers ata diſtance, as if they had not imployment forthem , which 
ſhould teach Cavaliers, to rake their time with reaſon of their Maſters 
alſo ; andthea they mighrcarethe leſſe for them (being ſtrangers or for- 
raigne Kings ) while as, they would diſdainethem , having {till a ſure re. 
ercateto their owne King , and Maſter, Here alſo I found that a friend in 
necdewas berterthen gold, for had notthe Duke of Wymar beene our friend 
we had bin left behinde at the paſſe, and beene priſoners the next day with 
the reſt ofthe Army. Itis therefore ever beſt to do well, come after whar 
may z for vertue in deſpight of envy, willnotwanta reward : Anda ſtour 


, Marriner that hath ridden outthe ſtorme with loſſe, as wedid this day, rc- 


joycesinthecalme, when itcomes ; .and he is ſaidto meric the Crowne, 
that hath fought valiantly- 

It is alſo very neceſſary, that at ſuch ſervice, asthis was, if we have time, 
that we be caretull, to bring off our Camerades bodies killed on ſervice, 
that died honourably beforetheir enemies, to be laid in the bed of honour, 
in burying their bodies , as becomes Chriſtians. Weare alſo ticd induety 
to our Camerades , that were with us in danger, ifcicher they be woun- 
ded, or mutilated, tocare for their ſaferics , ſo far as licth in our power: 
And we muſt nor preferrethe ſafety of our owne bodies, to the publique 
wealeof our Camerades, and countrimen dead or living , but we ought, 
with the hazard of our owne lives , to bring off thedead and hurr. | 

An cxample of this ducty,we have in the perſon of the Preſident of Che/- 


ſangvetreating of the Tewes law, that did command, that the bodies of 


their deadenemies ſhould not lie unburied. Caſar cauſed to be buried the 
head of his enemy Pompey, and weptathisdearh , as Yalerins Maximus re- 
ports in his fift booke , and fixt Chapter. Hercules is thought ro have bin 
the firſt thatordained to bury the bodies of thoſe killed on ſervice, and 
Devidcalls them bleſſed, that were ſo thankefull, as to haye buricd Sas/. 
Indes Macchbie did cauſe to bury the bodies of the enemy killed in battaile, 
and lexander reftored unto themother of Darius the dead bodice of her 
ſonne , Hannibal did butie, the body of his enemy Afercellas, as Y aleriue 
afhirmes. Ir is alſoexpedient, for the common-weale , that the bodies of 
the dead be buricd : and Leonard Dares reports that Cyrus , Alexander, and 
Cefar did recommendtheir funeralls ro their friends , as Lieverenant Foſſe 


did his to his Captaine and me\, which we performed inthe beſt manner” 


wecould, for the time. If Pagans had ſuch regard totheir burialls, Chri- 
ſtians ſhould be more carefull ; merry re were the recepta- 


cles ofthe holy Spirir, and ofthe immorrall ſoule created ro Gods owne 
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Here alſo I would report the commandement that we reade in. the ſecond 

chapter verſe 23 . of the fourth booke of Eſdr a. Where thou findeſt the dead, 
put them in the grave (with a certaine marke) and I will give thee the firſt ſeate in 
my reſarrefion + and the wiſe Ancients ſaid, men ſhould looke unto the end. 
My exhortartion then is to all my worthy countrimen , and women , that 
were intereſſed in our loſſes in this dayes ſervice, to confider, that when 
theſe gentlemen, and Cavaliers were borne , that they were marked and 
ordained todic honourably, fighting inthe good cauſe, and for the liber- 
ty ofour Kings daughter , the Queene of Bohemia and her diſtreſſed Royall 
Iſſue, under the magnanimous King of Denmarke our Maſter , who for her 
Majeſties libertie, did hazard not onely his life , but his crowne ; let them 
then that are intereſſed,as ſaid is , inthis our loſfe confider againe, that they 
died with great honour, and reputation, ſeeing they live eternally in 
their fame, having laid downe their lives , as ſervants of the publique, if 
not for their country, yetat leaſt , as cannot be denied, for the liberty of 
their Kings Royall Ifſue: It then became them well, to have died ſtanding. 
Therefore thoſe mothers, friends, or Siſters, are to be condemned, that 
mourne for them that live ( after their death) in their fame, and though 
theirgriefe be great, let them ſhed no teares, for feare it becomeof them, 
as became ofthat Ancient woman called Y:icia, mother to Futivs Geminns, 
who was killed at Reme, for having wept at the death of her ſonne, that 
had loſt his life in the publique ſervice, as reporteth Tacitxs in his 6 buoke 
of his Anal, and our Saviour in the Evangelift Saint Zakedoth forbid the 
widdow to weepe for her ſonne that was dead, and St. Pau! writing to the 
Theſſalovians ſaith, Brethren 1 would not have you ignorant of the eſtate of = 
that are aſleepe, to the end you do not over-mourne, as thoſe do, that are with- 
out hope. Therefore, let us forbeare all tearesfor thoſe departed, and if we 
ſhould mourne, let us mourne with teares,cven thoſe moſt pretiousteares for 
finne,. theſe are the Chriſtian teares, that ſhould be ſhed from our hearts, to 
reconcile us unto God, thoſe teares areas the bloud of the ſonle, hurt and 
wounded with the ſenſe, and feeling of our finnes, before God theſe are the 
teares, thatdrawe Gods mercy uponus,as David cried unto God in the 
56 Pſalme. Thou haſt counted my wanderings, and put my teares in thy bottle, are 
they net inthy Regiſter ? Therefore though we he grieved at theloſſe of our 
friends, andatthe loſſe of the day ; Yet © God, make us thankfull unto 
thee, for our deliverance , that we may rejoyce at our owne ſafety.

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The ſeventh Dutie diſcharged of our Retreat from 
Owldcnburg unto Aſſens in Denmarke 
| by Sea. 


Aving thus paſt the day at 0wldenbvrg,the night (the friend of Co- 
H wards)coming on, what we durſt not havedone by day, bcing favou- 
red by the mooneſhine, when all were wearied with bot ſervice and 
roylein theday, begunto take reſt , and refreſhment by their fires, in the 
Leagerall Guards relieved, andcentries ſet out, being all of us, after 2 
great ſiggmein a quictcale, we begin to take our retreat (9 rye _ 
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our Generall being full of feare and ſuſpition goes before, and our Colo- 

nell alſo ; we follow, having the av4nt- Guard according to our Orders for 

going a ſhip- board, which orders were willingly obeyed, perceiving the dan. 

ger was tofollow, and in conſideration that Jong before the Lievetenant 
Colonell Sr. Patrick Mac-Gey 2nd Captaine Forbeſſe being hurt had retired 

for their ſafeties towards the Iſle of Feamer, and from thence to Denmark 

co be cured. I ſupplying the place of the Major, our Regiment orderly re- 

tiring from the enemy , Captaine Aac-Kewjee and my brather 0&ftel, who 
before were companions inthe day of danger ,+ in the night did march toge- 

ther leading off the Regiment tq be ſecured, and I bringing up the Reare, ac- 
companied with ſome other Officers ; we had no doubt of our ſafe retreate : E 
the whole army being behind us made us haltethe oftner, taking paines to 

bring up our hire and ficke men; we marched bur ſoftly , Y, a Pyano: at 

laſt by teh a clocke of the night we arrived onthe fhore, and drew up in bat- 

tell attending the Colonells command for ſhipping , who had gone him- 

ſelfe attothe Roade amongſt the ſhips, to provide ſhipping, but could ger 
noobedience, the feare was ſo great amongſt the marriners; having heard 

the roaring and thundring of catiggn and muskets in the day, feare ſo poſleſt 

them all, that they lacked hands ro worke and hearts to obey : and the 
Colonell coming a ſhote without bringing of ſhips to receive us, we made 
uſc'ofcherime, our Camerades the horſemen having come before us, who 

cver beginconfufion; were without orders, forcing ſhips to take in their 
horſes, and had already poſſeſſed the whole Bulworke and ſhipping with 

their horſe, I asking my Colonells leave, drew our whole Colours in fron, 

and our Pikes charged after them; our musketiers drawne up in our reare 

by diviſions, fortifying our reare in caſe the Enemy ſhould afſault us in 

our Rearc, and then I advanced with our Colours alongſt the peere, our 
Pikes charged we cleered-the Peere of the He them to ſave 
themſelves from drowning, wherethey found the Channel! moft ſhallow, 
and advatciog:thus to theend of the Pecre, we ſeazed upon one ſhip with 

{omc horſes init, where we ſer our Colours, and making thae thip launch off 
alittle from the ſhore for feare of being , having mann'dthe ſhip- 

boat with an Officer, and ſame muskeriers, we ſent to force other ſhips out 

of the Roadeto launchin and ferveus,untill ſuch time as the moſt part of our 
neguncet were ſhipped except ſome Villaines, who were gone ap 
inthe. Towneig but-notknowing the danger. they were it, they aped 

be from ug and were taken by the.cnemy the next morning. Thus having

were, and praiſed be God with no diſcredit to us, or our Nation , for none 
can be blamed that doth what he is commanded : thus following our courſe 
the third morning we arrived before Flimesborrie,where our Randezvouz was 
appointed , and having fcnt a ſhoare for ſome viduals , whereof we ſtood 
ingreat ncede, no man was blamed to provide for himſclfe ar ſych time, 
when the whole Country was to be left to our enemies mercy«;; -:: 12. 
His Majeſty being there; after hearing the certainty of his'great loſle, :16+ 
ſolved to ſecure Dewmark; having loſt Holſten & Tewniland we gotoxders with 


 expeditionall of us to ſhip, andto hold forth our courſe unto Aſſers in Pen= 


mark,where his Majeſty promiſed ro meere us to diſpoſe further of us; for 
his Majeſties ſervice, and we making ſaile follow our courſe and ;arders. Ac 
our parting the Rhinvegrave with his Regiment did come thither. the enctny 
at his heeles, and he at ſpurres following the King, till he: had gotten the 
paſſe made good betwixt Hol#ep, and TewtJand, and his Majeſtic once ſafely 
arrived in Denmark,the Rhinegrave quitting;Tewtlandunto the enemy follows 
the King unto Denmark : We landed at Aſſes of our Regimenteight hundred 
Souldiers befides one hundred and fifty wounded and ficke men-and. beuig 
put in good quarters, we reſt us, leaving the enemy 09 reſt in the far-land of 
Holſter, and Tewtland, having a good broad and deepe fofley\chetwixt: us,

flvts all his money he had.in Baneke, 20S CET BOUP. 
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We reade alſo of one Francis Forceghat through his heaping up of wealth 
came to be made Duke of Mi{ane, and afterthar incitled himſelfe to be the 
Sonne of Fortuxe, and the Oracle of the Princes of 7:alie, being many yeares 
in proſperitic, was afterwards chaſed from his goods, as the HolFeners were 
chen, bur having recovered his lands and goods againe, he grew fo inſolent 
and proud of his proſperitie, that at laſt he was taken priſoner, and was bog 
till death in priſon, mocktof the whole world, for his pride and greedineſle. 
The ſame Author Gwicchardine in his ſeventh Booke in the x 57,doth record 
of the Bentiolet chaſed out of Bu/on, where they long were in peace, the ſub- 
jets of Millaxe being forbidden to receive them, the chietcſt of them died 
of gricfe, having never before taſted the Cup ot adverlitie: And ſo became 
of ſundry in Dewwark, that for feare did ſend away their goods by ſhipping 
unto the Creggs of Nerway, to be kept there, whereof ſome were loſt by Sea, 
and the owners afterward dicd of griefe, not having the courage to under- 
oe paticntly their Croſſe, The Lord of his mercie preſerve my Countrey and 
riends from the like Yiſitation. Let no man therefore flatter himſelfe with 
proſperitie, riches, or honour, as 70 adviſeth us in his Politique Aphe- 
7iſmes. All are borne alike, come of duſt, ourglory then ſhould. be of yer- 
rue, and not in riches, proſperitic, or honours ; tor we ſhould cfteeme of no- 
thing ſo much, as of Gods. judgements; praying his Majeſtie continually to 
divert them from us, .eſteeming .moxe. of our foules, than of deceivable ri- 
ches, whereof the poſſeſſion is uncertaine, as was ſeene at this time, both in 
Holſten and Tewilend, theit riches went faſterraway than they came, and 
chough they could have enjoyed them, yet at laſt they were forced to leave 
them co others. | Since therefore we cancarry riathing withus, but our good 
name, [et us beever carefull of that, diſcharging, ſo Pere as We may, with a 
ood Conſcience our duties to Gocand man, and this Heritage we cannot 
robbed of, though the world ſhould turne to nothing. 

Here we ſrc this macneximoxs King his eſtate falling for his love-tohis 
Niece, the diſtreſſed Queene of Boehewis, and her Children;ſceing her bani- 
niſled from her Kingdome by the ſword of her enemies, he hazards the loſſe 
ot his Crowne and perſon, to get het reſtored; bringing: the ſword of his 
enchnes within -his owne, Countrey, fortune havitig crofſed him abroad : 
yet for all this, this Meguanimow King was not dejeced, butwitha coura- 
gious reſolution makes/uſe of the time, retiring: to one corner of his King- 
come, to. preverit the lofle of the; whole, being naturally fortified with a 
broad graffe; 25 the Iſle of Britaine\, being ſtrong of ſhipping, having his 
Majeftie of 3/f/9ize to friend, and the Eftates' of the united Provinces, he 
wascareleſld of the Emperours forces by Sea or Land, not being able ro 


hate his Majeſtie more than they did, 

+. By this exadtiple we may ſec, whatadvantage our Soveraigne,the Kings 
Majeſtic 0fgzeat B7/acine, hath over all forraigne Kings in Europe, through 
the ſcjtuatianiof bis Dominions, being mightie in power of men, ſhipping, 
and.money, isable to make warredtiroad, where he pleafeth, and to make 


«ſafe Retreatywhen be pleaſeth, being Maſter at Sea, as-hecan edlily be, 


ternfying his'epemies with'one Armic abroad; and a ftrong ArmieatSca, 

hecan hom hewvill, and retire when he lift, forcing/all Zropeto

friends and Country-men were fo farteaddiced, to ſeckethe reftitution of 
her Majeſtic of Bohemia, and her Royall Ifſue, as Tam the warres then 
ſhould never end, till they were reſtored, and I avenged of my friends bloud, 
and mine owne, ſhed in the quarrell. 

Here alſo I did obſerve his Majeſties circumſpeRion, in preventing the 
Emperialifts, in coming by water unto his Kingdome, having beſet all Fin- 
land with ſtrong Gerriſons of Horſe and Foote, which kept ſtrong guards, 
and good watch by night and by day, at ſuch places onthe Coalt, as was 
moſt in danger of the enemies over.ſetting, till in the end, the enemy was 
forcedto retire his Armie, leaving buta few men in Garriſon in the Townes, 


- which lay on the Coaſt, which Garriſons his Majeſtic with ſhipping did of- 


ten viſite,totheir great hurt, with ſtrong parties, retiring againe, having done 
his exployr, at his pleaſure in ſafetic. This Mognavimexs King, to my know- 
ledge, deſerved to have been worthily thought of; and well ſpoken of, for 
his noble enterprizing of the warre, being [eader and Generall in (o good 
acauſe. And though the ſuccefle was not anſwerable, I dare be bold to af- 
firme, it was none of his Majeſties fault; for his Majeſtic not onely beſtowed 
much in advancing of it, but alfo did hazard himſclfe and his Crowne 
in maintaining of it. Nevertheleſſe, there are alivaycs ſome Cynicks, that 
doebarke at his Majeſties proceedings, without reaſons where we may ſee, 
chat no man; no not Kings themſelves can eſcape the laſh of cenſure, and 
none can eſchew tobe traduced by the ignominious aſperſions of the male- 
volent tongue. Therefore it is good todoe well, and then we need not care 
what is faid; except the ſayer put his name to his aſſertion, and then he may 
be made to foote his Boule, in maintaining of it, or unworthily to refule ir. 
Here alſo Idid obſerve, that' no Armour nor paſſe conld remove the 
Generalls feare ;; for having once imagined che enemies over-coming, he 
was never fully ſctled, till he was ſafe-a ſhip-board. And therefore I did ſee 
atthis time that verified, that when man diſtruſteth God, it is then juſt with 
God to leave man to himfelfe : for after our Retreat, being on the Roads, 
the Generall,being thronged in his owne Ship, could not command a Ship 
cotranſport his ſeryants, till I forced a Ship for his Excellencies ſervice g 
which ſhould teach all men in Authoritic, while they have' command, to 
command with diſcretion, leſt the wheele ſhould tuxne, and'then theyſhould 
be beholding to thoſe, whom before they commanded, - oy 
Here alſo I did ſee mutinous Souldiers well rewarded, and it may be 


ſooner than they thought, for the day before thoſe thar call'd tor money 


when they werecommanded to goe on ſervice, the fext day I being a Ship- 
board did ſee them turne ſlaves unto their enemies being taken priſoners, 
robbed both of Cloaths and money, and kept long in bo , being for- 
ced to ſerve againſt their Conſcience, ſuch was their folly'in calling for 


money when it was notime to tell it. Having atthis time left our horſes and 


ge to-our enemies, I obſerved ſomewhat onthe love of men tothole 
beaſts, and the love of beaſts to their Maſters, as worth the noting, to'con- 
Chriſtians, and men 
of one profeſſion; my brother 0bftell, of worthy memory; had a Horſe of 
our owne Country-breed, that was fo familiarly acquainted with his Soul- 
diers, and with the noiſe and touch of Drumme, 'thar the wholc-day on our 
march, when his Maſter went a foote, he unled followed'the Drumme'a 
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they moved faſt or ſlow. Another Horſe I left, that being in Wiſmer Leger, 
having rode out one day to a wood, halfe amile from the Leager, tocauſe 
co cut timber, leaving my Horſe ſtanding alone, and my Cloake on my Sad- 
dle, a Rutter coming by, unknowne to me and my fellowes, ſteales my 
Horſe away, who finding himſelfe in ſtrangers hands, skips loole, and'iruns 
tour Leager, being chaſ't and hunted at by more than'a hundred Horſe« 
men, out-runs them all unto the trenches, and running through the Leager, 
ſtands before my Tent, my Camerades wondering what became of mee, 
thinking I had been killed by the Horſemen, come and make ſearch for me, 
and finding me, tell me of my Horſe- 

Theſe beaſts I have remembred for their love, for which I will ſet downe 
ſome particulars concerning the addreſſe, fidelitie , and bountie of ſome 
Horſes; whereof I have formerly read. Plinie proteſts their prayles cannor 
be expreſſed. We reade of the Numidians, that were ſo much redoubred of 
the Rowanes, that intheir warres, they would atſpurres, runne their Horſes 
in middeſt of their enemies, withour a bridle to governe them. In the Bat- 
taile of Cannes, Hanniball returning the next day on the place of Battaile, 
to looke more narrowly to the place, a Remane Knight halfe dead, hearing 
the noiſe of people, lifted up his head, of purpoſe to have ſpoke,but his voice 
failing, died : with the laſt gaſpe, by Hannibal! there roade a Ngmidian on 
that dead Knights Horſe, who knowing his Maſter, begun to move his 
eares, to bray, and to leape, and rebound with ſuch fury, till he caſts the 
Nemidian to ground, runnes through the dead bodies, and ſtands before 
his dead Maſter, and leaning downe his necke and ſhoulders, ſheweth the 
defire he had that his Maſter ſhould leape on him, to the great aſtoniſhment 
of Hanniball, and his followers. We reade alſo in the warres of Germanie, 
inthe yeare 1176 the Dukes of Saxos forced by Armes to ſubmit themſelves 
to the Emperour Henry the fourth, giving the Emperour for pledges oftheir 
fidelicie, two yong Princes, Sonnes to a Matqueſſe, which were carefully 
kept in a Caſtle, that was very ſtrong, the Captaine whereof moved by 
Compaſſion, and wonne by ſome preſents, ſulſered them ſometimes to goe 
abroad to take the ayre, and to ride their Horſes thereabour : The Caprtaine 
going a hunting, takes thele young youths with him, the prey found and. 
hunted, ſhee is followed by all, not thinking of any other thing : The 
<p ſpurring hard out of fight, follow theircourle till they come to the 

Uver of the Maine, where they requeſt a Fiſherman to ranſport them ig his 
little Cane or Boats to <Mentz, offering him their lictle ſcarlet Cloakes for 
pay : The Fiſherman helpes them from their Horſes, and rakes them in his 
Boate, and rowes downe the River, their Horſcs ſwimming after them to 
Hemz, where they and their Horſes were gracioufly welcomed. 

Plinie writes, that Horſes wept at their Maſters deaths, and it is recorded, 
that the Horſe of Ceſar wept : forctelling his Maſters death, and I perſwade 
my ſelte, the gentle Reader could adde ſomewhat tothis purpoſe, if he li- 
ſted, bur thus tarre to animate Chriſtians to love, reſpeR, and cheriſh their 
Camerades, and notto kil}and backbirethem; as roo many are too ready to 
derraQ from others, to adde to themſelves : a wrohg way; for honour is 
compared well to a chaſte Maide, that will never love them who would ra- 
viſh her, but being courted ſhee may be moved. 

Here I muſt not forget that dutie I owe to the remembrance of that wor- 
thy young Geatleman, Arthnr Forbeſſe, Sonne to a worthy Cavalier, of = 
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mous memory, Lievetenant Colonell Artbar Forbeſſe, being a worthy valou- 
rous ſonne, deſcended of a valiant Father, This young Gentleman being 
deadly wounded on ſervice, and with hazard brought unto our Ship, within 
two dayes dyed. Likewiſe a Gentleman borne in the Iſles of Scotland, cal- 
led Alexander Mac-Worche, being wounded in the head, and ſhot in the arme, 
the enemies Horſemen ſhooting at him with Piſtols, he leapes from the 
ſhoare,with his cloathes on, notwithſtanding thoſe wounds, and {wimmes to 
my Coſcn Captaine cHomxro his Boate, and being brought in died the next 
day, and was much lamented for of his Camerades, as a Gentleman of great

] dia alſo obſerve here, the inconvenience that happens to many brave 
Officers and Souldiers given to plundering, gathering together a little boo. 


-Fle for ſpending, which brings them commonly into their enemies hands, 


their puniſhment being farre more grievous,than their purchaſe was delight- 
full, and yer I thinke, the Guile is worſe than the puniſhment. To which 
purpoſe I will onely here inferre one Story. A. Pythagorian bought a paire 
of thooes upon truft, the ſhooe-maker dyes, the Philoſopher is glad, and 
thinks them gaine, but a while after his Conſcicrce touches him, and be- 
comes a perperuall chider, he repaires to the houſe of the dead, caſts in his 
money with theſe words ; There take thy due, thou liveſt to me, though deadts 
«ll beſides. Cenainly, in my opinion, ill gotten gaines are farre worſe than 
loſſes with preſerved honeſtic. Theſe grieve but once, the others are con- 
tinually grating upon our quiet, and he diminiſhes his owne contentment, 


that would addc unto it by unlawfulneſſe ,, for looking onely to the begin- 


ning, he thinkes not of the end. Bur inmy « ng if plundering, or making 
of bootie,at any time be excufable for a Souldier, it is onely in reſpe of the 
Circumſtances. Our friends being forced to quit tkeir Countrey and their 
goods to their enemies, before it ſhould inrich the enemy, it were not amiſſe 
eo take it, or deſtroy it either with fire or water, before it were profitable to 
Our enemies ; and in this point onely I doe allow of this bootie making, 
providing it doe not hinder men from the diſcharge of their duties, intime 
and place : otherwiſe, our beſt goods, being impediments to the diſcharge 


- of qur honeſt dutie inour calling, are to be throwne away. And for mine 


owne part, a few bookes left by my friends, which mine enemy might have 
burat, was all the bootie thatever I made : neither doe I repent me of my 
negleR in this point ; having ſcene many make bootie, who had never the 
happineſſe to enjoy it long. His Majeſties care, in fore-ſceing the ſafetie of 
Denmarke, merits praiſc : for by the preſervation of Dewmarke, his Majeſtic, 
like a skilfull Gameſter, recovered rl all chat he loſt. Therefore we 


ought never to grieve for any thing paſt, but for ſinne, and for that alwayes. 
And he ſpake well, that ſaid, He that hath bimſelfe hath lo## nothing.

The Major being killed,

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With the generall applauſe ofthe whole Solaaieske, which ceremony _—_ 
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the Regiment marched off, by companies unto their feyerall quarters as be- 
fore ; The Colonel! conveyed by his Officers unto his quarters, the Offi- 
cers were appointed the next day, to meere at the Colonells quarter to re- 
ceive money, and to underſtand further of the Colonells reſolution, con- 
ceraing the ſtanding ofthe Regiment. Ar their returne the next day, they 
received two monthes pay forthe Officers, and one moneths pay for the 
Seldateska , with promiſe of winter clothes. But the Souldiers coming into 
a good fat ſoyle, clad themſelves honeſtly, which made them want com- 
miſſe clothes ; Yetnone of us could ſay, but we ſerved a liberal), and a 
bountifull Maſter : the money firſt payed by the Commiſſaries, they give 
orders in his Majeſtics name for keeping of good diſcipline over the Regi- 
ment , whereby the Boores ſhould not complaine onthe Souldiers Ifolencie, 
which they necded not to uſe, getting willingly from the Boores both meare, 
and mony,with ſome clothes:Nevertheleſſe, there were alwayes amongſt the 
one and the other, ſomechurliſh Raſcalls, that cauſed complaints to be heard 
which made our proforce or Gavileger get company and money, for diſchar- 
£i2g his duety -: for neither Officer, nor Souldier eſcaped duc puniihment, 
that was once complained on, untill ſuchtime, as his Majeſtic was farisfied 
with juſtice, andthe party offended, Thus continuing in our duety, the 
Colonell anew doth Capitulate with his Majeſty; for bringing over from 
Scotland a thouſand men to recreute the Regiment, Officers were appointed 
of eyery company to go for Scotland, and for the moſt part the Capraines 


went themſelves, leaving their Lievetenants in their abſence ro command 


their companies, The Lievctenant Colonell taking a fore-Joofe, didgo un- 
to Holland : I being left ro command the Regiment, the Colonell and his 
Captaines Sr.Peirick Mac-Gey, Captaine LAnnane, Capraine eHonro of 
Obſtet, Captaine Forbeſſe, Captaine Sinclaire, Capraine John Monro, and 
Lievetenant Robert Stewart, the Barron of Fowles followed them in the 
ſpring , for leavyinga company alſo. They being gone, I was commanded 
by his Majeſty to take orders from Generall Major Slamerſdorph then reſi- 
dent at Odenſee in Funeland, who immediatly after their going away, com- 
manded me totake my quarters in Aſſens, where we kept our watch, ſeeing 
cane part of the country was — of the enemies purſute ; where 
Tha rms with the Major of the Rbinegraves Regiment of horſe, who 
ſhould give out the orders inthe Garriſon , which did bring an emulation 
hetwixt our Souldiers and the horſemen, ſo that in ſevyerall rancounters 
had inthe Garriſon, three or foure 'on each fide were killed. To prevent 
this diforder, the Generall Major with ſome other aſfſociats came ro Aſſes 
and held 2 Councell of warre, the bufineſte confidered, the Major of Horſe 
is removed to another Garriſen, and Rut-maſter Cre:ffew is put with his 
Troupes in Aſſens, and the command: of the Garriſon was given unto me. 
Notwithſtanding whereof our camity with the horſemen did continue a 
long time, till the Rhinegrove bimſelfe had given orders to his whole 
Officers,examplarily to-puniſh thoſe inſolent Rutters, who ſhould be found 
co live otherwiſe then brethren with thewhole Score Regiment , ſo that by 


that time the coldneſſe removed , welivedat more quiet during my being 
there, which was not Rs

caſt downe with the loſſe of his Army , nor with the loſſe of the halte 
of his country , bur preventing his further loſſe for the fatery of his 


Fa here we miay ſee the wiſdome and magnanimity of this King noe 


country, and good of his SubjeRs , he with expedition , drawes himſelte. 


and the remnanteſcaped of his Army within Denmark, to preſerve them 
for a ſecond fitter opportunity ; As alſo to encourage his Subjects, thar 
through feare , wereon the Ajght by water unto 'other Nations , carrying 
their ſubſtance withthem, feare commiog unawares, having heard of their 
Kings lofſe and overthrow abroade, fame diſperſing the rumours of the loſle, 
much worle then it was, the people were ſo afraid, and ſo fearefuil, thar 
they enjoyed nothing withoura frighted minde , no nottheir ſlcepe : | they 
erembled at the preſent miſeries that might but come, they were anticipa- 
ted in a more horrid habit, thenany enemy could put them unto , mecting 
with evill before itcame, making things but probable as certaine, as when 
one may ſiteyen in a boate, he is innodanger , yet through teare ſtirring, 
he may drowne himſelfe, and others, as we ſee often in bartel|tharthe va- 
liant man conſtantly keeping his ranke , doth live, when as the teeble cow- 
ardby ſtooping thinking roſave his life, he loſes it ; when the brave ſoule 
knowes no trembling, Ceſar ſpake like Ceſar , when he bad the Marriners 
feare nothing. And this invincible and Magnaniftous King , though rut- 
fled by Ceſar, yet he encourages his ſubjes,by exhorting them to feareno- 
thing , going at all times himſelfe betwixt them and all dangers, he being 
the firſt many times ingaged, and thelaſt coming off, caſtingas it were, 
through his valour,a kinde of honour upon God, believing in his goodneſle, 
caſting himſelfe in danger , truſting and confiding in his care onely. Not 
like an unworthy coward thatecliptes his ſufficiency , unworthily doubting 
that God will bring him off, unjuftly accufing God,his power or his will, 
maxing himſelte his owne Saviour , he becomes his owhe confounder. 
But this magnanimous King ſetting his care upon God,and uſing the law- 
full meanes, for his country , and kingdomes preſervation, winning the 
love of God, and of his ſubjects, eſtabliſheth himſelfe , and his Throne in 
deſpight of his enemies. Here alſo I have obſerved that good ſervice done 
to anoblc andliberall Maſter , as this King was, cannot be withoutreward: 
Therefore let the ſervant deſerye, and the Maſter will recompence, it he 
be ſuch a juſt Maſter as we ſerved , where both loved each others, for their 
generous worthineſſe. Who ever then is a ſervant, if heſuppoſe his lor hard, 
{et him thinke onthe other part, that ſervice is nothing els but a free mans 
calling,and comfort himſelfe with the example of Kings, that are but ſcr= 
vants (though more ſplendid) for the common-weale ; and as this King 
our royall Maſter ſerved for his country, ler us that are ſervants ſerving 
ſtrangers ſervetruely where we ferve , for our countries credit, our owne 
weale, and our cternall fame which muſt live after us. This magnanimous 
King through the experience he had of our former true ſervice, 1s defirous 
to have more of our countrimento ſerve him, as we may ſee by the new 
employment laid on our Colonell and his Officers - Alſo on divers other 
Noblemen of our country , te bring unto him three other Regiments as 
pO £ a2 Nideſdale 
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Nideſdale,Spynie and Murckles Regiments, we being the firſt that ſhewed them 
the way to be employed by his Majeſty. 

Here I will exhortall brave Cavaliers, of minde to follow the laudable 
profeſſion of Armes , notto grudge , though their advancement or preter- 
ment come not at firſt , but with patience to awaite on Gods bleſling, ſince 
preferment comes neither from the Eaſt, nor from the weft. Bur u is the 
blefling ofthe Lord , given by man as the reward of vertue. 

Who everchen would be famous by preferment, let kim firſt ſtudy to be 
diligent and vertuous 10 his calling,and thendoubtleſle God will diſpoſe of 
him as he thinketh beft for his owne Glory. 

Here we {ce that the Barron of Fowles,ofworthy memory, thought it no 
diſparagement at firſt to follow my Lord of Rhey and his Regiment, as a 
voluntier , tillhe had ſcene ſome ſervice, and attained unto ſome experi- 
ence, andthen beginning with a company , coming at laſt with credit to be 
Colonell over horſe and foote,and that to animate others of his name , and 
kindred to follow his ex2mple, rather to live honourably abroade, and 
with credit, then to encroach (as many do ) on their friends at home, as 
we ſay in Scotland, leaping at the halfe loafe , while as others through ver- 
rue live nobly abroade, ſerved with filver plate, and atrendance. 

Officers of one Regiment ought to live as brethren together, not envying 
one anothers advancement, entertaining no other emulation ; then the c- 
mulation of vertue, every one ſerving trucly in their Stations, till ſuch time 
occafion may be offered, for their advancement by degrees : for though 


their patience may be the fonger, their credits will be the more, and their” 


contentments at laſt will make them forgo and forget their former toyle,and 
diſturbances having come to their propoſed marke, though not alrogether 
torheir wiſhedend. Herealſo we ſee that good diſcipline is requiſite for 
keeping good order,that as vertue is rewarded; ſo vice may be puniſhed : as 
we may ſceby the inſtitution of the Emperiall lawes, whereof one we reade 
conſtitute by the Emperor Frederick the ſecond in the code of Iuftinian, bea- 
ring that the labourers ofthe ground might live peaceably with aſſurance o- 
ver all,ſtaying in their villages, Iabouring the ground, ſothat no man ſhould 
be lo bold , as to preſume to take any ſuch men priſoners, or to offer them 
any violence in deſtroying their Beaſtyall, or in takeing their goods from 
them, condemning them to death that did contemne, or violate his ordi. 
nance. 

And Cyrw going to warre, commanded no man ſhould trouble the la- 
bourers, Xerxes commanded the like, ſaying, the warres were againſt thoſe 
that caried Armes, not againſt Shepheards, 

Beliſarizs that brave Commander under the Emperour 1uſtinian, was ſo 
ſtriQ againſt ſouldiers thattroubled the Boores , that the ſouldiers going by 
the fruityards durſt not throw downe one Apple, and for his good order 
kept, victualls were cheaper inthe Campethen in Townes. 

 Procopiue in his third booke ofthe Gothes warres in 7th reports, that Tot1la6 
King of the Gothes obſerved the ſame tri diſcipline in 7zaly, ſuffring the 
Boores untroubled , for paying the contribution. | 

Necephor Gregorixs affirmed , that while as inthe front of an Army mat- 
ched inſolency and violence , orderly came inthe reare defcate and ruine. 
And now a dayes the Twrkes do obſerve ſtricter diſcipline in their Armies 
then Chriſtians do ; inſo much that their Captaines muſt nor RE 
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Souldiers to goe into Orchards or Vineyards, as they march by, And as 
order is necctlary inan Army, loit 1s in a Regiment requikit to be kept, 
and puniſhment alſo to be uſed, for baniſhing all villany from a Regimene,as 
Glutrony, Drunkeneſſe, Whoredome, Opreſſion, Playing, Diccing, 
Roaring, Swaggering : for it is not ſeemely that thoſe, who ſhould over- 
come others, ſhould {uffer themfelves to be overcome with any (uch notoxri- 
ous vices ; neither ought a brave fellow to vaunt of his galour, fince it is 
nottolerableto kill men with words, without coming unto blawes ;” But he 
that comports himſelfe modeſtly is to be commended. 

Here alſo we (ce thatthe Emulation and ſtrite begunne amongſt Superis 
ours and Officers of quality , brings at laſt the ſame amongſt their inferiours 
and followers, as was ſcene in the diſorders and quarrelling betwixt our 
Souldiers and the Rhinegraves horſemen , which was wiſely prevented and 
taken away by the wiſdome of their Commanders , that carried mutuzll 
love and reſpe& to each others : for the mutuall good delerving of both 
Officers, which wasthe chicfe inſtrumentof their reconcilement, and taking 
away of their jarres, and idle quarrelling, ariſing of oſtentation, an un- 
worthy fruit growing out of Dunghills, withering faſter then it groweth, 
their jarres thus once removed , thereafter our love waxed ſo great, that 
where we chanced both to be on one ſervice, as at Wolga#, where we ſtood 
in necde of helpe,the Rhizvegraves Regiment,eſpecially Rutmaſter Hoomes un. 
der God made our Retreate ſafe, as you ſhall hearein its owne place: 

Herealſo I cannot paſſe over with filence the love that ordinarily is ſeene 
berwixt Officers, and their followers : being once put under good diſcipline 
they will undergo any thing for love of their Commanders and Leaders, 
who have taken paines and diligence in excerciſing them in the pertet uſe of 
their Armes , and in leading them braycly on occafions before their ene- 
mies, in making with cxercife their bodies ſtrong, and their hearts valiant, 
then I ſay, what will they not undertake for the love of their Lea- 


_— 


ders? Tracly, I muſt confeſſe, rhey will ſtand a thouſand times more inawe 


to incurre their Officers wrath, whom once they loved chrough love, than 
1 any wiſe, thorough feare of any puniſhment, that may be enjoyned unto 
them by Lawes: and if they love and reſpe& their Officers, for feare ro of- 
fend, eyen in their Marches, for their Officers credits they will march fo or- 
derly with Armes intheir Rancks and Files, that you would thinke a whole 
Regiment well diſciplined,as this was, were all bur one body, ard of one 
motion, their eares obeying the command all as one, their eyes turning all 
alike, at the firſt ſigne given, their hands going to execution as one hand, 
glving one ſtroake, yea many ftroakes all alike, ever readie to ſtrike, or hold 
Up, as their Commander pleaſeth ; and thus exerciſed they were, that their 
enemies in all Rancounters could not but ducly praiſe them, calling them 
the Invincible old Regiment : which alwayes rancountred withthem an all 
occaſions, ſo that Mac-Xeyes name, was very frequent, through the glorious 
famcof this never-dying Regiment,never wrong'd by Fortune in their fame, 
though divers times, by their enemies valour, they {tained both lofle and 


hurt: but would to God, we had alwayes met manto man, or that our Army 


had conſiſted all of ſuch men, and ſuch Officers, whereof, I was the unwor- 
thieſt ! If ſo had beene, our conqueſt had extended ſo farre,as the Romaxes of 
old did extend the limits and borders of their Empire, which for my wiſh 
I would beſtow on the Prince Zleftor Palatine, borne by the Jewel of Haveps, 
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the Queene of Bohemia his Royall Mother ; andifit were at my diſtribution, 
he ſhould have all from the River Zaphyates at the Eaſt, to the Ocean Sea at 
the Weſt, the fertilleſt part of Africke at the South, and the Rhine and the 
Danube at the North; and yet I durſt afftirme, that his Grand-father King 
Iams s Of bleſſed and never-dying memory, might merit a farre greater 
poſſeſſion for his Grand-childe, the Illuftrious Prince Eleftor Palatine of the 
Rhine ; and to have an Armieof ſuch men, under his command, to be aven- 
ged on his enemies. I would wiſh their cloathes nor mine owne, came ne- 
ver off, till his cnemics were made his footſtoole ro tread on, or to ſhew mer- 
cie, at his Highneſle pleaſure : And for my wiſb, his Armie ſhould be all of 
Britaines, Datch, and Iriſh, ſuch as Yegetius deſcribeth the Romane Souldiers 
of old: and I, as one though unworthicſt of a thouſand Britazre Officers, 
would undertake to make ſuch brave lads to dwell Summer and Winter in 
Tents, ever in readineſle to fighe with our enemies, and to endureall incom- 
modities, for the credit of ſuch a Maſter, baniſhing far from him with vali- 
ant hands well armed, all the craft, power, and ſubtiltic that his cnemies 
wereable to deviſe againſt him: And we ſhould, for his ſake, be contented 
with ſuch allowance as the Zmperiall Lawes allow a Souldier, being one. 
Iy ſo much as might maintaine life, or ſo much as Beaſts get that are put to 
dyet, and we ſhould be content to march with ſuch expedition, without in- 
ccrmiſhon, without quarter or Garriſon, as neede requirerh, never ſtaying 
behinde, but alwayes advancing, conſenting willingly to undergoe cor- 
reRion, if wedid to the contrary : but to march ever orderly in Rancks, 
as the way lay rough oreven, foule or faire, as our Colours and Leaders 
went before us ; Never quitting our Rancks, but with licence, till the cauſe 
were wonne, or that our Maſters Throne were eſtabliſhed. And if otherwiſe 
we went aftray, we ſhould be content to quit our allowance : and if this dif- 
Cipline were not ſtrit enough, we ſhould be content to have his Highneſſe 
and Royal/ Mother reſtored, to doe as our Fathers did coming out of Eeypr, 
marching alongſt the ſpacious and wideDeſert, thar our Randezvouz might 
be appointed and ſer, till we arrived in Cades, that is to ſay, inthe holy Land, 
where being victorious, we ſhould bid our Maſter farewell,and reſt with our 
Fathers. 
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The ninth Dutie diſcharged of Major Dumbarre 
his Service at Bredenberg. 


His noble Cavalier, of famous and worthy memory, having done no- 

table good ſervice at Beyſenburg Skonce on the River of the Elve, 

as was formerly ſet downe, at his retiring to Lugited, he was com- 
manded with foure Companies 'of Scets, and certaine Dutch, the enemy 
having falne into Helſten, his order was to beſet the Caftle of Bredenberg, 
being a paſſe, but not ſtrong, nor fortified i» Forma. As I was informed by 
a valourous little Captaine, Captaine William Lumſdell, who then was Enſigne 
tothe Major, who onely at that time eſcaped with his life, from the fury of 
the enemy, being within the houſe, while as the reſt, inthe fury, were putts 
che ſword : This Gentleman who informed me, was with the Major wal- 
King abroad neare to the houſe at the enemies firſt approaching, fo tharthe 
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enemy unawares did come ſo neare, that they retiring to the Caſtle, had 
ſcarcetime rodraw up the draw-bridge, when the enemy with his forces, 
being, as was thought, ten thouſand ſtrong, led by Tilley, had the houſe en- 
vironed on all quarters, The enemy ſends a Trumpeter, ſummoning toren- 
der the place, which was refuſed. Whereupon they entred to approach, 
and the Defender refiſts. . The ſervice thus begun, Comediar-like, ends very 
Tragically, the whole Court and lodgings running with bloud, with which 
the walles and pavementare ſprinkled with our Scottiſh bloud, to be viewed 
and ſcene to this day. To be particular in the diſcharge of this dutie at large, 
not having ſeene the ſervice, I will nor, leſt I ſhould erre in giving noticeun- 
to the world, of things I did not know , but by report, which ordinaril 
holds not ſo true, asthings we have both knowne and ſecne. In this houſe 
of Bredewberg there wasa great number of men, womenand children, beſides 
the Souldiers, that had taken their flight thither, as toa place of refuge,arthe 
ertemies firſt coming into the land. There was alſointhis houſe grear ſtore 
of riches, belonging to the Lord of the houſe, and ro the Fugitives, that was 
brought from the Country, The Major valourouſly defended the place for 
ſix dayes, untill the time they had approached untothe moate, and ſhort two 
ſeverall breaches inthe wall, and being ſo neare, the enemy direRed a Drum- 
mer untothe Major, to ſee if he would Parley Burthe Drummer returned with 
an anſwer, that fo long as there was bloud in Dumberres head, that houſe 
ſhould never be given.over : which anſwer fo incenſed the enemy againſt 
them, that they {ware, if they got the upper hand over them, they ſhould all 
dic without quarters. - Shortly afterthe anſwer was returned, the Major was 
ſhot dead inthe head with a fire-lock z The reſt of the Officers were aſhamed 
to Capitulate for an Accord, the Major having refuſed : immediately after, 
Captaine Duncan Forbeſſe was killed, and after him, Lievetenanc Barbour, and 
then Captaine Carmichell, who had nocharge there, but came by accident tb 
viſit his Camerades before the Enemics coming, whole fortune was not toeſ- 
chew the payment of that debt by longer continuation. The Enemy then 
paſſingthe Moate or Foſley, with. a generall orme, ſcorned all quarters, 
and being encred, cruelly put allte che ſword, making no difference of qua- 
litie, age, nor ſex, bur all alike cruelly pur to death: ſo that five or fixatmoſt 
eſcaped, whereof Enfigne Lumſdell miraculouſly was one. . | 
The Enemy before this houſe was taken, as I was informed, loſt above a 
thouſand men, which, made the Encmies crucltie the greater; and of our 
Regiment were killed above three hundred. And it is repotted, that after the 
fury was paſt, they made inquiſition for the A«jors body, and having found 
it, they ript up his breaſt, tooke out his heart, ſundered his gummes, and 
ſtucke his heart into his mouth; theyallſo killed the Preacher, who being on 
his knees, begging life, was denied mercy. 


The ninth- Obſervation. 
= 5 is he who gens the fruicfull earth, and croppes her plentic 
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— from her ferril rafting the harmony of peace, ſinging a- 
way his labours all day; knvin no note rn Me with noiſe of 
Drumame nor Cannon, bur fleepes with peace at night, not over-awde b 
the Tyrants of the earth, leading the Rancks of bloud and death, as theſe 
cruel murderers didatthis time, bythcir monſtrous and prodigious maſſ2- 
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cre, breaking the peace of God, ſwimming in Chriſtian bloud, without mer- 
cy to Officer, Souldier, or Preacher, heaping up wrath on their own ſoules, 
againſt the day of their appearance before that great 7#dge, that ſhall judge 
both the quicke and the dead. 

Out of our enemies crucltic uſed here, we ought to learne to forbeare the 
like, leſt oneday we might be uſed as they uſed our friends and Country. 
men : for wemay be revenged on our enemies crueltie, repaying them in a 
Chriſtian manner,without making Beaſts of our ſelves, in not ſhewing mer. 
cy being _ of us, which is to be more cruell than Lyons, who will not 
ſtirre thoſe who ſtoope untothem. And there is no greater token of inju= 


ſtice, than to doc that unto another, that we would not have done unto our 


ſelves. And would'ſt thon have mercy that refuſcſt ro ſhew mercy, being 
fought of thee ? No truely, it is juft with God, that he miſſe mercy, thar re- 
fuſeth mercy unto others , and to have courage without mercy, is to bragge 
of vertue, and lacke the right uſe of it. 

Was there greater perfidie in the world than was uſed here at the in- ta- 
king of this houſe, willingly to harme the dead, and the innocent £ For to 
wrong an innocent Preacher, was ſavage, beſeeming a beaſt, not a man; and 
to giye a ſtabbe, as was done here, for the innocent ſmile of an Infant, was 
devilliſh blacke at the heart, We reade in the Twykiſb Story of a childe, that 
ſtrucke an intending murtherer jnto a ſwound with offering toembrace him. 
Would to God, all thoſe that refuſe mercy, were ſo firicken dead, to terrific 
ſuch tyrants as they were ! AndI perſwade my ſelfe, none but villanous per- 
ſons, being Commanders ever {ufferedthe like to have beene done without 
moderation : but, I hope, haughtie and violent minds will never blefſe the 
owners; but that by D omineeringthey ſhall fall ike Duſt, 

This worthy Cavalier, of famous memory, after his death thus unchriſti- 
anly uſed, let no man judge by his end; that he in bis life time uſed any man 
oy : for Idare affirme, though ſometimes he was ſubject unto 
paſſion, it continued not long, he being of a'good; ſweet, and milde nature, 
and very kinde and conſtant,where he profeſſed friendſhip, and as devoutin 
the profeſſion of his Religion, profeſſed in Scorland, as became a good Chri- 
ſtian being fincere, And commonly his cuſtome was, leading Troopes on 
ſervice, till he came in Action, he wentbefore them bare-headed, praying 
for a blefling to his actions,as he hath told me himfelfe ; having asked a rea- 


ſon for this his manner of carriage, he ſcornedin all his Onſers to have been 


any thing but a Leader, alwayes teaching by the ſtrovgeſtauthoritie, his 
owne forwardnefle by his owne example : And as his humour ſcornedtobe 
ſobaſc as to fatter, {o he did hateto beſo curriſh as to bite,” But le was 
ever indued with inviolable Amitie, joyned with invaluable love ; and as he 
was couragious, ſo he was conſtant ; inthe one, withſtanding his enemies, 
in the other, entertaining his friend. Ina word, he was a reſolute Chriſtian, 
and a man truely honeſt ; arid therefore' I perſwade my ſelfe, his death was 
but the beginning of his joy, and the end of his miſery : having therefore 
written nothing amiſſe of him, I neededefire no pardon. Burt I know ſome 
men will obje&, asa blame in him, that he refuſed a Par/&,whileas there was 
no appearance, cither of reliefe, or holding out : to which, I'cannot other» 
wiſe anſwer, than be anſwered himſelfe to ſome of the Officers rhat were 
moſt inward with him, which 'was,'that he was ſorry the charge of the 


bloud of fo many foules didlie on his ſoulders. Bus if he ſhould give 0 
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verthat houſe, be was perſwaded, the King his Maſter would cauſe to ha 

him, ſceing he had enemies about his Majeſtie, whowould make him die, 
though innocent.' Therefore he reſolved rodie honourablie, rather than his 
nameſhould be brought in-queſtion, and-then to ſuffer at laſt, ' Here alſo we 
ſee a poore Miniſter in bis laſt Act giving good example, not terrified wich 
thehborror of death; nor crueltic of his enemies; But on his knees being den. 
ed. "war a from man, begs mercy of God;dying/asw/Martyr;perſecuted uns 
coDgaths .

_-Achappiedeath ro him, being reſolved: with: God-and -his''Conſrienee;

The tenth Duety diſchargedofour March unto Lowland, 
leaving three Companies in Func, 


a Recrew ; I being lefrto rommandtheRegiment: In November. 
I received —_ his Majeſty to leave three Companies in 
Funland and to march my ſclfe, withthe other foure Companies, and the 
Regiment ſtaffe unto Lowland :, the reaſon of our march was : the Emperi« 
aliſts, having by ſhipping croſſed the Belt, and taken the Ifle of Feamor un- 
der their contribution, Lowland the Queene Mothers dowry being nextunto 
It, and without ſouldiers,bis Majeſty was afraid the enemy our of Feamor 
mighe ſet over with ſhipping, deſtroy the land, and retire againe, feci 
there was no fortified City within Lowlend,though it was the Fertileſt ſoyle 
within Denmark : to prevent this inconvenicnce, I was ordained to march 
thither,and to quarter the Companies in the moſt convenient. parts of the 
land, and to remaine there during his Majefties will, having onely charge 
to watch where our Garriſons lay , and the Boores were ordained to watch 
night and day along? the coaſt, at ſuch places where the enemy mighr land: 
This marchthough ſhort was tedious, being in the middeſt of winter the 
wayes dcepe and foule, being fat clay ground, the beft and fertilleſt part in 
Denmark z andthe march was the more troubleſome, that we were forced 
in the winter time to croſle the Seas over the Beletwice. 

Marching through Zangland, having quartered there a night, there happe- 
ned an odious complaint to be made on a ſouldier called cac-Myer of 
Monro his C ompany, for forcing the Boores daughter, where he quartered. 
The Boore complaines tothe Commiſſary, and the Commiſlary to me zto 
fatisfie juſtice, we calleda Councell of warres (having our Auditor with us) 
of the Regiment Officers ; the buſineſle exaQly examined, according to: his 

ajelſties Articles, theſouldier was condemned to die, and to:be ſhort at a 
Poſt,to terrifie others by his example from the like hajnous finne: The ſoul- 
dier getting time for that aight to prepare himſeclfc for death,'the minifter 
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M-: Colonell and bis O fficers being parted for Scotland to bring over 
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inſtruRing him of his ducty, the next morning the companies drawert to 
Armes , a Guard was directed to fee the execution, the fouldicr couragiouſ- 
ly and Chriſtianly reſolved, being tied to a poſt was ſhot dexd by his came. 
rades , who withoutany delay executed the commarni laid on them bythe 


\ mralefactor, whoſe Corpes was preſently buried. The next day having 


we were well quarteredand courtcoully received, The Colonells compatiy 
and Sr. Patrick Mac-Geys with the ſtaffe, were quartered with me in & bs, 
Captaine Mac-keryee his ednipany were quarteted in Rubee,” and Captaine 
Monro his company in Necoppine, where the Queene mother did remind,

H Ere 1 did obſerve that wiſdome and vertue were the beſt Guards of 


ſthipt, we croſt over unto: Lowland, where,according to his nei compay 


ſafety , the one ſecuring the ſoule, the other the eftate and body : 

For this magnanimous and wiſe nay » by his fore-fight and wiſ- 
dome,did prevent the evill (by atimely fore-fight) which his enemies might 
have brought uponthis Iſle of Lowlaxd, being the richeſt part within the 
Kingdome,for corne a Magazin, and.as Garner for forraine countries : It 
abounds alſo in all forts of fiſhes, the Ponds belbng to the Gentry, making 
great commodity of their fiſh , being ſold in the Ciries and country,that are 
not Licentiat to havethe like of their owne, The Gentry of this land arc 
much given to policy and ceconomy-,- following the example of their King, 
having great ſtaſles and ſtables, eontaining above foure hundred Oxen, and 
their ſtables ſome threeſcore horſes ,- being well fed and made luſty, they 
are {old to the Germaines , which yeerely brings unto the gentility great 
ſtore of money : this Iland abounds in Deere and wilde foule. 

This country is alſo plentifull of wood for buildiag of ſhips, where his 
Majeſty every yeare hath ſome builded by his owne maſter builder,a worthy 
gentleman begorren of Scots Anceſters, called Mr; Sinclaire, who ſpeakes 
the Scortiſh tongue , and is yery courteous to all his countrimen which come 
ehicher. The Citizens alſo of this Iland,being very rich,build ſhips for their 
owne uſe, and ſome they ſcll unto ſtrangers. 

My hoſte the Burgomaſter of Marbo, ſometime furniſh'd his Majcſty for 
building of his ſhips, toareckoning ofone hundred thouſand Rex Dolors, ſo 
that ina word,in this little Ile of Zowlend I did obſerve vertue to be habiruall 
init, and ſowas the peoples goodneffe diſtributive unto us and our foul- 
dicrs, ſo that during our reftdence there, we were ſo welcome, thar all 
things ſmil'd upon us, where it was my fortune one night to have gotten 
bis Majcſty to be my Ghueft , having then my quarter in the Burgomeſters 
houſe, and though he was a King, I perſwade my ſclfe he was contented 
with bis cntertainment,being both good and rare , whereof truely I had a 
good deale,bur my Ghueſt departed by three of the clocke in rhe mor- 
ning without bidding me farewell, yet being his Majeſtics will, I was well 
pleaſed, having fate up all tight I was not for attendance in the morning, 
which his Majcfty athis departure gratiouſly did excule. 

Torerurne then to my obſcrvation, I did ſee and learne here the truth of 
that proverbe in his Majcſties perſon , that the wife man only is the cun- 
ningſt fencer; noman Ean give a blow ſo ſoone, or ward and kcepe himfclfe 
lo lay a the wiſe man, nd nothing is to be plaged above him, bur _ 
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the King of Kings and giver of wiſdome. To hive is common, to be wiſe 
and good particular, and granted toa few : many I ſee wiſh for honour, for 
wealth, for friends , for fame, for pleaſure ; I defire but thoſe two yer- 
rue; and wiſdome , which both I ſaw in this Magnanimous King, and in his 
country people following his Majcſties EXAm ple. We finde nota man that 
the world ever had ſo plentifull in all things, as was Solomen: yet his re-. 
queſt was but one oftheſe two, though indeed it includeth the other, for 
without vertue , wiſdome isnotz orif it be, it undoes us at laſt : and to 
returne to my obſervation , inmy judgement it may be ſaid of this Magna- 
nimous King , as was laid of Ceſar,Semi- Dems e#t: foras he is valiant, fo he 
is learned, Ex #troque Rex, being valiant and wiſe, a Prince of an excellent 
ſpirit, capable of all good things,as I have ſcene, and obſerved in him : he 
is learned in the liberall ſciences, and underſtands well the Mathematicks 
and the praRiſe of fortifications, asa ſouldier ſtudicd inthe Lawes , joy- 
ning Armes with Iuſtice, two great belpes for the governement of aPrince. 
ly dignity : be handles well bis Armes, and is expert in riding 0; horſes, 
a ſtrong man for wreſtling , as all Zarepeaftords, ablcforto give ſtrokes, 
and the leyelleſt ſhooter with a peece, thatever I did ſee; tor witha piſtoll 
he never miſſes a dogge inthe head heſhootsatz for experience in warfare, 
nothing inferiourto the greateſt Captaines we reade of, cafte to come to, 
and very affable , patient to beare with heate, cold, hunger, and moſt dura- 
ble intravell , and if I were to wiſh forthe perſonage of a man, mineeyes did 
never ſee his like , for a ſtately majeſticke perſon , whom ever I will great- 
ly reſpe& andlove forthe good received ; and ſhall be ever ready to ſerve 
him againſt all his enemies , . my Graciow Soveraigne onely excepted, and: 
his deereſt Siſters Royall Iſflye, to whom I have vowed my beſt ſer- 
Vice. | 
Here alſo in this Kingdome I did obſerve, that there is nothing mooves 
ſubjeRs more to obedicnce, then the opinion they conceive of their Princes 
care and diligence, in the conſervation of his Kingdome and ſubjects ; and 
experience teacheth us, that the obedience due to Kings by their ſubjeas: is 
weake, if it be not grounded on feare and reſpeRive reverence. As authort-" 
Ty is gotten by honourable and convenient carriage : ſo oftimes we ſce it is 
loſt by evill carriage. So thatallgreatneſſe deſtitute of vercue doth vaniſh 


inan inſtant ; and therefore the Poets did ſay , that honour and reverence” 


were the children begotten of Majeſtic and authority : the example wher- 
of, we have in the perſon of Charles called the wiſe , who having ſeene 
Fraxce ruin'd by the former warres, under his predeceſſors Philipand Toh, 


Nermandie and Piccardie poſſeſſed by the Engliſh,and having Edward thethird' 


to deale with, the beſt and happieſt King ever England had ; who defeated 


the French in two Battells. This Prince reſolved to keepe the reft, finding; 


It to be as good to governe by counſell as by force of Armes, he did nothing 
raſhly nor unfore-fcene,but his deſigns were all well premeditated and dige- 
ſted, making choice of men wiſe, valiant, and knowing how to command 


in warres. Edward ſeeing his ſword thus blunted, and the courſe of his vi- - 


Qories by the wiſdome of Charles interrupted , ſaid; who did ever fee one 
out of his chamber to give a man ſo much adoe- without'Armes * Thus 
Charles was ſo wile, that his enemies did make no difficuley'to praiſe him, 
for he not oncly freed his people from miſery, butalſo gathered afterward: 
a great treaſure tor his ſonne , being called rich , as he was wile, and 
Re" G a reſpete 
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reſpeted of his ſubjeRs, and of his enemies, as this Magnanimous King of 
Denmark is , for his prudence after his warres , is as much to be commen- 
ded, as his valour was in preſerving his ſubjeRts & Throne from his enemies, 
being redaed toacorner ; and his counſel! ſerved alſo well, for the good 
ofhis ſubjeRs, the eſtate of his Throne , 'and forthe recovery of his lofles» 
And therefore Cicero ſaid,that counſell availed for the good of the Stare as 
well as Caprtaines, forit is oft ſeenc ineffeR, that by the good advice of 
the one, the others have happily drawne, and governed their ſwords; And 
in another place he ſaith that Agamemnon Generall of Greece, did never wiſh 
for ten ſuch great Captaines as 4jax was, but rather ten wiſe counſcllours, 
as Neſtor was , which made Cicero ſo often to proclaime the honour due to 
eloquence above valour, ſaying, Cedant arma toes, concedat laurea lingua : 
but joyned together, as in this Magnanimous King of Denmark they worke 
oneto anothers hands , for the eſtabliſhment of his Throne, which I wiſh 
ſo long to continue as the world, Herealſo we may learne to eſchevv vice 
by the puniſhment inflicted upon this ſouldicr for his cxorbitancy, in having 
raviſh'd avirgin of her honour, he was bereft himſclfe of life, by Gods 
juſtice, puniſhing man for finne examplary to others. 

Againſt this finne of raviſhing Emperours ordained puniſhment, towir, 
to lofe their heads,and their goods alſo to beconfiſcate , but the law of che 
Canoniftstreates more meekely with raviſhers, ſuffering them to marry thoſe 
whom they raviſhed : But the Lord judgeing more ſeverely, ſteeping his 
rods in viniger , ordaines ſtricter puniſhmeat for ſuch maletators. To 
eſchew thereforethe committing of ſuch villanies, I will here ſer downe 
fome remedies to hinder man from fuch vices, that we may eſchew the like 
puniſhment. The firſt remedy thenis to abſtaine from the exceſſe of wine 
and meates, not to be drunke with wine, wherein there is diſſolution. The 
ſecond remedy is roeſchew idleneſſe androo much (leeping, which is enc- 
my to travell and diligence. The third, to eſchew the company of un- 
cleane perſons, whoſedelight is in filthy communications , for be thar 
will touch pitch, muſt be defiled with it. Evil ſpeeches corrupt good manners , 
and with Wolves we leameto howleand cry, Dina the daughter of 74ceb 
defiringto ſee what was not convenient, neither for her ſhametac'*cneſſe, nor 
for the reſpec ſhe oughtto have carried to her fathers houſe , was raviſhed, 
violated, and was the cauſe ofgreater evill. The fourth remedy is to keepe 
both women and maides in a convenient modeſty of a chaſt behaviour, 
without which there is a doore opened to all villany and filthinefſe, which 
15able of vertue to make vice. The other remedies are , to live ſoberly and 
vertuouſly in ourcallings , eſchewing evill company and filthy communt- 
cations, loving rather to take painesin-our callings, remembring our duty 
weoweto God, innotdelighting inany unclanneſle, that we may eſchew 
the malcdiQion hanging over the heads of thoſe, which continue in their 
filthineſſe without repentance, abuſing the long ſuffering and: patience of 
the Lord our God and Father. | TOO 

 Toconclude this obſervation,there are lawes and juſtice obſerved as well 
among ſouldiers, as in other governments , and the ſtricteſt juſtice that 15, 
with leaſt partiality : our lawes are the Kings Articles, we are ſworne to 
obey our Prefident or Iudge , he amongſt us preſent having the command, 
co whom his Majeſty joynes, as afſeffor to the Iudge, an Auditor for doing 
of juſtice, our Affiſers or Iury we-have not to ſeeke (viz.) a Om_—_ 
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We were appointed to come aſhoare, and toretire to our former quarters, 
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number of thirteene of our owne Regiment, Officers, Capraines,. Lieve- 


tenants, Antients , Sergeants and Corporalls , till our number be full : 
our Proforce or Gavilliger brings in the complaints, and defires juſtice, in 
his Majeſtiesname, to the party offended, and ro his Maſter the Kings 
Majefty or Generall , that fuers or leades the warre ; and every Regimenr 
is bound to have an executioner of their owne, which ifthe Regiment wanes, 
the Colonell is obliged to hire another to doe the execution for paiment, 
and ſometimes as the crime and the perſon is reſpected , thar is to ſuffer, he 
is honourcd to beſhot by his camerades , or beheaded, nor ſuffering an 
executioner to come neare him. Other {light puniſhments we enjoyne for 
flighe faults, put in execution by their Camerades , as the Loupegarthe, 
when a Souldier is ſtripped naked above the waſte, and is made torunne a 
furlong betwixt two hundred Souldiers, ranged alike oppoſite to others, 
leaving a ſpace in the midſt for the Souldier ro runne through, where his 
Camerades whip him with ſmall rods, ordained and cut for the purpoſe by 
the Gavilliger, and all to keepe good order and diſcipline, for other lefſer 
faults, there is ogdained {lighter puniſhments, as Irons, ſtanding ata poaſt, 
his hands bound up above his head likewiſe fitting ona Treen or woodden 
Mare, in ſome publicke place, to make him aſhamed of his fault : As alſo 
ſometimes to ſtand fix or ſeaven houres longer than ordinary at the centrie 
poſture;as I was once made to ſtand in my younger yeares at the Loxver gate 
in Paris, being then in the Kings Regiment of the Guards, paſſing my prenti- 
ſap, for ſleeping in the morning, when I ought to have beenc at my excer- 
Ciſe, for puniſhment I was made ſtand from eleven before noone, to cight of 
the Clocke inthe night Centry, Armed with Corſler, Head-piece, Brace- 
ters, being Iron tothe teeth, in a hot Summers day, till I was weary of my 
life, "YH after made me the more ftrict in puniſhing thoſe under my 
Command, : 
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The eleventh Dutie diſcharged of aur expedition by water 
unto the Iſle of Feamcr, and of the in-taking of it. 


HE twenty-ſecond day of March 1627. his Majeſtic having came 

in perſon to Lowland with two thouland five hundred foote, having 

appointed Randezvouz at Rwbie, I hadorders to repaire with all dilt- 
gence to the Randezyouz, with the foure Companies commanded by me of 
our Regiment : his Majeſtics intention being ta ſhip at Xwb#e, to fall on the 
Enemy upon the Iſle of Feamer, as being too neere in neighbourhood unto 
Denmarke : for preventing of their evill, his Majeſtic reſolved to viſit them 
before they ſhould viſit his Country, and in the extremirie of a bitter froſt 
we were all ſhipped in open Skours or Boats, where we lay three dayes with 
contrary winds 1n the Road very much perplexr, and troubled with theex- 
tremitie of cold weather, being hard froſt and ſnow : the ſtorme continiing, 


till orders were ſent us toriſe againe; ſo that the fixt of Aprill we d a- 
gaine. And on the eighth we Skins before the br woos lony 
with diligence planted Ordnance for hindering of our landing, But wes're- 
Paycdagaine by our Ordnance ten for one : During which ſervice, —_ =—_ 
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landing our Souldiecrs with ſmall Boats by twcntics and thirties. The enemy 
with Gannon and musket giving continuall fire on us, till at laſt ſeeing a 
ſtrong body of Souldiers landed, and he having no horſemen to ſecond his 
footc, he was compelled to retire his Cannon, making his Retreat to a 
ſtrong Fort they had built of purpoſe on the I{land, leaving the reſt of the 
Iſland and the Cities at our mercy ; the Townes being of no ſtrength. 

Before it wasdarke we wereall landed, with our Cannon and Amunition, 
incamping for that night in the Fields, keeping ſtrong Guards and diligent 
watch- The enemy being diſcouraged, we had not ſo much as one Alarm. 
The next morning his Majeſtie marched towards the Fort with his Forces 
and Artillery, and having himfelfe recognoſced or ſpied the Fort, retired, 
giving orders for our {evcrall quarters : Our Souldiers were entred to worke 
the approaches, which were ordained and aſſigned to us to approach on. 
The enemy being icarce of victualls, and knowing of no relicte, refolvedas 
his beſt courſe to Parle, and having ſent forth a Drummer, which being re- 
ceived, and the Pare granted, pledges being delivered Hinc inde, the accord 
goes on, and is prelently agreed upon. The conditions granted to the ene- 
my were ſomewhat hard, ( 4z. ) that they ſhould leave their Armes, Bag- 
gage, and Amunition within the Fort, and that they ſhould come forth in 
his Majcſties reverence, of mercy, or of none , which accordingly they did 
undergoe., Bur before their out-coming, there was a prohibition givento all 
our Souldiers, that no man ſhould wrong or injure them : Neverthelefle, 
at their comming out, the Country Boores ( ever cruell to Souldiers ) re- 
membring the hard uſage of the Souldiers to them in the Winter time, ſee- 
ing them come forth unarmed, ranne violently upon the Souldiers, knock- 
ing them pittifully downe, they cauſed great diſorder, ſo that in the fury 
the Count of Morgemrie, Colonell to a French Regiment, was knockt to 
the ground, and left for dead, being taken for a Walloone, or one of the ene= 
mies Officers. This infolency of the Boores continued ( in killing the 
poore Souldiers ) till by his Majeſties charge, I was commanded to put my 
Souldiers to Armes to ſuppreſſe the Boores, which was preſently obeyed 
by my Souldiers, who againe robbed the Boores of that they had taken 
from the enemy, and withall were well knockt. The Tumult appeaſed, the 
enemies were {cnt away by Boats to Helſten, where they were pur aſhoare, 
and left, his Majeſtic then refreſhed his Troopes for three dayes, during 
which time, the Iſland was brought under Contribution to his Majeſtie, 
anda-Governour with a Garriſon being left on the Iſland to keepe them in 
obcdicnce, and to hinder the enemies rcturne, we were commanded to be 
11 readineſle for a ſecond Expedition. 


The eleventh Obſervation. 
Q ſaid, we were moſt in danger when we wanted bufineſle, for 


"I while we want bufinefſe, and have no foe to awe us, we are readie to 
: drowne in the mudde of vice and {loathfulneſſe. So our Regiment 
having laine fix moneths in idlenefſe and ſloath, eating and drinking, and 


ſometimes doing worſe, for lacke of employment inour Callings, falling out 


amoneft our ſelves unneceſſarily, and without reaſon abuſing both Burgers 
and Boores, ſo that when we lacked employment, then was the Gavilizger 


and uis Irons beſt employed, inſolency dowiueering, ſo that when, ye came 
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to endure hunger, thirſt, and cold on our ſhippes, we were growne ſoeffe- 
minate, that we could not fleepe without a good bed, our ſtomackes could 
notdigeſt a Gammon of Bacon, or cold Beefe without muſtard, ſo farre 
we were out of ule, till this —_—— King came to lead us, who in a 
ſhort time, without the helpe of Phyficke, cured our cloyd ſtomackes, hard- 
ned our effeminate ſides, in ſtead of a warme Chamber, made us contented 
with a hole digged in the ground, to let the winde and Bullers flee over us, 
making hunger our beſt ſauce, giving us employment, andto our Gavilliger 
reſt and cafe athome, 

O how bright then doth the ſoule of man grow with uſe and Negotiati- 
on ! Now could onr Souldiers having made a little bootie on this Ifland, 
ſpeake like Cleanthes, when he had laboured and gotten ſome Coyne, he 


wes it his Companions, that he then could nouriſh another Cleanthes -. 


even ſo our Souldiers ſhewing and telling their Camerades of their bootic, 
they rejoyced the hearts of their Leaders, whom before they had offended 
by their exorbitancy in their idlenefle, bringing joy with profit, when they 
were cxctciſed in their Callings, baniſhing miſchiefe from themſelves by 
their diligence : for it is one of our greateſt happineſſe in our Calling, to have 
a minde and love to vertuous exerciles, raiſing us daily to bleſſednefle and 
contentation, for every one ſhall ſmell of thathi 

ble Action addes finewes tothe yertuous minde : where on the contrary, 
ſurcly he muſt be miſerable, that loves not to be diligent in his Calling, 
when he ought to employ himſelfe , for if he growes no better, yet fure it 
keeps him from doing worſe, not having time by his idlenefle to enterraine 
the Devill, VWhen our encmies leaſt looked for us, then came we with Bells- 
xs, {ummoning him to the Combate, but he obeyes not, and for his cowar- 
dize wedegrade him of his Armes, and baniſh him to ſome other corner to 
Jurke in, ſeeing he lacked the courage to have made us ſport at our landing, 
or to have givenus an Alarm in our Quarters ; to have once tryeU what 
for Souldiers we were, or what reſolution or condu&t we had : for he ought 
to have buſied us at our landing, as well with the ſpade and the ſhovell, as 
with the Pike andthe Musket, and fo wecould have ſaid, we had an Enc- 
my, as we had not, but aflying daſtard or coward. 

This Fort was ſcurvily given over, which any reſolute Commander 
could well have kept for hoes dayes, during which time, he had added to 
his owne reputation, and ſubſtrafted doubtlefſe from ours, by diminiſhing 
of our number, which at laſt would have made him get better Conditions 
of C_ and a more honourable Accord: for in ſuch acaſe, I would 
chooſe before I came in my enemies Reverence without Armes, rather to 
fight rothelaſt man, and if I chanced to be the laſt, I had rather die, being 
reſolved, with reſolution having Armes in my hands, than unawares, being 
unprepared,to be knockt downe miſerably, when I looked not for Death. 


_ Here I did ſee the genie that built this Fort ( who in time of working 
did oftentimes beate the Boores to make them worke ) fot his crueltie he 


was moſt cruelly beaten againe, and he running to his Majeſties feete for re- 


fuge (thinking thereby to eſcape ) was on his knees crying for mercy, ſo- 


hard purſued by the multitude, that before his Majeſtic he was cmuelly bea- 
ten dead, as the reward of his former tyranny, and ſo would God. | 
Here alſo we ſee, that oftentimes the Innocent doth ſuffer with the Goil- 
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elly beaten by the raſcall muleirude: which Mouldreach all Cavaliers bea- 
ring charge at ſuch times, to looke unto themſelves in attending their Maſter * 
or Generall on horſe backe, when an overcome enemy is marching out of 
ſtrength or Towne , or otherwiſe they ought ro be on the head of their 
charge attending their duety , or if for pleaſure they would looke on, they 
oughr tobe on their Guard, leſt being raken for private men, they might be 
diſgraced recciving a Diſaſter, as this Cavalier did. | iy 
Happy therefore are thoſe who can elchew evill by the example of o+« 
thers. Herealſo we {ce thar the beſt meanes to ſuppreſle the inſolency of 
the tumultuous- multitude, .is a bandd of well commanded fouldiers with 
Armes , whoare ever good ſervants, but more often crucell Maſters, It is 
thenthe duety ofa Generall inſuch cafes, peremptorily to ſee that his accord 
be kept, which otherwiſe being broken cauſeth much evill and miſchiefe to 
follow. His Majeſty as he was diligent inthe intaking of this Iland, ſo we 
ſee him carefull of the keeping of it, as his conqueſt, by leaving a Gover- 
nor with a Garriſonin it , tobe his retreate,in caſe of neede, out of He/ſftew, 
We reade that Guiſhcardin in his hiſtory of the warres of 7taly in his firſt 
booke, accuſes under hand the French,that did enlarge their territories by 
Armes, and did not maintaine and keepe their conqueſts, bur on the contra- 
ry did ruine themſelves in the end. | | 
The Emperour CAveuftws, having read the great conqueſt of Alexander 
in the Eaſt, he did wonder that Alexander did nor take care to keepe them,} 
as be travelled to winnethem. It is ſaid of Pyrrhas King of Albany, that where 
he once ſethis foote , he was conquerour there, But was ever unfortunate 
in keeping his conqueſt; and therefore the King Antzgonus compared hinxy 
toa gameſter at dice , that loft his owne in hope of gaine. Examples we 
have of this at home without warres. | 
Leonard Darrez in his 3 .booke of the warrs of 7taly againſt the Gorhes, Toti- 
lz King ofthe Gothes being madeConqueror of Rome,in his Harrangue made 
to his army concluded,thar it was harder to keepe a country conquer'd,then: 
to winne it:for in conquering ofctimes(as here)the cowardize of the enemies 
helpes more then our owne valor, & to maintaine our conqueſt we had neede 
of valourand juſtice. Thatcuſtome of the Turkes is commendable, that 
when heenters into his Chappell, the bed man of the Temple going be- 
forc him , cries out aloud, that he remember, that the Empire. attained | 
unto by Armes and juſtice, is to be maintained with the like : ſo mutiny 1s 
and ſhould be holden deteſtable amongſt Souldiers , and in all well go- 
verned eſtates. For the uſe therefore of my fellow Camarades, and for the 
benefic of my country , 1 will ſpeake ſomewhatat large of the fury, cruelty 
and barbarity of the multitude , mutinous and ſuperſtitious , that we may 
avoid the evill incident thereto, I will ſer downe here my colletions on 
this point, which occurred in my obſervation. The Philoſopher Platocalled. 
the wiſeſt and moſt honourable amongſt the Grecians , ſayes, the people are 
ungratefull, cruell, barbarous, envious, impudent, being compoſed of,a 
Maſle of fooles , naughty, deboiſt, and deſperate : for all that is ſpoken by 
_ the wiſe, diſpleaſes the people that are incenſed. And Balews writing the - 
lives of the Popes, writes of Pope 1ebnthe twenty third being asked what 
thing was fartheſt from truth , he anſwered, it was the vulgar opinion, fas, 
all things they praiſe merite blame, what they thinke is bur vanity s- what 
they ſay is but ies ;, they congemne the good, ang approve the, My "= 
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maphilic but infamy : And Nicholas Hanap Patriarch f Tersſalem, in his 
booke of the unconftancy of the people, hath a whole chapter apart to 
chis purpoſe, and 2rriavw in his firſt booke praiſeth much the wiſdome 
of Alexander the oreat; in taking away from the people of Zpheſws the. meanes 
ro mutine againſt the chicfe men of the Towne © for ſome of the mutiners 
being execured Alexander forbids to ſeatch, or puniſh.the reſt, knowing 
that if onte the p 
bur miſchiefe, where the innocent migheſliffer as well a, the guiley., a5 Wit- 
neſſe here the Count of £3 ongomry, that' ranne the hazard of death, being 
long bedred after his rp : Siticar ſen{t'orfeeling, And Thacydige did in 
his third booke,/ſpeak of thoſe of the Ile of Corſs, Aid foete th theeyill of a 
ſturdy popular le ence todoecvill, i ire) it was to be.doubted, 
inſo mnchthat the Maſlacre being ſo croatt har there was no villany left

day about foremoſt, and not goe alwayes behinde, Ah being granted un- 
to him by the head, he found it worſt himſelte, not knowing bow or where 
togoe, and becamethe cauſe that the head was all [poyVd and refit, :being

|| ir. The ſame we haye ſecne happen unto thoſe who in;the Government of 
the publique would do all things to pleaſe .the multitude; and being once

| howſoever they cannot thereafter come off and ey MT or ſtay the 
fury and raſhneſſe of the people,' And therefore the great ſery2* 9* God 
Moſes did properly comprehend in the bleſſings promiſed unto*Þ® 1/r«e- 
_= br coop end Gods , that the. Lord mighe eſtabliſh q in 
the firſt ranke a head ; in briefe that they ſhould be as Maſters zafdt 9 
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us, we land inall haſte, being allmoſt cwo thouſand f\ ote of {cvcrall Nati- 
ons , Engliſh, Scots , Dutch, and French : all abbur equall ſtr. ngth; we 
threw dice for the Avangard, who ſhould fall on firſt, concluding thoſe 
threw moſt ſhould have the leading, and ſo ſucceflively to ſecond ore ago- 
ther, having throwne (ixes, the hor.o:1 of the Avangarde of leading fell-on 
me and mine; the Engliſh falling nexc umto us, having pur our ſelve$in 
order, and dealt out Amupition, recommending the ſucceſic tothe Lord, by 
our preacher Mr.Wiliem Forbeſſe, companion of our dangers, and having di- 
reed Enſigne Allave to recognoſle or ſpic the beſt advantage, being reti- 
red, I commanded Caprtaine Lievetenar:t Carre with fifry musketiers tO a 
broken houſe , that flancked on the Skonce, giving him orders to give fire 


. from thenee on their backs, as we marched to them in front, and in caſe 


of their retreate tothe Towne, to cut off their paſſage, or at caſt ro march 
in with them. Thus done, I gave charge to my musketiers that no man 
ſhould give firetill I commanded, but to follow their Leaders ſtill in good 
order. The ground we were toadvance onto the Skonce, was plaine as 
pavement ; the Skorce not being high, our reſolutionwas ro ſtorme with- 
ourgiving fire , a:.day we advanced thoſe of the Skonce did give three ſeves 
rall {alvees of musket.thundring amor.gſt us , whereof ſome fclrthe ſmart, 
and Captaine Mac- kenyee was favourably ſho: inthe legge, and I more fa- 
vourably inthe hilt of my ſword , which afterwards I gave to Mac-kenyee. 
The moſt hurt was doneto the Engliſh marching after us, led then by Cap. 
taine Chamberlaine,' a worthy anda valorous gentleman, In this time we 
were advanceing,our mysketiers commanded by Carre, giving fire on their 
flancks wany were hurt, and the Captaine ſhor inthe Arme ſceing us give 
no fire, but marching hard to ſtotme, he quit the Skonce and retired to the 
Towne, andenters the Port before us, ſhutting us out, and leaving a 
few burt men behind him z we brake downe the Stacket, and the Towne 
not walled, we entred the broade fide, and follow the enemy to the mar- 
ket-place, thinking he wo uld fight us there, But he rctired inco the 
Church, and ſhutting the doores defendsthe Church, ſhooting our he did 
us great hurt : our Souldiers not having forgotten their cruelty uſed ar Bre- 
denberg,reſolved to giveno quarters, and wigh a huge great ladder and the 
force ofmen we ran-forced the dooreand entred, Ithinking to ger the Offi- 
cers priſoners, entred withall, but could not finde them : incontinent per- 
ceiying a great quantity of powder ſpread a thwart the Church , fearing the 
blowing up of the powder, I commanded every man upon paine of death 
toretire, the word not well ſpoken, the powder blew up, blowing the 
top of the Church, above a hundred were killed , anda number burnt piti- 
fully, and T with Lieverenant David Monro ſtanding behinde me , was al- 
ſopirrifully burne : the blaſt paſt, Captaine Chamberlaine entring, findes 


theEOfficers, andgives them quarters as his priſoners : of the ſouldicrs 


few ornone of two hundred and fifty eſcaped. The Towne was plundered, 
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and his Majefty fearing the coming of the enemies Horſemen before our 
FTig z We got orders cvery man to fſhippe againe as we might 
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His ſervice being but ſhort, having had adce ( as f.rmerly ) with a 
| {l:gbt Enemy, my obſervation mult be the ſhorter: but to my great 
oriefe, as we found afterwards the next day, this dayes ſervice was 
but likea pleaſant Weathergall, the fore-runner of a greater torme , for they 
made bootie this day, that had nor the happineſſe to enjoy it eight and fortie 
houres, as you ſhall heare inthe next Obſervation, 

Our haphere and good.-ſuccefle inmaking of bootic was ſoone reſtrained: 
NO man, no beaſt, no creature, but hath ſome thing to ballaſt their lighrneſle, 
One ſcale is not alwayes in depreſſion, northe other lifted ever high, but by 
the Beame is ever kept in motion ; nothing bur hath ſome thing to awe it: 
man with man'is awed and defended, the world is bur a perpetuall warre, 
and a wedding. When the Aſſyrian tell, the Perſian role, when the Perſian 
tell, the Grecianroſe; the lofle of one manis the gaine of another. Ir is vis 
ciſirude that maintaines the world. Here { Iſay ) our Souldiers maie boo 
tie by oppreſſion, which brought a ſudden conſumption with it, Hodie mi= 
hi, cras tibi, The dying Flie leQures out the worlds morrtalitic, and though 
frequent, miſerable man never thinkes of his end, till it be too late, ever epi» 
curing our ſelves. with this worlds joy, till at laſt we are ſeazed on una- 
wares. | 

Here I muſt not forget the memory of our Preacher Maſter Wiiam For- 
beſſe, a Preacher tor Souldiers, yea and a Captaine in neede, to lead Soul- 
diers on a good occaſion, being full of courage, with diſcretion and good 
Condu®t, beyond ſome Captaines I have knowne, that were not ſo capable 
as he : atthis time he not onely prayed for us, but went on with us, tO re- 
marke, as I thinke, mens carriage, and having found a Sergeant negleing 
his dutie, and his honour at ſuch atime ( whoſe name I will not expreſle ) 
having chidden him, did promiſe to revcale him unto me, as he did after 
their ſervice, the Sergeant being called before me, and accuſed, did deny 
his accuſation, alleaging if he were no Paſtour that had alleaged ir, he would 
not lie under the injury ; the Preacher offered to fight with him, that jt was 
truth he had ſpoken ofhim , wh-reupon I cafhier'd che Sergeant, and gave 
his place to a worthier, called Mongo Gray, a Gentleman of good worth, 
and of much courage. The Sergeant _ caſhier'd, never call'd Maſter 
William toaccount, for which he was evill thought of, ſo that he rctired 
home and quit the warres. 

Some men perhaps will blame our Condutt here, for purſuing men re- 
tired toa Church, being a place of refuge. Firſt, I anſwer, our orders we had 
of our Maſter, were to beate our enemies, in raking them Priſoners, or by 
killing them, which we could no: ce, neither the one nor the other, 
without cntring the Church. | 

Secondly ; They having baniſhed the Goſpell, and the Preachers of it 
out of the Church, we hadgood reaſon tobaniſh them, who had made of 
the houſe of God a Denxe of theeyes and murtherers, as they were at Bre- 
denberg, having killed our Camerades, and maſſacred our Preacher, being on his 
knees begging mercy, and could finde none. | 

Thirdly ; They treacherouſly retired themſelyes to a Loft apart inthe + 
Church, for their owne ſaferics, and left traines of Powder to at - 
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at our entry, which made our Compaſſion towards them the colder , for 
when the ſubject of our hatredis finne, it cannot be too deepe and for my 
owne part, I refuſed notto ſhew compaſſion on thoſe, who did beg it of me, 
' and what others did in their fury, I did tolerate, not no LAT ullto hin- 
derthem : yer truly my compaſſion was ſo much, that when I ſawthe houſe 
ordained for Gods ſervice defiled with their bloud and ours, atid the pave- 
ment of the Church covered over with the dead bodies of men, truely my 
heart was moved unto the milde ſtreames of pittie, ard wept, as is repot- 
redof Ceſer, when he heard how Pompey died. For in my opinion, pittic, 
though ſhe be a downy vertuc, yet ſhe never ſhines more btightly,than when 
ſhe is clad in ſteele, and it is thoughe that a martiall mans compaſſion ſhall 
conquer, both in peace and warre, and by a two-fold way ger vitory with 
honour, And generally we bave found and obſerved, that the moſt fimous 
men of the world, have had in them both courage and compaſſion, and oft- 
times wet eyes as well as wounding hands, Fabizs did conquer, as well b 
delaying, as Ceſar by expedition, Toend this obſervation, reaſon teachet 
us tocaſt the bloud of the ſl:ine upon the unjuſt Authors of it. That whichi 
ives the minde ſecurities, is a juſt cauſe, and a juſtdeputation, let me have 
theſe, and of all others, I ſhall thinke this one of the nobleſt and moſt man- 


ly wayes of dying. 
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The thirteenth Dutie diſcharged upon our expeditiqn by 
water to Kelc, and of our ſervice there. 

Aving retired all unto our ſhippes, his Majeſtic made faile againe 
H:: ſ the Coaſt of Holfer, till we entred before night, betwixt 
two lands thatgoe up unto Kele, where by fix a Clock at nighe-we 
ſcr ſaile, within musket-ſhot of the Towne : the Commander over the Gar- 
riſon doth keepe himiſelfe and his people very wiſely filent and cloſe, ma- 
king his Majeſtic ſuſpe& there was no Souldiers inthe Towne, providing 
for the worft, he cxpeQed his advantage at our landing : the whole night he 
was buſied, and very provident, in working a running trench alongſt the 
Coaſt, neare the height of a man under ground, oyer againſt our ſhippes, 
within the Palleſſads,unſcene or known of us, where inthe dead of the night 
he lodged, and placed a thouſand Musketiers, giving them charge, never to 
ſhoor, nor appeare, till firſt our Souldiers were almoſt landed : his Majeſtic 
not expeciing the like, by ſcaven of the Clocke in the morning, turnes the 
broad fides of five great Shippes and tiyo Gallies onthe Towne, and ſhoots 
at once, for the ſpace of an houre, ſo faſt as they could charge, ſeayentic 
halfe Cartowes at every Salve, through and through the Towne houſes, 
where many were lamed of legges and armes, and freed of lives. Never- 
theleſfe, the Souldiers within the Towne never gave one ſhot of Musket 
during that time, but the Sling-picces from the Towne were ſpreading their 
Bullets thicke amongſt obr Fleete, which forthe moſt part, ſhor over, do- 
1ngus no great hurt: inthe end, our Cannon leaving ſhooting, his Majeſtic 
fent orders ro ſet a partic of two hundred Musketiers a-ſhoare ; wethat were 
Officers m-t rogerheri the Admirall ſhippe, apd agreed to command out 
the partie, and having caſt Lots, it fell on the D##c#& ; they ſuſpeRing the 
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danger, delayed, dcfiring the reſt to command our alike, which werefuled ; 
ſeeing the- Lot had falne upon them, except his Majeſtic would give a {c- 
cond command for it : thus co we goe together towards his Maje- 
ſtie; to know his Majeſtics further reſolution, and we ſhew his Majeſtic of 
the Dutches delay, 01 whom the Lot had falce, his Majefti: conſidering 
better reſolved, the parti: ſhould be commanded proportionally of all Na» 
tions alike, and to caſt Lots who ſhould ſend a Capraineto command them, 
the lot falling upon the Engliſh, they command a Lievetenart that ſupplied 
the place of his Captaine in his abſence, the partie made ready, were {ent 
from his Majeſtic s Ship aſhqare, being twelve Musketicrs in eyery Boate, 
with their Muskets in readineſſe ; rhe enemy perceiving them coming, gives 
a Salve of -a thouſand ſhot amongſt them, twice before their landi: g, ſa 
that the halfe of them were killed : yet the Licvetcnant valourouſly led on 
the reſt, and begins the fight aſhoare, and continues the Skirmiſh hot on 
both fides for one halfe houre, till the moſt part of our partie were killed, 
their powder ſpent, and perceiving no relicfe was to come, Þhis Majeſtic ha- 
ving conſidered the danger, the relicfe, though in readinefſe, was ſtayd. 
The Licvetenant being the laſt man, retired with credit, being thrice ſhot, 
did come off, and died the next night. A Sergeant of Captaine Mac-Kenyee 
his Company, called Mac-Clawde, an old expert Souldicr, and adiligent, 
{onne to Neale Mac- Clawde, was killed, and twenty-two Souldiers of the 
thirtie that I commanded our 'of our Regiment, the reſt being wounded, 
for fault of Boatcs, came ſwimming iatheir cloathes to his Majeſtics Ship, 
and were takenin, | 

The partie thus loſt, the enemy begunne to thunder amongſt our Fleete, 
with two half- Cartowes ad fix Sling-pieces, where leaving our Archors, 
he was thought the beſt Maſterthat had his Ship firſt under ſaile : His Ma- 
jeſties Ship being the laſt, was twice ſhot through, and two Conſtables were 
ſhotin two inthe waſte, Thus forcedro retire with great loſle, we hold on 
our courle towards the Iſle of Feamer againe.

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fift Chapter. Ptiomy Ph11ad:Iph King of Agyps had a great number of ſhips; 
amoneft which were rwo, cachone having thuty rankes of ſeates, cali'd 
Trioniti-remes, fo thar they were marvelous great, and Ptolomy Philopater 
cauſed to.build a ſhip, of two hundred and eighty cubits in length, and of 
f ny eight cubirs i: hight from the Keele to the Poupe, with foure hug- 
dred Marriners. and foure thouſand Rowcrs: and that ſhip of Heron Prince 
of Sirecuſe, built by the $kill of Archimeats, was yet greater then this other, 
according tro the report of Athext , who reports things ſeeming incredible 
being a worthy Author,which according to his account did carrytwo thou- 
ſand Tunnes, being a prodigious monſter, ſo that there could got be found 
a ſure harbour for that City builr of timber ; ſo that Heron did ſend a pre- 
ſent of all the wheate and proviſion within her to the King of Agypr, for the 
relicfe of his country. Plnizs writes of ariother ſhip in Claudims Ceſar his 
time, that carried fix ſcore thouſand buſhells of corne , whereof the maſt 
was ſo great that foure men could nor tathom ir , where we may ſce, how 
theſe Princes of ou'd delighted in making of things out of meaſure. 

More of this we may rcade in our owne ſtory, of the ſhips built by King 
Tames the fourth King of Scotland, whereof on: was ſuch a huge great ſhip 
as ever was ſeenc on our ſeas : ſhe was ſogteat, that Henry the cight and 
Francis the firſt, Kings of England and France through jealouſe caufed ro 
buildevery one of them a greater ſhip then the Scorriſþ ſhip, which being” 
made rcady , and put to Sea, were improfirabl- for Navigation, a:.d this 
Scottiſh ſhip alſo was improfitable , bcing loſt by Admitall Hamilton on an 
exp!oyt at Briſftolſ, Where ſhe being tobbed of her cquipage, ſhe rotted on 
that coaſt by ſucceſſion of time. ; 

At Yenicethis day we heare of a faire ſhip, but not incompariſon of theſe 
for quantity, of which 1«ſtinian writes as followes , above water fhe is 
garniſh'd with Columnes, many in number, guilded with fine gold. Whenany 
Prince or great man coms to Yerice,the Duke & Senators to do him honour, 
Icade him unto this ſhip, where before the maſt on the higheſt ſtage or de- 
grec,is fet the Dus ebaire, where the Prince is ſet amongſt the Ambaſſadors, 
and the Lords of the privy counccl!, and all men about, on bankes ſet lower, 


allthe Senators with great filence and gtavity , fitting onthoſe bankes un- 


der them, are thoſe that leade the ſhip, even by force againſt the ftreame, 
though the wihdebe contrary. 

Thererricories of the Dutchie are ſcene , with the Dukes buckler, elad 
and covered with blacke, the ſhip is covered with Tapeſtry of velyet or 
ſcarlet, well bound that the winde may not diſcover thoſe under it; at the 
Rudder there is to be ſcene , the Portrait of Tuftice in cleane gold, having 
in the right hand a naked ſword, and in the left a ballance: ſhe is called 
Bucentaure, bu ſignifying great, and centanre, as the moſt ancient marke of 
ſhips built in thetime of Sebaſtian Siano Duke of Yenice, at the coming of 
the Empcrour Frederick Barbarsſſa,for treating of the peace betwixt the Pope 
and the Yexetians, 

, Oforins writes of the mighty ſhip of Dian, which alone fought againſt 
the whole flecte of King Mareel, and at laſt was taken: and in another 
= of the ſame ſtory, he peakes ofa great ſhip, called Reffe,that fought va- 
iantly againſt the Portugalls, and they being entredinto her,there was made 

onthe luddaine an artificiall fire, thar ſo affrighted the purſuers, that they 
quitthe Reffe, retiring the fartheſt they could from her, which fire = nor 
I urae," 
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burne, being artificially made, and the makers of it could cxtinguiſh it 
when they pleaſed. 

Toconcludethen this obſcryation and diſcourſe of ſhips; I did obſerve 
here before Keele, fire being entred into ove of our ſhips, and the ſou'diers 
throwing ſalt water on it, it ſtill burnt the more, till I made them throw 
freſh water, and then it was quenched, having before read the like in Plutarch 
treating of the naturall cauſes. And Yenice ſcated on the ſea hath beene often 
1n danger of burning, as Sabellicus writes in his fixt booke inthe ſtory of Ye- 
mice, where he reports that the Temple St Marke was almoſt all burnt, and 
the Dukes Palace was preſerved with great difficulty, which verifies, that 
fire and water are good ſervants butevill maſters. God make vs thankefull 
for this deliverance, and from many more ſince, having beene in danger of 
fire, water, ſword, famine, peſtilence,and from the cruelty of ourcnemies.

before his owne reſt and quiet, with the hazard of his perſon, lan- 
ded againe in Helftex, his forces not exceeding three thouſand toote 
without horſemen: of intention, there to bring his Army together , he 
drew out himſelfe a Royall Leager with a ſtrong Forte in the middeſt of ir, 
having the Iſle of Feamer ſufficientiy provided of vitualls and of Ammu. 
nirion,to furniſh his Army during that Summer , and leaving the moſt part 
of his ſtrength a ſhipboard, he advanced himſelfe with a thouſand men, to a 
Dorpe called Grottenbrode,a mile from the ſhore, naturally well ftuatcd, 
which might be put in defence with lirtle paines, to hold up an Army. 
His Majeſty having drawne the draught ofthe Retrenchment , the Boores ſer 
ro worke, I with the Enghſp and two Dutch companies, were made choile 
of, to Guard his Majeſtic and the workemen; the enemie lying ſtrong with 
horſe and foote, within rewomiles of us. The firſt nights watch was laid on 
me and my ſouldiers : by breake of day, a Corporall and rwelve horle- 
men of the enemies were ſent to try our watch, or rather, to betray us,which 
were holden up by our outer centry, who calling to the Guard, the Guard 
taking Armes: I direteda Sergeant,and a Corporall with twelve musketiers 
to advance, and toſpeake with thoſe horſemen + The enemies Corporall 
finding himſelfe wrong, pretended an excuſe, alleaging he was come to offer 
hisſervice to his Majeſtic, and then retired : whereof incontinent I did in- 
forme his Majeſty, who preſently conſidered he was a ſpic ſent from the e- 
nemy : before midday he returned with fifteene hundred horſe, and ſome 
Dragoniers ; our intrenchment not ready , wedraw to Armes, his Majeſty 
direing the two Dwrchcompanics to beſet the paſſes, and finding his per- 
ſon in danger retired, with a few musketiers , and leaving me and the Es- 
gliſh, being of equall ſtrength to defend the Dorpe, promiſing to provide 
meofamunition, and to ſend us reliefe : his Majeſty thus retired, I cauſed 
a barricade of waggons to be made a hundred paces without the Dorp2, 


T 6 Magnanimous King, yet ſtill preferring the good of his country 
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where I placed a Licvetenant and thirty musketieres, giving him changes 
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ifthe enemy ſhould advance to diſcoyer,or recognize, then'to give-fite on 


chem, and not otherwiſez This done, the reſtot our Souldiers were-placed. 


for maintaining the entry ofthe Dorpe, and the Eygliſh were appointed, 
as our reſerve, tolye at Armes, tobe in readinefle to ſecond us ; the ene- 
my finding us provided, and their foote not being come up, they ſtand in 
Battell, and dire& two Troupes of horſe to try the paſſes, meaning to 
come betwixt us and our ſhips, to cut off our retreat, but finding we had 
the paſſe beſet with musketiers , they were forced to retire backe, with the 
loſſe of three horſemen. | 

. By this time, his Majeſty did ſend Colonell Heck unto me (being come 
looſe from the enemy on Parole to ſolicite his Ranſome) to defire me, if the 
cnemy forced entrance unto the Dorpe, thatT ſhould retire to the Church- 
yard, which was but cold comfort, fo being his Majeſty had no intcn- 
tionto relieve us, and conſequently, at laſt we ſhould be the enemies priſo- 
ners, after loſing ofour Colours, which grieved us moſt. Bur I defired 


; the Colonellto ſhew his Majeſty,that ſeeing I knew of noreliefe, ifthe enc- 


my purſucdus hard , I would chooſe rather toſert the Dorpe on fire be- 
hinde us, and then commit my ſelfe, and the reſt to the hazard of fortune 
in making our retreate , rather then to become priſoners to the enemy; The 
Colonell gone, we preſſing to make a faire ſhew ofa ſlight game,doubling 
our Guards before night, and making great Guard-fires i view of the 
enemy, his foote not come up, and ſeeing our reſolution, he retired be- 
forenight, where incontinent we imbraced the opportunity, and leaving 
ſome Dragoniers behinde us, we retiredto our ſhips , giving orders to the 
Dragoniers to follow afterus , ſo ſoone as they thought we were ſafely 


retired. Before midnight , the enemy having gotten his foore joyned with 


him, returned to the Dorpe , andthenext morning advances towards us, 
till hewas holden off by the fury 'of our Ordinance of the ſhips. In the 
meane time , his Majeſty had above foure thouſand Boores at worke, fini- 
ſhing the Leager, and royall Fort in the mideſt of ir, whereon were placed 
eight pieces of Cannon, the Fortbeing higher then the Leager, did com- 
mand the fields about , which being complete, the two Darchcompanies 
were left to maintainethe Fort , => the reſt had orders to ſhip their men 
and to retire to Lowland, his Majeſty having underſtood, that the enemy 
had beleagerd Traileſound. The ſecond night, after our going away, 
the cnemy coming to purſue the Fort, the Dutch retire quitting the ſame, and 
their Cannon alfo, with the loſſe of foureſcore men, ſothat his Majeſties

T- is much to be lamented, when Kings, or great men preferre their owne 


eaſe and reſt tothe publique weale,luffering it to be overthrowne: on, 
"> the contrary part, it is worth much commendation, when a King , or 2 
Prince undertakes toyle and travell ofhis body,for the ſafety of his people, 


tokeepe them in quiet from imminent ruine , with the hazard of his owne 


life preſerving his ſubjeas. Therefore men ttocall ro minde often, 
wiſe counſell of Pericles, who faidthat when the publique ftate was ru-

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_ unruin'd where on the contrary, the publique ſtate being wcll, the poore

ſeele the leſſe diſcommodity and is comforted in ſome manner, Ceſer was 
of this opinion , when he ſaid unto his Captaines and Lievetenants, no man 
could ſo well eſtabliſh his condition, as that it could not periſh, if the pu. 
blique ſtate were hurt : Bur if the publique ſtate did floriſh, he might helpe 
and mitigate all the miſery of all particular perſons. And the Emperour Az- 
zony called rhe Debonnaire, was ofthat minde, when he tooke away the pen- 
fions of ſome penſioners of the publique, that did no fervice, ſaying, there 
was no people more cruell, or more villanous, thenthoſe rhat did cate up 
the publique. Would to God this magnanimous King had done ſo with a 
number of his Commiſlaries , that had miſguided his rich Treaſure, and 
were the undoing of his Army, where they ſhould .cather have died then 
wronged their Kmg and country , and ſhould rather have left by will and 
teſtament totheir children, an example of their fidelity and honeſty , then 
arich Patrimony. 


The Rogues, the Commiſſaries did much differ in their love totheir King 


and Country , from that worthy gentleman of famous memory, we reade of 
in our owne Stories, called Wit;am Seatow, who is worthily recorded of, 
for his love tothe publique, preferring it to his owne children, who being 
Governour of Barwicke, he and his wife did chooſe rather to quit their 
owne lives, and the lives of their children, then to give overthe place un- 
tothe Exgliſh, chooſing rather to keepe it, for the weale of the publique, 
and forthe honour of their King and Country : preferring the publique- 
weale, to their owne particular : the ſtory I neede not amplify , being 
well knowne. This Magnanimous King , ſcorning the attemprs of his ene- 
mies,ceaſcth not ſtill ro hazard his owne perſon and Crowne for the ſafery 
of his pope : for he truſted and confided ſo much in God, that he knew 
well the Scepter was ordained for thoſe that flighted it, and not for thoſe 
did covetit greedily , as his enemies did. 
Herealſo we ſee that the enemies forces being drawne towards Traile- 
ſound, minding that way to come unto Denmark, his Majeſty was diverted 
from his reſolution, and was forced to joyne with Traileſoundto make a dee 
fenſive warre, forthe ſafety of his Country and people , forif the enemy 
had gotten Traileſownd, he had an cafie way to come into Denmark , where- 
inthere were no great ſtreygths , and getting ſhipping', Artillary and A- 
munition, (whhereof his Majeſty was well provided) he had then the 
paſſe opef1 unto Britaine, when he pleaſed, But he was wiſ.ly prevented by 
his Majeſty and his Councell , God bringing things to paſſe according to 
his ſecret decree, and not according to the will ofman. | 
Here alſo we ſee, thatit is the duty ofa Generall lying neere an enemy, to 
know all avenues well, and berimes to befetthem wc<1l with diligence, and 
ood watches , for ifthis paſſe at Gettenbrode had rot beenc timely well be- 
ſet, his Majeſty might have fallen into the encmies hands , the paſſage be- 
10g cut oft betwixt his Majeſty andthe ſhips. | : 
_ Alſoinallextremities, it is theduty-of Commanders to encourage theit

complaint made unto his Majeſty by the Commiſlary on my Camerade Cap- 
raine Chamberlaineand me, for not ſuppreſſing our Souldiers inſolency, from 
abuſing of the Danes Souldiers, The occaſion of their quarrelling was, the 
Danes Boores being commanded out for the Kings ſervice, and for the de. 
fence of their Countrey, they had fortie dayes proviſion with them, and be- 
ing well furniſhed with dry Beefe and Bacon, while as our Souldiers did get 
nothing bur hard Bisket and Beerc,they deviſed that one coming behinde the 
Dayes Souldiers for taking up his knapſacke, while as another ſhould cut the 
ſtrings before, and then to runne away with it ; this Stratagem being oft 
practiſed by the Engliſh and Scors againſt the Daves, at laſt, the Daxes reſol. 
ved being ſtronger inthe fields than they both were, to fight tor their Knap- 
fackes : the occafion being offered, they yoake or joyne with ſwords, and 
fightin the Leager, and the Daxes were forced to give ground, and to retire 
within the Sea for their ſafeties, ſundry on both ſides being hurt, their Offi, 
cers appeaſed the Tumult, and after Captaine Chamberlaine and I, though in. 
nocent of the fault, were mightily chidden by his Majeſtie : his Majeſtic af- 
ſuring us, ifthe like happened againe, he would puniſh us, and not our Soul- 
diers, which made us afterwards looke more narrowly to their behaviour 
and carriage, making them live more peaceable with their Camerades, in rot 
oppreſling them ; for it is a hardtime when one Wolte eats up another.

T E eight of May 1628. I being at Copemanhagen, ſoliciting for our 


, alleaping they had 
all three forced her ; forharthe Souldiers were apprehended, conveyed in 
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Irons to Copemanhagen, to be examined there before the Generall Commil- 
ſary, the State-holder and me: who being examined, no proofe was found 
againſt them bur accuſations, whereupon they were remured to priſon till fur- 
ther triall, where there was ana&t made, they ihould ſuffer no tryall, except 
I were preſent, Nevertheleſſe, in my abſence, they were all three executed, 
( viz, ) Donald Roſſe , Tames Daumbarre, and Alexander Caddell, who went to 
death without acknowledging the fact , ſtill pleading. their innocency. 
The Lievercnant Colonell Alexander Seaton, being then come from Holland, 
was ordained by his Majeſtic in all haſte to ſhip three Companies, and to 
goe withthem tor the reliefe of Traileſound, I being appointed to ſtay for the 
other Companies comming, they being cometo } {nas were ſhipped al- 
ſo, and arriving at Copemexhagen, it behoved me inall haſte to ſhip,and follow 
the Lievetenant Colonell, or reliefe of Traileſound being hard beleager'd, 
where I centred the twenty-cight of May, and was no ſooner drawne up in 
the Market place, bur preſently we were ſent to watch at Franckendere, to 
relieve the other Diviſion,thar had watched three dayes and three nights to- 
gether uncome off, that being the weakeſt part of the whole Towne, and the 
onely poſte purſued by the enemy, which our Lieyetenant Colonell made 
choice of, being the moſt dangerous, for his Countries credit, where we 
watched tortic eight houres together, till we were relieved againe by the 0- 
ther Divifion, and ſo Singulis noftibus per vices, during fix weekes time, that 
my cloathes came never off, except it had beene to change a ſuite orlin- 
nings, 


The fifteenth Obſervation. 


His Towne of Traileſound being hard beleager'd by the Emperialiſts, 

| they deſired humbly the protection and aſliſtance of his Majeſtic of 

Demmarke, which was willingly granted unto them:having accorded 

on their Conditions, his Majeſtie made choice of our Regiment to' be ſent 

thither, having had ſufficient proofe of our former ſervice, in his Majeſtics 

preſence, and under command of others his Majefties Generalls ; So that be- 

fore others we were truſted on this occafion,where we did come with a time- 

ly reliefe'tothoſe Burgers, that were wearicd and toyled with watching, 

and alſo hurt by their enemics, whom they had beaten from their walles 
twice before our coming. 

Inthis accident, which hapned in Zelevd betwixt the Boores and our Souls 
diers, we may ſee the Antipathy that is betwixt Souldiers and Boores, 
where the one cannot with patience indure the fight of the other, withour 
ſome preſent jarre, ſo that it were impoſſible to make them agree together, 
it Mlitery Diſcipline were not ſtriftly obſerved, and the tranſgreſſours ex- 
ewplarily puniſhed. | 

Herealſo I cannot omit the oyer-ſight committed by thoſe Belly-gods 
the Comiſſarics, that ſerve the publique State worſt, yet are oft-times beſt 
recompenced ; whoſenegle& on this March, was the cauſe of ſhedding the 
innocent bloud of the poore Labourers, and of the Souldiers alſo : and it was 
pittie, ſuch a King ſhould entertaine ſo many of this ſort of belly-gods, that 
ſtudied nothing {o much, as to fill their own Coffers, and to raiſe their hou- 
ſes, withoutany care had of the Publique Weale. 

HerealſoI cannot allow of thas vaine cuſtomeamongfi the Officers, that 
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will make abad choice for a little oſtentive credir, having the good in their 
election, to make choice of the worſt ; for in occaſions agamſt our enemies, 
we ſhould rather take all advantages, as of ſtrengrh, of ground, of Sunne and 
winde © and ſhall he not be thought yet unwiſer, who may be the Inſtrument 
to fave his people on ſervice, that willingly will make choice of a place to 
loſethem. 

No menagric in my opinion comparable to that which ſpares the lives of 
men from loſing, and I perſwade my ſelfe, I need nor in(ift in this repretien- 
ſion, ſceing the ator, though our of time, was forrowfull enough for his 
evill choice. | | | 

Here alſo I did obſerve, that frequent danger doth encourage the feebleſt 
Souldier, who by daily dangers, and the familiaritie made with death, in 
ſtepping every day over the bodies of dead men, who perhaps never before 
had ſeene one die naturally, much lefſe to ſee daily and hourely examples of 
violent death, learning wir, by by-paſt lofſes, and experience had in the ex- 
erciſc of our Calling, being hardned with toyle and travell. Therefore, in 
my judgement, no man is more worthy of the name ofa Souldter, than he 
that indures beſt weariſome toyle and travell in this honourable Calling, 
not withdrawing the ſhoulder, bur by puſhing it forwards couragiouſly, 
having once begun: for though in all affaires of this kinde, the beginnings 
ſeeme hard and difficult, yet ſoone after we finde it lighter, according to the 
meaſure of our advancement, and reward in the end, weenjoy ſtillthe grea- 
ter contentment, as became of me the firſt time my friends led me up a 
ſteepe hill, when my breath begun to faile me, looking behinde, and ſceing 
what way I had put by, the reſt tothe top of the hill ſeemed nothing unto 
me, being ſo neare the end of my travell, but was pleaſant rather than te- 
_ And therefore we uſe to ſay, He that beginnerh well hath halfe 
ended. 

At ourentry in this Towne, our travell and toyle once begun, continued 
night and day for fix weekes, till we grew hard with travell, yet not hard, as 
many of the D#tch, that are hard againſt the Musket Buller, this proofe we 
lacked. Hethat ſhews himſelfe honeſt in his calling and Travells, the Tra- 
vell paſſech, the honeſtie remaineth : Burt onthe contraty, when we have taken 
delight in evill, —_ paſſeth, and the evill remaineth. Happie there- 
fore are thoſe who trayell in well-doing , for when the painesare gone, then 
doe they enjoy the pleaſure; 

We reade of Cincinnatze brought from the plough to the Sexate,to be made 
Conſull for his Travell : the like we reade of Quinte taken from his plough 
to be Conſullalſo; agreat change, No wonder then to take a man from the 
plough to be a Souldiery as the Porter of Fowles, called Mat-Weattiche, 
who, inthis Towne of Traileſound did prove as valiant as a ſword, fearing 


nothrrg but diſcredit, and the down-looke or frowne of his Officers, leſt he 
ſhould offend them, 
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The ſixteenth Dutie diſcharged of our Watches and Accidents, 
that occurred in this Towne , before the Enemy 
did ſtorme our Workes. 


and from lard, we entred the Towne of Trazileſound, the Emperiall 
Armie lying before it, having their batteries neere the water ; at our 
in-coming they ſhot our Maſt, having grounded before our in-coming, we 
ranne the hazard both of drowning and killing , but being againe withaur 
hurt come off, our Camerades wearied of watching, immediatly after our 
entry we relieved the watch at Franckendor, being the onely Poaſt in the 
Towne moſt purſued by the enemy, 

The order of our watch was after this manner : ofthe ſcaven Companies 
one. Company watched fti'l on the Ifland before the Towne, called the 
Hollomne ; the other three Companies were ordained by foure a clocke af- 
ternoone, to parade in the Market place, and afcerwards to march to their 
Poaſt at Franckendor,without the walles on ſcurvic ourworkes, which were 
but {lightly fortified with a dry Moarte, the enemy lying ſtrong before us, 
and approaching neare, we fearing aſudden on-fall, thoſe that were relieved 
ofthe watch by five of the clocke, were ordained againe to mect by nine of 
the clocke at night, and to watch againeon the by-watch, till foure of the 
clocke inthe morning, whereof the one halfe were appointed to liein readi- 
neſſe at their Armes without the Port neere the workes, while as the other 
halfe were appointed alſo to lie in readinefle at their Armes on the Market 
place, to attend all occ-fions of Alarums, either within or without the 
Towne: and thus we watched nightly, relieving one another, tor the ſpace 
of fix weekes, : | 
| Thereſt of the Poſtes, above the walles, were alſo beſct by the Dutch, 
but none had the halfe of our duties to diſcharge, by reaſon the whole ap- 
proaches were made by the Enemy to us, as being the weakeſt part. Not- 
withſtanding ofthis our great nightly watch and durie kept, the Burgers of 
the Citiedid prove very ungratefull and unthankfull co us, it-nor quartrinF 
our Souldiers, as they ought to doe : for Captaine Morro his Company did 
lie on the ſtreets foure nights unquartred, till the fortnight that they came 
off the watch, unknowne to their Officers, they went to the Burgo-maſter 
his owne houſe, and ſaid, they would quarter with him, it there were not 
orders taken for their quartring, but receiving a ſoft anſwer, they retired for 

that night : inthe meanetime, the Burgo-maſter did complaine to Colonell 
Holke, then Governour, who did cauſe to aſſemble a Councell of warre, 
where the Lievetenant and Company were both accuſed, as mutiners, the 
Lieverenant proving he knew nothing of it, and that the Souldicrs had done 
ſt without his knowledge, he was afloyled and made free by the ſentence of 
the Councell of warre : But the Company were ordaincd, being divided in 
three Corporalſhips, that out of every Corporalſhip one ſhould be bang'd, 
who were to draw Billets out of a Hatr, which were all blankes,till one had 
the Gallowes on it. 
The order and ſentence of 'the Councell of warre being duly obeyed, 
three were led afide,and committed to priſon,to be reſolyed againſt the exe- 
cution, 


T: E twenty-eight of May 1628, not without danger both by water 
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cution, andthe reſt were remitted to their Quarters, of the three ordained 
to be executed, it was concluded againe, by the interceſſion of the O flicers 
made to the Governour, that one might ſuffer, who againe being two. 
Scors and a Daye, having drawne lots; it fell ro the Dane tor be hang'd, the 
Governour himfelfe being a Daze alſo, he could not of his crcdir fruſtrate ju- 
ſtice , ſeeing before he was ſo earneſt to ſee our Nation puniſhed for a faule, 
whereof he was rather guilty himſelfe, not having appointed them [quarters 
as he ought , ſo.that the Dave ſuffred juſtly for a Danes fault. 

The Captaines of ſome Companics being abſentin Scorland, having gone 
for recruets, the duety being great, Lievetenant Saunders 'Hay was made 
Captaine to Annan his company, being informed the Captaine was to re- 
maine in Scotland: Enfigne Gordon being made. Lievetenant to Sr, Patrick 
eMac-Gey,, being long ſicke in Lowland, and having a little recovered,”on 
his journey to Traleſound, at Copmanhaggen in Denmark, died ſuddainely be. 
ing a reſolute brave young Cavalier, and of good parts,/ was much la.

Dering our refidence here, our orders were ſo ftrid, that neither Officer, 
nor ſouldier was ſuffered to come off his watch,neither to dine or ſuppe, but 


their meate was carried unto them, to their poſte, The enemy approaching 


bard, and we working faſt, for our owne ſafeties, where ſomerimes, we {aly- 
ed out, and did vifittheenemy, inhis Trenches, but tittle to.their content= 
ment ; till atlaſt, the enemy did-approach right-under our worke, 'where 
ſometimes, being ſo neere, we begun ro jecre one another, '{o'thar the.Darch 
one morning taunting us; ſaid, they did heare, there was, a ſhip come from 


Denmarke to us, laden with Tobaccoand Pipes, one of our fouldicrs fhew- 


ing them over the worke,a Morgan fterne, made-of a large ftocke banded 
with Iron likethe ſhaft of a halbert, witha routid Globe atthe cnd-with 
croſle Iron pikes , ſaith, here is 6ne of the Tobatco pipes, wherewith we 
will beate our your braines, when'yc intend to orme us; - '- 
We cid alſo nightly take Tomelfeiforiors ofclind fometimes ſtealing off 
their centeries , which tnade many Algrums-in the night; :and in the-day 
time. Here a man might ſoone learne-to cxercife his Armes,; and put his 
courage in praQtiſe : andro give our Lievetcnant Colonel. his due; he 'had 
good orders, and he did keepe both Officers and ſouldiers under good diſci- 
pline, and heknew well how to:make others underſtand rhemſfelves, from

up. *Hen Cannons areroaring, and bullets flying, he that' would 
MW. have honeur* muſt” not feare dying : ' many roſe here m'the 
, morning, went not tobed at nigit ,- and many ſupped here at 
nighe » ſought nobreakefaſt inthe morning - - many a Burger in this-City, 
coming forth'in his holy«dayes-tlothes, to take the ayre ,- went never home 
againe, till he was carried quicke or dead , whete ſomehad their heads-ſe- 
perated fromtheir bodits;) by the Cannon z" as happened' to' one Lievete- 
nanrand thineene Souldiers, that had their fourerkcnc heads foofroim then 
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by one Cannon bullet at once: who doubts of this, he may go and ſee the 
reliques of their braines to this day, fticking on the walles, under the Port 
of Franckendore in Traileſound. 

Ic is ſaid, that valour is then beſt temper'd, when it can turne out of ſterne 
fortitude, unto the mild ſtreames of pitty : who could behold theſe acci- 
dents, and not be moved with pitty and compaſſion £ and who will not 
weepeatthe caſuallmiſcries our calling is ſubje& unto, in following oft- 
times the leading of an ambitious Generall , yeaand of an ambitious Cap- 
eaine , yeathe following of an ambitious Souldier, delighting ſometimes 
treade over his encmies, as happened many times unto us during this 

cge* 

Who then is more compaſſionate, in peace or warre, then the martiall 
man £ Obſerve generally , and you ſhall -fiade, that the moft famous men 
have both courage and compaſſion; of which in this City we had neede 
of courage againſt our enemies, and of compaſſion to our friends, Came= 
rades, and ſometimes to our enemies. | 

*. Youſee here we were made to keepe double watch , as wiſe men ought 
todo : for when we kept ſteddy watches, theenemy could not harme us 
much, being wary of our ſelyes, and he that can do this, he ſurely merits 
the name of a good Souldier;, but oftimes, we are our owne worſt enemies, 
and killing our ſelves we neede no other enemy againſt us. Therefore ar 
ſuch a Sicgeas this was , ſobricty andtemperance were requiſite toa Soul- 
dicr,as well as valour to defend him from his enenuics. 

Here our enemies were our pedagogues teaching us vertue, every mo» 
ment — us of our dnety to God and man: yea minding us both of 
Death, and of Iudgement : here we needed nodead mans pawe before us, to 
minde us of Death , when Death itſelfenever went night or day with his 
horror from our cyes , ſparing none, making no differcnce of perſons, er 
quality, but equo pede, treading alike on all came in his way, whoſc hourc 
Was Come. * 2 Os TE 

Here I wiſh not the gentle reader to miſtake this inſurretion of Honrs 
his company for a mutiny.: It was not; neither againſt their Officers, nor 
yet inprejudice of their Maſters ſervice. Therefore I would rather terme it, 
arude ignorance in fecking their due, though unformally, whereof their 
Officers had no part, and therefore were made free by a Councel of warres, 
but the unthankefulneſſe ofthe Citizens: (in ſparing their meanes from fece- 
ding of thoſe that kept them , their wiyes and children, from the furious 
rage of their enemies , at ſuch time as they therafdlves did loake for no faſe- 
ty, till they came for to relieve them ) cannot be well excuſed , bur their 
unthankefulnefſe was ſo much the greater, that they err'd againſt the very 
lawes of hoſpitality , being in their  unthankefutneſle farre inferiour to 
Beaſts, For we reade , that the Athenians did bring thoſe guilty of un. 
thankefulnefſe before che Iuſtice , to be puniſhed, and that juiily z bec 
he that forgets a benefit received, without making any fatisfa&ign ,; ath 
take away humane ſociety , without which the world could not wbfiſand 
therefore ſuch Citizens, as would not acknowledge the good received, 
Qughtto be baniſhed the City , as unthankefall , for a man evill in partucu- 
lar, cannot be a good member of the publique , as many villanous traitors 
were in this Towne of Traeſonnd during the Siege, that for their particu- 


lars would havg fold the Towge, andthe common good to their cnemues: 
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ſuch fellowes ſome of them were made flaves , being hot worthy the name 


of free Citizens : and the Canon lawe makes the ungratefull the moſt de- 


ceſtable of all men; Andtherefore they were cruelly puniſhed, 
To make then the ingratitude of the Citizens of Traileſownd towards 
Souldiers the more odious, I will inferre the Storics of Beaſts here to ac- 
cuſe them ; Elian writes of a Dragon mindfull of the good done to him (as 
theſe Rogues were not) intheſe termes , in his thirteenth booke. In Achaie 
there was a Towne called Petre, where a young boy did buy a Dragen very 
little, feeding itdiligently , making of it, playing with it, and making it. 
ly in his Bed , till it became grear, and a Dragon in effeR: thoſe of the place 
fearing ſome evill by it, did cauſe itto be carried unto a deſert : the boy 
becoming a man alfo, and certaine ycares after, returning from a feaſt, 
with ſome of his Camerads , they met with Robbers, and crying out for 
helpe, there comes the Dregon running on the Robbers, killing ſome, put- 
ting the reſt to flight, faves the lite of him that had done him good. 
A memorable acknowledgment to convincethoſe of Traileſouna. | 
We may joyneto this ſtory, the memory of the Zion healed by Androt 
the Remas {lave, whoſe life afterwards the Lyon ſaved. The ſtory is written 
by Geliizs and Elian, andalſonow ſetout in verſe by Dabaertas, in the fixt 
day of the firſt weeke. | v4 | 
Here alſa we may ſee the profit and benifit good order doth bring uno, 
the obſervers of it : though we thought hard, not to be ſuffered to come off 
our Poſtes for our ordinary recreation, nor yet to fleepe from our Poſtes, 
wefound at laſt the benefit redounded unto our ſelves : for while as the ene- 
my purſued us hard , we wereat hand to defend our ſelves,and to maintaine 
our credits;otherwiſe, it had become of us, as it became in the Swedezs wars 
in Germany of Magdeburg on the Ebve, and of Franckeford on the Oder, being 
both loſt through negligence and careleſſe watch, which made much inno- 
cent bloud to have bin ſhed in both. And therefore I cannotbur praiſe the 
worth of my Lievetenant Colonell, for his good order and tri diſcipline 
keptin Holke his abſence, being in.

We having then gotten intelligence of Walenftine his coming, we look'c 
the berter unto our ſelves, and having inthe evening or twilight ſet out our 
Perdues, we {trengthencd all our Poaſts,and we placed our by- watch in the 
Ravelis, to be in readineſſe, as alſo I commanded foure ſcore musketiers, un- 
der the command of Capraine Hay, to fit by their Armes and to be in rea- 
dincſſe, toſupply all deteRs might happen by a timely ſuccours, as they 
ſhould be commanded, likewiſe I cauſedtodouble all centries, and ſo fit- 
ting downe to reſt us, we were paſling the time by diſcourſe, betwixt ten 
and eleven aclocke atnighe, when as our centry gives fire and calls us to 
our Armes : at ourrtiſfing we finde the enemy approaching above a thoufand

ced to retire under ground one after another at a ſorting Port, where ſome 
wereloſt before their entry : they being entred, then begun our; ſouldiers to 
make ſervice, and I give Charge to Quarter Mr, Bramfeild, avalorous gen- 
tleman, with a guard ro keepe the enemy from entring at the ſorting Port - 
thus the ſervice being hot onall quarters, ;cſpectally Mac-kenyees quarter, 
being next the enemy , was hardeſt preſt, where I having viſited bim, did 
ſend him fifcy musketicrs of ſupply, and then I did viſite Lievetenant Beaton 
his Poaſt , whom I found both carefull and vigilant in reſiſting the Ene- 
mics entry vyaliantly , with his affociats, who were two capable Segeants 
called ZEmbrey and Simpſon, who wereboth killed this night, 

Then I did viſit the Dutch quarters, being berwixt me and the Ravelin > 
which I thought to be in leaſt danger, The Cavalier their Captaine being a 
Beamiſh gentleman , both ſtout and diligent, the moft part of his Souldiers, 
the Dutch having left him, hewas much over-preſt with the enemies, thera 
alſo I was forced to ſupply with fifty musketicrs of our Nation, under the 
command of Captaine Hy , otherwiſe the enemy had fallen in berwixt us 
and the Raveline, Butthis valorous gentleman the Beamiſh Captaine being 
Killed ; Captaine Hay by his valour maintained the Poaſt, till the fury of the 
cnemy begurra lirrte to ſertte; 1nthis.time, for one-houre and a halfe, rhe 
ſervice being hot, ſundry were killed of ws, butthree for one of the enemy, 
which finding himſelfe refiſted with valour, being relieved by a freſh ſupply 
of another thouſand men, ſet on. more furiouſly then before, where ſundry of 
our Officers were ſhot , as Lievetenant Reaton, Enfigne Duwmbaryre, Lievete. 
nant Arburtbor, quarter Mr.Brantfield, & my ſelfe;divers others were killed, 
as Sergeant Mac-kenyee Sergeant Towng, Moſieur Gordon, Monſieur Stewart, Mon- 
fteur Tullowgh,all gentlemenof my Colonells company;with ——— 
Captaine Mac-kexyee was alfo ſhot favourably a rhyyatt ihe Belly, and Þ, be- 
—_—_ and growne ſtiffe with my wounds, being{-helpr off "did mecte 
afreſh relicfe coming tous, led by Lieverenant '{ndriw Stewart, a- valorous 
gentleman , and of good conduR, Brother tothe noble Eatle-of Traquere* 
Ididexhort them e» p«ſſant, to carry themſclves well, rhey anſwered me 
Cheerefully, as became reſolute Souldiers, who wete-defirons to vindicate 
their 'camerades bloud againft their enemies: the reHefe being come, the 
ſcryice went on afrcſh on both' ſides, che-enemy ftorthing againe with the 


thirdreliefe, which contiouga {p jppg, gil 5 okmber of our Officers more 
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were killed and hurt, as Lievetcnant Srteware, Enſfigne Seaton, Enſigne Ennis, 
Capraine Armes, Andrew Monro, and divers more were hurt. During this 
time, our Lievetenant Colonell was bufied within the Towne, incomman. 
ding the reliefes, and in ſending orders to the other Poaſts to looke unto 


themſelves, who would not miſſe one man to ſuccour or helpe us in our . 


greateſt neede, Notwithſtanding, thar the whole force of the enemies was 
imployed againſt us alone. 
The ſecond reliefe that came to our Poaſt, was led by Colonell Frertz, 
newly come to Towne, with ſome Swedens, who, though not admirted to 
Command, out of his generofitie, being accompanied with his Lieverenant 
Colonell Mac-Dougall, and his Major, called Semple, with fouteſcore Mul- 
ketiers, voluntarily did come to ſuccour and helpe our Nation; who athis 
firſt coming, received deaths wounds, whereof he died ſhortly after. His 
Lievetenant Colonell alſo was taken priſoner , and was miffing for fix 
mon-ths, we not knowing whither he was dead or alive. The Majoralſo was 
Lilled inſtantly ar his firſt coming to ſervice ; fo that the laſt time,and on the 
laſt ſtorme, by the breake of day the enemy was once entred our workes, and 
was beate backe againe with great loſſe, with ſwords and pikes and butts of 
Muskerts, ſo that the day cleering the enemy was forced to retire, having loſt 
above a thouſand men, and we neare two hundred, beſides thoſe who were 
hurt. Hechat was on this nights ſervice from the beginning ro the ending, 
being in aRion, might avouch he did eſcape danger. The enemy forſaking 
our workes unconquered, the graftc filled with their dead bodies, equall ro 
the bancks, the workes ruin'd in the day time could not be repair'd, which 
cauſcd the next nights watchto be the more dangerous. | 


The ſeventeenth Obſeryation, 


HE Emperour «Mlexander Severe had reaſon to ſay, that Military 
Diſcipline did conſerve and maintaine the Eſtate :; And ſo might 
the magnanimous King of Denmarke ſay- of this ſervice, and: the 
Towne of Trailſound, the Citizens of it, before this time being Maggot 
ſolute, cowards, ſpend-thrifts and voluptuous, are/now by this Diſcipline 
made active, menagers, valiant, ſparing and honeſt : the thahke$ whereof 
they owe unto our Nation, whoſe bones lic in their ground; and to our 
Country-man, who fince hath beene their Goyernour, for the reward of his 
vertue, was appointed by his Majeſtic of Sweden, of worthy memory, and ſer 
to Command over them and their Citic,' And it is moſt ſure, that the ob. 
lervance of good diſcipline is the maintaining of Kingdomes, Ciries, and 
Common. wealths, making them to flouriſh; where diſcipline &'well kept, 
as It was here during our beleagering, for then we had no thought of gathe- 
ring of money, but of gaining of credit ; here were no Novices; but expert 
Souldiers to refiſt both the craft and valour of their enemies, who tid feele 
the i mart of their yalourous reliſtanceinheaping their dead bodies ontvpon 
another in the graffe. | OC. "— gc": OY 
_ During the time of this hoteonfli&; tione that was whole wetit off at the 
coming of the reliefe, but continued inthe fight affiſting cheir Camerades, 
folon as their ſtrength ſerved; ever eſteeming more of their creditthan of 
heir afctie, chrough thedefire they had tobe revenged of the loſſes ſuſtai- 
ned by thejr Camenges, 'On the other part, it was reported of Waleſtine, 
_ K3 | 
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that he was ſo cager to get in the Towne, that his Officers retiring off ſervce 
being hurt, he cauſed to ſhoot them dead, calling them Cowards for retiring 
with ſo ſmall hurt. Here alſo I purpoſe ro ſpeake ſomewhat of the Emperia- 
lifts cuſtome, entring on ſervice, ſhouting like T#rkes, as if crying would ter- 
ritie reſolute Souldiers : Notruely ; we were more encouraged, having long 
expected for their coraing, being all of us well reſolved tor the Combat, we 
were greedie of honour,and therefore we longed to try our enemies valour : 
Seeing we were more overjoyed of their coming, than any wiſe terrified , 
and we received them with Volces of Cannon and Musket in their teeth, 
which faire and well come was hard of digeſtion unto ſome of them: and ir 
might be well ſaid of them, as the Proverbe is amongſt the Badrians, that the 
dogees did barke more than they did bite, eſpeciallythe Fleete Curres , for 
true courage conſiſts not in words, neither ought we to looke for much cou- 
rage, where we heare many boyſterqus words. But on the contrary, true 
afor doth confiſt in the greatneſſe of courage, and inthe ſtreogth of the 
valiant Arme, and not inthe Torgee : and the firſt people, that did practiſe 
this lowde crying of martiall relolution, and of rejoycing in battell, were 
the 7/raclites, who in the moſt part of their fighting uſed thoſe cryes, is teſti» 
' monies of their faith,and of their earneft calling for the helpe of the Almigh. 
tie. And a Lord of Africkebeing to fight againſt the Portzgalls, his Troopes 
ready to fight, he ſaid unto them, they ſhould not cry but ſtrike hard, for 
ſaith he, thoſe men whom you ſee, arc not accuſtomed to be afraide with 
words nor voyce ; for it is not incryes, but in valour, that men ſhould cfta- 
bliſh the hope of Victory, Neverthelefle, we reade in Hiſtories, thatthe 
Romanes, and other warlike Nations, were wont in Battells, as to this day in 
approaches, cven as in fields, to cry alowd : and therefore we ſay among our 
| ſelves at home, that he is to be pittied, that js ſurprized with the cry of bis 
Enemies, Wereade alſo ofthe Savages, whom the Frenchdoc call Tokniam- 
$0ce,that before they come within halfe a mile, they cry like Devills at the 
firſt ſight of their enemies, redoubling their cryes coming neare hand, ſoun- 
ding their hornes, lifting their Armes here and there in a boaſting manner, 
fighting ſo long as they are able to move hand or foote, never giving ground 
or turning backe till they die. 
T «citu reports, that the Germayes of 01d, did ſing going to fight : and wee 
reade of Catothe Cenſor, that he taught young men to fight ſtanding in one 
place, and he uſed toſay often, that words were more powerfull to terrific, 
and fo chaſe an enemy,than the ſtroaks ofthe hand. And the ſame Cato faid, 
he loved not the Sonldier that did ſhake his hands marching, that ſtaggred 
with his feet in fighting,8& ſnorted lowder in ſleeping,than hedid cry coming 
to fight. And Ceſar ſaid, that inevery man was ſcene a certaine ——__ and 
naturall readineſſe and promptitude, that kindled them witha defireto fight : 
which Generalls and © ommeniies of Armies ought diligently to intertaine, 
and not extinguiſh. Wherefore it was, thatthe Ancients before they fought, 
cauſed to ſound their Trumpets, beate their Drummes, and madetheir Soul- 
+ diers cry hard, eſtecming that did encourage their Troopes, and affright 
their enemies. The Macedens alſo began their Cobeing with crying and ſhout» 

ing , and Curtixe reports, that as ſoone as the Armies ſaw one another within 
ſhot of Musker, the Perfiens beganto cry furiouſly, and the Macedos,thongh 
fewer in number, did ſo anſwer them, that the tops of the Mountaines 


Woods reſounded againe tothe Echo of their Cryes: Thelike wereade 
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our owne Story, where the Author in his ninth Booke makes mention of 
Henry Piercie Earle of Northumberland, and Regent of England at the Eaſt, 
being come upawares into Scorlend with ſeven thouſand men, was driven a- 
way by the Boores and Herds, by the helpe of Stone-Bagges, as they are 
called to this day in our High Lands of Scorland, being uſed by the Inhabt 
tants to fright Wolves, and cochaſe Decre and other Beaſts from their gra- 
fings: the Inſtrument is made of dry skinnes made round like a Globe, with 
ſmall ſtones in it tharmakeanoife, as they did fneere the Exgiiſh Campe, 
that their Horſes brake looſe through the fields, whereafter long flying they 
were taken by the Boores of the Country. It then we ſhould cry at all, kt 
it be ſuch a noiſe as may terrific our enemies, being ſtrong, couragious, and 
brave. | 
Platarch reports, that the cry of Souldiers made a Raven flying in the ayre 
to fall Jarackile aſtoniſhed. and Titas Livixs faith, hat when the mule 
titude of people did imbarke, rhat few or none were left in take and Sicile; 
coming together, and crying, the Birds aſtoniſhed fell ont of theayre : and 
Paulus Emilins reports the like, thatwhen rhe Chriſtians befieged Tyre, a Pl- 
geon was (cene in the Ayre, which made the Chril#ans raiſe ſuch anoiſc, that 
the Pigeon fell downe, as if it had beene ſtricketi with thunder, and that they 
found a Letter about the necke of the Pigeon, that the S«razews had ſent to 
the belicged, ſhewing they ſhould be Toone relieved, if they would take 
good courage, and maintaine the Towne for certaine dayes : and the Chri- 
fians having men with them, who underſtood the ſame language, didwrite 
another Letter, whichthey tyed co thenecke of the ſaid Pigeon, and let him 
oe; which Letter cncielh that the befieged had neede to looke to them- 
lves, that they had given good proofe 6f theit Valour and fidelitic,and that 
their Fortune was, not togiverhemHope of reliefe; rhe paſſages being clo- 
ſed upby their enemies, and the Tyri«»/thns deceived, give over the Towne

Dutch that wauld not ſend us reliefe in our great danger ; for though we 
ought to looke to our owne houſes, when our neighbours ate on fire, yer 
Chriſtian compaſton ought to move us to ſupply rhe d:fets of our brethren, 
but when Souldiers and Officers preferre their eaſe, with whole skinnes, to 
the ſafetie of their Camerades in danger, then ſuch may be juſtly called fim-

name, and bring their reputation and valour in:queſtion, Who will not then 
blame ſuch, and who will not praiſe thoſe, th t inextremitie, contemned life 
and thcir cafe, to relieve their Camerades : as Colonell Fretrs his Lievetenant 
Colonell and, Major did, fighting againſt our enemies Him then I eſteeme 
25 a valiant Souldier, that Fake againſt the enemy, embracing wounds for 
his Miſtrefſe, and that is concented to lie on the ground, being weary, and 
that. makes no difference of food to ſerve his apperite, without ſawce; being 
contented with a nod for afleepe ; to ſuch a Souldier nothing is impoſſible 
or hard toattempt; and ſuch Souldiers to command were my choice, that

He whom before I was wontto obey and viſite, came now, and vilited 
me, I notbeing able to ſtirre, my Lievetenant Colonell came ro comfort 
me, having neede to be comforted himſelfe by good adviſe, how to de- 
fend the workes the ſecond night, a generall feare having poſſeſſed the 
hearts both of Burgers and Souldiers, and I, to encourage him, did tell him 
a ſtory of Avg»ſus the Emperour , who being neere death 'commanded, 
that after his deceaſe, all his friends ſhould clap their harids , and haugh 
unfainedly, as the cuſtome was when a Comedy was well aQcd :' even 
. Tofaid I, though Iwas ſorry at our loſſe, yet I was glad _— hurt, 
when I looked to be kill'd ; and having ated my partof the' play, for thar 
time, and retired off the Stage, all I could doe was bur to minde my 
- Camerads of their duties. In the meane time, the Enemies cannon: having 
ſhor foure great bullets of a hundred and fixry pound weight, out of mex- 
ters, through the top of my lodging evento the bottome,, whereT did lie, 
affrighting me. ſtill, when my feere were not able to ſhift away my body ; 
yet recommending my ſoule to God, I reſolved, hewas well guarded,whom 
the Lord had acare of, and having delivered me from many dangers, Iftil 
confided he would not ſuffer me to be ſmother'd under wales : For which 
and all his bleſſings I doe infinitly thanke his Majeſty, in giveing me time 
todocany thing, thatmay pleaſe his Majefty,for my deliverance. © 
To make my Lieverenagt Colonel laugh, I did telthim a ftory of # vit- 
en.that was ſeene by a Souldier of the Colovellscompaty;chatworning be- 
ore the enemy did ſtorme , being-a ,prediQtive dreame;, and a'true.” One 
HMurdo Mac-clande borne in ſew, aSouldicr of atall ſtature, and valiant 
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courage, being fleeping on his warch, awakened by. the breake of day, 
and joggestwo of his Cameradcs lying by him, who did finde much fzulr 
with him for turring ofthem, herep icd, before long yeu ſhall be other- 
wiſe ſturred, a Souldier called Alex Tongh a Loghaber- man, recommen- 
ding his ſoule to God , asked him what he had ſcene, who anſwered him, 
you ſhall never ſee your country againe, the other replyed, the loſſe was 
but ſmall if the reſt of the company were well, he anſwered no, for there 
was great hurt and death of many very ncere, the other asked againe, whom 
had he ſeenc more,that would dye beſides him, ſundry of his Camerades 
he tould by name, that ſhould be killed : the other asked what would be- 
come of himſelfe, he anſwered, he would be killed with the reft : in fe, 
he deſcribeth the whole Officers by their cloathes that ſhould be hurt: a 
pretty quicke boy ncere by asked him, what would become of the Major, 
meaning me, he anſwered, he would be ſhot , but not deadly, andthat the 
boy ſhould be next unto me, when I were burc,as he was. 

This diſcourſe ended, I wiſhed my Lievetenant Colonel to ſet all care a+ 
fide and tolooke to himſelfe, and to the credit of his Nation, in main. 
taining of the place , till the reliefe ſhould come, and ſo we parted. 

Here I did obſcrve, that no city, be it never ſo ſtrong, or fo well beſcr, ror 
no Armour, be it of what proofe it will, is able to encourage a fearefull 
heart , as in this City, and atthis time, were many of the Burgars, Souldi- 
ers,ſtrangers, Officers, of women and children, who were tormented b 
the feare of death, and of their meanes , whoſe feare was generally ſogrear, 
that they were bereft both.of wiſdome, and courage, as. people given over,

Notwithſtanding of chis feare, which poſſefied the burgars, and thoſe 
Souldiers that had not beene on occaſion, yet:our Nation , that are ever 
moſt couragiops in greateſt extremity , failed nothing of their wonted va- 
lour, but having once retired tothe Ravelin, maintained it couragiouſly, 
repelling. the enemics valour, with-reſalution built-on vertue,' ard love of 
Tredie, ſorhat they madetheir enemie wich great loſſe, to be fruſtrate gf 
TA boped for yiRory , finding the valour of the Scars tempered with con- 
Kant refolution and vigorous ſpirits : his fury was made 10: fetle by littte 
and little , tillat laſt, reſolution, theftrong Armour of the deſcteete Soul 
dir prevailed againſt all the ſhuffles and cries ofthe enemy ,-and the defep- 
dex,fceing the ſtorme paſi,and the tempeſt ceaſe, he laughes and ſiniles, with

Here we/ſeeche uſe of treaty and Niill-Rand(artruce)ozdained of Policy, 
that every man may ipreſſe to winne his owne aymes. The Souldiers that in 
lix weekes before, were wounding,and killing one another,are now coming 
and diſcourfing together as friends, : where I did remerke and obſerve, 
that it is much cafier to bs reconciled withanenemy, then to conquer _ 
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Now in time of theſe ſtill. ſtands , by diſcourſe they prefle to fince out 
one anothers actions, and to obſerve one anothers faults and excurſions, 
treaſuring up againſt the day of advantage, forthe confounding of one ano. 
thet, ar their firſt our-falling , and like the Crocedile , they ſlime one ar.0- 
thers way , to make one another fall, coming in occaſions againe : and 
therefore it was the anſwere that Seneca gave unto bimſelfe, when he asked 
Quideſt homint inimicifiimun ? he anſwered, Alter howo. Our enemies ſtu- 
dics are the plots of our ruine,leaving nothing unattempted, which may in- 
duce our dammage 5 and the danger is ever moſt, when we {eeit not. Yet 
I thinke, he that can be a worthy enemy , cahi, reconciled, be a worthy 
friend ; and he that,in a juſt cauſe, can fight againſt us, can likewiſe in the 
like cauſe, being reconciled , fight with us, . and if he be unworthy re- 
concile him too, if it were but to be freed of his feandalous tongue, and that 
alſo will be worth thy labour, and he that upon g00J rermes refuſerh re- 
concilement,, may be ſtubborre, but not valiant nor wiſe : forhe that wil. 
fully continues an enemy , teacheth his enemy ro do him a miſchicfe if he 
can : andthatendeavour is wellſpent, thatunmaskes an enemy, or makes 
a friend: for as the one begets a trealyre;the other,it may begraiſeth a ſiege; 
and thaf manis wiſe, that is kinde. t9 his fricnds and ſharpe ro his encmics - 
but he is wiſer, that canentertaine his friends is love, and make his enemies 
likethem, as our Nation did here at Tr4efonnd, in keeping their Maſters love. 
rothebeſt , for their loyaky, and in making their enemies thinke well of 
them , and lovethem for their brayecarriage and valour, - 

Likewiſe I did obſerve herethejbenefic thatariſeth to a Kiagdome, City 
or State through a good Goycrament 'and- what a blcfling ir was ta a 
Towne perplexed, as this was.t9 get a good, wile, vertuous and valiant 
Governour , in time of their greateſt irouble, which ſhewes that we are 
govern'd by a power above us ; for oftimes, that, which wedeſire ot feare, 
doth ſeldome happen.

my to retire, and ro. give ground, even tothe body oftheir Armie : And de- 
lighting in the ſhedding of their enemics bloud, who had ſhed ſo much of 
their Country bloud before, they purſued them hard, following them unto 
their maine reſerve or battell, where they ſeazed on their Cannon : but the 
enemy being too ſtrong, and his forces ſtill augmenting, they were made to 
retire with the lofle of ſome brave Cavaliers, eſpecially the loſſe of Sir 7obw 
Hume of Aiton, the firſt Captaine of the Regiment, who, after many bloudy 
wounds received, was taken priſoner, being a brave reſolute Cavalier, of 
good carriage and moderation in all hisactions,whoafter died of his wounds 


with the enemy, being a priſoner long, and was much lamented of all that 
knew him,

-1S Majeſtic of Denwarke having given over the proteQion of Tyail- 
H ſound unto the King of Swedes, immediatly after he did ſhip ſome 
forces of foote and horſe in Denmarke, which he did land at Wolgaft 

in Pomeren, of intention to patronize the Dukedome of Pomeren againſt the 
Emperour: And being come to Wolgaft, his Majeſtic did recall the remain- 
der of our Regiment from Traileſownd, who were not then foure hundred 
ſtrong at their our-coming,having loſt in ſix weekes neare five hundred'good 
men, beſfides Officers , the Regiment led then by Captaine Hac-Xenyee, 
in the abſence of his Superiours, he continued his March towards Welge#, 
where they joyned with his Majeſties Armie : being no ſooner arrived, they 
were inſtantly commanded on ſervice.

Sothat in this world, order is the life of Kingdoms, 
Honours, Artes: forby the excellency of it, all things floriſh and thrive g 
and therefore we ſee, that this order is requiſite co-be obſerved in no- 
thing more than in military diſcipline, being the life of it, Regiments then 
maincained in good order, the Army can be but well ordered, and the Ar- 
my well ordered, the King and country cannot þur ſtand, both in peace and 
warre, for ſeldome weſeeany goodneſle in the refuſing to obey good or- 
ders. And we heare ordinarily, that one bad voice puts twenty out of tune, 
and that it is the chiefe property of a good Souldier, firſt ro learne to obey 
well, in keeping of good order, and then doubtlefle, in time being advan- 
ced, he comnorhat command well, ſo that here jn ordering of this, as in all 
things, we fce viciſfitudes and' alterations, ſome Regiments made up and 
continue in floriſhing order, other Regiments reduced taking an <nd, as oc- 
caſton and accidents of warre doe happen, Spynics Regiment was reduced, 
and my Lord of Rhees Regiment is made up againe. - Where we ſee, thar as 
vicilitude maintaines the world; even ſo concord is a great meanes of con» 
tinuance, as diſcord is toooften of diſcontinuance, and ruine. Likewiſe we 
ſee, thatnoeftare is free from murability , and change ; which is the great 
Lord ofthe World , who will be adored and followed as ſoone as order 
doth faile : but where order is kept, and concord (as in this Regiment) 
change hath noplacetoruine, though wellto alter, for order was fo kept 
by this Regiment, like to brave Souldiers, whoin a running skirmiſh come

The twenty-one Obſervation. 


N the Firmament we ſee all things are preſerved by a glorious order ; 
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proote of things hidden, being in one rancke with the burning iron, and 
{calding water, tothe end men mightdiſcerne the innocent from the guilty : 
this kinde of violence of proofewasſo common, that Fronton King of Dex- 
mark made a law, as reports the Saxon hiſtory , that all differences whatlo- 
ever ſhould be decided by the combat , and Leogen reports, that jyet to this 
day they obſerve the ſame in _— But wiſe men finding this cuſtome 
deceivable, in deciding the truth , and fo uncertaine, that many times the 
innocent doth ſuccumbe; and therefore it was forbidden by the civill, and 
canonlaw, as is evident by ſeverall ancient conſtitutions, inſerted in the 
Decreralls. 

Notwithſtanding whereof, amongſt the Remens it became {o common, as 
to be thought buta ſport ; which made the name of fighters eſteemed of a- 
mongſt the Romans, as we reade in the Cod. Titulo de gladiatoribus, and 
therefore this cuſtome being diſpleaſing unto the Emperour 1»ftinian, he 
commanded all ſhould be ſubje& unto the Iudge,and ſaid, that valour with- 
ont juſtice, was not tobe allowed of, Thiscombat berwixt thoſe two was 
well fought of both, in preſence of many witneſſes; where it was thought, 


that the Datch-man was hard, fo that a ſword could neither pierce him, nor 


cut him. This faſhion of fighting is ſocommon, that we neede not illuſtrate 
it byexamples of Hiſtories, either ancient ormodernez but who ſo would 
ſatisfie theircuriolity inthis point, let them but reade Preaſack his Cleander, a 
ſtory well worth the reading. And trucly dayly experience teacherh us (as 
in this accident) that the end of combats doth ſhew often that he, who ap.

hatof flowers on his head, carrying about his left Arme a red ſleeve, and in 
the right hand a great batton ofhar greene timber, durſt enter incombat a- 
gainſt Horres Macedonian carrying on his left Armea bucler of brafſe, and a 
thort pike in the right hand, a jacdarrt-ſtaffe as we terme it, or ſomething like 
it, anda ſword by his ſide : attheir approaching, Dioxippms with a nimble 
ſlight, anda Py ſhift of his body ,efchewed the ftabbeor thruſt 
of the ſtaffe, and before the Macedonian could have wielded the Pike, the 
other doth breake itin two with his cudgell, and quickly clofing with his ad- 
verſary ou him ſucha knocke on the ſhinnes, that he fell ro the ground, his 
heeles above his head , rooke his ſword from him, and would have Lill'd 
him with his batron, had not the King ſaved him. Thus much of combars, 
which for my part, thoughI cannot allow of, nevertheleſſe I ſhould be 
loath to refuſeto fight ina juſt quarrell, but would rather referre the ſuc- 
ecſſe to God , to determine of, thento let that be called in queſtion, which is 
deareſt unto me. |

Is'Majeſty being reſolved in Aprill 1629, with his [word in his hand 
H to conclude a ſettled and a ſure peace with the Emperour z, or 0« 
A therwiſe to free Helften and Yewtland from the tyranny of the Em- 
periall Army, andto that effeQ his Majefty did gather his forces together 
ro a head in Dexmark , where they were to be ſhipp't for landing at Azgle 
in Holſter : ſothat orders were given to me, his Majeſty having provided 
ſhipping , to tranſport our Regiment from all quarters, and to meete at \4n- 
ele. Betorc our parting, Captaine Forbeſſe of Tulough, and Captaine Andrew 
Stewarts Companies were put on warre ſhips to lic before Wiſmary , Ihaving 
ſhipped withthe reft of the Regiment , we ſailed unto HolFep, and landed ar 
Angle : where the Regiment being come togerher , we were one thouſand 
foure hundred ſtrong beſides Officers, and having lyen at Azg/c till the 
peace was concluded:, his Majeſty did thanke off, ordiſmiſſe his Army,fave 
a few number that was kept a moneth longer , till the enemy had marched 
out of the country : we being diſcharged of ſervice, and having gotten our 
honourable paſſes we were directed, by his Majeſty to the Rex-marſball to- 
ward Fazclend, with orders from his Majeſty,that he ſhould reckon with us, 
and give us contentmentaccordingly. The reckoning made, we were for- 
ccd to accept of-rwo parts, and to Ys the whole, having made no 
reckoning but for us who were preſent, leaving our Colonell being ab=- 
ſent, ro make his owne reckoning thereafter with his Majeſty. 

Likewiſe his Majeſty did give orders to the Rex-marſhalt to provide 
ſhipping and viQuall for our Officers and Souldiers, to tranſport them for 
their country , which accordingly was obeyed. As alfo his Majeſty did 
give orders to ordaine us , both Officers and Souldiers free quarters. in A/- 
zewheur , till the mipps were ready to ſaile . Sotharwe being free from our 
honourable Maſter his ſervice, we were ready to imbrace new conditions 
from a new Maſter. e 5:

This Danes warre thus ended, was the beginning of a greater warre, as is 
{aid : for the Emperour (in Summer 1629. The Daves —_ being made in 
Auguſt 1629) did ſend affiſtance ofmen unto the Pole, againſt his Maje- 
ty of Sweden, under the command of the Felr-marſhall Arnbew , which 
the next ſummerdid bring the ſword of the Sweden againſt himſelfe. So thar 
we fee there is nothing here on earth to be expeRed by us, more then a con- 
tinuall warfare, Lord therefore makeus dayly to warre in that ſpirituall war. 
fare, ſerving trucly the King ofKings and Lord of hoſts, fighting that good 
fight againſt our ſpiricuall enemies, where he that overcomes, receives for a 
reward (inſtcad of worldly glory) an immortall Crowne of Glory in the 
Heavens.

H Aving had the honour.to have dined with his Majeſty at his Table, 


thenin the gorgeous, & pleaſant Palace of Freddesborree,taking leave 
of his Majeſty, having kiſſed his hand , I retired to 4!zenheur ; 
where I began tothinke, that this King could have ſaid of his whole King- 
dome, as Scipio ſaid, you ſee not a man amongſt all thoſe, butif Icommand 
him, he will from a Turret throw himſelfe into the Sea: even ſothis Mag- 
nanimous King ,. to my knowledge, was of abſolute authority in his King- 
dome, as all Chriſtian Kings ought to be in theirs ever obeyed in the Lord, 
without asking the head a reaſon ; Why doe you command us thus ? For 
we reade that the favour of the Lord was in 1#d4, in giving them one heart 
in doing, and obeying the commandements of the King, and of their 
Magiſtrates and Principalls, as I did cleercly obſerve inthis Kingdome of 
Denmarke the goodneſle of government, for the floriſhing of the Kingdome; 
where Totus orbis componebatur ad exemplum Regis. He commanding , they 
obeyed; both lived in proſperity , the Ruler or King Heroick,wiſe, noble, 
magnanimous and worthy, _ I 

The Gentry, Citizens and Communalty obedient, which made their joy 
and felicity tocontinue, in deſpite of their mighty foes , and that by rea- 


fon of his Majeſties Governmentin military diſcipline, who doth entertaine 


a great number of Officers yeerely, having good allowance for comman- 
ding 6f Souldiers trained up in peace, againſt warre, ſuch as Colonells, 
Lievetcnant-Colonells, Majors, Captaines-and other inferiour Officers, 
which are ſtillentertained at the countries charge, in cxcrcifing of Souldiers 
for his Majeſtics emploiment being alike ever ready in all Provinces for 
peace or warre. Wouldto God we were ſo well provided in our owne 
country at home, and then we needed not to feare any forraine enemy; 
that are enemies to God, to our King, and to our Religion. FR 
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And for the better maintaining of warre, no Kingdome _— I know, 
is better provided ofa «Magazin, then this magnanimous King, tor Armes, 
brafſe ordnance (whereof every yeere his Majeſty doth :caſt above a.ihun- 
dred peeces ) being ſufficiently provided ot Amunition and of all ſonsof 
fiery Engines, to be uſed by Sea or Land, together with-Armour ſufficient 
for to arme agreat Armie of Horſe. . His Majeſtic is alſo-ſufficicntly» well 
provided of ſhipping, and-yearely doth adde tothe number, which ſhips are 
built by two worthy Scottiſh-men, called Mr. Bu/fenre,fagd Mr. Swelgive, 
being both well accounted off by his Majeſtie, / who in/like manner thattyy 
Reprobane at Copenand_gs; for making of Cords and Eablestor his hip- 
ping and Kingdome,'where I was informed, that in-ryenty foure hopres 
time, they were ablt to furniſh the greateſt ſhip the "King had, of Cables 
and of all other tackling and cordage, neceſſary roſetourche Ship,” 11/7 sf 

Likewiſe by his Majeſties Artizens withia the Kingdonie,all fort of ſtuffes 
and filkes are woven, ſufficient to ſerve the Kingdome, and his reighbours 
that pleaſe to buy, | :do ... 

Mor-over this Kingdome is worthy: commendation,/tor;the order of bu- 
ſtice and Lawes, having their Law:books deciding all controverſies amongſt 
them, and if it cometo any great difference, the Kings Majeſtic, as being 


above the Law, ſits in judgement as the Interpreter and DireRorofTuſtice, - 


and according to his Princely dignity, mitigatcs as pleaſeth his Majcſtie the 
law, and decides the comroverſie. * Fohnts 
This Kingdomealſois praiſe-worthy, for the purity of their Gentry, be- 
32g as ancient and noble, as any othet Kingdome;/' and c—_— a puter 
and cle-rer bloud of Gentility, then-many Nations can:: for they neverally 
orenter into marriage with any inferiour to. themſelves , - be they never'fo 
rich, ifthey be Burgars or Plebeians, "thepnever marry with them; and 
if one of their daughterswill , thronght love , miiſcarry in' ber atfeRion,:to 
marry a Citizen, they will not thereafter doe ſo much asto honour her with 
their company, but on the contrary, ſhee loſeth both her portion and ho- 
nour, not ſuffering her toccarry the armes of her familie. ' ' 3.0 
Morcover,this Nation is praiſe-worthy for their entertaining of learning, 
and of the liberall Sciences profeſſed in their owne Vniverſities,wheretheir 
children are well taught and trainedup, after 'a noble and heroick mariner, 
within their owne Kingdome, not onely intheir Studies of the liberall Sci- 
ences, bur alſo in their exerciſe of body, as fencing, dancing, finging, play- 
ing of Inſtruments, and riding of horſes, and what elſe are noble Recrea. 


"tions, as learning of forraine languages, Spaniſh, Italian, French, Darth, and 


ſuch like, and afterwards their youth being well-rrayell/'d; returning from 
their Travells, they attend on the Chancelharie, as under-Secreraties to 
States-men, to enable them to be profitable members in the Common. 
weale. And being fors familiat, according| to' their gifts and qualities, 
they are preferred to Government and charges under his Majeſtie, in all Pro- 
vinces of the Kingdome of Denmarke, Tewiland, Holfen, and Norway, © 
His Majcſtie alſo is praiſe-worthy; for his Occonemic in'keeping of Store- 
houſes to feed Oxen, and ſtalles for keeping of milch Cowes;whereof is re- 
ccived yearely great incomeof moneys, for Butter and Cheefemadetn great 
quantitie by Hollenders in Denmarke, Holſten, arid Tewtland: which pats #- 
bound alſo with all ſorts of Fiſh, which inricheth' his Majeſties treaſure in- 
fiaitely , together with their trading þy 'Sea'ro the fiſhing” in wy! 20s 
ringing 
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bringing great commoditie to the Subjects, in ſerving themlielves, as alſo 
in bringing of money into the Kingdome, by furniſhing of others. Alſo 
this Land abounds in Corne, which makes great cheapneſle in this King- 
dome, where I have lived nobly entertained with two fervants for twelve 
ſhillings ſterling a weeke, being a whole winter in Garriſon at Malemce in 
Shoveland., Where I did {ce and obſerve the cuſtome uſed by the Dares Gen- 
tric intheir houſekeeping, wherein they are not prodigall, but yet very no- | 
ble, not differing much from our owne cuſtomes at home, entercaining many 
perſons attendant, bur not with coſtly or daintie fare, but aboundant in 
meaxte. and drinke , obliging alſo they are in entertaining ſtrangers of faſhi. 
oa ; they keepe _ Tables, at which there fit ſometimes above thirtic per- | 
ſons : ordinary Tables they uſe beſides, ordained for the attendantsof the 
familie, who fit not till their Maſters have halfe din'dor ſup't: they keepe al- | 
ſo many horſes, hounds and hawkes, with attendance anſwerable, which 
makes their families great. 

Here I did obſerve, that the SubjeRts doe follow the example of their 
King, in their apparrell, in their vertues, and Occonomie, where I did fee 
vertue to have beene alike habituall in King, Gentry, Citizens, and Coun- | 
ery, being all in their degrees extraordinary rich, nor onely in money, but 
alſo in Iewells and plate ; nothing inferiour, in my judgement, to any neigh. 
bour Country. It was obſerved inthe Court of the Emperout Maximilian i 
the ſecond, a good Prince and a vertuous, that many Lotds and great Seig- 
nicurs not onely clad themſelves according to the colour he wore, but alſo | 
hadthe ſame veſſclls and moveables : the greateſt Ladics alſo followed the 
Empreſle ; ſo thatthoſe kindes/of cloathing that before were diſdained and 
out of requeſt, were then followed, all: being clad with skinnes and leather, 
The Emperour and the Empreſſe nptdiſdaining to carry and weare them, 
the reſt followed: the pearles and precious ſtones did ſe to the great price, 
that they are now at by the rich, that made the price ſo high, that the poore 
could not attaineunto them. To ſhew this by example, we reade of Sab:n4 
Poppes, to whom nothing was wanting, but ſhame and honeſtic, being ex- 
tremely beloved of Ners, had the colour of her haire yellow, like Amber, 
which Ners eſteemed much of, in finging Verſes made on her on the Cit. 
tern: and from this came that the whole Damſels of Rome and 7talie did like 
beſt to have that colour of haire in their Buskins, Bracclers and cloathing, 
and the Amber, which before was in no eſteeme, became very deare, ſceing 
Nero eRtecmed of it ; which makes Plzwic report,ſpeaking of the Comcedians 
apparell,that they carried ſo much Amber, that it was admirable to bchold; 
which ſhewes, that the examples of great perſonages have great power, in 
matters of moment and conſequence, as it hath in things of lefſe impor- 
tance. | 

For as Filleis Paterculue ſpake of the Emperour AuguZus, a good Prince 
teacherh his Subje&s to doe well,” and as he is the greateſt ineſtate, even 0 
he is the greateſt in example, the people caſting their eyes on their Prince, 
ficcing bigh, in fight of all chey delight narrowly to confider all he doth and 
faith, and they looke unto the moſt hidden things of his aRions, as through 
Little holes : and therefore before all places, the Kings Court ought to be 
holieſt, and cleereſt of all vices, andendued with moſt honeſtic, which be- 
times will make the whole Kingdome conforme. To confirme this, we

pleaſure anddclight to diſcourſe much with Phyſicians and Chirurgians ; 
in a ſhort time the Lords and Gentrie did accommodate themſclves to the 
Princes humour, that many ages after, there was no noble familie in Scor= 
land,that was not expert and well taught in drefſing ard healing the wounds 
of the body. A knowledge very neceflary for men of our profeſſion, that 
oft-times are loſt for want of good cure, And wereade, that King Iaus s 
the fourth, following the laudable cuſtome of his Anceſtors, was VEry EX- 
pert in this kinde, in healing of wounds. A noble knowledge of ſo noble 
a Prince, and ſo great a Captaine, as he was ! And the common Proverbe is, 
that the little prettic dogges or puppies doe any thing to pleaſe their Mi- 
ſtreſſes; and we ſay, he ſmells of the pot he hath licked. Herethen you ſee 
the power of good and bad examples. 

To conclude then. Let us learne by the good examples aforeſaid, 

 tofollowthe vertuous cxamples of our noble Maſter and King, 

not negleC&ting the ſervice and dutie we owe to the 
King of Kings, ſince our lives bere are but 
like bubbles of the water, now 
ſeene, now vaniſhrt.

Matie a Regiment of Foot, over which my old Colonell ſhould command. 
His Majeſty condeſcending to my deſire, diſparcheth my Commiſſioner 
backe againe with a Commiſſion , and monies to me 1n the Colonels name, 
end in his abſence I did dire as a beginning of the Regiment, Fow/es,Cap- 
tainc £Hormrs, and my owne Captaine, being three Companies of the Regi. 
ment unto Spruce, before the Colonels comming from Eng/ans, and after 
there were ſent unto Spruce three Companies,(viz.) Major Sywners,Captaine 
Buff:ovs, and Captaine Lerwond's Companies, whick ſixc for thar yeare, re-

ney we did viſit that worthy Cavaliere, Colonell Alexander Hamilton, at his

Stockholme_, where wee had firſt the honour of his Majeſtics preſence and 
conference, after kiſfing of his Majefties hand, we tooke our lodgings where 
we ſtayed certaine dayes, his Majefty being making preparation for the tranſ- 
porting of his Majeſtics Army unto Dwtsbland. 

The firſt Sunday after our comming, his Majcſty did invite the principall 
Cavaliers that were in Towne of our Nation, for to accompany his Majcſty 
ata Feaft appoinred in honour of the Order of the Garter , where, Thirteene 
Cavaliers of out Nation did fit at his Majeſtics table, and were Royally en- 
tertained; This Feaſt paſt, his Majeſty having ordered his Foot Army in the 
Fields, after his new order of Diſcipline of Briggades, then firft brought in 
uſe, at which-time his Majeſty having fhowen unto my Colonell and his Offi- 
cers, the Order of his Majeſties diſcipline, in which Order , his Majeſtic 
commanded to put my Colonels Regiment , which was preſently obeyed, 
inſomuch, that his Majeſty was ſo well pleaſed with the capacity of my Co- 
loncls Souldiers going ſo orderly and readily to their Duties, that his Maie- 
ſtic did wiſh in open preſence of the Army , that all his Foot were ſo well

the winde contrary, wee were not able te double our Courſe, and our ſhip 
being leake, we durRt not advencure farre from land, and putting forty eight 
Souldlers to pumpe continually by tarnes, they were not ableto keepe her 
dry, and being overcharged with much water, though there blew a great 


winde after us, wee made but a ſlow Courſe, our reſolution was, being bret 
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ned backe, and before the winde, to make for Dant/ich, as our beſt refuge : 
L, Butkeeping ſo neere the land, under night , wee bayed within lands, the 
winde blowing hard with a great tempeſt on the ſhore, being a ſhallow ſandy 
Coaſt, all ſayles being up, by Eleven a clocke at night, we ſtruck on ground, 
our Skip old and weake breakes inthe middeſt below, but kepr faſt above, 
our Souldicrs comming all above hatches, they were pittifully drenched and 
wet with: the waves, and being in danger of out-wafhing, they tye them- 
iclves with Ropes to the ſhip ſides , yer two that tooke a pride in rheir ſwim- 
ming, (a Dane, and a Scot, called Hurado Piper ) thinking by ſwimming to 
gaine the ſhore, were both drowned, the Mariners ſetting out one Boate at- 
ecr another, were both broken, and they being feeble fellowes they loſt cou- 
rage ; thus under the mercy of the raging Seas and waves, going higher then 
the Maſtes over the ſhip ſides, wee patiently attended the Lords mercy with 
prayers, till One of the clocke thenext day, during which time, I forced the 
Mariners and Souldiers, that could bet worke, having cur the Maſts, and the 
ends of the Crofle yards, with Drales and the Deckes of the ſhip to mike a 
floate; being made, it was tycd tothe ſhip within with Towes, hanging ar 
it, which the waves could carry aſhoare, the floate thus ready, with ſtrength 
of men was let downe by the Ships ſide, whereon foure of the moſt coura- 
- gious Souldiers did adventure to goe, ſome Boores a ſhoare having got hold 
of the Towes, that were bound to the Floate, with the helpe of the waves, 
drawethe Float aſhoare, and being drawne backe to the ſhip, wee did contj- 
nue in this manner ferrying out our ſonldiers , till ar laſt the moſt part were 
landed, who being landed ſought along the Coaft, and finding a Boate, did 
bring it with Horſes ona Waggon, whercof wee made uſe in landing the reſt 
of our ſouldiers, whereof I remayned the laſt; till I ſaw our Armes landed. 
But our Amunition and Baggage being loſt, we were ina pitifull feare, being 
necre unto our Enemies, and above Twenty Datch miles from his Majefties 
Army, being without fixe Armes, and lacking Amunition, wee had nothing 
to detend us, but Swords, and Pikes, and ſome wet Muskets, the enemy be. 
1g neerc, our reſolution behoved to be ſhort, where having learned of the 
Boores, how ncere the Enemy was unto us, I ſuffered none to goc from us, 
leſt we night be diſcovered to our enemies. 

After adviſement I ſent Capraine Bullion with a Guide, tothe Captaine 
of the Caſtle of Rowgenvalde, belonging to the Duke of Pemerne , offering if 
hee would furniſh us ſome fixe Muskets, with ſome dry Amunition and Bul- 
lets, wee would cut off the Enemy that lay in the Town, and defend Town 
and Caſtle from the enemy-for his Majeſty , till ſuch time as his majeſty 
might relieve us, the propoſition ſo pleaſed the Captaine that hee gave 
way to my ſuite, and withall, hee, for feare of ſuch ſuſpition, goes unto: 
the Countrey, having ſent a Gentleman with Amunition to me, ro convey \. 
mea ſecret way unto the Caſtle, where I ſhould receive Fifty muskets, my . 
Captaine retiring to me, with the Gentleman and Amunition, I marched 
till I came ſafe to the Caſtle, and then from the Caſtle falling on the Towne, 
with commanded Musketiers, under the command of Captaine Ballion, I 
ſayced my ſelfe with the reſerye, my folkes entering the Towne, the Enc- 
my aloft drew to Armes : thus ſervice begunz my partic being ſtrongeſt, 
ſome of the enemy ſhot, the reſt got quarters and mercy, our Watch duely 
ict, the Keycs of the Towne and Caſtle being delivered unto me, my grea. 

teſt care was then, how to put our ſelves in ſafety againſt our Enemies, being 
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at Colberge within ſeven miles of us , I begun to learne from thoſe on the 
Caſtle,whar paſſes did lye betwixtus and Colberge, I was told of alittle Ri- 
ver did lyetwo miles from us, which was not paſſable but atone Bridge, 
where I wentto Recognoſce, and finding it was ſo, I cauſcd them to breake 
off the Bridge, where | did appointa company of Boores, with Armcs, and 
Horſes by them to watch the paſſe, and if incaſe rhe enemy ſhould purſue 
them, they had Orders from me ta defend the paſſe ſo long as they could, 


commanding them alſo at the firſt fight of the Enemy to advertiſe me, wher- * 


by they might be ſupplyed, and I pat on my Guard. 

Being retyred from the paſſe, immediatcly I did ſend a Boore on Horſe- 
backe, in the night, to acquaint his Majeſty of Swedez (the Army then lying 
at Statine twenty Datch miles from us) with the manner of our hard landing, 
and of our happy ſucccfleafterlanding , as likewiſe, difiring to know his M1- 
jeſties will, how I ſhould behave my ſclfe in thoſe Quarters,the Enemy being 
ftrong, and I very weake, his Majeſty returned for reſolution unto me, thar 
I ſhould doe my beſt ro fortifie, and beſet the paſſes, that were betwixt 
me and the Enemy, and to kcepe good watch, and good order over the Sol- 
diers, and not to ſuffer them to wrong the Country.people, whom I ſhould 
preſſe ro keepe for my Friends. 

This Ordcr being come, I begun with the Country Boores, firſt, to forti- 
fie the Pafſages without me, and next to make Skonces and Redoubts with- 
out the Towne, as alſo to repaire the Fortifications about the Caſtle, and in 
Cleanſing of the Mote, that it might be deeper of water z the other parts alſo 
without me, I brought under Contribution to his Majeſtie , by ſending 
parties of Drazonters athwart the Country , in Hinder Pomerne, betwixt 
me and Dantſiche, being twenty Dwtch mile in length, which all in ſhore 
time I did bring under contribution to his Majeſty, As alſo the Enemy ha- 
ving had a Magazizof Corne,at Rowgenvalde, and Stolpe, by our landing here, 
was made good for his Majeſtics uſe and his Army. | 

Being thus buſied for a few dayes, another ſhip of the ſame Fleet , being 
long beaten with the tempeſt arSeca,ar laſt was forced for ſcarcety of viuals, 
to Anker on the ſame Coaſt, being foure hundred men, of Colexel Frets Roſſe 
his Regiment of Dutch, his Lieutenant Colonell called Tiſme Howfue did 
come aſhore, intreating me to ſupply him with victuals, which Idid, Inthe 
meane time he asked my advice,it hc might land his Soldiers there, I told bim 
T had no counſell to give him, ſeeing there was no neceſſity of his landing,and 
which was more, his Orders wereto land at another part; :{o-that he' hadto 
adviſe whether he ſhould follow his Orders , or for ſecond reſpets iſ hee 
might negle& his Orders, ſo that on all haſards' he: landed his people alſo, 
which were quartered with meinthe Towne : Shortly after; he would con- 
reft with me tor command, which bred a coldneſſe betwixt us. Whereupon 1 
again advertiſed his Majeſtic of our-difference, defiring his-Majeſty might diſ(- 
pofe ofthe Command, his Majeſty offended with the other, did ſend an ab- 
ſolute warrant unto me, to command him, and the whole Garriſon at my plea» 
ſure, fot the well of his Majeſties ſervice, daring our being there, wherewe 
remained nine weekes, fighting andskirmiſhing with the encmie, till Sit 1ob# 
Hepburxe with bis Regiment was ſent by his Excellence the Rex Chanrelor 
from Spruceto relieve us; | TIC ot

The Firſt Obſervation. 
H i: thus by the providence of God happily landed againe on the 


faite, fertill, and ſpacious Continent of Derchland, wicha handfull 

of old experimented Soldiers, able ro endure all miſery, toile, or 
travell, being valonrous to undertake any perill or danger, they were to be 
commanded upon, being led by ſucha Generall as Gus ravus the 1nviz- 
cible, their new Maſter was : (under whoſe command and conduc , as their 
ſupreame Leader, and me,as his Majeſties and my Colonels inferiour Officer, 
they marched from the Coaſt of Pomernt,out of Rewgervalde, through Datch- 
land, unto the foot of the Alpes in Schawblend, ) 

This City of Rowgenvalae in Pomerne, lycs midway betwixt Dantſicke,and 
Statine, being alike diſtant, twenty Dutch mile from both, and is a pleaſant 
ſeate, being one of the Duke of Powerne his chicfe Reſidence, not diſtant a- 
bove one _— mile from the Sea, it doth abound in Corne, Fruit, and 
ſtore, Catrell, Horſes of good breed, Fiſhponds, and Parkes for Deere, and 
paſtarage, whereof it hath enough, where we were nobly cntertained, and 
kindly welcommed of the inhabicants, eſpecially ofthe Captaine and his 
Civill Bed-fellow, to whom, under God, we were beholden tor our fafctics, 


- the Remembrance whereof we ate bound never to forget. 


Here, I did remarke as wonderiutl , that in the very moment when our 
ſhip did breake on gronnd, there was a Sergeazts Wife a ſhipboard, wha 
without the helpe of any women was delivered of a Boy, which all the tine 
of the tempeft ſhe carefully didpreſerve, and being come aſhore, the nexc 
day, ſhe marched neere foure Engliſh mile, with that in her Armes, which 
was in her Bclly the night before, and was Chriſtened the nexr Sunday after 
Sermon . being rhe day of our thankeſgiving for our Deliverance, our Prea- 
cher Mr. £MHurdow Mac-kenyeea worthy and Religious yong man, having 
diſcharged his part that day , after with rauch regrate did ſever from us,and 
followed my Lord of Rhee our Colonell unto Britaipe. 

Being thus eſcaped from danger of ſea, and from ourenemies, I did keepe 
the Soldiers ever exerciſed in watching, in working, in partics againſt onr 
enemies, leſt that reſting from Hoſft:le employment, they ſhould become ſedi- 
tious, immodeft, and turbulent ; and to this<fiet, when they were not em- 
ployed in partiesagainft che enemies, I ſent thery by parties inthe Country, 
On Militerie execution,to bring the poſſeſiors under Contribution to his Ma- 
zeſty, making them hate and renounce the Emperialifts, whom formerly they 
were forced to obey ;z ſorhat by this meancs, the Country was broughtints 
ſubjeRion to the King, and my Soldiers were put under as good diſcipline 


 andcommand, as any ſerved his Majeſty ; wbich diſcipline made their con- 


tinnance the longer ia the ſervice : where it was rare to finde one Regiment in 
an Armic, that did change ſo many Officers as they didin foure yeares, as 
the Obſervations on their duties will cleare rothe world,in defpight of their 
Emnviers wharſoever. But I hope no worthy ſpirit or Hereicke minde will 
thinke an evill chought of the vertuous., 

We may ſee here, that inthe greateſt extremities , both Officers and Sol- 
diers have greateſt need of Courage, and Reſolution-: For nothing ſhould 
ſceme hardtodaring men, that are of courage, which never doth beger, but 


the 
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the beginning of viRtory, being better to hazard co ſave onr ſelves and others, 
then ro be the inſtrument to loſe us all by flying, as ſome of our Officers ad- 

viſed me at our landing, ro march backero Dantficke, which if we had, the 

enemy getting intelligence, he could wirh caſe overtake us, and cur us all 
off, as he did, ſome yceres before, cut off inthe ſame Country three Regi- 
ments of D#ich who were going to ſcrye his Majeſty agaiaſt the Pole. 

Here alſo, I found by experience, that the ſtedfaſt, and invincible vigour 
of the minderifing againſt croſſes, doth helpe much, eſpecially where neceſ[- 
ſity requireth ſuch reſolution. For beingin the greateſt extremity of dan- 
ger, retolving with God, I thought as my ſafeſt courſe to bide Gods ley- 
ſure, I fate on the Galerie of the ſhip, being aſſured it would be the laſt part, 
that would remaine together of the whole, and being ſo neere land, I was 
never dejected and caſt downe, nor did Idoubt of our ſafe landing, ſecing 
we had viduals and were in hope, the ſtorme would nor continue, being in 
the middeſt of Angaft, 

Here we may ſce by this Chriſtian advertiſement; that rio part of our 
life is exempted or freed from griefe or ſorrow : But on the contrary, we 
are expoſed toall kinde ofmiſertes and troubles, ſo that we fee, that chil- 
dren doe ſucke with the milke of their N#rſes, certaine beginnings of theevill 
ro come, our miſery growing as doth our age; and we ſec it true: for the 
godly , they ſigh and groanc under the burthen of their adverfities, having no 
comfort they can enjoy, but out of the written word of God, a fruit whereof 
the wicked hath no part» Therefore they fayd well, who ſaid, that Phulsſo- 
phical! preceprs were not ſo pewerfull to heale the wounds of the ſoule, as 
are thoſe of the word of God. IN 

Men of our profeſſion ought ever to be well prepared, having dearh ever 
before their Eyes, they ought to be the more familiar with God, that they 
might be ever ready to embrace it, not caring a ruth for it when ir came, do. 
ing good while they may. For now we flouriſh, inan inſtant we wither like 
Graſſe, now we ſtand, preſently we fall, our life carrying with it when we 
received it, the ſeed of death, and that which did begin our life, doth open the 
doore to it, to gocaway : For in our birth, our end did hang at our begin- 
ning; and, according to the cuſtome ofthat worthy Emperear, our ations 
ſhould be ever before our eyes, as if preſently we were to appeare in Iudg- 
ment, before the Eternall wr God, and that cry ſhould acver depart our of 
our eares, cryed unto Philip King of Macedon, Philippe, memento mori, Philip 
remember, thou muſt die For man ſhall never behave himſelfe as he oughe 
inthis World, except at all times he have death before his eyes, thinking 
on the houre and moment of his departure alwayes, contemning the Exte- 
riowr things of this World, giving himſelfe unto the inward cogitarions, 
that doe profit the ſonle and the life thereof, rejoycing beyond all things in 
the Teſtimony ofa good Condcience, 


The ſecond Dutie, diſcharged of our march from Rougeavyalde to 
Colberg, and from thence co Shivel-beanc, and of owr 
ſervice there. 


Ir 10hn Hepbarne being ſent with his Regiment (from Sprace ) to relieve 

us, I was ordained with my Folks tre march before Colberge , where 

Generall Major K»iphowſens did command in the Blerkering fares 
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(which I did ) and being come there , a Poaſte was affigned for us to watch 
ar. Inthe meanetime, the Generall Major getting intelligence, that the ene- 
mies Army (lying at Gartts and Griffinbawgen, on the Oder) had intention 
ro relieve Co!berge, and ſo bcing in his march , he muſt needs paſſe by the 
Towne and Caſtle, of Shevelbeant in the £Marke, being a paſſe diſtant but 
five miles from Colberge, he thought expedicnt, ro Recogyoſce the place, by 
ſending of Colonel Hepburne thither,with a Troope of Horſemen for his guard, 
and convoy ,; who having feene the place, adviſed Kniphowſex to beſer it 
with a Garrifon, being of conſequence to hold up the Enemy, if he ſhould 
march thereon withthe Army, whereupon I was raade choife of, with my 
Folks to beſer it, being ſent for inthe night to breake up, and to march thi- 
ther in all haſte, Ihad commandro ſpeake with Kniphowſen in my going, 
for rcc_iving further Orders. 

The Companies marched by, I following my Orders defired to know 
what the Generall Major had to command me, who gave me Orders in wri- 
ting, I ſhould marchtkither, and in caſe the enemy ſhould purſue me,I ſhould 
fight to the laſt man, and not to giveoverthe Caſtle, though I ſhould be tor- 
ced toquitthe Towne : Receiving Orders for ſome Ammunition, I rooke 
leave of Kniphowſen, and continued my march to Shevelbeas,then layd almoſt 
waſte with Peſtilence, the Inhabitants being fled away , I had ſlight quar- 
ters for my Soldiers, which being quartered, having viſited the Towne and 
Caſtle, I appointed the manner of our Watch, and did beſet the Poaſtes, 
from our Guards, which were kept both in the Towne and ofthe Caſtle.,and 
then I ſeat Orders'to the Boores of the Graveſhaft , to come inthe next day, 
with Spades, Shovels and Axes, for to repaire the workes, that were almoſt 
_ being a {curvie hole, for any honeſt Cavalier to maintaine his cre- 

it by. | : | 

Before my comming, two Troopes. of Bawrees Horſemen ( viz. ) Major 
Rouſlene, and Loxg-fretts, were quattered there, who getting intelligence the 
Army was to march upon me, being Horſemen, quit the Garriſon to our 
ſelves, and took thera tothe Fields, to joyne with their Colonels Regiment, 
being neere hand, ſo thatour Quarters thus enlarged, we were glad ro be rid 
of their trouble, as they wereto eſchew the Enemies comming, ſerving bet- 
ter in the Fields, chen they could doe within Walles, The Horſemen gone, 
I was evill ſped, for being put on ſuch a place with ſuch orders, appointed to 
fighttothelaſt man , where no Cavalier with credircould hold out twenty 
toure honres, being purſued by an Army, except the Lord cxtraordinarily 
would ſhew mercy : Nevertheleſſe, getting three daycs longer continuation 
before the enemies comming, we did worke all of us night and day, till we 
had Stacketed the Wall abour, the height of a manaboye the Paraper, having 
macea breaft-worke of earth within the Walles round about, wich Traverſes 
within, for cleering out the Encmy, if he had enteredar a breach ; our Work 
eaded, and our Ports Ranforced with Earth to reſiſt the force of Pittards, we 
ſce inthe afternoone the Enemies ſquadrons of Foot and Horfe , about eight 
thouſand ſtroog, marching unto us, having Artillery coaforme, we finding 
them marching within reach, I cauſed to ſalute them with two ſmall ſhor, 
wherewith a Rut-maſter, and a Lievrenant of horſe were killed, which made 
the reft march out of diſtance; The Army drawne up in Battell without reach 
of.our Canon, they ſenta Trumpeter ſummoning us to a treatic, he was an- 
Iwered ; we hadaoſuch Orders, burwe had Powder, and Ball attheir fer- 
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vice. Whereupen they commanded a Capraine with a huiadred and fifrie 
musketiers towards the Porte , direRting proportionally to the reſt of the 
Pottes:our ſouldiers in the beginning before the Portes killed of them above 
thirtic ſouldiers, and two Livetenants, I not being able to maintaine the 
Towne, retired with my folke on the Caſtle : I being retired, the Burgers 
made up, ſer open the Portes to the enemie, giving him entrance , who did 
bring io his whole Arrillerie, and Amunitionto the market place; andthen 
ſent tro mcea Drummer to ſee , if I would render up the Caſtle upon good 
conditions, then they were in my power , but if not, I ſhould hayeno quar- 
ters afterwards. 

They got their firſt Anſwer againe, and then the ſervice beginnes anew 
cn both fides, and they begunne before night ro plant their Batreries,within 
fourtie pace of our walles, which I thought too neere,but the night drawing 
en, wee reſolved with fire workes, ro cauſe them remove their quarters, 
and their Artilleric, 

Havine thrown ſome fiery Grenades on the houſes,and ſeeing they wrought 
noeffeR, I hired a ſtout ſouldier witha Pike to reach a firye Ball I had made 
(upon the top of thenext houſe thar lay to the Caſtle) which in the erid was 
fired, ſothatthe whole ſtreet did burne right alongſt berwixt us,and the enc. 
my,who was then forced to retire, both his Cannon, and ſouldiers, and not 
without great loſſe done unto him by our ſouldicrs , by meancs of the fire- 
light, where other two Officers,and eighreene of their ſouldiers were killed, 

The day cleering up,I fell out after with foureſcore Musketicrs,and rooke 
thirteene Crabbats priſoners. The Army leaving as for that time they mar- 
ched forwards for the releefe of Colberg,and I retired to the rowne to comfort 
the Burgers, for their loſle ſuſtained by the fire, cauſed through neceſlitie, ha- 
ving no other meanes to eſcape our enemies tury, 

I being retired to the Caſtle, and the enemy marching to Colberg, having 
made up cighteene Dragoniers to march after the enemy for bringing me in- 
telligence, if his Majeſties forces from $:atiz ivere come betwixt the enemie 
and Celberg,my party retiring ſhewes,that the ficld MarſhallGsfteve Horne,and 
Colonell Mackey,that comanded the c6manded musketiers, were joyned with 
TK viphouſen, Bawtiſh,and Sir lohn Hepburne ; and were lying over-night, before x 
paſſage berwixt the enemy,and Colberg. 

The next morning being darketill nine aclock with a thick miſt,the horſe- 
men charging one another , they came in coofufion on both ſides, being at- 
frighted alike, retired fromeach others with the loſſc of foureſcore men on 
both ſides: The particulars whereof I will not ſer downe, having noe ſecne 
the ſervice,though I was within heating of their Cannon and Muskees hortt. 

Two horſemen of Bawtrfb Regiment, that had charged through the ene. 
my came,and rted ro me openly, in preſence of many ſouldiers, thatrhe 
Swedens were all beaten, I being offended at the manner of heir report, I cay- 
| ſedrojmpriſon both the horſemen, till I knew greater certainty, and calling 

my ſouldicrs rogerher, I was prepared forthe enemies returne. But he paſſing 
by a mile from ns,[ ſent Dragoniers to cut off his paſſage,giving thearcharge 
to cnt off the Bridges, but his Dragoniers being there before mine, to be qui 
of their ill;my Dragoniers returned againe io ſafetic,allowing paſſage to their 
enemics: within few dayes after, having eſcaped this inconvenience, I was re- 
called fromthence, by his Majeſticsorder, to joyne with the Felt-marſhall 
Horne, then at Griffinberg , with a party of the Armio , where before my' 
departing, 
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departing, rook an Arreſtation,from the Amptman of theCaftle,of the good 
order and Diſcipline,that was kept by vs there; And being glad I was rid with 
credit of ſuch a place, I marched to Griffenberg to finde the Felt-Marſhall,

T 6: fore-light ofa wiſe Commander availes much, in preventing the 


intentions of our Enemies Firſt, in beſetring the paſſages, through 
which bc might come upon us, which dorh hinder his march in giviag 
us the longer time to bee prepared for his comming : Next, the tarther our 
wings are {pred without us, our Body is the better guarded by good intel- 
ligence : Thirdly, by this meanes, wee can the better provide our Arm) 
with thinges neceſſ:ury : Fourthly,the paſſages withour being kepr, they be- 
ing next the Enemy, wee can have the more timely advertiſement of our enc- 
mics defigncs, ſo ſoone as they are hatched. 
This Cavaliere Kniphowſen, though hee was unfortunate, he had both the 


_ Theorie and PraQtick befitting a Commander ; whom once [ did heare ays 
[ 


that one Ounceof good Fortune was to þe preterred before a Pound weig 
of Wit ; which hee knew well by his owne experience ; and to my know- 
ledge, though hee was unfortunate himſclfe, yet Cavakeres under his com- 
mand, could learne by him much good order and diſcipline. 

And though in his life-time, hee loved not our Country-men, Neverthe- 
lefle, for the love I carried to his vertyes, I would not omit ro make mention 
of his worth. No teare of danger, or death can be an excuſe to a man,to ſerve 
the Publique in his calling. 

Before I was commanded to enter this Towne , the Infetion was great ; 
yet none of us did forbeare to converſe with the Sicke, though daily exam- 
ples of mortaliry were frequent amongſt us ; fer on our Warches, wee knew 
not the cleane from the foule, Nevertheleſle, it behoved us all co paſſe on 
our dutics, as wee were commanded , and though I know no reaſon for it, 
fewer Souldiers dyed of the infeftion than Burgers. 

Yer onerare Sparke, being a reſolute fix Souldier with a Musker,as ever 
commanded, dyed here of the Peſt, called ,4xdrew Monro, who being but 
Eighteene yeaxes of age, though little of ſtature, no toyle nor travell could o- 
verſet him and as hee was ſtoute, ſo he was merry, and ſociable without of- 
fence, ſuch another was his Cozen thn Monro, Kilternies grand-child, who 
dycd of a burning Feaver, being alive without feare before his Enemy, and 
of a merry and quicke diſpoſition : I made onely mention of their names, 
becauſe they lived vertuouſly, and dyed with farre more credit, then it they 
had dyedat home, where their names had never bin recorded for their worrh 
and yertues. : 

It is the duty of a Commander, to whom a Frontier Garriſon is put 11 
truſt, timely to fore-ſceall wants, and defects abour the place hee is truſted 
with, as to repaire the workes, to provide it with viRuals, with powder, 
with Ball, Match and Armes; for ix were notgood kee had his marerials to 
ſecke, when hee is reſolved to begin his worke. | 


Likewiſe his workmen, if they bee not ſufficiently furniſhed before-hand, 
hewill be farced todiſmiſſe them,before his worke'be credibly ended: his 0+ 
ver-ſeers mult be alſo good and diligegt, otherwiſe, there may bee too many 
ceyiles in their building, and he himfelfe muſt give good example in over- 
ſecing all,and in fore-ſceing of all inconvyeniences,not truſting unto a 
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diſcharge thoſe durtics, hee is bound to diſcharge himſclfe ; and in caſe of 
extremity of danger , hee muſt eyer bee the firſt himſelfe to Jooke unto ir, 
andthe laſt in comming from it ,- otherwiſe hee can neither maintaine the 
place, nor his credit, ; 
Hee muſt alſo be very modeſt, and {ecret, in not revealing the dangers hee 
fore-ſees, but be amending of them, for feare to diſcourage others. 
Likewiſe wee ſee here, that it is alike with a Commander keeping a 
ſtrength ſomerimes, as it is with a body, whereot ſome members arc infe- 
Red with a Canker , thatto preſerve the bedy they muſt reſolye to loſe a 
member, as it was with us atthis rime, being forced to burne a part of the 
.. oryne, to preſervethe reſt and our ſelves ; orherwile, all muſt have beene 
olt. 
But God favouring us by the winde, that. obeyeth when hee comman- 
deth, andthe Element of the Fire alſo, ſupplying the defet wee had of Wa. 
rer in our Graffe ( being bur dry onthar fide) wee were guarded with fire 
in ſtead of water, and that bravely. 
The Enemy being gone, wee preſervedthe reſt of the Towne inquenſh- 
ing the fire. 
- Herealſo, wee may ſee the benefit we reape, when Frontier Garriſons are 
well beſet, ifthe Enemy fall into our Land, as wee are able to affront him 
in his comming, ſo in his going, taking alwayes Priſoners of him ; and this 
is the right uſe of Strengths ; that when wee ſuffer loſſes in the Fields, wee 
have time to draw breath againe, 'our Garriſons being well beſer, as was 
ſeene in the Peace made berweene the King of Denmarke and the Emperour, 
For it his Majeſty of Denmarke_, hadnot buile Luckftad on the Elve_, hee 
had hardly recovered Holſter againe ; even ſo this Garriſon being ſer here, 
gave time ( by the holding up of rhe Encmy) to his Majeftics Forces, that 
were come from Statis, to bee before'ithe enemy at Colberge ; for if they had 
fought better, I had obſerved the more.

Ecing recalled from $Sbevelbes wee joyned with the Felc-Marſhall 
Bone: at Griffinberg , taking our march towards Prymhasſſes , a 
= vreat Dorpenecre Srargard,; his Majeſty being then at. Colnoe-, draw- 
ing his Forces rogether, hee intended to try the Enemy :before Winter, ha- 
ving\met with the moſt part of -his Forces at Prymhenſſen, the word was 
ſpred, his Majcſty had dealt out winter Quarters, tomovethe enemie to doe 
the like, that they drawing to Quarters, his Majeſtics Armie being rogether, 
they mightrake adyantage of the Enemy beipgctledintheir Quarters. 
, Wee having ſtayed: with the Felt-M 1, till the Colonell weat for 
Scotland, accompanied with Major Monre, Captaine Francs SinclareDP, Ma- 
fter Hugh Mowat, and Licutenant Barrie; they being gone,his Majeſty com- 
manded IHhould march to Siariszand joyne with the Regiaient, and 10 re- 
ceive Orders from Generall' Major Leſſey,, beeing Commandant | for 
the time;' where, by the way at —————_ I did ſpeake. with! his —_— 
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who told mee, hee was to preferre Captaine Bulliow , (being one of my 
Captaines then ) ro be Generall quarter Maſter to Horſe , As alſo ſhewedto 
me, that hee had imployed my Colonell fornew leavies, and therefore he 
had recalled mee to remaine with the Regiment in his abſence, recommen- 
ding unto me diligence, in keeping good Diſcipline, and in defending of the 
Poſtes, which ſhould bee intruſted ro our watching , ſeeing wee were to 
watch on Here Tyvell his Poſte : Thus his Majeſties admenirtons received, I 
was diſmiſſed, to continue our march to Stativ , where wee being no ſoo- 
ner arrived, but Generall Major Leſly appointed me my Quarters and Poſte 
to watch at. 

The next day his Majeſty direRed Captaine D»meine_s to mee, with an 
Order under his Majeſties Hand and Seale ro place him Capraine over Bull;- 
on's Company. The Order I reverently received, and appointed the Cava- 
Lere the next day inthe afternoone to come to mee, ſeeing the next mor- 
ning [ wasrto ride to his Majeſty , bring loath his Maiefty ſhould diminiſh 
my priviledge, having the freedome by his Majeſties capitulation to place 
rhe Officers of the Regiment, as they were vacant, and not his Majeſty , ha- 
ving once diſpoſed of that priviledge. 

Being come to Colne, I moved Sir lohn Hephurne_ to accompany me to- 
wards his Majeſty to affiſt me ; his Majeſty asked whether I had placed the 
Captaine, or not; I aniwered, that finding ir prejudiciall ro his Majeſties 
ſervice, I had refolvedto acqu1int his Majeſty firſt therewith, ſeeing the Ca- 
valicre, though otherwiſe ſufficient, hee lacked Language, ro command rhe 
Company being Datch, his Mijzſty replyed, hee would ſoone learne ſomuch 
Dwtch, asto comand a Company ; and thus ſayd, his Majeſty asked,on whom 
would I beftow the Company ; I anſwered, to2 Cavalicrerhat deſerved well 
of his Majeſty, called David Honro, then my Licutenant : his Majeſty tor- 
ning to Generall Baxzere_, replyed diſdainfully, whar: ſhall I thmke ? Hee 
would place his own Cozen,and notobey my Orders: whercupon 1 returned 
to place Captaine Damaine inobedience to his Majeftics will, for that time. 

Major 1ohn cMonre gone for Britzine- with his Colonel, diſpoſed his 
Company to his Lieutenant Wiles Stewart, who was younger Lieutenanr, 
then Dabid Monre, yet once comming before him, hee was ſtill elder Cap- 
raine, and conſequently neereſt preferment, under thar Regiment, through 
this change onely. | 

Likewiſe, by the death of Major Synnet at Statin, Captaine Johy Sinclaire, 
being a worthy Cavaliere, was preferred to bee Sergeant Major, arid Syzners 
Company was put by the Lieutenant, and diſpoſedto Captaine Semple_ - 
In like manner Lieutenant Pringle, dying at Statin, Henry Lindeſty was advan- 
ced to be his brothers Lieutenant. - | ; 

During this Harveſt,14630. the Peſt raged ſo at Stain, that divers brave 
Souldiers of the Regiment, were' baried there , Nevertheleſfe, a great dcale 
fewer dyed of them, then eyrher of Dutch, or Swedes, which was ſeene on 
Our march towards Brandenburg, being ſtronger then other Regiments, that 
at their landing were twice ftrongerthen wee z for no extremity of Hunger, 
OR or Sword could ever make one of them runne away from their

- The Colonell being gone for Leavies,ingaged my brother 0&fe//to bring 
over aRegiment of Foot forthis Majcſtits ſervice, Major John Monro being 
preferred to bee his Licurenant-Coloacl), and Captaine Envy his y 
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being gone for Scotland after the in-taking of Brandenburg. | 

The Colonell gave another Commiſſion for a Regiment of Englſb to Sir 
Thomas Conoway , to whom Captaine George Stewart (a brave and a valorous 
Gentlcman) was preterred ro bee Lieutenant-Colonell, and Captaine Mon- 
gorge Major ; but the misfortune happened, that in their over-going,borh rhe 
Colonell and Lieutenant-Colonell were caſt away, being drowned on the 
Coaſt of Dexmark,and afterwards,the Regiment having three loſt Companics 
by Sea, the overplus were commanded for a time, by the Major, which at- 
tcrwards were diſpoſed by his Majeſty to Sir lehy Caſſels ro bee made up 4- 
241ne to a Regiment. 

Acthis time, Colonell Lamſel having brought over alſo a Regiment of 
Scots, Captaine Robert Stewars came over his Licutenant Coloncll, having 
ſcrved at firſt as Enfigne and Lieutenant ro Caprtaine Macken-#ye<- under this 
Regiment, and there after came againe unto Sprece_:, Capraine under Sir John 
Hamiltons Regiment, in May 1629. And was preferred after the In-taking of 
Firtzberg, having becne betore ar the Batraile of Zipfigh - during this rime 
wee lay at Statin, his Majeſty did take in both Garts, and Griffen-hagan, and at- 
ter retyring to Statin, did prepare tor his march cowards new Brandenburg. 


The third Obſervarion. 


S Viciſſitude maintaines the world, ſoall temporall things here be- 
A» are ſubjcR ro Changes and alterations; for the world it ſelfe was 
never wholly under ohe long ; and in Commandment changes arc 
moſt frequent, beipg cauſed through the manifold accidents occuring in 
Warres, as by the frequency of our mortalities, in the profeſſion of Armes , 
And alſo by the ſeverall intentions of men, according to their capacities and 


ſeverall wits, which tending ſome times to good, ſometimes to evill, and 


oft to nothing, or to worſe. 

Likewiſe by example, here wee {ce inferionrs muſt yeeldto their betrers 
in ſome things, though without reaſon, giving way to Princes that are abſo- 
lute. Yertit 1s the daty of the inferiour ro maintaine his Right, leſt he ſhould 
be thought roo ſfimple;in over-paſling it ; For though perhaps ar firſt wee bee 
not hcard; yet it may happen, that afterwards we be not incroached upon, 
morc inthat kindeg For as a Generall commands his Armie ; ſo ſhould a 
Colonell command his Regiment, thathee may advance the yertuous accor- 
ding'to merit, and good delerving, more then by fayour ; If hee would be 
well eſteemed of, !hee onght to have the underſtanding ro preferre (for re- 
ward) the reſpeQive and the obedient, and ro hold-backe onely thoſe , who 
doenot well underſtand cytherthemlelves or others. | 

'Here alfo we ſec, rhar ſometimes ir is caſier ſpeaking with Kings by their 
inferiours, rhen:to.proud Generals, that although rhey bearetherytle, lacke 
the difcretion, tharſhould-ſcafon their Commands. ' For. wee find oft times 
many of them doc Command more throvgh abſolute aurhority,then through 
eyther love, rcſpeR or reaſon to:their Inferiours : and tor my part, I had'ra. 
ther follow with-little meanes axCommander, who would reſpett me in rea- 
ſon for his love, then to follaw.a-proud General], for greedineſſe of meanes, 
that raking the ſnuffe in his noſe wouldaffront me withour reaſon ſuch Ge- 
nerals I did never follow,neither will follow (though I ſhould quit the wars) 
for my owne contentment. 
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Wee ſce oft times, that the faults of the Inferiours are laid on the ſhoul- 
ders of their Colonels, which ſhould make Superiours to make the better 
choice of their Officers , eſpecially in eſchewing thoſc, as peſtiferous , who 
arc inclined ro fations, or given to {ow {edition amongſt Camerades , ſuch 
are circumſpealy to be avoided by the ſound judgement of the Colonel, deft- 
rous tolive in peace, with thoſe who ouglir to be his friends, that hee may 
be the more able to offend his Enemics. When both love and fearcare in the 
hearrs of the inferiours, then the Command is not burthenſome,nor the obe- 
dience {laviſh , for ſomerimes, as good obeyerh, as hee chat commanderh,the 
Title onely with the authority being laid afide. 

Sundry Cavalteres, that carried charge under this Regiment in Denmarke_, 
wee ſce in the beginning of this new Warre , for having attained to alittle 
experience under this Regiment, they are now like the Eagles birds, thac 
how foone they can but flee, they take Command on themſelves, and thar 
moſt worthily, knowing, that ir is ambition grounded upon vertue, makes 
the mcaneſt Souldier mount fromthe loweſt centrie, to the top of honour to 
beea Generall; as ſome of our worthy Countrimen have done uader the 
Crownc of Swedey, to their eternall glory. 

Fo conclude this Obſervation as I begun, ſecing all things here are but 
humaine, unſtable, and but waves, and toſſing, wherein there 1s nothing ſure, 
butthir,which is tyed to theAnchor of true Pietie : fot our very life,brings 
many things with it contrary ro our expeRation. Therefore, wee ought 
not to aske when, or where, but we ſhould be ever mindfull how wee are pre- 
pared, for they live ill, that thinke they ſhall live ever. Men will com- 
mand, and bee commanded fo that they may live, but not live ſo, as they 
are commanded to live well. ;

Is Majeſty after overcomming his Enemies at Gerts, and Girffte- 
Hz... having retired to Sratin, and made preparation for a happie 

new-yeares march in the beginning of Janwary,1631. Wee brake up 
from Statin, taking our march towards New-Braxdenburg, the earth clad over 
with a great ſtorme of Snow, being hard froſt , wee carriedalong great Ca- 
nons of Batterie, and a number of ſmall Canon, being well provided of all 
thinges belonging to Artillery ; our little Army conſiſting then of eighr 
Thouſand Horſe, and Foot , having left the reſt of the Army under Com- 
mand of the Felr-Mat ſhall Horne_, before Landsberg in the Harke : our 
macch the firſt Night went no further, then beyond the paſſe of Lackners, 
where wee quartered over night : breaking up the next morning, wee contt- 
nue our march for three dayes towards Br «ndenbnre, where there lay in Gar- 
riſon as Commandant, Colonell Marizeve— wich Five hundred Horſe, 
and twelve hundred Foot ; being as complete to looke on, as you could 
with + _. ; 
His Majeſty, being come by Three a clocke in che after-noone within _ 
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and flying , every Briggad by diviſions marched to their Poaſtes, where be. 
ing arrived, their Watches duely ſer, the reſt were ſetled.intheir Quarters, 
being Cammanded, both Officers and Souldiers, not to ſtirre our oft Quar- 
ters from their Armes, but to attend on Orders. 

In our by-going, being within diſtance of Cannon to the Towne, we were 
ſalured with Cannon, Hagbuts of Crocke, and with Musker ; where,wirh- 
ina ſhort time, wee rendered unto them their exchange with the intereſt, 
the ſervice continuing fo long, as they did ( thenight bringing filengeover 
all, till day begun to breake againe ) and then ar our Poaſt rhere lay before 
the Port, a little Tri-Aogle , with a Water-graffe abour it, and a Draw- 
bridge, wee paſſing through the Graffe, that was not deepe, ſtormed the Tri- 
Angle, and made the Enemy retire within the Towne walles, who fearing a 
generall ſtorme, did preſently cauſe to beate a Drum, defiring a Parlee, 
which was granted ; pledges delivered hinc ind<_, the Treatie went on, and 
the Accord was made, and ſublcribed; they ſhould march out with 
and baggage, Horfe and Foot, with full Armes, which ſoould have a Con- 
voy to Hazelberg, and ſoaccorcingly they marched out ; and then his Maje- 
tie to refreſh the Armie, cauſed romake Quarters for the whole Foot with- 
in the Towne, where wee lay two nights well entertayned. 

Eis Majeſty having 9'greater enterpriſe 1n hand, hee commanded one a 
Thouſand choiſe Musketiers towards. Trepro, two miles from Brazdenburg, 
and the enemy being acquainted with their comming, hee did retyretoaDa- 
weive, the Leader of the party leaving. two Companies in Trepts , marched 
forwards with the partieto take. in.a Caſtle on a paſſe lying in his way, be- 
twixt Trepto,and Demeine; wherean were fifty commanded musketiersz who 
after a little defence made for theix credit, did capitulate for quarters, being 
afraid of the Armies comming, they gave over both Caſtle and paſſe. His 
Majeſty (leaving a few number of commanded men in Br audeubarg, with 2 
Commiſſary, for ingathering of Contribution, and Proviant for the Armie } 
he did breake up, and marched towards a little Towne, lying onthe paſſe be- 
low Dameine, Called Letts : where in the Caftle there lay above ſixe handred 
men ofthe 7mperialiſts, that might have foughten for good quarters, burbe- 
ing carelefie of their Watch, our commanded. Musketiers ; having paſt the 
Bridge, were ſuffered tq enter within che Caſtle, 'before' the! Gar75ſon cauld 
gettotheir Armecs, and being thus ſurprized, they got worſe quarters, then

:: The Soldiers and Officers ptuonand, made good booty; and having 
got gold chaines and mony'in aboundance, by reaſon the Fimperialifly had Tyen

| Otwithſtanding of the extremitie of cold, we {ce his Majefties difi. 
N gence, ncgleing notime, making uſe of Winter, as of Summer, be. 

ing an expert Generall , who in his judgement was norhing inferi- 
our ro the greateſt Generall we read of, as'doe witnefle his valorous aQons, 
He ſeeing at our comming to Braudenburge , what advantage the ground yeel. 
ded rotheenemy, to have hindered our comming untoit, As alſo perceiving 
what hurt the enemy was able to have done us, before our down-lying ( ha- 
ving known their ſtrength, that were within, both of horſeand foot) if hee 
had beenea reſolute, and a couragious Commander, as hee was not, hee had 
tried our fore-troopes,beforc our comming ſoneerc,which made his Majeſty 
judgethey would not hold out long. 

Here atthis time, a young Cavaliere defirons of honour, and greedy of 
good inſtrution,could have learned fro this King the way to command well, 
as likewiſe with order to dire all things fitting , how to purſue any place 
or ſtrength he came before, as his Majeſtic did there , being the firſt parr, 
wherein I did obſerve his Majeſties dexteritie in Command, diſcharging the 
duetics of ſeverall Officers, being but one man , he never doubtedro pur in 
exccution what he once commanded, and it was well done; and no alteration 
was to be found in his Orders, neither did he like well of an Officer,that was 
not as capable ro underſtand his direQtions, as he was ready, in giving them . 
Nevertheleſſe, hee would not ſuffer an Officer to part from him , till hee 
found he was underſtoad,by the receiver'of the Order.

Likewiſe there were men commanded 
from every Regiment proportionably, for making the Batteries, and a ſtrong 
Guard was appointed to guard the Cannon againſt an out-fal] z others were 
commanded from every Regiment, ro make more Cannon Baskets, and the 
Furiers, with Convoyes, were ordained to returne to Lerts, for bringing of 
Provtant to every Regiment, 

This all orderly done, he that had meate in his Knapſacke, being free of 
dutie, could invite his Camerade to-ſupper, and make merry till he were 
commanded on dutie himſelfe, where divers did cate that were not ficke on 
the morrow. 

 Theenemy perceiving the next morning the Guards by the approaches, 
ſaluted them with Cannon and Musker, and were ſaluted againe, though not 
ſo kindly as friends doe one anorher, The ſervice continued the whole day, 
his Majcſtie oft viſiting the Caſtle, being hardeſt preſt, as of moſt conſe- 
quence ; for the Caſtle once wonne, the Towne could not hold our, 

Vpon the Caſtle were ſeaven Companies of Colonell Holks Regiment, 
who fearing to be blowne up by a Mine, entred in treatic, and were cot- 
tent to take ſervice under his Majeſtie, and to render their Colours, which 
immediatly was agreed upon, and their Colours brought to be planted and 
ſpred on our Batterics, as tokens of his Majeſtics victory. The Cannon in 
the meane time from our Batteries, thundring till night on their workes, 
they begunne to be diſcouraged, finding the Caſtle was given over, they 
were out of hopes to maintaine the Towne longer. 

The next morning Captaine Beaton of our Regiment , having the guard 
in the Trenches, the enemy falling out ſtrong , the Dutch retired and gave 
ground, while our folke maintained their Poaſt valiantly infight of his Ma. 
jeſty,, who commanded Generall Zewwitr with ſome Musketicrs of Here- 
Tyvels Regiment and ours (led on by Major Potley an Engliſb Cavalicr of 
good worth) to ſecond the Guards, and to beate backe the evemy in plaine 
cham , Generall Bannier advanced, the enemy playing hard with can- 
non ON » Notwithſtanding whereof, centering the skirmiſb , the cnc. 
my was beate backe not without great loſſc on both fides, where I cannot 
but commend Baxxicr his carriage , being mo of his King, as his Maje- 
Ry did commend our Nation for their good behaviour and chatity : for 
a Captaine of Banziers Regiment being left for dead on the field , his couti- 
trimen for feare, refuſing to bring him off, he was voluntarily brought off by 
bur countrimen , tO their great praiſe , who after diſdaining his Camerades 
and thanking our countrimen , he dicd of paine and agony before 
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After this ſhow made of courage , by the beſicged, they being diſcoura. 
ged, defireda Parle, where Major Greevelandan Engliſh Cavalier then ſers 
ving the Emperour, was ſent out to make the accord with his Majeſty, 
pledges delivered by both, the accord agreed on was ſubſcribed ; where it 
was concluded , the Governour ſhould march out with lying Colours, and 
Armes, and with two pecces of Ordinance., with bg and baggage, and a 
convoy to the next Emperiall Garriſon, providing the Governour ſhould 
leave behinde him all cavnon, being threeſcore peeces of Braſle, all ſtore 
of Amunition and viduall, and all ſpare Armes , and to march forth pre- 
ciſcly the next day by twelve of the clocke. 

But had the Governour the Duke of Savelie bin ſo valorous ; as thoſe he 
commanded, he might,in reſpe& of the feaſon&: ſituation of the Towne, have 
kept the City a moneth longer, ſo that ro our Iudgments he was no good 
Souldier, knowing his Generall was able tor:lieve him. 

Theenemy thus march't away, and his Mijelty having beſet the Garri- 
ſon , heareing Generall Tyly with a ftrong Army had taken reſolution to 
viſit his Majeſty in Maclew#bargh, he ſtood not long onadyiſement, but out 
of hand diſpoſed of his Army couragiouſly , wiſely, and circumſpe&ly, as 
the event did witneſſe his Majeſtics good command an reſolution: Dameire, 
beſet with Swedens , Generall Bannier was ordained- to ſtay there, for to 
command the Garriſon, and to keepe correſpondence with his Majeſties, and 
with others in caſe of Tylies coming: Generall Major Kniphowſen was ſent 
with his owne Regiment, and fix companies of my Lord of Rhees comman- 


ded by his Lievetenant Colonell Bainſhow to lie at new Brandenb»rg, Major 


Sinclair with two companies was ordained to lic at Triptowe, the Grave Fon- 
orrenburg with his Majeſties Regiment of horſe, and my ſquadron of Feote 
was appointed to lie at Malchene, his Majefty himſelfe with the reſt of the 
Army were to lie at Pooſwel, being the paſſeunto Pomeren , and tothe Oder, 
Felt-marſhall Horne being recall'd with his forces from Landsberg , was or- 
dained to lic at Freedland : all having their inſtructions and orders in writ, 
which they durſt not paſſe one jor, to th'end, chat where ever Tyllies At- 
my would ſettle, thereſt of our Army fromthe ſeveral! Garriſons, ſhould 
come together to relieve the party beficged, if his Majeſty thought fi wo. 
Soleaving Damsxe, having loſt three hundred men before ir, our marc 
houlds our, according to our ſeverall orders and inftrutions,

LL things wereatchicved unto here, by the goodneſſe ofa glorious 
order,being ſeconded with skilfull and valorous Officers and Soul-

: diers, obcdicnt eyenunto death, every one by revolution beeping, 
his certaine time and turne , and that with ſtrinefſe, each being greedy of. 
their owne honour and advancement, under this noble King and Generall 
who liked of no wicked Souldier, living out of compaſle and rule , ſuch 
as were birds of the Divells batching ; all ſuch wete baniſhed from rhis Ar- 
e- » that was led by Piousand religious Guftavas ofnever dying _— 
wno could notabide any that would] profaine Gods ordinance, or that retu- 
[cd rogive obedience togood orders. 

Here at Letts, before our riſing to Dameine,I could not but pitty, though 
30 Enemy, the 1zaljay Governour, that commandedin Zers, who ſuffered 
0. -- himſclfe, 
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© bimſclfe, the place, and his followers to be ſurpriſed , knowing of the Ar- 


mies approach ; for weſce by his example , that goods evill conqueſt with 
reat paines, are ſoone loft, going away with wings {wifter then the winde; 

whereof Hiſtories are full of examples, to which purpoſe I will inferre one 
ſtory, I have reade of Hugolene Gerrardeſque Depiſe, as records, Paulus Amili- 
« in the cighth booke of the French ſtory. This Hugolene beivg a Comman- 
der for the Pope over the Gue/fes, having chaſed a part of the Gibelizs that 
were with the Emperour , terrifying thereft , he became ſo greatly renow- 
ned amongſt his owne folke , thathe commanded what he pleaſed , and was 
made Lord and Governour of a City(asthis Italian was here) being accoun- 
ted noble, rich, magnificent, and learned, he was married , having good 
ifſue,he abounded in all riches, morethen he could defire or wiſh, being 
counted happy , and at his eaſe according to his owne minde, and the opi- 
nion of his friends ; he madea feaſt on his birth day, and having aſſembled 
his friends; being merry he fell in commendation of his owne worth and ho- 
nour,extolling himſelfe above the Clouds ſo farre, that he begun to aske of 
one of his neereſt friends, ifhe thought he lacked any thing to make him 
happy - the other conſidering the uncertainty of worldly affaires, and the 
deceitfull vanities thereof that periſh in amoment , when the Lord pleaſeth 
but to breath , ſaid, certainely the wrath 'of God cannor be farte from 
this thy great proſperity. Incontinent the Forces of the Gibelivs begining 
to ſtirre, unexpected come about the lodging, breake in through the Ports 
Kill his children, and take himſelfe, who begging life being refuſed, was 
miſerably murchered , and all his goods taken by the enemy in 7raly, in the 
yearc 1288.toteach all mortall men not to glory too much in uncertaine 
riches,that come byt ſlowly andgoe away ſwiftly. 

Thoſe'men that aremeanely riſen, may juſtly be checked here, that when 
they have attained untowealth, riches and honour , preſently they will be- 
gin to counterfeit the Nobility, preſſing rotread in their foote- ſteps, though = 
not belonging unto them : for wealth attained unto, it may be by unlaw- 
full meancs, ſhould nor make the owners too proud of it, leſt ſuddenly 


It may be loſt, as chanced to Hwgelene. Neverthelefſe ſome fantaſtick Ofh- 
cers, that cangot governe themſelves nor their wealth , they will hunt and 
hawke, with traines on Princes bounds (asI have knowne ſome doe being 
abroad) thinking themſelves equall to Princes , whereof they were farre 
ſhort, and they will havetheir filver plate, their gold, their ſilver, their 
Tewells,their Coaches , their horſes, their traines, and Officers of houshold 
counterfeiting greatneſſe and great men, having, it may be, bur little worth 
beſides, ſuffering themſelves 1n their Pompe to be ſurprized, their goods ta- 
ken from them , and thento becaſt inacloſe dungeon or priſon, till they 


. die for want, the reward of their prides whereas it had beene better; *they 


had lived with greater ſobriety and modeſty, and then if misfortune ſhould 
happen untothem , they would bethe more reſpeRed, and conſequently 
the ſooner ſct at liberty. | 

I have read of Cavaliers that ſerved long and truely with credit, whoſc 
mindes were not {ct on outward things periſhable z but rather their _— 


, WaSafter a good name, renowne and credit to leave behinde them, when 3 


Qtherthings might be ſtripped from them ; which in my opinion weremore | 
to be commended then thoſe that would counterfeir worth being without 
ft, But on thecontrary , I have knowne ſome Cavaliers , that hunted 
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ter credit , did gaine much renowne,and were rich in credit , though poore 
otherwiſe, leaving no more houshold ſtuffe behinde them , but a ſpit and a 
pot , being {ogiven to ſobriety in cheir life times, that ſometimes t ey were 
contented with a morſell of dry bread from a ſouldier, Not that I would 
have any Cavalicr, that hath mericed well,to be carcleſſe to maintaine him- 
ſelfe in credit, according to hischarge, if by lawfull meanes hecan doe it, 
and if plenty increa{eth , I would wiſh him timely to diſpoſe of it, for his 
neereſt friends or ſucceſſionin a part, and the overplus I would wiſh him to 
beſtow for the weale of the publique, and the adorning of his country, that 
after his dea:ch, the monuments of his vertue, and Trophees of his vito- 
ries might live, and ſpeake to ſucceeding ages, that ſuch a one hunted well 
1n attaining unto honour, and perpetuall renowne and credit. 

Herealſo by the example of a worthy Maſter and Leader, being the 
Phoenix of his time, for a Generall, that he who hath ſcene his variable 
eſſaies, and learned to lay up the ſame in ſtore, if he follow buthis Maſters 
precepts , and obſerve his orders, he cannot bur in time merit the title of a 
judicious Commander; and doubtleſſe one day having paſt his prentiſhip 
well under ſucha Maſter, he cannot but merit honour and reward , and 
then may be made choiſe of for the ſervice of his King and country, before 
thoſe who had notfſuch experience under ſuch a Leader. In remembrance 
of whom, Iwill inferrean accident happened his Majeſty of famous me. 
mory, the time of his beleaguering. | 

His Majeſty walking alone ona marriſh that was frozen, of intention 
with a proſpe&ive glafle, to ſpice into the enemies workes, the Ice breaking 
his Majeſty falls up to the middle in water , being neere my Guarde, where 
Captaine D#msize did command , who fecing his Majeſty fall in, went 
towards him , of intention eo helpe him out , which his Majeſty perceiving, 
leſtthe enemy mighe take notice of them both, his Majeſty wagged his 
hand that the Captaine migheretire , which the enemy perceiving, ſhot a- 
bove a thouſand ſhot of Musket at his Majeſty , who at laſt wroughe him- 
_ looſe, coming off withour  hurr, and fat a while by our guarde- 

re. 

The Capraine being a bold ſpoken pm_ » well bred, and of good 
| language, begun tt Br wmv to finde fault with his Majeſty , for his 


forwardneſſe in hazarding his Majeſties perſon in fuch unneceſſary dangers; 
on whom, at that time, the eyes of all Europe were fixed, expeRing their 
freedome and reliefes ( fromthe tyranny of their enemies) to come from 
his Majeſty, and in caſe any misfortune or finiſteraccident (as God forbid) 
ſhould happen unto his Majeſty , what then would become of his Majeſties 
confederates, and which was worſt, what would become of many brave 
Cavaliers of fortune, who had no further hopes then to live, and to be main» 
tained under his Majeſty their Leader? | 

His Majeſty having heard the Capraine, patiently thanked him for his 
goodcounſell, and he could not but confeſfe his owne faule , which ttc 
could not well helpe, ſeeing his minde was ſo, that he thought nothing well 
done which he did not himfelfe, and ſo went to dinner, where before he 


changed his wet clothes ,' in a could Tent , he called for meatc, and dined . 


groſlely, and taking a greatdraught of wine went and changed his clothes, 
and immediatly coming forth aS2ine, while as the enemy had fallen out,as 
was ſaid before in the | Ee. '% » 
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The time of this out-fall, our Souldiers being commanded under Major 
Petlty ro beate backe the enemy, going on ſervice, there happened a merry 
Accident to one of our Country-men (then Enfigne to my Colonells 
Company ) called Iawes Lyle, being in fight of his Majeſtie, going downe a 
a hill, the enemy playing hard with Cannon, the Enfigne happened 
to fall forwards,the winde blowing offhis Periwigge,which tumbled downe 
the hill, the Major ſware a great oath, the poore Cavaliers head was ſhort from 
him, and ſeeing him riſeagaine without his falſe head, ſware the Cannon had 
hor away the skinne, with the haire of his head being bald. 

His Majeftie at this time alſo ſeeing a Dutch Capraines cloake about him 
ooing on ſervice, commanded to recall him, and ro command out another, 
which was a diſgrace to the Captaine, whom his Majcſtie openly teproved, 
ſaying, If he had intention to have fought well, he would have felt nocold, 
and conſequently the carrying of his Cloake was needlefle, 

' In this meane time his Majeftie looking on, from the enemies Battery a 
Cannon Buller came ſo neare his Majeſtie, though he was really ſtout, he 
was made to ſtoope, and behinde his Majeſtic, the thigh was ſhot from a 
Swedens Capraine, belonging to the Artillery, who died the ſaine night. 
| HereTIcannot let paſſe an overſight utworthily commirted by Generall 
Major Kniphowſen, while as the enemy was marching out, the Guard of the 
Poſts being committed to the Swedexs, having got command from his Ma- 
jeſtic to ler no Officer nor Souldier come within the Towne, till the enemy 
was marched out ; XK wiphowſen preſſing in was put backe by the Capraine that 
commanded : Whereupon X»/phowſennot knowing what direRion the Cap- 
taine had, or from whom, he litring 2 Batcoun, brake it on the Captaines 
head, which wasevill thought of by his Majeſtic and the whole Officers of 
the Armie. Nevertheleſſe,we never heard of the Reparation : ſo that I would 
never wiſh my noble friend tolie under an affrontythough done by any for- 


' raigne King, for if I could not be revenged, Fwould ſerve againſt him to be 


revenged, if not of him, yetatleſtof his, for whith I crave pardon, having 
ſpoken rather like, a Svuldicr than a Divine, fur no: hing ſhould divert my 


heart ſooner from my Superiour, than diſdaine or comtempr.

Enerall Major KX»iphowſen with his Regiment and fix Companies of 
| my Lord of Rhees Regiment, commanded then by Lievetenant Co# 
= lonell Lindeſey, were appointed to lic in new Brezdenburg * when as 
the enemy lay downe before Brandenburg, I was recalled from HMalchene 
with my {quadron to joyne with Feltmarſhall Horne at Freedland, being com- 
manded to leave a Captaine with a hundred Musketiers behinde me of com- 


.manded men to beſer Malchere : at this time alſo Major Sivclaire with his own 
Company, and Captaine Semples, were commanded to beſet Trepto, which 


lay but two miles from Bravdenbwy z his Majeſtic with the reſt of the Ar- 
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my, being at Poſewall, Tilly with his Artny being ingaged inthe beleaguering 
of Brandenburg, conſiſting then of twenty-two thouſand foote and horſe, 
having twenty-fix pieces of Ordnance, with all furniture anſwerable, he be- 
leaguered Brandenburg, thinking his Majeſtic beirg ſo ncare, might be moved 
to ingage his Army with diſadvantage to relieve it : But his Majeſtic being 
more wiſe, and having had a greater defigne in his head, he ſuffered Tilly ro 
try his Fortune againſt a place of no ſuch importance, as to ingage a King and 
a Crowne, a':Countrey andan Army, in relieving of it ; and his Majeſtic re- 
lying much on the wifedome,diſcretion, and valour of Generall Major Xnip- 
howſen, as that of himſclfe he was ſufficiently able to make an honourable 
Accord, when better could not be. And in the meane time, todivert the e- 
nemy from him, his Majeſtie did make a Garracole with the halfe of his Ar- 
my towards Swede On the River of the Oder,where he built a ſhip-bridge over 
the River,and cauſed to fortifie it with Skonces, that in bis optiqn he might 
_ and goe on both fides of the River, till Felemarſhall Horne might joyne 
with him, 

Generall Till hearing the King was marched, and fearing ſome great de- 
figne, he preſſed Brandenburg {o much the harder, with continuall ſhooting 
ot Cannon till a Breach was made, and then out of time X»iphewſen did ſend 
his Lievetenant Colonell with a Drummer to the breach, rodebire a Parte, 
but being negleed by the enemy, as too late. The Parlerefuſed, Lievete- 
yant Colonell was killed, the enemy a given Orders for a generall 
Rorme, which going on, Lievetenant Colonell Zindeſey and Captaine More 
ereiffe were both killed, and Lievertenant Keith and Enfigne Haddon, were allo 
cut downe in the fury, with many a brave Souldier belides, who being de= 
nied Quarters, fought valiantly co the laſt man. 

The other Scots Officers of the Regiment, being wichin the Towne, as 

aptaine Znni, Captaine Gunue, Captaine Beaton, and Captaine Lermond, 
with their Officers and Souldiers, were for the moſt patt, taken priſoners, 


with Lievetcnane Zyel},and ſome other inferiour Officers, Captaine Exmw bee 


ing on another Poaſt wkhuur uhe Dart, which was nor turned at all, the c- 
nemy having entred on the other ſide.ofthe Towne, where in the fury they 
did put the moſt part tothe ſword, and coming through the Towne Porr, 
upon Enx his Poaſt behinde him, he and Lieverenant Lumſdelidid leape in- 
to the Graffe, and ſaycd themſelves through a marriſk from the fury of their 
enemies, and came to us to Freedland. Brandenburg thus taken in, a partic was 
ſent towards Trepto, where Sixclairedid command, getting orders to take it in 
alſo, But Sinclazre did behave himlclfe yaliantly in falling out upon the enc. 
my, wha retired againe wichout great hurt, and maintained the Towne for 
ewo nights, till he had received Orders from the Feltmarſhall ro quit it in 
the night, And after that he did joyne with us at Freedlard. 

The Fekmarſliall knowing that Zravdenbarg bring taken, the enemies For- 
ces would march upon him, and he having Orders and infiructions in writing 
from bis Majeſtie, he retired with his Army over the paſſe rowards Azckleom, 
the enemy advanced to Freedland, finding us to be gone,they retired in hafte 
Sooke to Braudenbay

The ſixth Obſervation. 


HE crueltie and inhumanitie uſed here by Ties Armie, giving ſo 
| ill quarters to our Nation, to Burgers, and to thoſe that ſerved at 
the Altar, was not long unpuniſhed, at ſuch places, as they leaſt ex- 
ected. : 
: And Generall Major X»iphowſen was not voide of blame, for refuſing a 
Treatie indue time, fccing he had no cerraintie of reliefe, and being left to 
capitulate with the enemy, at his owne diſcretion (by his inſtruXions he had 
from his Majeſtie ) he ought to have embraced the opportunitic of time 
(which once paſt is not to be recovered) in capitulating with the enem 
for honourable _ s, rather than tv have brought himſclfe and others to 
the ſlaughter, for he who delayes to embrace time when it is offered, muſt 
not preſſe to recover it, and oft-times good occaſions in warfare are loſt; 
when Commanders are ignorant of their enemics doings, Therefore while 
time is, we ought to be diligent and carefull ; forit is bctter to be in ſaferie 
through preventing, than baſely to ſuffer under our enemics, occaſion being 
paſt, which oft-times in warres helpes more than vertue it ſc}fe : for if Knip. 
howſen had embraced Tiles offer when he might, our worthy Camerades had 
not fuffered as they did, which ſufferance after that made Cavaliers bc ing 
freed out of priſon, to ſeeke Conditions elſe-where for their advancemems, 
ſuch as Captaine Ez»,being firſt made Major to Colonell Monro of 0bſtell, 
was afterward Lievetenant Colonell tothe Maſter of Forbeſſe, after the deach 
of that worthy Cavalier Sir Arthur Forbeſſe. Likewiſe Captaine 7/1{an 


Gunne, heing come out of priſon, was after advanced by Sir 2=rrick Ruthven, 
Generall Major and Guvernour of N/we, eo be his Lieverenant Colonell o-

Captaine Beaton was made Major, and afterward Lievetenant Colonell to

Capraine Lermond alſo was advanced tobe Captaine of Dragotiiers, and 
Tames Lyel, having ſerved long under Sir 70h» Ruthven his Regiment, the Re-, | 
giment reduced, and the Captaine leayying againe for the French lervice, 
was pittifully murthered by knaves in We#phalia, TL 
. Hewry Lindeſey advanced to be Captaine of his Majeſties Leefle Regiment 
under Grave Neles, after for reward of his vertue and valour, was preferred 
to be Lievetenant Colonell-to Colonell Alexander Lefty the younger :: Cap- 
taine Brumfield was made Major to Colonell Gave, and after that Regiment 
was reduced, being under Sir 1obn Ruthwes, was pittifully hurtin Combare, 
and then reſolutely died of his wounds at-Buckfzehodd, being, much lamen- 
ted by all that knew him, for as valourous.and expertun Officer,as any of his 
qualitie was under our Armie: ſo that: we ſee here, that thoughithe R egi- 
ment ſuffered great lofle at Brandenberg; neverthelefle the valiant Officers 
wereadvanced according to their former good carriage. oy wy 
Likewiſe Icannot with ſilence here paſſe by the yalourous carriage of Ma- 
Jor 1ohn Sinclaire at Trepto, inmaking a faire ſhew ofa bad game, while as on 
;. 4 Ee oped enem 
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enemy came before Trepto with a partie of a thouſand Musketiers, he not ha- 
ving a hundred Musketiers within the Towne in all, neycrthelefle fell oue 
with fiftic amongſta thouſand, and skirmiſhed bravely and orderly with the 
encmy, and rctired againe with credit, making the enemy thinke that he was 
a great dealc ronger within walles. I confeſle as it was well ventured, fo 


the Cavalier was beholden to Fortune, in coming ſo ſafely backe-But I will 


not adyiſe my friend to make ule ofthelike ; for if the enemy had haply got 
- a priſoner of his, who could have ſhewed his true ſtrength, that might have 
cauſed the lofle of all. But the Cavalier did hazard faire to gaine credit : 
for as he was valourous in Condu, and amongſt others, even ſo being fin. 
gled out, he fearcd: no man, as you ſhall ſee in the ſubſequent obſervations 
before we end our march: | 

Here alſo I did obſerve the difference betwixt the King our Maſter and 
old Tilly, whereI did ſee his Majeſty, though younger, out-ſhoote the 
elder in experience, who by winning of a Dorpe (which was afterwards 
flighted) wich the loſſe of two thouſand men, over and above the toyle ſu- 
ſtained by his Army, andthe loſſe of ſome cannon, he loſt Frarcford on 
the 0der, where three thouſand were put to the ſword, in requitall of his 
cruelty uſed at Brandewbarg.

Ikies Amy being marched backe to Rapipe, the Felt-marſhall wich 
his Army did bicakeup from 7+--d1-»d wich Hurſe, Foote, and Ar- 


| T tillery towards Swede to joyne with his Majeſty, continuing our 
march for three dayes to the paſle at Zecknerrs, where we reſted two dayes, 
ſundry Officers having taken Forloffes of his Excellence to goe unto Statine, 
to provide themſelves of cloaths and neceſlaries, expeAing for along march, 
where I went alſo toſce my wife and Family , and having ſtayed but one 
night, our march continued ſo farre in proſecuting our viRories, that the 


enemy coming betwixt me and home, I was not ſuffered in three yeares 


ory to returne, ſo long as his Majeſty lived; which was much to my pre- 
judice. 

Being arrived at Swede on the 0der, and joyned with his Mojeſties Army, 
after our coming being drawne out to the fields, we were made into 
Briggaaes both horſe and foote , where Sr. 10hn Hepbarne being made Co- 
lonell of the Briggad his Regiment, Colonel! Lumwſacls, Stargates and ours, 
. made up the Briggad, where Lamacll 8 I had the Battaile, Colonel] Hepburne 
bis Regimenc made up the right wing , and Colonell S:ergazes the lefr, 
Which on our tmarch was changed by rurnes, and thereafter was ſtill called 
The Scors Briggad commanded by Hepburne. Sundry other Briggads were made 

{EL asthe yellow or leeffe Brigged, commanded by the Baron Tywel, the 
blew Brigg«s, commanded by Colonell Winckle, and the white Brigged 
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called Dametts, where having lien ſome few dayes, we were preparing 
for our march towards Francford on the Odey. 


The ſeventh Obſervation. 


A Enerall Tilly was no ſooner marched with his Army , but inconti. 
( d. nent, the Felr-marſhall did follow his example, to joyne with his 
Majeſty. Where we may ſee, that theſe two wiſe Generalls did 
ſoare in the skies with their Armies, caſting boards like warre ſhips, to ger 
advantage one of another. | 
We ſee here that Cavaliers, though tied by Gods ordinance to live 
with their wives, being once feveredand tied to ſerye, they cannot with 
credit quit their charge trocome to their wives. The King himſelfe being 
once engaged in the Datch warres , was deprived for two yeares, from the 
ſweete ſociety of his Queene ; which ſhould reach women, and men of 
meaner quality, after their examples , to be patient in abſence, for more 
love wasnever betwixt two, than was betwixt his Majeſty and his Queene, 
no love could goe beyond their love each to others, excepr the love of 
Chriſt, God and man, towards man, For the love of this Queene, to her 
husband the King, did equallthe love of the wife of Hieron,whom we read 
of in Pluterchhis Apophthegmes tor her rare continence and reſpec carried to 
her husband, ſhee never felt the breath of anothers kifle, but her husbands. 
Which in my opinon, this Queene of Sweden could well for her love to 
ber husband have done, if it were poſſible , as is- reported by Plinixs of 
Arria, wife to Cecinna Patas, who being condemned radi, with liberty to 
chooſe the forme ofhis death , his wife going to viſit him , did exhor him 
to die valiantly with great courage ,. and taking good night of her husband, 
ſhe ſirucke herſelfe with a knife in the body, and drawing out the knife 
againe preſented it to Petw her husband, with theſe words, Y#imm quod 


Jeci Pate, non aotet, ſed quod tu facies + as one would fay, 1c wound I gave 
my ſ(elfe hurts me not, buritix wouud which you ſhall give grieves me, 


We read alſo of Portia, Cato his daughter , and wife to Br#:#s, who hearing 
of her husbands death , in deſpight of all that were about her, fied her 
mouth with hot burning coales , and was ſuffocated for gricfe, We' reade 
alſo a memorable ſtory of the wives of the <Henyens , recorded by Pla- 
rerchin his fourth booke of- Illuſtrious women, their husbands being in 
priſon and condemned to death, . for having emerprized againſt the King of 
Sparta the Lacedemoynian cuſtorne being to execute their malefattors in the 


being appointed to die, gotlicenſe of the Guardsto $90 within the priſon,

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we readewritten by Bernerd Scardzon in his third booke of Padwa, that Blapch 
Rubea of Padua , being retired with her Baptiſt, de ia Porte, within the-for. 
trefle of Baſſean , pertaining to the Yenetians :. ccrolen baiiſhed out of Paws 
with all his iorces , affailed the ſaid place ,: being valorouſly deftcnded,-it 
was impoſlible to get it, but by Treaſon; Baptzſt nor loling courage, though 
ſurpriſcd, running utto the Port with his Armes in, hus, hand, but ſop- 
refſed by the multitude, of his enemies havicg goeiha entry , he was kil- 
ed by the hand of Acciolen;; his wife Blanch did: fight valiantly in the con- 
fli&, being armed with ſtccle and with courage , farre beyond her ſex, 
The cnemy being victorious, ſhe was taken perforce, and brought: before 
the Tyrant , who being raviſhed with her beau at firſt 'making much of 
her, then defireth co raviſh and bereave herof.her honour, ſhee defending 
her ſelfe by-words and prayers of entreaty eſcaped' his hands, and: fin- 
ding the window open Skips downe, wheze, ſhe was found fore hurt, 
and halfe dead ; bur by the diligence of good Chirurgians, ſhe was made 
whole as before , and was ſolicited by the Tyrantagaive , which ſhe refu- 
ſing to yecld unto,, being bound was: forccd by the Tyrant, thee keeping 
bcr griefe within herſelfe, gets liberty to goe {ee the dead bady of her buſ- 


band Baptiſt ;- and precenclng fo doe;fome ceremonies about his Corps, and 
baving opened the Grave, ſhe crying; ſtreached herſelfe in the Grave, aud 
violently wich her hands pulls;the; one that coyered the grave over her, 
and her head being bruiſed, ſhe died.-preſencly: above her husband : ia the 
yeare 1253.

The Ancient Germans did,marry their wives, of the condition they ſhould 
be their companions in ttavells anfl dangers - andas Cornelis Tasitns reports, 
one husband marricd but one wife, -heing but one! body and: one life. And 
Theogene the wife of Agathecles ſaid,hg was conipanion of his troubles, and 
adverſity, as ſhe was of his proſperity : and being in love my ſelfe with 
the verwme of ſuch women, rare tobe found , I will yer carich this obſcrva- 


tion with a noble example, that happened inthe yeare 14.66: becwixt Boy- 
#e, Lumbard or Greeſon,and rexcr nrwnere uf rarmt , as the Ntalian ſtory re- 


cords, which I here repreſent in favqurof vertuous women, to inconrage 
that ſex more and more tothelike verrue, being ſo pleaſant whereever it is 
found to be ſcene. Bonneborne inthe Woalkie'of Talhine, inthe country. of 
Greeſon, in which place Peter Brunore Parmeſan one day walking alone, a brave 
Cavalier, anda Knight well experimented in warres, leading his Army, 
in paſſing by he ſees this young Damſell feeding her ſheepe in the fields, 
being little of ſtarure , of brownecolour, not pleaſant, or faire to ſee to, bur 
very merry, Playing then with her felowes 5 wherein ſhe ſhewed a certaine 
quickneſle of ſpirit, that the Knight Br#wore looking on her attentively, 
obſerving all her geſtures, and hoping of ſome great good of ber', cau- 
ſed rotake her ; and leade her away with him againſther will;/'that in time 
being accuſtomed with him, he made her divers times change clothes, and 
clad herat laſt like a boy ;; by way of pleaſure and recreation of ſpirit, lea- 
ding her oft a hunting ,” and uſing her to ride, and ſpurre horſes, and 0- 
ther exerciſes, wherei': ſhee ſhewed her quickneſſe and dexterity ; and though 
the Cavalier did keepe her but for pleaſure, recreation, and.paſtime, ne- 
vertheleſſe, ſhe did ſer her ſelfe to ſerve him with a love and diligence-in- 
credible , in ſuch ſort, that willingly ſhe could. endure all manner of la- 
bour, trouble ox toyle ot body or TT , that Bravere could notunder- 
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oc , and wentever with him, as with her Maſter, in all his journies , affi- 
Ring him in all dangers, following him on foote, and on horſebacke,through 
dalcs and mounraines, by waterand by land, with an intire and faithfull 
obedicnce , without over-leaving ofhim, or without grudging in any ſort : 
ſhe went alſo with him towards A/phonſe King of Naples, forar that time 
this Cavalier and Knight Peter Bruwore, did ſerve under Frenc# Sforce which 
party he after quit z but having afterwards changed his minde, he reſolved 
to quit Alphonſe King of Naples, and to retire to ſerve his former Maſter, the 
Count of Sferce, and whileas ke was making preparation for his flight,” the 
buſineſſe not being fo privily carried, but that the King perceiving it, ſe- 
cretly cauſed to apprehend Br#wore, and caſt him into priſoti, where be was 
kept long without hope of reliefe ; Wherefore Bonne being reſtlefle , ell 
ſheſhould ſee the day when the Knight Br#nore were at liberty, ſhe went to 
all the Princes and Potenrates of aly , and tothe King of Frence, to Philip 
Duke of Bereoiene, to the Yenetians, and to many more, of whom ſhe at- 
tained letters in favour of her deare and wellbeloved maſter , fo that 4/phon= 
ſe wonne by ſuch requeſts and the intreaty of ſo greatmen , was as it were 
conſtrained to ſet Brwnoreat liberty, and give him unto that valorous warrier 
that did for him ; who having gotterhim looſe, to doe yer greater ſervice 
to her Maſter, did obtaine ſa much by her meanes atthe Yeretians hands, 
that they accepted of Branereunto their ſervice, and was made Leader'to 
the Army of fo greata Republique, and there' was'a great penſion ordained 
for his entertainment > BY which deeds of friendſhip, the Knight did know 
the faith, the vertue, and the valourik his{Bonxe :'-he eſteemed it not honeſt 
to keepe her longer as a ſervant, as hehad'donetillthen, bur married her, 
keeping her as his lawfull wife, making ſtill great 'eſteeme and account of 
her, following her counſcll in all hisaffaires'of weight ,- and importance, 
during which time, he attained unto/great reputation under the Yexetiens, his 
enterprizes ſtill coming fortunatly and happily to paſſe. This valiz«t Dame 
of his was ſtill feene in Azmes , when occaſion was nfc:cd to fight, and 
when it was needefull to leade the Intantry, going before , ſhe appeared like 
a Magnanimous Leader and warriour, being very capable in warlike mat- 
ters, whereof ſhe gave divers times good proote, eſpecially with the Yene- 
tians againſt Francis Sforce gt that time Duke of Hilzine , where ſhe made 
her ſelfe knowne , while as the Caſtle of Pay» befides Breſſe was loſt, her 
courage did appeare ſogreat, thatevery one did wonder at it , for being 
armed from head to foote., ſhewing her ſelfe moarecouragiouſly then any o- 
ther at the torme, the Targe on her arme, andthe Curlefle in her band, 
ſhe was the meanes the place was recovered. Ar laſt the YFereens having 
great confidence in Brwwore, and in the counſell and valour of Bemne his La- 
dy, he was ſent for the defence,and keeping of Neprepomt againſt the Turkes, 
where by the Fortifications , they two made while they remained there, 
the Twrkes had never the courage to hurtor impeach them , in end, Brunore 
dying, and buried with great reſpe&and honour, Bexve his Lady returning 
towards the Yenetiens , for toget her husbands penſion confirmedto two of 
her ſonnes, and falling ficke, cauſed to make a Tombe of great charges, 
which ſhe deſired tobe perfeQed before her death, and being dead, ſhe was 
butied there, in the yeare 1468, Therefore ic was well faid, that there 
werethree things ſeemed pleaſantin Gods fight , the love betwix brethren, 
he friendflup berwixe neighbours, and man and wife continuing in uni” 
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on and murtuall loyalry, Who likes toreade a pleaſant ftoryto this purpoſe, 
let him read Nancleras treaty of the Emperour Conrade the third. in his 
warres againſt Gueffy Duke of Baviere, who was forced for his ſafery, to 
retire within Rhinesberg , where the Towne being raken by accord, by the 
r{waſion of Ladies, he would grant noother condition, bur thatthe women 
ould tranfport themſelves our of the Towne in ſafety } with'ſo much as 


they could carry, and no mare, where one taking the Duke on her backe,the + 


reſt of the wives their husbands, the accord thus kept, and the Emperout 
Conrade moved to compaſſion, beholding their loye and vertne, pardoned 
the Duke , and reſtored the Towne to their former liberties. And Bodin in the 
preface of his hiſtory reports that Laxrence de Medices was healed of a gric- 
vous diſeaſe, by reading of this ſtory without any other helpe; I wiſh ir 
may worke the {ame effe& uponall hoſt that reage it, eſpecially the Fe. 
male ſex, inmaking them follow the vertuous examples of theſe noble 
Ladies, in loving their husbands beyond all other rhings whatſoever, and 
thoſe that will not be movedthereto, I wiſh them che death of that Reman 
Lady, reported of by Qwihtiv Cartiue and Titut Eiwins, called Public Cor- 
welia Annea, who lived twenty yeares without once offending of her huſ\- 
band, and ſeeing him die , contracted ſuch griefe for his death, that ſhe 
threw herſelfe into the grave wich her hysband ,, where ſhe died, and lay 
with him, This wiſh I hope cantiot be taken in il}partby the vertuous La- 
dies; that are like Cornelia butl feare there is none ſuch ar all. To con- 


elude then this point ofmy obſervation ; in my judgment , no women are 


more faichfull, more chaſt, more loving, more obedienenor-'more devour; 
then Souldiers wives, as daily experience doth witnefſe, and none have 
morereaſontobeſo, then ſome of them , whoſe husbands doe daily un- 
dergoc all dangers of body. for their ſakes, not fearing'death'ir felfe, ro 
xlieve and keepe them from dangers. To th'end yau may ſee, that the no- 
ble parts and yertues before mentioned , are not proper alone unto the Fea 
minine ſex, Iwillhere inferre ſome notable examples of the-good will, 


| love and fairhfullneſſe of husbanqas to ther wives”, eſpecially Souldiers, 


whereof amongſt many , for the preſent, I will,to contenc the Reader, 
mention two or three, 'that are notable, whereof one happened ar this 
time in our warfare , worthy to be recorded,” of that nobte, 'valorous, 
pious and worthy Cavalier , the Felt-marſhall G#fave Horne, the Peſte' ha> 
ving entred his lodging arid taken away two ofhis Children, ſeazed on his 
vertuous Lady , daughter tothe Chancellor of Swedes ; the Cavaliers love 
was ſo great, thatin theextremity ofher fickneſſe; he neyer ſuffered her-ro 
be out of his armes till ſhe died, and rhen cauſed her ro be pur in a Silver 
Coftin, that ſhe might be tranſported for her country, co be buried amongſt 
her friends;and his love wasſo great unto her,thatafter her death; though 2 
young man, he could never be moved to leade his life withanyother woman, 
Another exatnple we reade in the ſtory written by Plinte & Yalerins Maxi 
mus,that is very notable to this purpoſe. Sempronins Gracchus finding two ſer- 
pents coming out of his bed, enquired of Theologues what might that acct- 
dent preſage ? they anſwered , that if he killed the the ſerpent, his wife 
ſhoulddie, and if he killed the he ferpett, he ſhavld die himſelfe ; he loved 


his wife Cornelia ſo dearelythat he eommandedto kill the he ſerpent; and 


ſhortly after he himſelfe died. Alſo that which we reade of Meleager ſormeto 
Dann: is notable,who would not fiſt our of his chaire, forthe _ ofthe 
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Towne he was in, for his father, mother, brethren, or ſiſters, all crying and 
calling for his helpe, who nothing cared for their ruine: but how ſoone Cles- 


patra his wife came to him, defiring his helpe, and telling him, the enemy was 


alreadie cntred the Towne, and was ſetting the houſes on fire; this ſtony- 
hearted man, who before could be moved by nothing, at the deſire of his 
wife, went to Armes againſt the enemy,and repulfing them backe,ſaved the 
Towne from wracke and ruine, and the Citizens from death : for this Melea. 
er ( asall honeſt men ought to doe ) eſteemed his wife and himſclfe but one , 
ſo that he could deny her nothing. Here it may be, ſome will alleage, he 
was Tohn Thomſons man. I anſwer, it was all one, if ſhee was good: for all 
ſtories eſteeme.rhem happie, that can live together man and wife without 
contention, ſtrife, or jarres, and ſo doe I. And, in my opinion, no wife can 
be il, that wants the gall, for che gall inthe body is the lcate of choler, from 
which the love of man and wife ſhould be free, andas of gall, ſo of deſpite, 
of anger and of bitrerneſſe, | | 
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The eight Dutie diſcharged of our March to Francford 
on the Odcr, and the intaking of it, the 
third of Aprill 1632. 


HE twenty-fourth of March 1631. his Majeſtic having diſpoſed of 
his Armie, in putting them in good Order of Briggaddes, horſe and 
foote, through the ſcverall occaſions and accidents happening in 
warre, his Majeſtic before his march, finding the enemy lay ſtrong in the 
Sileſian and at Layſberg, leſt he might fall downe unco Pomeren and Morke, 
todiſturbe the new forces that were expeted to come from Spruce.and from 
Scotland, his Majeſtic dire&ed Feltmarſhall Horwe.. with « part of his Horſe 


that croſt the bridge at Swedeunto Peweren, and che: Wart, to colle& the for- 


ces there, for to be fured and led towards the Wart and Lanſberg, to give the 
enemy ſomewhat to thinke on, while as his Majeſtie might march with the 
reſt of the Armie ( conſiſting then of ten thouſand foote and horſe ) towards 
Francford , whereunder the command of the Feltmarſhall T»fenback,and the 
Grave Fon-Sehonberg Governour: of Francford on the Oder, there were 
drawne together of the Emperial;ſts: neere nine; thouſand foote and horfe, 
Generall Tilly, with chis maine Armie then lying at Rapin, aftcr his returne, 
from Brandenburg with two and twentic thouſand: foote and horſe, his Ma- 
jeſtie then not being ſure, neither of his brother in law the Duke of Bravden- 
burg, nor yet of the Duke of Saxon, though the League was ended with the 
King of Fraxce, his Majeſtics affaircs thus ſtanding doubrfull, we marched 
towards Frencford , with a reſolution to prie' into the enemies defignes, 
more than any wayes reſolved for a beleaguering, having ſuch ſtrong cne- 
mics and Armies about us, without aſſurance yn pretended friends and 


confederates : yet having continued our march till within a mile of Frenc- 
ford, our enemies retiring out of all quarters were come into one body at 
Francferd , who having joyned, we did heare the enemy was almoſt 
as ſtrong within,as we were without,and he having of us the advantage of the 

behinde ic bim for his rexreate, we expeRed ao other thing, than that 
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the enemy ſhould come out, and offer us Battell, Vheretore his Majeſtic 
himſelfe diſcharging the dutie of a Generall Major ( as bccame him well ) 
having ſoughtthe ayd and afliſtance of Sir lohn Hepburne,beginnethito put the 
Armie, horſe, foote,and Artillery in order of Bartell, the commanded Muſ- 
ketiers, as his forlorne hope,advanced before the Army,having placed plot- 
rons of them by fifties, to march with his {quadrons of horſe, all being in 
even front,the ſigne given for advancing, Trumpets ſounding, Drummes beay 
ting, Colours diſplayed, advanced and flying, every Commander direed 
and appointed on his Command and Station; the magnifick and Royall 
Kiog leads on; this Royall Army marching in barttell order for halte amile, 
as comely as one body could doe, with one pace, and one meaſure, advan- 
Cing, ſtopping, moving, and ftanding alike, till at laſt coming neere the 
Towne, and finding no Hoſtile Ranconter made by the enemy, 'we haulr 
ſtanding a while in Battell,and then reſolved,being the enemy durſt not meer 
us in the fields, we would preſſe on the ſudden to be Maſters of Frexcford, 
or not at all , knowing of the ncereneſſe af our enemies, and of the great 
ſtrength they had together : and ſeeing we were not ſure of the Princes, we 
reſolved the taking of time was the beſt for us; and incontinent; his Majeſtic 
commanded our the moſt part of his Cevalerie,to make a Carracolle behinde 
us, betwixt us and Berleine, fearing Generall Tillie 'with his Armie might 
come behinde us, whiles we were ingaged with the Towne,keeping onely of 
all the Cavalerie the Rhinegrave and his Regiment, beſides the I»fanterie, in 
= of our-falling, to ſecond us againſt the horſemen, that wete within the 
Towne, | 

The Covateriethus direRed, his Majcftie then perceiving the feare of his 
enemues, having voluntarily fiered their fore- Towne ;( tooke their feare as 2 
preſage of his future victory ) commanded a part of the commanded Mule 
keticrs to goe in, through the fore-Towne being on fire, and to lodge them- 
ſelves, being advanced to the yery port, till ſuch time as'bis Majeſtie ſhould 
diſpoſe of thc z«& of the Armic, in direGin every Brigga-s «pRtrt tO their 
ſeverall poaſts. The yellow and tne view Br1ggade were directed to lodge 
in the Vineyards onthe {ide of the Towne next Caffreye, being commanded 
to advance their guards beforethem, while as the reſt of the Briggade ſhould 
lodge and lic in one body at their Armes, to beKill in readinefleintaſe ofan 
out-fall , the white Briggade, called Dams. Briggade, was appointed to 
lodge in the fore-Towne, to guard the commanded Musketiers that lay 
betwixt them andthe danger, at the Port right under the walles; Hepbarue 


his Briggade was commanded tolie neare unto the other Port,and to advance. 


their guards alſo, thereſt of the commanded men tolie neare vnto the other 
Port, and to advance their Guards alſo 5-the reſt of the commanded Mul-

Then, according to cuſtome, his Majeſtic Kimmſelie and, Colonel T5wa! 
Went to Recognolce neare the wall, where Colonel Tyvel was ſbotinthe 
left wme; his Majeſtic then making openly greatmoane tor him,atlcaging be. 
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' hadnohelpe then, bur of Hepburne, inthe ſame inſtant my Lievetenant Da- 


wid Monro was ſhot inthe legge with a Musket Buller, and my Major oh 
Sinclaire, commanding the commanded Musketiers neere to his Majeſtie, 
where the Battery was making, the enemy harging out a Gooſe in derifion, 
they preſently fell out above two hundred of them upenour Guard, who re- 
ceived them with volees of Musket,and they being too ſtrong for the guard, 
his Majeſtie commanded the Major to ſend an Officer and fiftie Musketiers 
moreto ſecond the Guard. Nevertheleſſc, the enemy ftill puſhing our guard 
backwards, making them give ground,incontinent his Majeſtic commanded 
the Major with a hundred Musketiers more to fall on, and to refif the ene. 
my in relieving the Guard, which the Major ſuddenly obeyed, making the c- 
nemy retire with greater baſte than he advanced, where their Lievetenane 


_ Colonell and a Captaine were taken priſoners, and after the Major taking'in 


a Church-yard, that lay right before the enemyes workes , and keeping his 
Guarde there, he.did keepe the enemy under awe, ſothat we were no more 
troubled with their out-falling , though diverſe of our Officers and fouldiers 
were hurt by them from their workes , the Church-yard being no ſhelter 
for our Guard,that lay juft under their workes. On Sunday in the morning, 
being Palme-ſunday, his Maieſtie with his whole Armie in their beſt appa- 
rell ſerved God ; his Maieftic after Sermon, encouraging our ſouldiers, wiſh- 
ed them to take their evill dayes they had then in patience, and that he hoped 
before long, to give them better dayes, in making them drinke wine inſteade 
of water-they were then drinking , and immediately bis Maicſtic gave orders 
unto Generall Bannier, to command all the Briggads to be in readineſſe, with 
their Armes, againſt the next orders : this command given, ſome ofthe com. 
manded me", that were under Sinclaire, ſuſpeRing a ſtorme, provided thems 
ſelves of ſome ladders.

drawne in his hand, and to take a Scrgeant and twelve other good fellowes 
with him, and to wade through thegraffe. and then to aſcend to the top of 
the wall,and to ſee if men could be commodiouſly lodged, betwixt the mud- 
wall ofthe towne, and the ſtone-wall, and then to retire ſo ſuddenly as they 
might , which being done , his Majeſtic getting reſolution , char there was 
roome betwixt the two walles to lodge men, the BrY/ggads being alreadic in 
battaile, they fall on ar acall, the Caprtaine being retired without hurt;wher- 


_ vpon his Majeftic direted Bawnier and iHepburne with our Briggad, to paſle 


the graffe, and to ſtorme; Andif they repulſed the enemy from theourward 
wall, to lodge under the ſtone wall , berwixt both the walles, and if the ene- 
my fortuned to retireto preſſe in with him\;'the like orders given to the reſt 
of the Briggads, all being in readineſſe, his Majeſtic having a number of 
Cannon great and ſmall charged on the batteries , cauſed ro give notice at 
all poſtes, that when the Cannonhad diſcharged, the firſt Salve in the migft 
ofthe ſmoake,they ſhould advancetothe ſtorme, as they did, wherein paſ-. 
fing the graffe, we were overthemiddle in water and mud, and aſcending to 

ſtorme the walles, there were ſtrong palleſſades, ſo well faſtened and fixtin 
the wall,that if the enemy had not retired from the walles 10 great feare, we 
could not, but o__ hazard, have entred. 
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The enemy feebely retiring , our Commanders and Leadets _— 
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their orders received from his Majeſtic, we pfeſſets follow in after the ene- 

my, at a great fallying port, that was betwixt both the walles, that opened 

with two great leaves, where they cntred : after their Retreate , they planted 

a flake of ſmall ſhor, that ſhot a dozen of ſhot at once beſides which there 

were ſet rwo peeces of ſmall Ordinance, that guarded alſo the entrie, and 

musketjcrs belides,w hich made cruell,and pittitull execution on our muske- 

tiers, and pikemen, the valorous Fepbure, leading onthe batralle of pikes, 

of his owne Briggad,being advanced within balfe a pikes length tothe doore, 
tthe entry he was ſhot above the knee, that he was lame of before, which 

darling his ſenſes with great paine forced him to retire, who ſaid to me, 

bully Cerro, 1 am ſhot, whereat I was wondrous ſorry, his Major then, a 

reſolute Cavalier, advancing to enter was-ſhot dead before the dapre, where= JV; 

upon the Pikes falling backe and ſtanding ſtill, Generall Bazier being by, and * 

exhorting all Cavaliers toenter, Colonel] Zumſael and I, being both alike 

on the head of our owne.Colours, he having a Partizan in his hand, and I 

a balfe Pike, with a head-piece, that covered my head, commanding our 

Pikes to advance we lead on ſhoulder to ſhoulder, Colonell Lamſdelt and I

Major 1tha Sinclarre, as I was credibly informed, being accompanied with 
Lievenant George Heatly, being both rc{olu:te and ſtour, were the firſt rhar 
came over the walles with ladders, who at their firſt entry having bur a few 
Musketiers with them, they were ciarged on the ſtreets by the enemies Cue 
raſhiers, or beſt horſemen, where they were forced to ſtand cloſe,their backs 
to the wall where they centred, and to give ſcyerall Salves of Muskets upon 
the enemy, till they were made to retire, | 

Likewiſe after we were entred, the ycllow and theblew Briggads, being 
eſteemed of all the Army both reſolute and couragious in all their exploits g 
they were to entcr on the Iriſh quarter , wherethey were twice with-great 
lofſe furiouſly beaten off, and were cruelly {poyled with tire-workes 
throwre by the 1-:ſh amongſt them. But at laſt they having entred, notwithe 
ſtanding the inequality of their ſtrength, the 1riſb though weake ſiood to it 
ad fought with ſword , and pikes within workes along time, tillthe mo 
par: of the Souldiers fcll to ground , where rhey ftoode fighting, ſothat in 
the end, Lievetenant Colonell Walter Butler , who commanded the Iriſh, 
being ſhot in the arme,, and pierced witha pike through the thigh, was tae 
ken prifoner|, ſo that the ext day , it was to be ſecne on the poaſt where 
the beſt ſervice was done : and truely hadall the reſt ſtood ſo well'to it, as 
the 1riſh did, we had returned with great loſe, and without viRory. 

| The fury paſt, the whole ſtreete being full of Coaches and ruſty waggons 
richly furniſhed withall ſorts of riches, as Plate, Iewells, Gold, Money, 
Clothes, Mulets and horſes for ſaddle, coach and waggons, whereof all 
men that were catelcfle of their ductics, were too carefull in making of 
booty, that I did never ſee Officers leſſe obeyed, and reſpeacd than here 
for a time, till the hight of the market was paſt : and well Iknow, ſome Re- 
giments had not one man with their Colours, till the fury was paſt, and 
ſome Colours were loft the whole night, till they were reRored the next 
day , ſuch diſorder was among us, all ocoafioacd rhrovgh coyetoulheſſe, 
the robte of all evi!l and dihonelty. *t 

Ar laſttheexecurion paſt, his Majeſty efitred himfelfe , being guarded 
with the Rhine- Grave, and his horſemen, who immediatly were comman- 
ded to crofle the bridge, and to follow the'enemy at their heeles, bein 
on flight 'towards Glogoe, where the Felt-marſhall Tuffcbacke,the Count 0 
Schonberg , and Mounte De Cucale had retired with ſuchas eſcaped. 

His Msjcſty having bur ſcarce quartered in the Towhe, the fire begin- 
ning toburne the *Ciry accidentally, Orders were given with ſtroake of 
Drume with a Bancke beaten inall ſtreetes , rhar all Officers and Souldiers, 
under paine of death, ſhould repairepreſemly to their Colours, onthe 0- 
ther fide of the Oder, inthe outer workes , where Sr. Toh» Hepburne was 
ordained'ro commarid within the workes , except ſuch as were appointed 
co gnard the Potres ofthe Towne., his Majeſtics quarter and the Generalls 
lodging'on the marker place, Where a ſtrong guard was kept to ſuppreſle 
plundering , and the inſolcncy of Souldiers. Neverthcleſle thele. orders 
prockimed and pubRihed , triiny diſobeyed remaining in the Towne for

Likewiſcthere were taken priſpners , Colonell Sperre with five Lo 
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nant Colonell of. Dutch and one Iriſh Cavalier , that behaved himſelfe both 
honourably and well ; Coloursalſothey did loſe, as I did (ce, the next 
day made Counteof beſore Generall Banajer ; forty gne, and Cornets of 
horſe nine, 


On our ſide were. loſt alſoar leaſt cight hundred men , whereof the blew 


and yellow , for their parts ,. loſt five hundred. 

His Majeſty alſo did get herea great deale of proviſion forthe Army, as 
Corne, Amunition, and cighteene peeces of Ordinance. - - 

The next day his Majeſty appointed Generall Major Zeſly as Governor 
over the Towne, giving him orders to repaire the ruinous workes, and 
walles, asalloorders were given for burying-of the-dead, which were 
not buried fully in fix dayes, inth'end they were caſt by heapes in great -dit= 
ches , .abovea hundred in every Grave, | | 
 Thenext day we were ordained toafſemble our Regiments, and to bring 
chem together in Armes , that they might be provided of what they wan- 
ted of Armes, having loſt many intheir diſorder, - 


The eighth Obſervation. 


I'S Majeſty going to rancounter his enemy ,. before his rifing from 
H his Royall Leager at Swede , did wiſely diſpoſe of his Army, in 
making itinto Briggads, that coming unto the action, he ſhould 
not neede to thinke on the Theorie , when it were time to practiſe, as many 
young Commanders are forced to dog , beginning'ro learne of others, thar 
which is defeRive-in themſelves, whoare to be pitticd , that undertake - to 
leade others being ignorant themſelves :: but this 'wife Generall , at this 
time, did not only order his Army, as:/he wouftd have them to ſtand in 
Bartaile, bue alſo knowing the gifts, arid ſeverat{-parts 0 
cers of the field were indued with . he:diſpoſork of chem, in appointing 
ſuch places for them, in fighting againſt their enemies, as did beſt befir 
their yertues, whichall he knew betore hand, partly 'by his: owne experi- 
ence, and partly, by enquiring of others, their qualities and vertues. 
Secundo,his Majeſty Toth forecef with himſelfe', whar the —_ being 
ſtrong-might intend againſt him, and accordingly;he fore-ſaw wilely how 
to prevent him, in dividing his Army, byJſending-the Felr-marſhall on rhe 
one {ide of the 6der with a part of his Ariny, gomg himſclfe on the other, 
leaving the bridge and paſſageat Swede yiell fortified and beſer with Souldi- 
ers,to the cnd, that which ofboth Armies might beconſtrained to retire"0- 
we tae bridge, - being ſafe; might then conveniently joyne wirh the 
Otner, Tr try; Ts. re LON X - 
As his Majeſty was wiſe.in fore-ſceing- what mighe-happen, be was alſo 
diligent, in taking time of -parenrys 4. the Fn FAIT they could 
come together, ſo that afterthis viRaty. obtained;his Majeſty did nor on- 
ly get clbow roome by the enemies removing over the Zlve and the 0dery 
buralſs he did gainetime to ſettle his affaires witty the Princes z for thoſe 
who wonhld not before this vigory, ſcarce keepe correſpondence with his 
Majeſty, afterwards his Majefbyhaving freed their icountry :from their 'enes 
mics, they were then contentto intreate far his friendſhip, by their Ambaſſts 
dours, and he like; to.a cundi gamſterz taking the Ball ar-rhe ri eve 
bound, exabraced; their! friendihip, and«confe -having bound them 
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up,in amore ſtri+ manner chen before, till in tend, they were forced to 
dance after his pipe. | | 

Here likewiſe I did obſerve, that its neverg00a,to truſt too much unto 
our owne ſtrength,as our enemies did,who at their banqueting, and #1ter po- 
c#/a, before thatthe ſtorme went on, though heating the- noyfe of our Can. 
non, they fell a laughing, as wofidring what the apnea ty they 
to fly over the walles, and granting he eontderiter, were they not ſo ſtrong as 
be 2 Many more idle difcourſes they had, extolling thernſelyes in rheir 
pride , boaſting of their firength and courage, not fetting God before 
them, rhey difdained and contenmedtherr efteftiies , but ſuddenly in an in- 
ſtant they found their owrne follies, Being brovght unto feate and aſtoniſh- 
ment ; ſo that at laſt, their wits corffounded, and conſequently their aQi- 
ons confuſed , and their enemies , thotigh weake mſtraments, by the power 


of the God of Armies were made ſtrong and conagious, for punifhing them 


in repayitig of their former Barbaricy, and cruelty uſed by ther at new Br an- 
denwburg , where we ſee, the lord repayeth their wickedneffe, when they leaſt 
expected. 

Tiffenbacke, the Felt-maxthall was mach to blame for his command, being 
ſo ſtrong within the Towne as we were without, that he did not adventure 
to fight tis in the fields , or at leaſt, to have tried our conduR and yalour, 
with a ſtrong party : his nor daring to adventure wich us made us the nmiore 
couragious and refolute.ro ſeoke him, though with diſadvantage, having 
once found him tobe a timarousenemy, keeping himſelfe cloſe within walles, 
for ie know well , the greater his ſtrength was within , if once we entred, 
his cohfuſfon would be thegreater - for a multitude within a firength eſpe- 
cially hotſemen, many-ſetvants and baggage breede ever confution , for 
avoiding whereof, the.Gayernour had the mote teaſonto have tried us i« the 
held; whereby he hadeticourapedhis Garriſon,who ſeeing he durſt adyen- 
a mecte is, whlwit, beibg: retived, chey woutd not be aftaid within

Therefore, when reſiſtance is not made, as ir onght tobe, the vitory is 
eaftly attained : for nothing encourageth more, then good example, Et 
conirs, And I did obſerve here, that no nation eſteemed good Souldiers, 
arc inferiourro the Detrch in maintaiting a ſtorme;; or in extremity of dan-' 
ger, they being otherwiſe good Souldiers for obedience to command, -in 
watches , marches, working about workes, and in doing all other duetics 
befirring their profeſſion, betng in company of others. / + Ed 

Pike-men being reſolute men, ſhall be ever my choyce in going on exe- 


cution,. asalioin retiring honourably with diſadvantage from an enemy, - 


clpecially againft horſemen * and we ſee ofrimes, as we found here, that. 
when mwketiers doe disbandon, of greedineſſe to make bocty, the worthy 


pike-men remaine ſtanding firme with their Officers, ;gnarding them and 
their Colours, as being worthy the glorious name of brave Souldiers; pre- 


ferring vertue before the love of gold , that vaniſheth while vertue je- 
This vice of avarice is alike common to the ſuperiour Officer, and to the 
inferiour Souldier, which oftimes makes the ſuperiour to be deſpiſed as 
well by the common Souldier , as by his berters : And therefore publique 
imployments of command ſhould never.be given to ſuch greedy perſons , 
for as ſparing ina privateperſon is commotals | 
to another; even fo the vertue of liberality is due to him thatis publiquely 
imployed: as alſo he ought to have ſplendor in his carriage , and-ndt to 
give cvill example to others his inferiours , if once he be honoured with 
command in leading of others. I muſtthen againe condemne this kinde of 
avarice , that makes men for booty abandon their Colours and their dyety, 
they being the cauſe oftimes of the overthrow of their worthy Camerades 
ſtanding to fight, when rHey were employed in making of booty, for which

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T HE fifth of Aprill 1631; his Majeſty having left Francford on the 


Oder well beſet, under the command of Generall Major Zefly, who 
| had dire&ion to ſce the fortifications repaired , . as likewile, 
Generall Banniey was left to command over the Army , his Majeſty having 
taken ewo and rwenty hundred commanded musketiers , eight hundred 
horſemen, twelve pecce of Cannon great and ſmall, with Amunition 
an{werable, with ſpades , ſhovels, andaxcs, where the Colonell of che 
Artillery called Leonard Richardſon , was commanded to goc with chem for 
co attend hi» -oharge : As alſo Colonell Hepbarne wac couumanded to leade 
the party, and I was ſent as Lievetenant Colonell, to ſecond him in this 
employment. - Colonell Hepburye having viewed the party , and taken no- 
tice that all things were in good: order, commanded the party to. march, 
having had a blacke-ſmich , that dwel't at Lamdsberg , for our guide, we 
continued our march , the firſt day , being come within foure miles of the 
Towne, we quartered at apaſle on the high way , and the next morning 
breaking up, we marched forwards, till on the way , our fore-troopes did 
meetewith a Regiment of Crabbets , where, after long $skirmiſh and lofſe 
ſuſtained by both the parties, inth'end, the Colonel! that led the Crabbars 
being deadly wounded, retired to the Towne, caſting off all bridges be. 
hinde them, which hindered us fora day. : 
Theeightof Aprill, we lay downe before. a skonce royall, built on a 
ſtrong paſle, betwixt us and the Towne. This skonce well fortified was 
well provided of Cannon, It hadalſo awide Graffe of running water, and 
a draw-bridge , which was taken up at our coming, andthen they difchar- 
ged their Cannon on us; whereat firſt there were killed ſome fix Souldiers : 
the night drawing on, our watches ſet forth , I'was appointed by his:Ma- 
jeſty to be Captaine of the watch, being ordained to overſce thg making of 
the Batteries : As alſo I was commanded to ſet forwards our workes, both 
for intrenching, and for running ourlines of approachto the skonce, where- 
in 1Iwasſo bulicd, tharthe whole: night I weng never off wy a Se 
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from one part ro anorher, having had ſundry Alarums, though not of con- 
tinuance, | G Wes 
His Majeſtic having taken quarters inthe neereſt Dorpe, he lefttwo Rut- 
eers to attend on me, that if the enemy ſhould fall our agaiiiſt us, incontinence 
one of th:m might be ſent to acquaint his Majeſtie, whohaving reſted for 
that 1 igh!, coming before day to viſit the workes, ard finding them not ſo 
farre advanced as he did expect, be falls a chiding of me, votwithſtanding of 
my di'igence.uſed the whole night, in keeping the Souldiers ſtill at worke, 
with the ſmall number of materialls we had to worke with. Burt no excule, 
though rrue, would mitigate his pafſion, till he had firſt conſidered on the cir- 
cumſtances, and thehi he was ſorry he had offended me without reaſon,

His Majeſtic ſecing nothing to be effeQuated this way, reſolved to try 1

In this tirie Dowbatle his Dragoniers having followed the enemy with hot 
$kirmiſh'within ſhor-of their walles, his powder being ſpent, deſired I ſhould 
fall on andrelieve bim and his, as I did, continujng the ſervice till we made 
the enemy retire over a bridgetK{d Wis hard by theTowne,ſo that I was for- 
ced, for our owne ſaferjes, haying loſt divers Souldiers, that were killeq, ith 
the Cannon, to divideaty Soldiers, aking ths halfe of them to caſt Ypa 
running Trench, while as the reſt were hot Kirmiithing with the enemygbe- 
ing in danger of bo-h-Citinon and Maxket, but my Souldirrs once getting in 
the ground, we fortified our ſelye$gainft theit Cannon, and reſolved iticaſe 
of their oudfalling,” toimaintaine the 'proumd-we had formerly wonne, with 


the loffe of our bloud, baving loft in & bal Howte above the Soullicrs, 
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The enemy finding the Skonce was loſt, and us ſo farre advanced on the 
Rrongeſt fide : Feltmarſhall Horne with his Forces marching on the other 
fide that was weakeſt, they preſently did ſend a Drummer on our fide to 
parle for quarters, whom I received, and being hood-wink't, he was ſent 
with a Convoy to his Majcſtie , who condeſcended to the Treatie, and 
pledges being delivered, the Treatie went on, the Accord ſubſcribed, his 
Majeſtic came and thanked Dowbazleand us,for our good ſervice, where large 
promiſes were made unto us of reward, and to Colonell Hepburneallo, for 
taking in of the Skonce. "IF 

The enemy being ſtrong in the Towne, and above twice our ſtrength, his 
Majeſtic reſolyed to ſend ro Francford for more Forces, both of horſe and 
foote, to come to him before the enemy was ſuffered to march out of the 
Towne, to whom conditions were granted to tranſport foure pieces of Ord- 
nance, and the Souldiers to march out with tull Armes, bagge and baggage, 
with Drummes beating, and flying Colours, and a Convoy of Horſemen to- 
wards Glogoe. | | 

His Majeſtic having beſet the Garriſon, as ſoone as they marched out, ha-

And therefore it wasy that they ſaid of 
old, that Fortune ſhould not be prayd unto, but with hands in motion, 
which made this valiant King love cver to be bufied ia vertues exerciſe, be» 
fitting a Generall, that carried a minde as this Invincible King did, while tie 
lived, ſtill riſing to bleſſedneſle and contentation, | 

Itis commonly ſeene,that thoſe who feare leaſt are commonly overcome; 
as became of Frencford on the Oder, and this Towne allo; and though vito- 
ry we ſce be from God, yet to overcome an cnemy, the courage and skill of 
Commanders is very requifit and neceſſary- And where good military diſ- 
Cipline is obſerved, as was done here there confidence doth ariſe, perſwa- 
ding us, we can doe what we pleaſe. Ofthis opinion was our Leader, and 
our Armie never doubted of their owne valour, nor of their Leaders good 
Condu, which made our Victories the cafter tobe gotten. 

Here alſo we ſce the goodnefle of intelligence; for had his Majeſtienot 
gotten the Black-ſmith, or ſome other like unto him; ro hiave beeneititelli. 
gencer and guide to winne through the ſhallow Trinkets he led us; to the 
Damme upon the head of their Watch, who were ſurprized; hardly could 
we have overcome this Towne, on{uch a fudden,' for without this:good of 
intelligence, which is ſo neceſſary, and of ſo great a'moment in warres, nos 
thing,or very little can be effeQuated in unkhowne places, For good Tatelli- 
gencersare {orequifit in an Armie, that no meanes ought to beipared on 
them, providing they be truſtie : for one deſigne or ſecer of ourchemics 
well knowne, may bring all the reſt we defireto a wiſhed end, or atleaſt, pre= 
ſerve us and ours from danger. This Black-ſmith, that was our guide in lea» 
. dingus towards our enemy, at our firft on-going on ſcrvice,the enemy play- 

ing hard with Muskets, nevertheleſſe he went on without feare, under-rad 
king alike danger with our ſclyes,bur finding in time of hot ſervice fome fal. 
ling beſides him, oar powder being a little wer, and not giving ſogogd re- 

ort as the enemies did, he then ſaid, he would returne to .his Majeſtie, and 

nd us better powder, yet I thinke, though here there didappeare ſome lacke 
of conſtan: e{olution in him, thattime, exercife, and frequency of dai 
would make him a brave fellow, heing of a ſttong atid a goodable body, 
bur in my opinion, the ſtouteſt of men, till they be alittle acquainted with 
the furious noiſc ofthe Cannon, will naturally fearc and ſtoopearthe firſt.

e did, not ogely ta ſecure his Souldiers: fromthe £cnoRYs 
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kept by good diſcipline inawe and obedience, and that withas great mode- 
ration, love and diſcretion as could. be. | 

And his Majeſtic knew well, that our Nation was of that nature, that they 
could take to heart the auſtere carriage of their Commanders, were they ne- 
ver ſo good. For while as ſometimes, through his Majeſties impatiencie, he 
would cauſe to impriſon ſome of our Country-men,without ſolicitation, 
his Majeſtic was ever the firſt did minde their liberties , for he knew their 
ſtomacks were ſo great, that they would burſt or ſtarve inpriſon, before they 
would acknowledge an crrour committed againft their Maſter,excepr it were 
of negligence, 

Moreover, nothing can more diſcourage a Citie, Fort, or Strength, that 
is beleaguered, than when they ſee their ſecrets diſcovered,and their paſſages 
from reliefe cut off; as it was {eene of thoſe that yeclded up the Skonce to 
Sir To/rn Hepburne, being contented to come in the Colonells mercy, ſeeing 
themſelves barred fromall relicte, 

Likewiſe the dutic of Leaders, that lead men on ſervice, ought to be limi- 
ted with diſcretion, and not to advance further than with conveniency they 
may retire againe, if need be, leſt by too farre advancing, they not onely in- 
danger themſelves, but alſo ingage others, for their reliefes,to indanger all : 
and a faule committed in this kinde, through too much forwardneſſe, merits 
a harder cenſure, than remiſſeneſſe with diſcretion, ſeeing inthe larter, a man 
is but cenſured alone, but committing the former crrour, he loſeth himſelfe 
and others. Pa . 

Herealſo we found by experience, that the ſpade and the ſhovell are ever 
good companions in danger, without which, we had loſt the greateſt parr of 
our followers. Therefore in all occaſions of ſervice, a little advantage of 
ground 1s ever profitable againſt horſe, foote, or Cannon. And for this it 
was, that the beſt Commanders made ever moſt uſe of the ſpade and the 
_— and that in ſuch ground as was found moſt commodious for their

We ſce alſo here his Majeſties diſpoſition in entertaining his Officers 


kindly.after viRory, eſteeming them not as ſervants, but as companions in 


his mirth, as a wiſe Maſter ought and ſhould doe to thoſe he findes obedienc 
to his Commandements, incouragivg them another time to undergoe any 
ſervice or danger for his ſake, that was ſo kinde and familiar with them,

Having marched three dayes,, the fourth we arrived. at Brandenburg, the 
Peſt raging in extremity of the heate in the City , we were commanded to 
quarter without in the fields, and preſently there was acertaine quantity of 
the workes aboutthe Leaguer appointed for us, within foure dayes to com- 
plete and make ready : during which time, Robert Monro Furer to Cap- 
taine Heorhis Colours, dicd of the Peſt, and was much regrated, being 
a youth of gaod hopes. | oh 
Herealſodid dye of the plague , Segeant Robert cMonro,Cullcrags ſonne, 
and Andrew Monro was executed at St4tin, for having, contrary to his Ma- 
jeſties Articles and diſcipline of warre , beaten a Burger inthe night-withe 
in his owne houſe, for whoſe life there was much ſolicitation made by*the 
Dutcheſlſe of Pomeren , and ſundry noble Ladies, bur all in vaine, yetto be 
lamented, ſince divers times before he had given proofe of his valour, eſpe- 
clally at the fiege of Traile/oend int his Maicfties ſervice of Denumarke, where 
he was made lame of the leftarme, who being young was well bred by his 
Parents at home, and tbroad in Frevce, though it was his misfortune to 
have ſuffered an examplary death, for ſuch an over- fight committed through 
ſudden paſſion, being Summum jus , inreſpett thatthe party had forgiven 
the faulr, but the Governour, being a churliſh Swede, would not remit the 
latisfaQion due to his Majeſty and juſtice. 


The eleventh Obſervation. 


HIS Regiment in nine yeeres time, under his Majeſty of Dex- 

marke , lu Da#ch-land,had ever good lucke to get good quarters, 

where they did get much good wine, and great quantity of'good 
beere , beginning firſt with Hamberg beere in Holſter, and after that in Den- 
markethey had plenty of Ruftecke becre , and now ar Burnee, and thereafter 
they taſted the good Calviniſts beere at Serbeſ# , and our march continuing 
Out of low Germany, towards the upper Circles of the Empite,as in Franconia, 
Swabland, Elſas ard the Paltz, they were: oft merry with the fruits and 
Juice of the beſt berries that grew in thoſe Circles, for ro my knowledge, 
they. never fuffered either penury or want, 1 being the Leader, but oftimes 
Idid complaine and grieve at their plenty , ſeeing they were betrer to'be 
commanded , when they dranke water, then when they got too much 
beere orwine, But my choice of all beeres is SerbeZey beere , beltig'tlic 


wholſomeſt forthe body , and cleereſt from all filth or barme, as ion |

ligian is beſt for the ſoule, and cleereſt from the dregs of ſuperſtition, 
Being once at dinner with the Rex Chancellor of Swedes, having drunke 
ood Seebefter beere, he asked me what I'thought ofthar becre, I anſwered 

it pleaſed my taſte well , he replied merrily, no wonder irrafte well to your 

= , being itis the good beere of your ill religion. Iasked his Excellence 

w the good wine on the Rhine would tafte at Aentz, being the good 
wine ofa worſe religion; heanſwered, he liked the wineand the beere ber. 
ter than both the Religions. But I ſaid; to be his Excellence neighbour, 
nearc £Hentz in the Paltz , at Crewtſenach, I would be content to keeps 
mine owne Religion, and to driake good Rhiniſh wine for my life 
tMee : | 

Nothing is more neceſſary on a march , then to keepe good diſcipline, 
without which there is no order,nor feareof God among Officers,that will 
ſuffer their Souldiers to grindethe faces of the poore by oppreſſion; from 
whence oftimes doth come the unfortunat, and unhappy events of warlike 
enterpriſes and expeditions : for where the feare of God istaken away,there 
the common-weale muſt ncedes decay , and then the ruine of the people 
doth follow. | | 

Likewiſe we ſec here, that all that come to the warres , (as many foo- 
liſh men doe thinke) are not killed, bur ſome die, through one kinde of 
death , and ſome by another ; ſo that we ought ever be prepared and ready, 
not knowing how , when, or where to die. Happy then is that man, thar is 
preparedeo die, as if he ſhould die to morrow ,; for many haye I ſeene riſc 
inthe morning(the time of theſe warres)who went not to bed at night. 
Our care then ſhould be ſtill, ro meditate on the end , that it may be gogd, 
and then doubtleſſe we ſhall die well. 

The infection being great at thistime, in Brewdenborg I contracted a ſo- 
daine fir of fickneſſe, that was vehement, and therefore did not continue 
above forty cight houres : It was ſovchement, thtifI had not ſuddenly 
overcome it, doubtleſle it had overcome me, but praiſed be God, then 
I baniſhed death by imagination, as I did divers times before, yer ar laſt, 
I know he will have about with me, but my confidence is, that by the helpe 
ofthe Conqueror I will oyvercomehim in th'end, as my Captaine and Lea- 
derbarh done, .who is gone before me, and openeda Dore to me to enter 
at, where I may fing Triumphing over'my enemies , with thoſe that follow 
the Lambe inthe Communion of the Saints bleſſed for ever. 
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The twelfth Duty diſcharged of our March from Bran» 
denburg over the Elve at Tangermound 
and from thence to Werben. 


TN the middeſt of Tuly our Army did-breake up from Brandenburg, and 

marched towards Ratenowgh , the Emperialiſts having leftit, being mars

- But where he did but march with his Army in the day time,we with ſpades 
and ſhovells, wrought our ſelves nightand day inthe ground, fothat, before 
his coming, we had put our ſelves out of danger of his Cannon. | 
. Generall Baznier, with the reſt of our Army coming' after. us, tooke in 
Hagltberg inhis way, and beſet it with a ſtrong Garriſon, where Generall 
Major Kagg did command, to whom was conjoyned my cqzen Fowles his 
Regiment, after he had taken the Caſtle of Blee in Macleburgh in his march, 
with his owne Regiment alone, where they made good booty, bur their 
Souldiers got but {leight quarters, as Bazniey did give atthe intaking of this 
Towneand Caſtle of Haglcbers.. 


The twelfth Obſeryation. 


T this time I did remarke thegreat, wonderfull, rare and extraordi- 

nary mercy of, God towartls hur Leaderthe Kings Majeſty, and his 

Royalllirtle Army, whichybefore our removing from old Braxden- 
«rg, was much infected with the plague of Pef lence, that we knew not 
the ficke from the wheils'3' for of bar Regimenr alone, there died in one 
_ above thirty Souldiers,.and:being! but removed fix dayes, at our 
do -lying at Werben,we ſcarce knew there was any infeRion amongſt us, 
{o that in a.mpneths time, we weteaniraculouſly rid of it;and for mitic ownc 
part, I neither know, horcanconjeture any reaſon'for it (cheifely * being-in 
the Bee dayes, andin a Leaguet)-butthe.Lords mercy towards his Maje- 
iy LANE his Army, being at this time, farte:inferiour in ſtrength 'to our 


Many examples and teſtimonies. af:Godsifavour towards his Majeſty I 
did obſc e pn this march >; forſuch;terror was pur in their hearts, by his 
Majcſties vidory obtained at Francfatdtand ' Lensberg, that they fled;\where 
once they did heare of our coming, being perſwaded and informed by'rheir 
Conliences, that, if his Majeſty werg-viBorias ; they ſhould-gee nd better 
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quarters,then were given by them at Madebarg,which made them quit ſtrong 
Garriſons, beforethey would attend or abide the danger, 

Wherefore we may pl-inly conclude, that they doe not merit the name 
of Souldiers, nor yet the title of couragious Comanders, that did fuccumbe 
before they ſaw or telt the dinte of their enemies valour, Fie then on ſuch 
Maes 1 Ifrhey were of my friends, I would allow them a Pinne 
higher on the Gallowes, then is allowed for common offences : for ſuch 
Cullions thar quit places for feare, not ſeeing their enemies, are unworthy 
the name of Soulgiers ; but Ithinkethey were too rich, and conſequently, 
they grew too fecble. 

Likewiſe here F did rejoyce, and was glad, when I did obſerve that it is 
not, nor was not peculiar to ary ſtil] ro have overcome, or to be victorious: 
the Emperialiſts, I know by cxperience, and ſo did the Regiment I com- 
manded, had theirtime of the yiRory againſt the King of Desmarke (where 
Tdid learne to make aretreate) but now being come under another Leader, 
there Fortune began to change and to retire from us, we leatning under the 
invincible E##aves, to advance orderly, never falling off, but ever keeping 
faces to our enemy, a brave leſſon learned from a brave Commandcr, $9 
that we ſec here, victory keepes no conſtant dwelling, being now here, now 
there, yer we ſec, that it.is beſt kept with counſell and verrue, neither can T 
thinke, bur fortune, and chance hathagreat hand in it, for itis a greater 
matter to uſe yiory well, then to overcome, and all vicors hvean in» 
{ariable deſire of their proſperous fortune, never appointing an endo their 
defires, And noth'ng brings vitory more, next unto God, rchen good 
Commanders , whercof King Guſtavw the invincible had many. 

Here alſo at the intaking of Hagieberg, Generall Banniey did well in 
Siving the Souldiers ſome liberty of booty : to the end they might prove 
the more reſolute ancther time , for Souldiers will not refuſe to — 
any haz:rd , when they ſec their Officers willing to reward them with hoe 
nour and profit, BO

ſo that they could relieve one another 'being in'moſt diſtrefle, andboth the 
Towne-wall and Leaguer-wall, were ſo thickeand firme of old earthy faced 
up with new, that no Cartow coulg enter into ir; The Bulwarkes'0n:which 
the Batteries were made for the Cannon, werealſo veryfrong atd formally

The manner we were ordained to watch this Leaguer, every Briggad of 
foote had ſuch a portivn'of the Leaguef appointed for them ro watch and 
maintaine by fight, in caſcof aſtorme, which part they had fortified them+ 
ſelves, and Briggads of horſe were ordained to attend particularly 6hafoote 
Briggad,to ſecond them, if that the enemy, at a ſtorme, ſhonkd beate the foor 
backe from their Poaſts, then the horſe Briggad was ready to chargegilb the 
foore might. be recolleCed by the diligence and valour of their Officers ? 
for beſides the watch ordinary on- the Poaſts, the whole Briggads of foote 
ſtood in readineſſe at all Alarums behinde the guard, andthe horſe Briggads 
did ſtand in Battaile behinde them. Likewiſe without the Leaguer; there 
were ſquadrons of our horſemen to ſtand inreadineſſe at oneend, that while 
asthe enemies foote ſhould march on to the ſtorme, our horſemen" might 
chargethrough to the end of the Leaguer, where they were to" bereceived 
againe within the Leaguer,being hardly followed, ſo that the judicious Rea- 
der can eafily judge, whar a difficultic it was to ſtorme ſuch a Leaguer.

Leagyer, and finding no man to anſwer him, all curving it over upon bim- 
ſelfe, being wiſe, knowing that Counſell would be allowed of by a King, but 
according. to event ; But his Majeſtic perceiving their intentions, he reſolved 
to abide the enemies coming, what cver might follow, and itftattly he gave 
all Officers and Commanders of Briggads Charge co fee their workes accom- 
pliſhed, and finiſhed, for if the eneniy would ſtay but three dayes, be would

His Majeſtic having commanded out ſtrong Horſe-guards to watch with- 
out the Leaguer, I was commanded,as leaſt worthy of a thouſand,thar night 
to ivarch without the Leaguer, with. five hundred commanded Musketiers, 
which were 0:dained to lyc in readineſle, betwixtthe enemies Armic and the 
Leaguer, almoſt a Cannon-ſhocr from our workes, getting orders from his 
Maj-ſtiqhimſelfe, how I ſhould keepe good watch, and how to behavemy 
ſelfe, in caſe of che ene nies purſuge, and being come the length of the ground 
appointcd for me to watch on, having conſolidated the body of my Mulſ- 
ketiers inthe ſafeſt ground I could -finde for them to ſtand on, their Armes 
reſted, and in readineſſe- Firſt I cauſed ſet out my,Perdves without my other 
Ceatries, not truſting the giving of an Alarum altogether to our horte Cen- 
tries, and then to the end the enemy might notſurprize us being ſleeping, 
I ordained the balfe of our Musketiers to ſtand for two houres in readineſle, 
till the Centries were relieved, and then I ſuffercd the other halfe to reſt 
them, ſo long as the other did before and thus orderly wee paſt over the 
nights watch, having had ſundry naughtic Alarums in the night without 
continuance. Our dutie was to be the more ſtri, having received command 
of bis Majeſtic, not to quit that ground, except the enemy by greatneſle of 
ſtrength, would beate me from ir, and then I ſhould retire orderly skirmiſh- 
ing with the enemy, oug faces to them ſtill, and our Armes, giving fire on 
them till. we came under our walles, ſo that, by that meanes the Leaguer 
would geetime to be inreadineſſeto receive them. \ 
\  By:the breake of day, friend to yalour and courage, the enemies Horſc- 
guards begun to skirmiſh with ours, who being ſtronger, made our Horſe- 
men to give ground, the Commander ofthe Watch ſent to me for a ſupply 
of fiftie Musketiers, which I accordingly did ſend , with a Lievetenanr, 
giving him charge how to behave himſclfe, who having a little skirmiſhed 
with the enemies Dragoniers and Horſemen, was made to give ground alſo, 
and having commanded out a Captaine with fiftie Musketiers more, he was 
alſo repulſed, I wondring at their carriage, advanced to recognolce the 
bounds they were on, and ſpying anadvantage of ground, I rooke out a hun- 
dred Musketiers, giving a Captaine charge to remaine by the remnatit of 
"= Musketiers, and putting a hedge berwixt us and the enemy, we advanced 
till we were ineven line with them, and then giving a Salve amongſt them,

denly done than wiſely, andever after, I promiſed to his Majeſtie,toayoide

Majeſtic incontinent, fince they had tryed his guards, he woul

Horſemen of Hagapells, and athouſand Muskericrs, with fourc tmall Field. 
ieces of Cannon, with the five hundred Musketiers I commanded on the 
oſte, which all being ſet in order, his Majeſtie direCted the Colonell of his 
Lecfe Regiment Here Tyvell toleade on the foote towards a Dorpe, thatlay 


neere the enemies Armie, 'and his Majeſtie with Generall Lievetenant Baw- 


tiſþ commanded the Horſe, taking the Cannon alor.g with ther, and com. 
ming neare the enemics Guards, conſiſting of a thouſand Curraſſiers, having 
iven fire with the Cannon amongſt them, they charged furiouſly with the 
Florſe in middeſt ofthe enemy, and putting them in diſorder, they cut them 
dowae from their Horſes as they retired at the ſpurres, being ſtill followed 
unto the body of their Armie : And our Musketicrs falling up alike, diſchar- 
ging amongſt them, the enewy at firſt in great feare was almoſt put in confu. 
on, the moſt parr of their Horſemen being abroad on Forrage, their Guards 
did ſtand to their Armes, till the Armie was drawne in Battaile, and their 
Horſe ſpanned, or put before their Cannon; during which time our Soul- 
diers continued in giving fire amongſt them, till his Majeſtie did give orders 
for our Retreate, which we ſoftly made, giving now and then faces abour, 
Skirmiſhing with Cannon and Musket, and then retiring againe orderly, 
being preſſed thereto by their Cannon, giving fire after us, and their Horle- 
men calling up ours inour Reare, till at laft we being retired the length of 
my Poſte, our Cannon being able to reach them, they were made to make a 
ſtand,and I was ordained with my Musketiers to remain on our former Poſte, 
his Majeſtie and the reſt of the partie being retired within the Leaguer, In- 
Continent from our Batteries, our Cannon did play againe within the Lea- 
guer, which continued the whole day, doing great hurt on both ſides, where 
the whole time, I with my partie, did lie on our Poſte, as betwixt the De- 
vill andthe deepe Sea, for ſometimes our owne Cannon would light ſborr, 
and graſe over us, and ſo did the enemies alſo, where we bad three ſhot with 
the Cannon, till I direted an Officer to our owne Bartteries, acquainting 
them with our hurt, and defiring they ſhould fell or planc their Cannon 
higher. In the morning alſo we loſt on the skirmiſh, thirtecne Souldiers, 
belides thoſe were burt, Theday thus paſt, I was relievedatnight, and the 
next morning, before day, Generall Tz/y made a ſhew of 0n-falling-on our 
Leaguer, by making all his Trumpets to ſound, and his Drummes to beate, 
making a great noiſe, we being prepared to receive them. The morning be- 
ig darke,with acloudy miſt, ſo that none could fee, the enemy being retired 
with his Army, having brukc up, ae night,he marched towards T angermonade, 
and the day being cleared up, his Majeſtic with a ſtrong partie went forth to 
drive up their Reare, with fix ſmall pieces of Ordnance, even to the body of 
their maine Armie, which conſiſted then of twenty-fix thouſand men, whi 
as we were not inthe Leaguer, and at Hagleberg, rwelve thouſand men, foote 
and horſe, till afterwards that the Felcmarſhall Gaffavar Horne did come from 
the dey towards Ratene, With foure thouſand complete Souldicrs, and Gene- 
rall Tify having lycn ſome few.dayes at Texgermonde, ſuffering daily loſſes 
by his Majeſties parties; at length, through ſcarcitic of vieualls, he was for- 
ced to march unto Hell, and in the Saxons Country, being made weaker by 
fix thouſand men than he came downe, having had to doc withthe Invinci- 
ble G#fevar, who ſtill did out-ſhoot himi our of trig owne Boive, having had 
the right hand of the L o x » farhis afliſiance. 
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ing commodious for tranſportation of viualls unto his Armic, 
without being in danger of his enemies. In like manner we ſee his 
Majeſtics wiſedome in making his friends ſure behinde him ( viz.) the Duke 
of Brandenburg, the Dukes of Pomeres and Hachlenburg, from whence his 
victualls and his ſupplies muſt needs come, and as his Leaguer was com» 
modious for furniſhing the Armie, ſo it was commodiouſly fituated for de- 
fence againſt the enemy, the one halfe, or backe, being naturally defen- 
ded by the courſe of the water running by ; and onthe other fide, it was de- 
—_ by the Towne, and by the helpe of the old Dike, which cafily was 
ortiftied, | 
His Majeſties wiſedome alſo was ſeene, by keeping of his Soyldiers ſtill 
in Aion, never ſuffering them to be idle ( as a wife Generall ought todoe) 
forcither they were imployed on marches, or lying ſtill, in working, or in 
fighting by parties, or m groſſe, as occaſion offered : For this Generall knew 
well, that he was but the carrion of a man, and not a man, that did live idle, 
having inaliving body butadead minde. | 
Here alſo I did remarke and obſerve, Homo bomini quid interet : for we 
finde a great difference betwixt his Majeſtics welcoming of Tilly to Werben, 
and the Felt-marſhall Twifenbacke his welcome made to his Majcſtie betore 
Francſord on the 0der , who never did preſent himſelfein the Ficlds, thougtt 
almoſt as ſtrong as wewere: but here we finde the contrary, that notwith- 
ſtanding of Ti{es ſtrength, being twenty-ſix thouſand men,Guffavus was not 
afraid to have invaded his fore-Troopes with a weake partie, and did defeate 
them ; ſhewing unto us the difference betwixt Commanders, by his owne' 
valourous example,incouraging his little Armie beforethe cnemics coming z 
be would not firſt meete his enemy with an Army, but having ſtrengthened 
his Leaguer with Baziers Forces, and called in his weake Gartiſons from! 
danger, and then taking all viualls out of his enemies way, bringing it- 
within his Leaguer, he then armed with courage and reſolution, adyveritures 
to Ranceunter his enemy witha partie, and having trycdthemto their loſle,: 
he retired againe with credit, preparing his Leaguer, being ſtrongly beſet 
with men, Amunitionand viaualls, he was not atraid to be taken unawares, 
asthe French'were within Philipſhurg, not being provided-to oppoſe their 
enemies, for their floath they were cruelly muzrthered. Teachingothers, 
by theit examples, not totruſt too much in ſecuritic, be the place neverſo- 
ſtrong, if they be left unto themſelves, and grow careleſſe, they muſt needs 
ſuffer under the Tyranny of their enemies, © / nEN LHa 
- Likewiſe his Majeſtic, not truſting to his owne wiſedome, he did call his 
chiefe Officers to Counſell, asking them, what was to be done ( as wiſe 
Commanders oughtto doe) and finding them all by filence to relie oh his 
Majeſties will, giving Orders for all things that were to be done before their 
coming, he reſolved to ſtand toit, being truely couragious,/as be did not ad- 
venture raſhly, without asking his Officers advice, knowing once their reto- 
lution agreeable to his owne, he was not inconfiderately afraid of his ene- 
mies ſtrength, though mightie and ſtrong,neither was he unprovided againſt 
their coming.

His Ma jeſtics dexteritic of Command is ſcene here, by the order of his 
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diſcipline, in giving good orders for watching : 'Firſt he divided the Poſtes, © 


and appointed what tootmen or Briggad ſhould-watch on the ſeverall Poſts, 
as they were ſeverally fortified by themſelves, ro the end, no man mighr 
blame their owne worke, for inſufficiency to hold out the enemy, As alſo he 
appointed ſeverall Briggads of horſe to ſecond the Poſtes ſevera!ly, every 
one knowing where to repaire in time of ſervice : As alfo he did inftru& rbem 
of the manner they were to fight, in reſiſting 'the enemies entry: As alſo in 
caſc of their entry, he did inſtru& both foote an&brſe, how and in whar 
manner they ſhould be repulſed againe, promiſing, according to his wonted 
Cuſtome, to be a Companion both of their travells and —_—— and that he 
ſhould never leavethem, till firft they ſhould quithim, and that he would 
promiſe as he was a Royall King, ' "_ 

A worthy ſaying of a worthy King and Generall, whoſe prudence arid 
wiſedome in Command, was ever anſwerable to the dignitie of his maje- 
ſicke perſon, that ought and ſhould be endued with infinite vertues, fince in- 
finite were thoſe things he had to foreſee, and which are necdfull fora man 
of his place. Infinite chances, and altogether divers, every moment were (ct 
before him, in ſo much, that Argos Eyes weretoo few for him, not onely inre> 
ſpeR of the weight of his Command; but alſoin reſpe& ofthe witand pru- 
dence which was requiſit for him, © * _—_ 

All other commands belonging toa Souldier are (o inferiour to this of a 
Geacrall, thatalmoſt they are nothing in reſpe& of this, who among 0: 
thers his great gifts, he muſt know 1evetly to kommand,and ſoftly to beare 
with others, As alſo; he muſlleatne paticntly to give place to others con- 
tumacy, and he muſt not onely be p6werfull ro ſtrengthen for his owne at- 
faires, buralſohe muſt weaken his enemies, and chicfely, he maſt make 
warre by policy, without giving battell, or travell (as this wife Generall did 
deale twice with old Tile) who was forced after a long march, having 
but viſited him, and ſcene his orders, to retire againe, with the lofſe of many 
men, without any detriment orhurtarall ro his Majeſties owne liele Army, 
which h: kepteyer to the beſt, by preſerving them from their enemies, and 
by ſupplying of them, as they became weake, ſo that their weakneſſe-could 
never be truly diſcerned, Who would notthen admire the wiſdome and fore- 
ſighr of this Generall, in preſerving this little Army, at this time, for a fes 
cond fitter occafion 2 Whoever then was ſo worthy of the honourable title 
of 2 Generallas he e For though he had bin no King , he was a brave ware 
riour, and which is more, agood man, magnificent, wiſe, juſt, mecke, indy- 
cd with learning, and the gift of tongnes, andas he had-ftrength of body, 
anda manlike ſtaturez he had alſo the. ornaments of the minde, fitting a 
brave Commander : he knew how to dally, and weary an Army led by ſuch 
an old Generall as Tiliewas : for though he did vaunt, he had beaten two 
Kings before, in an open field, the third King made him, for all his exp 
rience and old yeares, to be thought but a child againe, having made 
traverſe with his Army , before in the winter, from Rapin to new Brand 
burg , and backe againe to Madeburg, finding the King did lie in ſuerty ar 
Swede, till he was gone, and'then rooke in both Fpaneford 00d Lanſeberg : 
and againe, he made him retire from During to Yerben, for a Viſit, and then 


forced him to returne againe to Saxomte, with the loſe of fix thouſand men, . 
without effeRingany thing forhis coming , not chi leaſt advantage z undo-. 
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ing himſelfe and his Army by the ſeaſons, ſometimes with the extremity 
ofcold, in the middeſt of winter, and at this time., . he made him march in 
the middeſt of the dogge dayes, for lacke of viualls, and his Majeſty ha- 
ving diſcouraged this old Generall and his Army , he thought then, ic was 
fit time to follow, and to ſearch him out, till he was made to fight, 

This reſolute King did not {leepe long, , in ſuffering Tiles bravade made 
before Yerbesto be unrepayed, having the next morning hunted, and cha» 
ſed his courrafiers with a few number of Haggapelis, to the middeſt of their 
Army , having with honour retired againe, he thought Tile was ingaged 
to ſtorme his 999, pr , in reveng, butall could not winde ar draw him to 
it : But was forced through hunger to retize, all proviſions being taken out 
of his way , for his Majeſty knew well , when they ſhould be oppreſſed . 
with hunger at their coming, they could thinke' on no generous cxploit : 
tor oftimes an Army is loſt ſooner by hunger then by fighting , and hunger 
it ſelfe is crueller a great deale, then the: ſword ;; For to hunger, and ro 
fight yaliantly , do:hnot agree with natyre, andin an Army hunger is more 
intolerable then the thundering of Cannon and Musket : Armes doe reſiſt 
Armes , butto reſiſt hunger , no Fort, no Strength, no Moate or Folic is 
able to doe it. yd 
To concludethenthis my;obſeryation, when God is with us, all things 


 Tucceede well unto us, as did with this fortunate King Guſf«vas, who knew 


did feare God , -and I perſwademy ſelfe, by bisexample, and after him, 
oy the example of another Gufevas, Felt-marſhall Horne ( who truly feared 

God in his calling without pride or oftcatation) many others under them 
following their examples (though Spuldicrs): did the like.' Therefore no 
wondcr , that they and thoſe who followed them, were happy in their en- 
terpriſes, having had ſixh Leaders: for that-is moſt ſure and infallible, 
where moſt feare of God is, and true piety, there is. moſt happineſle ; and 
this picty is enough to ſave Princes. And on the contrary , withouther., 
Armies candoe nothing, Horſe or ſtrength of man, gold or money candoe 
nothing. Let us then following the example of this King, who was Godly, 
ſcek to the King of Kings forhis Kingdome,8 the rightcouſneſſe thereof, 8 
pry needy all other things will goe well with us,as it did with our Maſter 
an Ccadacr.

the Duke with his followers did convey his Majeſtic tothe fight of our Ar- 
mic, which being called to their Armes, having lyen over-night on a parcell 
of plowd gtound, they were ſo duſty, they lookedour like Kitchin-ſervants, 
with theit ancleanely Rags, within- which were hidden couragious hearts, 
Bcing old experimented Blades, which for themoſt part, had overcome by 
cuſtome the toyle of warres; yettheſe Saxewspentry, intheir bravery, did 
judge of us and ours, according to our onr-fides, thinking but little of us ; 
nevertheleſſe; wethought not the worſe of our ſelves. The ceremony paſt, 
we were all remitted to take reſt for that night in our former quarters : the 
next morning; by breake of day, weiwere called up to march, where both our 
Armics were ordained 't5 march oft ſeveralltreers ; one Randezyouz being 
appointed for us at night; within a mile anda halfe of the enemies Armie; 
where being come to our Randezyouz by foure a clocks in the after-noone, 
and drawne up-in bartailez out guards drawne our to watch, were direfted 
totheir Poſtes, and then we reſting by our Armes, as we were in bartaile, 
we ſlept lying where we'ſtoad, that in caſe of a Alarum, we were not to be 
found in diſorder, being ready ro fight where we ſtood. 

Immediately after the Arttie was ſetled in Quarters, 'newes was come to 
his Majeſtic in poſte, thitthe Caſtle of Leipfg was given over -by accord to 
theenemy: As alſo that 'Generall Tilly with a mightie and ſtrong Armie, 
was come amile frory CHOP” and was preparing for a Fight : whichnewes 
+ did no wayev alter his Majeſties countenance, being reſolved before for the 
like; to have fought himto. Fight. Sothatbeing borh willing, and ſo neare, 
it was cafie bringing them cogerher ; our baggage was appointed to goe 
backe to Diber, our horſe and foote watches were ſtrengthened, and we were 
in readineſſe, and refreſhing firſt our bodies with victualls, we flept till the

Having thus the night before medirated, I found a motion rejoycing my 
heart, in making mee reſolute, to fight in this Caule; being ried in dutie, nor 
onely for my perſon, butalſo tied to give Counlaile and direRtion, as the 
Lord did enable mee, by giving inſtruction, good hearrning , and good ex- 
ample to others, who were bound to follow mee, as I was bound to folloty 
my Maſter the King ; ſeeing the Lord by his providence, had brought mee 
thither, with a number of my friends to follow,and obey him, as they were 
bound by oath to obey mee. And thenI thoughtwith my ſelfe, after Irhad 
awaked from f{leepe, going on to march, that my life was much like a tale, 
and rhat we ſhould not care how long this life of ours ſhould laſt , but thar 
wee ſhould bee carefull, how well our life ſhould bee acted : for it is no 
matter , where wee cnd, if wee end wellz and we'ſhould not aske, when, or

ving ſtood all night in battaileamilefrom Tilzes Armie, in the mor- 
 -Sning , the Trumpets ſound to horſe, the Drummes calling to March, 
beingar our Armes, and'in readineſſe, haying before medirared inthe night, 
and reſolved wich our Conſciences 5 we begunne the morning with offering 
our ſoules and bodies, as living Sacrifices unto God, with Confeſfion'of 
Our ſinnes, lifting up our hearts and hands to Heaven, we begged for recon- 
ciliation in Chriſt, by our publique prayers, and ſecret ſighes, and groants; 
recommending our ſelves, the ſucceſſe, and event of the day unito God, our 
Fathcr in Chriſt , which doneby us all, we marched forwards in Gods name 
alictle, and then halced againe , till the whole Arnie , both the Dukes, and 
Ours, were put in good Order : our Armic marching on the right hand, and 
the Dukes on the lefr, our commanded Musketercs marching in the Zan- 
Guarde, being in one bodie beforeche Armic conſiſting of three Regiments, 
whereof two of Scotts, and one Dutch, all Mmsketieres, led by three Scotts Co- 
lonels, men of valowr and courage , fit for the Commaund concredired unto 
them, being made choice of, as men, that could fight Exemplarieto others : 
(viz.) Sir James Ramſey,called the Blacke, Sir John Hamilton,and Robert Monro 
Baron of Fowles; we marched thus both the Armies in Battaile, Horſe, foote, 
and Artiller ie,till about nine of the Clocke in the morning, Wee hatred halfe 
2 mile diſtant fromthe Emperiall Armie , that were attending us in Battaile ; 
conſiſting of fortic fourcthouſand meri, horſe, and foote , out Armie, eonſi- 
ſting of thinie thouſand men, whercof, tomy judgement, His Majeſties Ar- 
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1 S the Larke begunne to pecpe, the ſeventh of September x63 1. Þa- 
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.thetbrec Briggads of Reſerve: Our Armie thus ordered, the Duke of _— 


mie; were eightthouſand foote, and ſeven thouſand horſc ; The Dake alſo, 
would be eleven thouſand foote, and foure thouſand horſe ; having refreſhed 
our ſelves with vicuals, leaving our Coaches behind us. The whole Armie 
didger greene Branches on their heads ; and the word was given, God with 
us :a little ſhort ſpeech made by His Majeſtie, being in ordcr of Battaile, we 


' marched towardsthe encmie, who had-taken the advantage of the ground, 


haying placed his Armic ona place called Gods Acre ; where their Generall 
did make choice of the ground moſt adyantagiousfor his foote , Artillerie, 
and horſes ; he alſo did beſet the Dorpes, that invironzdthe ground , which 
was lcftfor us, with Dragoniers and Crabbats : to incomber our wings by 
their evill Neighbourhood : yct, notwithſtanding of all the advantages hee 
had of Ground, Wind, and Sunne , our mwagnanimous King and Leader; 
under God, inferiour to no Generall we ever reade of, for wiſedome, cow 
rage, dexteritie, and good ConduR, he was not dejeted ; but with magna- 
nimitie, and Chriſtian reſolution,having recommended himſelfc,his Armie, 
and ſucceſſe to God, the DireQtor of men and Angells ; able to give victory 
with few againſt many He ordered his Armie,and dire&cd every ſupreame 
Officer of the Field, on their particular charge and ſtations commitred unto 
them, for that day : As alſo he acquainted them ſeverally, of the forme he 
was to fight unto, and he appointed Plottons of Musketiers,by fifties, which 
were commanded by ſufficient Officers to attend on ſeverall Regiments of 
horſe, and heinſtructed the Officers how to behave themſelves in diſcltar= 
ging their duties on ſervice. Likewiſe he directed the Officers belonging to 
the Artillery, how to carry themſelves ; which oxderly done, the comman- 
ded Musk<tiers were dire&ed to their ſtand where to fight ; his Majeſtic then 
led up the foure Briggads of foote; which were appointed to be the Battaile 
of the Armic, with a diſtance betyixt every Briggad, that a Regiment of 
borſe might march out in groſſe betwixtthe Briggads, all foure being in one 
fron, having their Ordnance planted before every Briggad, being foure 
pieces of great Cannon, and eight ſmall ; whereof, foure ood before'the 
Colours, that were the Battaile of the Briggad, with Amunition and Con- 
ſtables 1o attend them , onthe right hand Pikes, before the Colours were the 
other foure pieces of Cannon, with Amunition and Conſtables conforme;; 
and on the left wing of Pikes and Colours were placed the other foure

By twelve of the Clock on-wedneſtday;the ſeventh bf September, in des 
{pighe of the fury of the cyemjes Cannon, : and of his advantages taken, 
they were drawne up ineventont with the enemy, and then our Cannon 
begun to roare, great and ſmall, paying the enemy with the like coynez 
which thundering continned alike'on borh fides for tworhoures and an halte, 
during which time, our Battailegof horſe and foote ſtood firtne- like a wall, 
the Cannon now-and then making greatbreaches amongſt us, which was 
diligently looked unto, on all hands, by the diligence of Officers in filling 
up the voide parts, and inſerting aſide of thewounded towards Chirurgians, 
every Officer ſtanding firme, 'oyer-ſccing their Commands in their owne ſta-

By halfe three, our Cannonslittle ceaſing, the Hotſemenon both wings 
charged furiouſly one another, our Horſemen with a reſolution, abiding un- 
loofing a Piſtoll, till the enemy had diſcharged firſt, 2nd then ataneere di- 
ſtance our Musketiers meeting them with a Salve, then our horſemen dil- 
Charged their Piſtols, and then charged through them with ſwords ; and at

Briggad, and the commanded musketiers were ſent by his Majeſty to helpe 
us, but before their coming, the viRory and the credir of the day, as being 
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Laſt ingaged, was aſeribed toour Briggad,being the reſerve, were thanked by 


his Majeſty for their ſervice,in pubkque audience, and in view of the whole

The Bartaile thus happily wonne, his Majeſty did principally under God 
aſcribe the glory ofthe viRtory to the Sweds, atd Fywnes horſemen, who 
were led by the valorous Felt-marſhall G»flevw Horxe; For though the 
Dstch horſemendid behave themfelves valoroufly divers times that day ; 
yet it was not their fortune to have done the charge, which did pur the cne- 
my to flight, and though there:were brave Priggpcs of Swedsand Dutch in 
the ficld, yerir was the Seovs Briggatls forvune” to have goreen the praiſe Tor 
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the foote ſervice: and not without cauſe, having belaved themſelves well, 
being led and conduRted by an expert Cavalier and fortunat, the valiant Hep 
burxe,being followed by Colonell Zumſdell, Licvetenant Colonell Auſten, 
Majot <Monypenney, Major Sinclaire, and Lievctenant Colonell Toby Monro, 
with divers others Cayaliers of valour, experience aid of condut, who 
thereafter were ſuddainely advanced unto higher charges. The victory be- 
ing ours, we incamped over night onthe place of Bactaile, the living merry 
and rejoycing , though without drinke at the night-wake of their dead 
Camerades and friends, lying then on the ground inthe bed of honour, being 
glad the Lord had prolonged their dayes tor to diſcharge the laſt honourable 
duty, inburying of their Camerades. EO. RTE 
 Ourbone-fters were made of the enemies Amunition waggons, and Pikes 
lefe, for want of good fellowes to uſe them, and all this night our brave 
Camerades, the Saxons were making uſe of their heelesin flying, thinking all

| Our loſſe this day with the Saxo»s, did not exceede three thouſand 
men, which for the moſt part were killed by the enemies Cannon: of princi- 
pall Officers we loſt a number, and chiefely our horſemen z as Colonell 
Collenbagh, Colonell Hall and Addergeſt ; and of the foote Colonells, the Bar- 
ron T:ve#, being all ofthem brave and valorous gentlemen, we loſt alſo 
foure Lievetenant Colonells, together with a number of Rutmaſters, Cap- 
taines, Li:vetenants and Enfignes. RR SRL} 
Ofthe Sexons were loſt five Colonells , three Lievetenant Colonells; 
with divers Rut-maſters and Capraines, and of inferiours Officers many. 
— Totheenemy were loſt on the field neere cight thouſand, befides Officers 
of acte, ſuch as the Felt-marſhall Fuſtenberg : the Duke of Holften , the 
Count of Shomebere ; old Geuerall Tif&ie hurt and almoſt taken; a number 
of other, Officers of the Field were killed, and taken priſoners, They 


loft allo thirty two peeces of Cannon, with three ſcore waggons of 


Amunition, and cheir Generall, and Papivgham were chaſed rowards Hall,

his whole Army,publiquely did call onthe Lord, praying for his aſſiſtance 
. againſthisenemics, and fora happy event of the day, before he begun to 
ſet his Army to worke againſt their enemics, the enemies of God and the 
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true Catholique and Apoſtolique faith; which they had endeavoured to 
' ſubvert with the profeſſors of therruth , to hold up and maintaine the man 
of finne and his erronious dorine, by the power of the houſe of —_ 
of the Catholique League, We ſee then, this duty being religiouſly and 
piouſly diſcharged by.his Majeſty and his Army , the fruite was anfwera- 
ble to their deſire : having obtained viRory over our enemies by the good 
command of his Majeſty , andthe ready obedience, dexterity and valour of 
his Majeſties ſupreme Officers of the field; who in all charges did dire& 
thoſe under them tothe ready diſcharge of their duties, every one of the 
whole united body of the Army following the example of their head and 
Leader, the magnifick and Magnanimous King, forto abate and lay Jowne 
the pride of the houſe of A##ris, and forto teare and ſtrip naked thar.old 
xroud and Ambitious Generall Tifieof bis former g'ory and honour ; for 
ving bragged and yainely gloried, he had conquered two Kings betoie : 
herenow the Captaine of Kings, and King of Captainesdoth viQoriouſly 
Triumph, having robbed him of glory, and clipped the wings of the Em- 
pire with his little Royall Army. | 5 

Likewiſe, next unto God, a ſecond helpe unto this glorious victory, was 
the great execution made by his Majeſties Cannon; and though ever be. 
fore, Tile did pride himfſelfeall his life time in thecourſe of the warres, in 
his dexterity of his great Cannon, here from a Maſter he was turned againe 
unto a prentice, being cunningly over ſhotwith Cannon , ſo that his Can« 
non, and three ſcore waggons belonging thereto, were taken from him by 
Guftavu the firſt , and moſt valiant Captaine of the world, with the helpe 
of the nation which was never conquered by any forraine enemy, the invin- 
Cible Scots ; whoſe prayers to God were more effeQuall through Chriſt, then 
theirs through the interceſſion of Saints. | 

The third cauſe of this glorious victory, was his Majeſties good difci- 
pline houlden ever the Army, horſe and foote, nor ſuffering them without 
great and extraordinary. puniſhment, to oppreſſe the poore, which made 
them cry for ablefling to his Majeſty and his Army. - 

The enemy on the contrary provoked the wrath of God againſt them- 
ſelves and their Army, for their cruelty uſed intorturing the poore,and force- 
ing their monies from them did further their puniſhment, and his Majeſties 
glorious victory. 

The fourth helpe to this vitory, was the plottons ef Musketiers, bis 
Majeſty had very wiſely ordained to attend the horſemen , being a great 
ſafety for them, and a great prejudice tothe enemy,the Musket ball carrying 
and piercing farther then the Piſtoler + Avsalfv rhe great celerity uſed in 
charging and diſcharging of our ſmallcannon brought rhe encmies barcaife 
indiſorder, tothe furtherance of this: victory : As alſo the extraordinary 
care and diligence, that was uſed by his Majeſty, and his Officers, in ſeeing 
and foreſceing of the defets and diſerders amongft our ſelvesz whiich be- 
ing ſuddenly remedied, was alſo a helpe to this viory : And laſt of all, rhe 
invincible courage and reſolution both of Qficers nnd fouldiers in ſtanding 
firme, Notwithſtanding ofthe fury of their enemies ; and which was more, 
they were no wayes diſmayed or difc d# the fyght ofthe Saxons, but 


thought it their greateſt glory to be viRtorious without them z ſtanding re- 
ſo'utly till chey ſaw the backe of their enemies, the undoubted tokens of 
their glorious viRory, 135 | 
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His Majeſties Army on this ſervice as at al{times, might: be caHed truely 
valorous, for thoſe are called valorous Capteines, and holden for ſuch, 
thatwhen their Cameradesare flying , they notably with'hatds, voice and 
wounds (if wounded) ſuſtainethe fighr, doing at once the: duty of Soul- 
diers and of Caprtaines, by thoſe meanes, bringing backe;and reſtoring the 
ſuſpected lofle unto vifory , for their credits. For as ignorance doth ealily 
precipitate men into danger , even ſoto a generous heartnothing can ſeeme 
difficult or fearefull, being, once reſolved to'fall on, though towards the 
mouth of the cannon -bur before reſolution fleſh and blood have their owne 
difturbances, even in the moſt valorous : and valorous men, as they fearc 
nothing after reſolution ; ſothey diſdaine nathing entering upon danger. 

Here alſothe reſolutionof our horſemen onthis ſervice was praiſe worthy, 
ſceing they never looſeda piſtoll at the enemy, tillfirſt they had diſcharged 
theirs : for the enemy being fierce and furious ; while as ours were ſtout 
and flow, the enemy was made weary when ours were freſb, which made 
the enemy being weary, and charged wirh a freſh ſuccour,ling once let on 
going, they followed hard their viRtory, not giving them time to breath, or 
recolle& their forces againe, till they were utrerly.defeared ;_ that the night 
and darkenefle was their beſt ſafety. For I didobſerve'bere, thatthe dury 
of valiant Commanders isto know not onely the nature of their enemies, but: 
alſo their ſpirit, and wherein they pride thera moſt £ we caught to make our 
beſtuſe for to deceive and out-ſhoote them in thoſe ſame things wherein they 
delight andtruſt moſt unto. Likewiſe this day I did obferve; that as the in- 
ticement to great travell and painesis'gloty and honour, -even ſo courage 
- andeonſtant valour may be attained unto by exerciſeinwarre, and frequent- 
ing of dangers, wherein Souldiers, Companies or Briggadsare uſed wich, 
and made once familiar with that cruel and vehemenr, borrible and terrible 
fellow, death, having ſcene many dead bodies before; and being inured to 
bloud, ſuch Souldiers will ftand to it and defire to fight; when ignorant 
Novices (as the Sax9ns were)are afraid ofdeath.z' who ſeeking their ſafety 
inflying, they were miſcrably cut downe by their chemies: | -. 

I did likewiſe obſerve this day, that itis not the multicudedoth the turne, 
but under God it is good command , good condudh, art, and skill in hand- 
ling the weapons of our warfare , and in taking the occafions'in time that 
beget viory. \ | | at» 

Therefore he that would labour an Army as G##over did ,! he will. finde 
fruite, yea even the beſt that groweth under the Empire; good Rheniſh 
and Necker wine, notonely for himſelfe, but forthe meaneſt Souldier, agd 
thatunto excefſe , which hartr made me fometimes complaine more of the 
plenty our Soulc{ers had after this -viRtory, thronghthe abuſe of it,thenever 
I did before for any penury, Heis therefore in my opinion farre deceived 
that thinkes thatit is the time or number of yearesthat makes 2 go0d Sogt 
dierz 10, 80, it is rather the continad medirationofexereiſe and* prattift; 
for Sou Idiers ſhould be in runging , not.in running,away, as horſemen ordi- 
narily does ' But on the'contrary ,, wich rhe brbdter force they may be 
able to invade theix enemies), as owr BriggadUit here;, who ſeeing the ene- 
my in contufion with their Pikes charged ranne fiercely upon them till they 
were beaten. And futely Idoe thinke no man fo'ignorant; bur knowes that 
more cometo be good Souldicrs by cxercife and frequency of danger-and 
aſc, then by tature: andhe is nora manthat yettl not fwear; nar couragt- 
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gious , that eſchewes danget , when hee ſhould fight, as our Camerades did 
the painted Souldiers the Saxons,with their plumed Officers;which feathers 
ſerved them  thinke in their flight, for rokens rather to cut them downe Dys 
than for their ſafeties. . 

Courage ſhould growe by frequencie ofdanger, the onely way, in my 
opinion , to feare nothing, and then he may be called ſtout , before the ma- 
ker of a quarrel] at home, who oncedrawing a ſworde, when he knowes of 
twentic Parters,or Redders,is there called ſtout 5 but whcn he comes abroade 
tothe warres , at firſt , the thundering of the Cannon and Musket roaring 
In his cares makes him ficke , before he come neere danger, as I have known 
ſome : but where verrueand honour doth growe, there labour, exerciſe and 
danger is needfull : Nam ardua & difficilis wirtntis et via, tamen, nil tam diffi- 
cile eft, quod non ſolertiavincat; And death it ſelfe is never bitter, when it leaves 
an immortal; > + name behindit ; Yivit enim pi funera viriu < &f 
animis moderatis laboribus adjuwoatur , immoderatis autemn abluitur | 

To conclude then this obſervation, we ſee that as courage in warres is 
much worth, for obtaining of victory : fo is the wiſedomeof a Generall or 
Leader in warres, as Gufevu: was, of ſo nuich worth, even inthe obtaining 
of this viRory, that the ſpirit of him alone, and skill in direRion, was better 

than thouſands of armed men. The enemy being in this Battaile necere twelve 
thouſand men, at lcaft, ſtronger than'we ; yet G##4vz alone on our fide 
was better; and of more worth to us, then that multitude to our enemies. 

Wee ſee then here, that ho greater joy or pleaſure can come ro mortall 
man, than to overcome his enemy by Armes : and we ſcc alſo, thatthe event 
of Battaile doth not confiſt in number of Fighters, but, under God, in the 
order and courage uſed in Bartaile, | 

Here alſo we fee, that agood cauſe and agood quarrell is ever to be had, 
if thou wouldeſt have viory over thine encmiecs z and who would with a 
better quarrel! then we fought for,this day being for the relicfe of our d1- 
ſtreſſed friends, and for the libertie and promotion of Chriſts Goſpell; 
or who would not hazard,in ſuch a quarrell, eſpecially againſt ſuch enemies, 
that had baniſhed the daughter of our dread Soveraigne,and her royall Ifuc, 
from her Kingdome and Dignities? 

O wouldto Go » I hai once ſucha Leader againe to fight ſuchan other 
day ; in this old quarrell ! And chough I died ſtanding , I ſhould be perſwa- 
ded, I died well ; and I wiſh, thatas wee have received the light of truth hap- 
pily,that fought in that quarrell : even ſo we may happen to reſtore that lig 
againe pleaſantly ; that as wee did overcome that day onr carnall encmics, 
evenſo we may Overcome in our laſt fight our ſpiticuall enemies ;that after 
death we may be crowned with immortall Glore. |

difference was great, betwixt our ſhow then; atid the jy gtit of theday before ;

Horſemen with him, and commanded to match towards Zeipfigh with the 
reſt ofthe Armic,to be reſted there till further Orders ', and His Majeſtic 
with the.

which was the more acceptable , being found at hand , without travelling 
forir, and to avoide ſtrife and diſorder, before we entered the Leaguer , ic 
Was divided pro mon the Regiments,as we would part quar- 
ters, where no man was ſuffered to takeany thing out of an others quarter, 
butit bchoved him to be contetit with his lot, whither goodor bad ; ſo char 
being quartered, they were happie to their meate, having come, as they ſay, 
to a peeld egpge : where we laie two nights refreſhing our ſelves, till our ba- 
gage was cone after us from Dibe# : during which time , the Sexens were

Harnam was appointed, with the Dues forces, to take in both the Towne 
and Caſtle,which immediatly were giveth over on accord: -

F, H day, who gota merry night after : and the long expeCtatian of this 


our happineſſe made our joye the more welcome; for wee helped 

with great labour, toyle , and travell to have brou t this daycs.worke to a 
good cnd : we rejoyced that the labour and danger being vaniſhed, thegood 
of it remained withys : and though our Commons were but ſhort, ourmirth 
was never the leſle ; for we ought aot tocare how laborious or painefbll our 
ations are, if the fruite be honeſt and good ; for though the paines. be firſt 
tedious, yet bctimethey will yeeld content, What maxter is itthenof our 
toyle, and travell ; or what care ſhould we take of trouble or danger, fo our 
joyes may be enlarged ? ob way not ſo miſerable in his afiion, as he was 
happyia his patience. Which ſhould teach all menof our Profeſlionto beare 
their diſtarbances and troubles:paziently ; that in end. they may come to 
their wiſhed. for credit and honour, For he is not worthy the ſweete,, thar 
cannot ſuffer the ſower ; neither is he worthy to be made participant-of ſuch 
mirth, as we enjoyed this night, that ranne away in time of danger, 
Here alſo we ſee, that it is thedurie of the longeſt livers, to ſee tothe ho- 
nour and credit of their dead friends, in taking care of their burialls, as the 
laſt dutic : as alſo, to ſhew their,.compaſſonto their hurt Camerades alive, 
who perhaps received their wounds in reſcuing of others, whoſe skinnes were 
kept ſound, thoughtheirs torne, 


Here alſo we ſce,that death is fatall unto all,both to feeble andcouragious, 
but a glorious death is onely: proper unto the valiant z who ofteft doth eſ- 
chew death, when the fearcfull periſheth in an inſtant, and therefore ir is 
that the valiant man doth chooſe rather to die honourably, thanta live in ig- 
nominy, as the feeble doth ; but theſe dicd here valiantly, the brigh:neſle 
of their AQions, done in their life time, remaines firme in the minds of men 
unto all ages ; And totheir pofterities in writing, never ſuffering their me- 
mories to rotte with the time ; whoſe burialls, though-meanc, on this place 
of Battaile, yet they are commemorations of their vertuous lives to poſte- 
ritie - whoſe killing was no puniſhment (ſay the world what they liſt ) bur 
rather the beginning of their glory : And therefore, how eyer a man dies, 
he dies well that dies in Chriſl, ending his dayes with honour. | 

At this dayes ſervice I was rich in friends, that helpedto the obtaining of 
this vitory with credit; bur ſoone after we found the fruits of mortalitie, 
death having ſeaſed more on our kindred, than on any. other Family of our 
Nation, that were employed in.this warre, and the unthanktulneſſe ofchoſe 
we ſerved hath beene ſuch,that thoſe who ſuffered moſt,were leaſt rewarded, 
as we may juſtly ſay, having loſtour Maſter and King, whodid-ſee our aQi- 
Ons, and had rewarded them, had he lived. - And though I will notyaunt, 


neither of my friends, nor of our travells, none can blameme to ſay, as the |

I'S Majeſty having left Felt-marſhall Harneam with the Dukes for- 
H ces , toaccord with Leipſigh and the Caftle, the eleventh of Sep- 
rembet, we continued our march towards Hal/, and coming at 
the appointed Randezvouz , we halted in the fields, where we were to 
quarter over night ; his Majeſty acconipanied with a great and honourable 
traine of Cavaliers, lighted from his horſe on the head of our Briggad; the 
Officers whercof coming together about his Majeſty in a Ring, his Majeſty 
made a ſpeech in commendation of the Briggad , thanking them for rheir 
ood ſervice, andexhorting them for the continuance thereof, promi- 
ing,as bewasa Royall King, he would not forget to rewatd them ; and 
turning him towards the ſupreme Officers, they 1n all humility did kifſe his 
Majeſties hand, in confirmation of their loyalty in time to come, the 
whole inferiour Officers and Souldiers cried ud , they hoped to doe his 
Majeſty better ſervice then everthey had done.

overthrow our eſtates at home (if they;conld) but alſo would farce us (if it 
lay in their powers) to make ſhipwiacke of our confcieaces, by leading us

. Moreover we ſee here, that his Majeſty and the Duke of Saxvs having 
oncebcene companions of dangex.rogether, they were then entertaining 
one anothers familiarity , -in renewing of their friendſbip, confirmed againe 
with the Germas cuſtome;\inmaking their League: the firmer, by drinking 
brother-ſhip together , vhcer3 horkgnnmnd he Hall, and being ſeene by 
his Majeſty , I was preſently kindely embraced by houlding his Arme ovet 
my ſhoulder: - wiſhing I could beargas much drioke, as old Generall Major 
Ruthven , thee Toa helpe his. Majeſty to make his Gueſts merry, and 
holding me faſt hy the hang, calling go the-Duke of Sexo, declared unto 
him, what ſervice our Nation had dont his Father and bim, and thebeſt laſt, 
at Zeipigh: commending in particular tothe Duke, Colonell Hepbarme, and 
Lurſdell, and having called Colonell Hepbarneuntorhim , he did reiterate 
the former diſcourſe, and much more, in commendation'of the Scots. 

In the continuance of this warre it Germany (as the fequell of the Story

Clergy removed themſelves, thoſe who pleafed roſtay, were not troubled

His Majeſty having reſted the Army ſome few dayes, Duke Wi#iaw of

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any wayes beneficiall ro the Colonells, who did the ſervice; bur pur all in 

his owne purſe, neither yet did be acknowledge Sir 1ohn Hepburne with the

His Majeſty having taken in Swxfort,and beſet it, he continued his march 
to Wurtzburg,andcomibg before the Towne, he ſummoned them torender, 
whercuponthey did ſend Father Ogleby, Abbot of the Scots Cloyſter at Wurtz- 
berg, to capitulate with his Majeſtic, in the behalfe of the Burgers, who got 
granted unto them the like accord, as was made with Erfort, in all degrees ; 
the accard ſubſcribed, his Majeſticentered the Towne the ſame day that our 
forces arrived at Car/at, being within two miles of themrhatnightr, 

The Citie given over, the Caſtle refuſing to heare of any Treatie,they be- 
eunne from the Caſtle-workes to plague his Majeſties Armie with Cannon 
wh. re ever they could lie or ſtand, within or withourthe Citic, oneither fide 
ofthe Marne, they were cruelly tormented by the enemies Cannon, ſo that 
at laft it went on in earneſt on both ſides, for his Majeſtic having bad intelli- 
gence, that Generall Tilly with a ſtrong Armiec of fftic thouſand men, being 
joyned with the Duke of Loraine, were coming for thereliefe of the Caſtle , 
bis Majeſtic reſolved, that taking of time was beſt, and that ir bchooved him 
on the ſudden to have it, or not at all. | 

This Caſtle being a ſtrovg Strength, ſequeſtred on a height from the 
Towne; andthe Souldiers as they retixed from-che Towne, they did breake 
off one Arch of the Bridge, to hinder his Majeſties paſſage over the Bridge 
uatothe Caſtlez being the onely way he could gerito it; and the Caſtle- 
workes did ſo command the Bridge, thar afingle man could not paſſe. over 
without great danger of life, being the whole Bridgedid lic open-juſt under 
the Caftle ; where there was one long plancke laid over the broken Arch, 
being diſtant incheighe from the water, neereeight fathom, ſochatir ſcemed 
a hazard or torment roany man, to paſſe over alongſt the plancke, where 
ſome valourous Officers and Souldiers would rather adventure to goe be- 
forethe mouth of the Carinon, rhan to croſle over the plapcke,thoug there 
were no danger of the etemics Cannon or Musket, which-ſtill played furi- 
oufly-on that paſſe of the Bridge, to hinder his Majefties Soulgiers infeuing 
on where at firſt, two yalourous Gentlemen of our _ way 
thren, were killed 0n the Bridge ( viz. ) Sir laws Raawſey bis Majpr, 

| Nevertheleffe, beforegyr coming from Cari{at, being within two miles; 
his Majeſtic hadingaged the- xc of ous Country-men thap were with him, 
on this picce of ſervice, beiggghe moft deſperate, and of the-greatef impor- 
cance, that was. evgr done inD#cblandgduring the continuance ofthe warres;

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enemy from the water fide, and then to force a paſſage for the reſt of the Ar- 
mie towards the Caſtle ; the orders were as hard,as the paſſage was diffticulr , 
yet Cavaliers of courage, bring daring mein, and once reſolved,nothing could 
ſceme difficalt unto them, to gaine honour and credit to themſelves and 
Country , eſpecially being made choice of by a King, out of his Armie, to 
give teſtimony publikely, in view of the whole Armie, of their valour and 
reſolution exemplary, forcing their cnemies ro give ground for them and 
theirs, having had not one footcof ground on that fide of the water, till they 
ſhould gaice ir attheir landing : for I was none of the aQtors, nor yet of the 
ſpeRators, till I had viewed it the next day, being informed particularly by 
my Camerades of the manner of their on-falling- 

The bridge 11y over the Maine, with ſix Arches in length, being a very 
faire and ſpatious bridge( over which ſjxtie mencculd well march infront ) 
lying open unto the Caſtle batteries and workes ; the middle Arch whercof 
beirg broke, a plancke was ſerover, where with difficultie ſtrong- headed 
Souldiers might croſle one after another, under mercy of Cannon and Mul- 
ket ; and while as they could but file over, the enemy could receive them 
with full bodies of pikes and muskets, which was a great diſadvantage ; and 
the diſtance, betwixt the water and the plancke, would terrific any to venter 
over, for feare of drowning, though he were in no feare of an encmy ; lo that 
many, who went with reſolutionito paſle over, returned againe, chooſing ra- 
ther to croſle alongſt the water, in ſmall boates ; Notwithſtanding, the cne- 
my would emptie Selves of muskets on them before their landing , Never- 
theleſle, Sir Tames Ramſey and Sir Iobn Hamilion,in obedience to his Majcſtics 
commands, witha few Souldiers adyentured to crofle the River with ſmall 
Boates , their Souldiers giving fire before their landing,and in their lariding, 
againſt their enemies : ad being happily once landed, and beginning to skir- 
miſh, their Souldiets they left behinderhem, who before durſt nor adventure 
to cr6fle alongft the plancke, ſeeing their Officers and Camerades ingaged 
with the enemy, to helpethem, they ranne overthe plancke one after another 
fo faſt as they could runne till at laſt they paſt all and made a ſtrong head 
againſt the enemy ; till, by the valourous Condu of their Leaders, and 
_ following, they forced the enemy to.give ground, retiring unto their 
workes. l Wt | | 

Their Leaders, defirous to gaine futther honour and reputation, purſued 
the enemy ſo hard, till they had beaten them out of a Torne, they had fled un- 
to. At which time, Sir Jawes a” - was ſhot laine in the-leftarme,and chen 
his Camerade Sir 79hn Hamilton ucceeding him both in command and cou- 
rage; notwithſtanding of the enemies ſtrength and great fury uſed againſt 
them, having diſputed with long ſervice for the ground ; atlaſt ir was made 

good by Sir Z#hwand his followers ; till ſuch time his Majeſtie had ſet over 
after them the moſt part of the Armie, ſo that they were blocked up on all 
quarters, andforced ro'temiaine within their workes ; till that againſt night, 
the ſervice being ceaſed, we with the reſt of the Armic werecome from Carl 
fat, and quartered that nighc without the Towne on the orher fide of the

His Majeſtie before day, gave Orders to the Swedes, and ſome Darch Re- 
ginients, co ſtotme the enemies workes, who having kept ſlight watch, 
were unawares{urprized by ſome Swedes, that had entered with ladders over 

the wall ; fothar a panick fare haviog pofltfled cthemy they recired in _ | 
"rear order 
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order from their Poſte; and the Swedes and Dwtch tollowed ſo hard, that 
they had not time to draw up their draw-bridge,neither yertol-t downe the 
Portcullis of their inward Ports ; being {o amazed, our people flocking in 
after them, cut them downe as they were found, giving no quarters at all, 
ſo that they that entred firſt made the belt bootie, rhough leaſt ſervice, 
Here fortune favoured his Majeſtic miraculouſly at this time, beyoad mens 
expecation,as formerly ; having got here a great deale of rich-s ; as alſo ma- 
ny Cannon, and great ſtore of Amunition z and of all ſort of yictualls abun- 
dance, The fury paſt, his Majeftie ſet a Governour onthe Gaftle, and a Gar- 
riſon, which was ſtrong, and he gave Orders pretently to beginne to repaire 
the workes, ſeeing Generall 7iy, with his Armic, were drawing neere 
and his Majeſtic having got intelligence, that they were quartered wirhin 
two miles off Wartzburg, according to his accuſtomed manner, his Majeſtic 
with a partic of Horſe and Dragoniers fell upontheir neereſt quarters in the 
night, and detcated foure Regiments of their Horfſe,2nd retired the next night 
unto Wertzbergattending whenthe enemy would feeke for bis revenge. =

Sr. /ohn Hamiltos di{daining the orders his Majeſty did give, for ſtorming 
the Caſtle, having employed the Swedsand Dxtch on the ſtorme, negleRing 
him and the Scots, who had made the way to the reſt, in the extremity of the 
danger , the Cavalier, I ſay, therefore diſdaining the ſervice, ſecing his 
countrimen neglected, he defired of his Majeſty his honourable paſſe, which 
his Majeſty delayed, promiſing to givecontent another time, which he ut- 
terly refuſed, but tooke his paſſe,ſeeing he thought the Nation was wronged;

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Horne towarls'Bambridge , as allo having weakened his Armie;by beſeting 
the Garriſots on the Maive, not keeping above eight thouſand foote and 
horſe by himſelfe at Wart7burg, while as Generall illie; CAltringer, Fencker, 
andthe Dwk# of Leraine had joyned their forces-topether ; making up fiftic 
choufand men, of intention to force a paſſe over'the' Maint, to-come at His 
Majeſtic ; His Majeſtic being ſure, 'Ti#ie would not'harme' the Countrie 
being Papiſts; he reſolved by cunRation, and&delaies to wearic him with & 
defenfive warre,kceping the maine ſtrength of his Army,within WariJburg, 
being well provided of all furniture- for horſe and man; he- begunne to 
ſtrengrhen the Towne with the ſpade and the ſhovell, in making of xdoutes 
and'skonces withour it,in manner of aWinter Leaguer : he alſo cauſed Scaf- 
-fold the walles round about within the Towne; and fearing his coming on 
Oxenfeyd, he did the like, diſcharging all duties himſelfe, from one placeto 
-an other, as became a wiſe Generall,rhat did forefee the defignes of his cne- 
mie, by a timcly prevention, according'to the accidents, circumſtances, and 
ſiruarion of places, ſecing his enemies ſtrong , and himſelfe weake, he tooke

' This charge of a Generall to an Armie is aplace of ſuch weight and 
importance, that few ought to long to intrude themſelves inthis kinde'of Gee 
nerall command, being ſubje& to infinite chances,and altogether divers , al- 
moſtevery houre ſet before him. Truly though this King had a rare judge- 
ment, wit and dexteritie, with great experience in his Command : Nryer- 
theleſſe, to ſpeaketruth, all the time I did follow his Majeſtic on occaſions, 

ing neere three yeeres, I did never ſce His Majeſtic ſo much troubled in 
minde and reſolution, as atthis time in 0-xewford, not knowing well himſelfe 
what toreſolye, the enemie being beliind him'and before'him ; able to pur- 
ſue Weribare, and Oxenfordalike ; and to my minde if he had, hemight have 
carricd both at that time; for our Armie was not only ſcattered and di{per- 
'ſedy bur alfo we were weake; and, which was worſe , we wereall of vs dif- 


contented , being too mach toy led with marching, working and watching , 
without any pay or gaines for honeſt men. | ab, 

At this time, his Majeſtic ſtood in neede of affiſtance and good Coun- 
ſell, having enemics en all hands, and a ſtrong enemy z the Countty alſo 
unſure, being unfriends and Papifts, and he being wiſe, reſolved without 
giving Battaile,. his beſt was, to preſſe to overcome them with the ſeaſon, 
with hunger and cold, with marches and delayes, keeping himſelfe within 
walles, he knew well twelve Souldiers with a good Officer to direct them, 
were better, being willing toattend, than a hundred naked arid hungry Soul- 
diers. without, whereby his enemies Armic were undone, without hurt or 
detriment ofhis owne, rd well commanded, and well foreſcene and pro- 
vided of all neceſſaries, having giventhem beſides, as reward of theif former 
ſervices, alittle money, knowing well' how hungry men could be coritented 
with little, in time of neede : for he reſolved, if the enemy purſued him hard 
within artzburg,he could not ſufferhimſclfe robe beleaguered withaftrong 
Armie, ina ſtraiteplace ; and to goeto the Fields witha diſconrented weake 
Armie (which it bchooved him to doe ) was not good. The conſideration of 
this forced him to give ſome moneys in hand,to conrentthem,and band- writ, 
and affienations for more moneys to be payd unto them-our of Niwgenberg, 
within & pneths afterwards. TF5 ws 

-Afo his. Majeſtic knew well the enemies Armic, agere hand 
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there was money given out by his Majeſtic, that it was the onely way to 
weaken and diſſolve the enemies Armie, in making their Souldiers runne a- 
way, and to take ſerviceunder his Majeſtie, which in effeR accordingly fell 
out : for it being neere Winter, and their Armie marched away, their ſtrag- 
fing Souldiers did ſtrengthen our Garriſons, having taken fervice under us; 
having bur heard of the brute of money, that was given our amongſt us. 
Where we ſce, how neceſſary it was, at this time, in ſuch a dangerous ex- 


eremitic, for this lictle Armie to have beene commanded by a wiſe Generall, 


that ſteered his courſe aright in middeſt of the greateſt tempeſt, liketo a skil- 
full marriner, wherean arrogant fellow, withour skill, that had comman- 
ded, had made ſhipwracke of all. , 

As his Majeſtic was wiſe and moderate in his Command , fo thoſe who 
obeyed were faithfull and intire to their Superiour. Here inferiours whom 
Fortune favoureth, though weakeſt, were ſubjeR inall things to him, who 
was Fortunes cH#nion, and Mars his equall, Gaavw: the Invincible , that 
by his wiſedome, and foreſight, forced old Tillzetoretire to Nwrenberg, ha- 
ving gained nothing but lofſe, which retreate was the preſage of his future 
ruine, at the Zeacke, where itenters into the Danow. 

Here alſo we are inſtruced,as well by his Majeſties prune government, 
as by his miliary ; He being alike expert in both, diſcharging the dutie of a 
King, anda Generall, Tam Arte, quam Marte + for the enemy was no ſooner 
gone,but incontinent his Majeſtie cauſed ſerve his publique Ear&s,for bring- 
ig inthe Country-men, to give their oaths of fidelitic ; moving them there. 
to partly by compulfion, and partly by promiſes of dutie and of libertie to 
their Contobening two ſtrong Arguments to move thoſe to obedience, who 
had ſeenetheir friends forced to turne backes uponthem, from whom, under 
God, they did expeR Reliefe tocome. - | 
Moreover we ſec here, that thoſe whoare honoured by God, are alſo wor- 
thy of honour from their equalls: other Kings, Princes, and Confederates 
ſending their Ambaſſadours unto them, to covgratslate their good Fortunes 
and ſucceſle , as alſo to Treate with them in marters belonging to their mu- 
tuall States and ſtanding : at this time alſo, there were Commiſſioners ſen 
from 7 lme, Strasbnrg, Nurenberg, and Francford, treating with His Maje- 
ſie for themſelves apart, as free from the bodice of the Empire : And ſuch 
feathers his Majeſtic was glad to get out of the Emperours wings, 'knowing 
 themorehe wanted of ſuch feathers, the worſe he could flic : and ſome of 
them were light, changing as the winde. To conclude then , whom fortune 
favoures, the world laughs on,as may be ſcene here, by theexample of Lieve- 
tenant Colonell Howbals, after theintaking of Hinow by meere fortune being 


ſurprized , which was the occaſion, this Cavalier was ſo'ſuddenly made up, 
in getting Command over horſe and foote,fromi Livetenant Colonell ; who, 
foure y ceres before, was Sergeant under the blew Regirnent. Yet notwich-

having got licetice to march out, Bag and Baggage, with full 'Armes, with a 
convoy to the next Garriſon, they being marched, his Majeſty having crofſet 
the Rhine in the night, where the Speniar4mwde {ome reſiſtance, bur in vaine; 
his Majeſty having got over, the next morning he marched towards Open= 
hams in the Paltz , on the one fideof the Towne, and we ſetting over alſo; 
we purſued the Towne and the Caſtle on the other-ſide, but Sr. [ares Ramſey 
his musketiers being led by their Major, finding a privy paſſage about the 
Caſtle, they ſtormed over the: walles, coming betwixt the outward Skonce

hinde them, and the ſtorme going on before them, they threw downe their 
Armes calling for quarters, which was granted: bur theircolours taken from 
them, they willing to take ſervice were all diſpoſed. by his Majeſty to Sr, 
Tohn Hepburne, who was not only a Colonell untothem, but a kinde Patron, 
putting them in good Quarters till they were armed and clad againe. But 
their unthankfulneſſe was ſuch, that they ſtayed not, but disbandoned all, 
in Bireland ; for having once got the warme ayre of the Summer, they were 
all gone before Winter.

metits., Divers. others 1 could ipitance under our Armic, were adyanced tg 


riches, afcer receiving of meane hurts; ;and on meane occaſions of [ervice, as 


this was, being buta looker on. But for me, let me have health, and glag-po- 
vertie with credit, for riches I deſire not, it chat I may havemore of credit 
than others ; and that ſhall be my prayer, to kerpe my minde 1nan invincible 
Phace that cxteroall things move me not : neither would-I ſuffer forrunc ta 

e able with herthreatnings to pierce me, having tryed ſharper that could nar 
dare. Let us thea be content with our lot,and though the meanes'we ſhoyld 
live on, be detained from us, yet let-us wrong no body by oppreſſion, incon- 
quering by unlawtull meanes, and doubtleſſe the Lord will conſerve'our 
healchs, and ſuſtaine our bodics with ſufficiency, and ſo being honeſt, we. 
ncede never be aſhamed to bethought poore in mens eſteeme, beipg rich in

Herealſo I did obſerve, that oftentimes thoſe, that durſt not liftup their 
beads in time of danger, doe often better ſpeed and thrive in worldly things, 
than thoſe that merit the beſt : as was ſcene on thoſe Briggads eatred firſt in- 
to Mei; that did get both Priſoners and {poyle with the beſt Quarters, 
when others, that Jeſerved better, were worſe quartered in.emptie houſes, 
whileas other Colonells and Souldiers,of farre lefle deſerving, were makin 
up of eſtates tor their poſteritie, in better Quarters, within the 'Paltz an 
Franckonie. | 

Bur on the contrary ; valourous men their labours and travells ought to 
be rewarded, with honour and profit, by thoſe they did truely ſerve, For 
if great undertakings inthis kinde, before Townes, inextremicie of danger, 
were nobly recompenced with great rewards ; that would incourage men a- 
gaine to refuſe nothing to be undertaken, that was honourable : and on the 
contrary ; nothing diſcontents worthy men more, than to be rewarded like 
Cowards ; and thoſe that ſtood. out the danger, like thoſe that durſt not 
lift head when the ſtorme blew ; and whien the hope of reward is the com- 
fort of mens labours, than all toyle ſeemes to be cafie : and it is ahard thing, 
when the diligent and induſtrious is diſappointed of his byre, and when he 
is rewarded with injury, who did merit well ; this of all evils, is moſt un- 
ſufferable, whenhe muſt ſuffer loſſe that expected helpe : for on the contra- 
ry, it were more juſt, thar-norable vertues ſhould be notably rewarded, with 
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badges ofhonaur, to make all others treads. in the glorious path of vertue,

Hile we lay at cHents, his Majeſtic baying heard that the Spaniard 
had ſet over a ſtrong Armie at Spier, of intention to fall on the 
Rhinegrave his Regiment of horſe, lying in the hinder Palt7y be- 
twixt Bachrach and the Moſell, who, having no: foote forces with bins 7

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Majeſtic made choice of me,to be ſent unto him with apartic of five hundred 


commanded Musketiers, for to aſſiſt him in maintaining the Garriſons in 
thoſe parts, from the incurſion of the Sp«nierd, and his Majeſtic hearing of 
the Queencs coming towards Frevcford, leaying orders with Duke Barnard 
of Wymay (then Governour of Mentz, and commander over the Armie in 
his Majeſtics abſence) to direR me away with the partic to the Rhimegrave, 
his Majeſtic being gone, I was ſent tor by che Duke to. receive my Orders, 
which were, I ſhould receive five hundred commanded Musketiers,with ſuf- 
ficient vitualls and Amunition, and then to ſhip them at Mewrz, and to goe 
downe the Rbine towards Bachrach, and there to ſend to the Rhinegravefor 
further orders,but before my departing, I rook orders in writ fromthe Duke, 
how to carry my ſelfe in obeying of the Rhinggreve his commands, and im- 
mediately I went and received the partie, being in readineſſe on the marker- 
place, with Proviant and Amunition for the voyage,and being ſhipr we went 
downe the Rhine towards Bingen on the Noethat runs by Crewrzncchthrough 
the Paltz into the Rhine at Bingew,where Sir Tames Ramſeys Regiment did licin 
Garriſon,out of which there went with me of that Regiment a Capraine with 
a hundred Musketicrs being ſhipped, we continued our courſe towards Ba- 
chrach, where being landed, I deſired from the Governour(being a Captaine 
under the Red Regiment ) Quarters for my Souldiers, rill I got orders whe- 


ther to march, but the Capraine 10m, HOOIRr > cloſedthe Ports, uſing 


us unfriendly, whereupon I deſired to be let in to ſpeake with him,which be- 
ivg granted for mealone, I entered,and having ſpoke with the Capraine,was 
refuſed of Quarters, and of Proviant for my Souldiers, whereupon 1T retired 
forth, 8 the Ports being cloſed againe, I made our Souldicrs make good fires 
of the drieſt wood without the Towne, whereof there was no ſcareitic ; and 
being darke, the Towne lying alongſtthe River, we getting intelligence there 
was 2 water-gate, where there ſtood a Centry, Itooke aſmall Boat and rwo 
Officers with me,and entering the ſallying Port, the Centry ſuſpeRing tio e= 
nemy, we tooke him off, ſwearing it he cryed, we would kill him,and bring- 
ing him to our Guard, left him to their keeping,and immediately I-wenr in at 
the ſallying Port, accompanied with my Officers and ſome Musketiers, and 
having ſet a Guard at the Port, we went tothe Captaines quarter,and tooke 
in his lodging, where we made good cheare, jecring the Captaine, tilt he was 
contented to ſend forth abundance of vicuals for the whole party; 8& to make 
ood quarters for our whole Officers withinthe Towne, where they did-get 
h meat 8& money;and befide, I madeall the Dorpes that were without the 
Towne belonging to it,to pay a contribution of money tore & my Officers, 
for keeping good order, wch wedid to repay the Capraines unthankfalnefſe, 
The next day leaving the partieto dey good cheate, I went tothe R4rnc- 
graveto receive his Commands,who dire&ed:tme to-marchto a Darpe with- 
intwomiles of Coblentz, and to quarter there till further Orders;I retired to 
the partie, and forcing the Caprame toſend-fiftie Musketiers with me ; wee 
followed our Orders, and quartered within two miles of Coblewts. 

_ The Rhinegrave having gottenintelligence where ſonic ofthe Spaniards did 
lie in quarters, with his Regiment fa ing .into their quarters, he did defcar 
two Regiments ofthem,that were come over the Moſell before the Armie. 

The next day, he advertiſed me, he was toadvance with his Regiment to- 
wards Spier, neere the Moſel,to atrend the enemies coming, and if he were di- 
ſireſled,be would advertiſe me, whereby I might timely beferthe _—— 
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The Sp aviardbaving ſctover his Army at Spier, being tenthouſand ſtrong, 
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etting incelligence uf the Rhimegraves Quarter,they marched on.it, where he 
-# in open Dorpes, in a manner truſting and repofing too much unto him- 
ſclfe and his ſtrength, miſ-regarding his enemics, being a Cavalicr who was 
both couragious and reſolute, who had alſo refolute and valourous Officers 
and Souldiers under him, a ſudden alarum had no powerto fright him or his, 
being his watch was commanded by Rutmaſter Hum#eof Carrelſide, who was 
a Cavalier of courage and of good experience, finding by intelligence the e- 
nemy wasSapproaching on his Guard, he advertiſed his Colonell timely to 
draw out on horſe-backe, and to expeR his enemy inthe field, who did take 
no notice of the firſt advertiſement,rill the Rutmaſter rode to him, and adyer- 
tiſed him to draw to the fields, he commanded him againe to retire unto his 
watch, he knew his owne time, the Rutmaſter ſcarce returned, when he with 
his watch were charged by three Troopes, which charge he reccived, and 


Charged them againe,and then retired on the Colonels quarter,being ſo hard 


followed,that by the Colonell was on horle-back,he was invironed by three 
Regimers of the enemies, whom he bravely charged home, with foure troops 
of his, and making them to retire, he did caracolle about from the enemy, 
having ſuffered loſſe on the charge. The young Grave of Naſſaw, then a Rut- 
maſter, being hurt and taken, and divers more inferiours being retired, he 


-commanded Rutmaſter Hume with the other foure Troopes, to make aſtand 


before the enemy ; to hold them off till fuch time he were retired. | 

The Rutmaſter ſeeing the enemies ſtrong,coming up in full ſquadrons one 
after another,he drew up very wiſcly his fourc troops in the entry ofa wood, 
making a large and broad front, whereby the enemy might judge, he was 
ſtronger than he was ; as alſo, that they might thinke he had Musketiers be- 
hinde him in Ambuſcade for a reſerve or hinderhalt, which made the enemy 
give them che longer time, and the better opportunitie to his Colonellto re. 
tire with caſe. The Rutmaſter finding the enerny to fall off a little,he rerired 
his troopes at an eaſie trot, till he oyertooke the Colonel], who thought be- 
fore their coming, they had beene all cut ff, 

Immediatly th Mm ſent to me to beſet the Garriſons (as I did ) 
and then he ſent Poſte unto his Majeſtie,acquaimirg his Majeſtic how all had 
paſt, and of theenemies ſtrength; which his Majeſtic having knowne,he drew 

1s Armie together at Memtz,with a reſolution to fight with the Spaniard,bee 
fore be were ſuffered to relieve Fraxckendate, but the enemy hearing of his 
Majcſties preparation, they retired oyer the Moſell againe, and they being re- 
tired, I was recall d with the particunto Mentz,where bavin lefr a Capraine 
and a hundred Musketiers with the Rhinegrave to be diſpoſed on, having ; gr 
orders tothareffe& from his Majeſtie, which afterwards were all curoff by 


the enemy ; the reſt of the partie diſmiſt, I retired to-my Commands. 
| of a Generallleadingan Army , in fight, in march, in quartering, 
' in command; andthoſe he commands ought to give the like obe- 
dence unto him, though ſtrangers, as if abſolutly rhey were of his owne 


Regiment; and his care for them ſhould be as for himſelfe. He ought alſo

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The twenty five Obſervation. 
HE duty of an Officer leading a party is almoſt alike to the duty 
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lufhciently provided of all things neceſlary tor fuch ſcrvice, as he 15 comman- 
ded on, of Amuoition, ſpades, thovels, materialls for his Cannon and Per- 
cards, with his Guides to convey him from one place to anoxher, till he come to 
the end of his intended march, doing all things by wiſc and deliberate ſtedfaſt- 
neſle, in Command without wavering, not altering his Orders, as he muſt an. 
ſwer to his Gencrall, tro whom he is to give account : and his beſt is, ro have 
his Orders in wricing, that in caſe of variance betwixt Commanders, Writing 
may bcare him thorough, when Orders by mouth will be denied : neicher ought 
hein his command to be timorous or raſh; but rather reſolute and remiſle, as oc- 
caſion offers, and on occaſions apart, when his Comma! d muſt be relative to 
anOthers direion, that is but ſubordinate to a Generall, he muſt deliberat wiſe 
Jy what to doe, and he muſt foreſee the beſt and worſt ofthings; but having once 
eliberated, ler him be as reſolute in the.exccution as he can, 
Likewiſe here we ſee in the Rhinegrevea rare example, both of remilneſle and 


courage in one perſon. For firſt being made foreſcene of the enemies com-. 


ming, he ſhewed his remiſneſle, having refuſed togive care to the ſeverall ad- 
vertiſ{ments till in th'end he was purſued unawares, and then he did teſtifie his 
inward courage and reſolution in charging the enemy, being three Regiments, 
with foure troopes putting them to a retreat, 


Ncevertheleſſe, we ſee him alike beholden tothe Rut-maſter fot his adyertiſ- 


ment, as for his ſafe retreat, baving firſt and laſt ſuffered the dint of the enemies 
Armes 61 him, and houlding it off his Commander, A brave example to be 
imitated and followed of all Cavaliers, that would gaine honour and reputation. 


The twenty ſixth Duty diſcharged of the actidents occurred mm our 
warres during our lying in Mentz. 


HIS following diſcourſe,being no direct oey che diſcharge of duty 

l intended of the Regiment : neverthelefle for lacke of emploiment in 

my calling, at thattime being idle in Garriſon, I remarked, ſofarre as I 
could by report, the ations of others, as they occurred then, being out of aRi- 
on my ſelfe,. yet I can affirme, what I relate will be found true, itnor, let me 
be no more blamed than thoſe that gave the intelligence, 

His Majeſty having gone to meete the Queene being comefrom Leipſigh to 
Haenow, the twenty ſecond of Ianuary 163 2. his Majeſty conveyed the Queene 
to Francfurt, whereall the Cannons went off, after ther entries. Ar this time 
alſo, the Rex-chancellour 0 xexſterne came from Spruce, conveyed by our coun- 
triman Sr. Patrick Ruthven, then cldeſt Colonell of Scors under his Majeſty, be- 
ing then Governour of Meriburg, and Colonell of a Dutch Regiment lay there, 
with whom did come fro Spruce Lievetcnatit Colonel Hagh Hamilion, who was 
Licvetenant Colonell then ro Sr. George Caninghem his Regiment of Sedts that 
lay inSpruce. Captaine Mongomery came allowith them, who foone after was 
made Lievetenant Colanellto a free Squadron of foote, and after that was kil. 
led in combat on horsbacke by the Generall Quarter. maſter Bulion,ar firſt Cap- 
taine under me. At this time alſo came with him Quarter- maſter Sandetence, 
who afterwards was Captaine Major and Lievetenant Colonell, having afccu- 
ded by degreey, according to worth _ delervings & 
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Likewile Kwnick#ene in the Yetro,was taken in by accord after Mew; as alſo 


The Chancellsr being come,his Majeſty and he ſatordinarily all day in coun- 
ſell, treating 0n weighty matters ; At which time, the Cu4ens Ambaſſadour 
was treating apart with his Majeſty for neurrality affirming he had given no aſ- 
ſiſt-nce to the laſt League, neither yet was he of the League ; As alſo he affire 
med thatat the laſt WeFphalia convention he refuſed aſſittance to the reſt of the 
League : his Majeſty replicd to the Cullevs Ambaſſadour, how hardly and un. 
chriſtianly they had dealt with the Evangeliſts Stends, worle then if they had 
bin Tewes or Twrkes, in taking their Churches from them, and in baniſhing them- 
ſelves. Neverthelefſe there were ſome Articles propoſed untothem concerning 
the Neutrality (viz.) Firſt ofall, moleſting the Evangeliſts, under whatſoever 
pretence, to be aboliſhed and put away. Secondly the free I:berty of the Religi. 
on to be granted and ſaffered, and that the Students of the Religion ſhould be 
taken aſwell in the Colleges as the Papiſts. Thirdly, in all Citics, the Evange. 
liſts to be as free totraffique as the Papiſts. Fourthly, they ſhould give no - afſi. 


ſtznce unto the Kings Majeſties enemies, nor no contribution, nor Bills to an» 


{wcr monies on exchange, Fifthly,to give free paſſage through their land aſwell 
to his Majeſtics Army, as to his enemies, not to hirder them of it, both alikee 
Sixthly, that his Majeſty of Swedens ſervants ſhould have the Pafſes opcn,when 
they pleaſed to paſſe and repaſle+ Seaventhly, that his Majeſtics Agents might 
lie at Ca/ento ſce the Neutrality were juftly obſerved, Eigrhly,thart his Majeſty 
of Sweden his friends and confegerats, ſhould have free traffique intheir Townes 
and Territorics- : 

T he Cullens Ambaſſadour returned from Francfurt with theſe fleight points 
to be granted by their Biſhop, The Swedens were come ſo ncere Culten that the 
Superiours were reprehended for it by the Clergy out of thePulpits, for giving 
ſuch liberty to Heyeticks to come againe ſo neere untotheir juriſdiftions. = 

By this time the Zandgrave of Heſſenwith his Army,being hecre ten thouſand 
ſtrong ofhorſe and foote, for our aſſiſtance did lie on the other fide of the Rhine 
over againſt us, and from thence they fell ſtrong on the Speriards which were in 
Rinckee, making them alſo quit thoſe parts, and the inhabirans for feare, forſa- 
king their houſcs, his Majeſty vrocalal them his gracious proteQionto ſtay and 
remaine in their hou'es, they paying their weekely contribution, which they 
payed be!oreto the Biſhop of Mentz. | 

Being here alſo at Mentz, the French Ambaſſadour Idid ſee get audience. The 
reaſon of his coming being to ſhew his Majeſty of Swedex, that the Kings Maje- 
ſty of France was oftended, his Majeſty of Sweden had croſt the Rhiveagainſt his 
paRion, and confederacy made with the King of Fraxce, and therefore defired 
he ſhauld retire againe with his Army. His Majeſty anſwered he did but proſe- 
cute his enemy, and if his Majeſty of France was offended, he could not helpe ir, 
and thoſe thar would make him retire over the Xhineagaine, it behooved them 
todoe it with the ſword intheir hand, for otherwiſe he was not minded toJeave 
It bur to a ſtronger; & if his Majeſty of France ſhould anger him much,he knew 


the way to Paris, and he had hungry Souldiers would drinke wine,and cate with 


as pw a will in Franceas in Germany. Therefore he hoped his Majeſty would 
be better adviſed in ſending the next Ambaſſage in milder termes, This inter. 


change of meſſage went betwixr them,till at laſt, they were ſerled on ſecondary 


conditions of a new Leapue offenſive and defenſive. 
At this time the Felt- marſhall Guftavas Horne tooke in Mergenhem on the 
Sawler ftreame, Hailburne, onthe Necker, Wmpuiniphen, and Necker Olin, © '

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the Spaniard left Yieitzler, and Geylhoaſen, leaving them both unto the Sweden, 
without ſhot of Musket or Cannon» | : 

His Majeſty at this time, caufed publiſh an Edi, where all Marchants of 
whatſoever Religion,or Nation they were of,ſhould be free to paſle and repaſſe 
withtlicir goods to the Franc forder Maſſe, and that none of his Majeſties Army 
of whatſoever condition they were, cither of horſe or toote, ſhould trouble 
them, under paine ofdeath, where the concealer of the wrong being got notice 
of ſhould be puniſhed to death, as the Actor  _ _. 

Likewiſe the twelfth of [anuary, Babenhouſen was taken in by actord, by his 
Majeſties order and direRion, and in theend of December, Manhem was taken in 
by Duke Barnard of Wymar, baving ſurprized their guards, where abour ewo 
hundred and fifty were cut off, of the ſtrangers, and quarters and ſervice given 
to the Datch ;, where a Capraine and his Enſigne were taken priſoners, and let 
looſe againe, for the paiment of their Ranſome, and being come to Heidelberg 
they were executed by the Governours direction there,for over-ſcei cheirdu- 
ties, and theſe of the League, lying at Heidelberg were mightily troubled with 
the neerencfle of the Swedews neighbour-hood, having gorten Manhems,thcir pal- 
ſage unto the Rhive was altogether cut off from them. Likewile the Spanzard 
did quit Garmarſhams, and retiring to Franckendale they had no more 1n the 
Pali} but that and Heidelberg, His Majeſty wonderfully having gotten in 
Creutznach, and the Caſtle.

Where the valorous courage of my Lord Craven, a Noble and worthily re- 
nowned Engliſh Lord, was, to his great commendation, taken notice of by both 
the Kings, For he, out of affetionand defire to advance the cauſe, following 
his Majeſty of Bohemiaof worthy memory, at the ſtorining of the workes at 
Creatznach (inſight of his Majeſty of Sweden) leading up his Company of Vo=- 
luntiers, to the good example of others, gave outward teſtimony of his inward 
courage; in ſo much that his Majeſty of Sweden and all the-beholders openly 
extolled his Lordſhips noble & praife-worthy carriage; for having endeayoured 
ſo farreas lay in him, on this exploit, tomake his memory our-live himſelfe. As 
afterward his Lordſhip did ſhew his proweſle & Heroicke ſpirit atthe intaking 
of Donavert. Where hedid merit ſo much, that I having reaſon to have ſaid 
more, could fay no lefſe. His worth being knowne, his attcRion tothe cauſe, 8& 
his reſpeRtsto his Majeſty of Bohemiawhom he followed, merits a well deſer- 
ving reward from his Majeſties Royall Iſſue. | 

Before Creutznach Lievetenant Colonell Talbot was killed : and the worthy 
Captaine Dowglas was ſhot inthe arme. 

Colonell Alexander Ramſey was placed Governour of Creatzwnach by his Maje= 
ſty of Swed?,as a beginning ofreward for his old ſervice & attendance,wholoved 
nothing better than nobly and kindly roentertaine his friends and ſtrangers, be- 
ing the commonreceptacle and refuge of all his Country-men, that liked to 
honour him withtheir company : As alſo he was moſt willing to entertaine ati 
reſpeR ſtrangers of the beſt quality, and moſt of all he was peremptory in 
maintaining his Countries credit, obliging all Cavaliers ro his power - but 
moſt unwilling to be beholdento others, carrying ſtill a noble minde- 

Atthistime, his Majeſty being in Men:z, Bingen, Bagherachon the Rhine, and 
Shaule, were taken inby Scalade, with a ſurpriſe by the Scors of Sir James Ramſeys 
Regiment, where thoſe within were thrice ſtronger than thoſe purſued them, 
but being once entred the Towne, the Inhabitants aſſiſting the Seors , they 
+ Put all to the ſword, except the Officers that were taken WE 
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by Major Hanan, a Gen 'leman of much worth, valour, and diſcretion in 
Command, whoſ. lofle was much lamented, he, having died ſoonc after of 
a Conſumption , was much regrated of all his acquaintance, and of my ſelte 
in par: icular, being my old Camerade. 

Atthis timc alto the Towne of Sprer came uncer his Majeſties proteRion 
and devotion , andleavied three Compames for his Majeſties ſervice ; Lan. 
daw al{o and Crownewerſenburg c14 become good Swervens. Landftall was taken 
in alſo by ſtorme, through the helpe of the Country Boores ; ſhortly attet 
was Etwangen, Oberweſel!, Papart, and Lovenſteene taken in by accord. Allothe 
Caſtle of Ererfelis, and the Towle-houſe over againſt Bingen. was taken in by 
the Landerave of Heſſens folke. 

By this time was Dames in Maclenburg given over by Accord, unto Gene- 
rall Major Lowhowſen , asalſo Weſmer on he Bahizik Coait w's raken in by 
Actord the tenth of January 1632. And the Garttton marched out three 
thouſand ſtrong, being conmanced by Colon. )I Grame, who hiving buried 
ſome Cannon, robbed the ſhippes, and tooke away avauit Accord a number 
of Armes. Likewiſc on his march unto Szeſta, he killed a Sweden: Lievete- 
nant; bur being followed , the Swedens ( at the command of Geneiall 2 ot ) 
Generall Major Lewhowſen having overt: ken them , five huridred were kil- 
led, and two thouſand taken priſoners that tcoke ſervice, and Coloi ell 
Grame Was {cnt priſoner to Gripſwald, to remaine there till turcher trys 
all. 

By this time alſo, Genera!l Tort his Army marched over the Elve to- 
wards Luxzeburg , being neere fourcteene thouſand ſtrong of foote and horſe, 


' under whom were ſeverall Scots Regiments come from Scotland the Harveſt 


before ( vize) Sir James Lamſaells Regiment, to whom Robert Stewart was 
Lieverenant Colonei]. The Maſtcrof Forbeſſe his Regiment, to whom Sir 
CArthur Forbeſſe was Lievetenant Colonell; Sir Frederick Hamiltonzs Regi- 
ment , to whom Alexander Cunningham was Licvetenant Colonell, Colo- 
nell .Aftins Engliſh Regiment, to whem Y avezer was Lieveterant Colonell 
Co.onell Monro of ObHell his Regiment, to whom John Morro was Lieves= 
tenant Colonell; and a Squadron of Exgliſh , commanded by Lieverenant 
Colonell cHon-Gorge, being the Remainder of Sir Thomas Conwayes Regi- 
ment; and Colonell Rebers Leſly , his old Regiment of Scors. Generall Tort his 
Army being over the Elve, Colonell Ryneaker, and Carmago did gather all the 
Emperialifts,and thoſe of the League out of all other Garriſ-ns , towards 
Stoade, and Bukſtihoode, to defend themſelves, where leaving them to ſome 
other penne to write of , 'I returne to the Rhine, His Majeſty being maki 
preparation towards the Daxnbe, to viſit the Byerforft , and Tibiie : where 
minde to follow out my march, our idle rime being almoſt ſpehrt. 
His Majeſtie did write unto the States of Holland, to draw ſooner unto the 
fields, than theircuſtome was ; to hinder the Spaniards from 1 nding forces 
unto Dutchlayd,, which letters mooved the States ro give out Edits, that 
all Regiments and Companies ſhould be complere, under paine of caſhier. 
ing. to draw to the fields againſt the firſt of March. By this time , his 
Majeſty of Francehaving a ftrong Army togcther on the borders of Dutch. 
land, the Catholhque League did what they ccould, ro pur his Majeſtic of 
Franceby the eares with rhe King of Swedes, alledging his Majcſty of Swe- 
dens intention was fully to roote out the Catholique Re'igion , and that he 
tied already banifheda ftwrenberof them from their Cloyfſters , which was an 
IG untruth ; 
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untruth ; for his Majeſtic of Sweden baniſhed none, but thoſe who through 
feare did baniſh themſelves, But on'the-contrary, his Majeſtic in al! places 
he had taken in, ſuffered them the free libercie and uſe of their Religion un- 
troubled, without troubling of any mans Conſcience in matters of Religion, 
But his Majcſtie of France, being better informed, refuſed any affiſtance to 
the Catholique League, againſt his Majeſtie of Sweden, but wiſhed rather 
the Catholique League to remaine zxewra7; and that he would interpoſc 
with his Majcſtic of Swedes for obtaining the Neatralitie ; whereupon in- 
ſtantly they begunne to treate of the Newtralirie z and Monficur Scharnaſſe 
was ſent Ambaſſadour to his Majeſtie of Sweden to that effe, and lis Ma- 
jeſtie propoſed, and ſet downe the points he defired ofthem, if he ſhould

The French Ambaſſadour having promiſed within foureteene dayes to 
get the foreſaid Articles confirmed, his Majeſtie granted a fort'nights Still- 
nd, providing the Ambaſſadour would make Papernham retire his Forces 
out of Wefphalia, and Stiffi-madebirg , Asalſothat thoſe Forces the Duke 
_ of 24waris and the League had in'Bohewis, ſhould alſo retire; andthat ſach 
parts as his Majeſties Armie hdd beleaguered or blockered, they ſhould goe 
on notwithſtanding of the'Still-ftand, rill they came to an Accord, or fors 
ced to quit them. The time of this Treatie, the Catholique League tound 
many doubts, $52 "en n.

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In which conflict Maſter Home in preſence of the Rex- chancellor Oxenſterne, 
before the face of the whole Army, with his owne troope, and two other 
troopes of horſe,charged a ſtrong bady of the Spepiſb horſmen, & tooke nine 
Cornets from them,having hunted and chaſedthem, totheir great ſhame,and 
to the perpetual credits of the purſuers ,eſpecially ofthe Leader, whoſe ai- 
ons areworthy to be recorded toPofterity. 

Afer this viory obtained overthe Spani«rd , his Majeſty of Sweden did

vierto be transferred on him againe, Sixthly., the Towne of CA#5burg to 
be put in the former eſtate againe, and the exerciſe of the Evangeliſts Reli- 
gion to be free againe unto it as before, Seventhly, all Icſuits ro be pur a- 
way and baniſhed out of theEmpire, as the Peſt of the Common-weale.

my Cozen Fer/es with both his Regiments joyned with us. His Majeſty 

of Sweden accompanied with the King of Bokermis and Palſerave AHaguſime, 

and divers Princes more, before thoir coming to Nurexberg, .they were 

mee by the Lords of the Towne, with a great convoy on horsbacke, and 
were moſt nably welcomed , wherethe whole inhabirants were overjoyed 
a the fight of his Majeſty of Sweden, but chicfely heir affe&ions moſt a- 
buodantlydid extend towards his Majeſty of Bobemis, which is impoſſible 
for any tongiie tocxpreſſe. But well I know; my eyes did ſee their eyes 
ſhedding teares of joy , being overjoyed withthe ighroftwo Kings at once, 
as they thought, ſentby the King of Kings for their reliefes 5 and ro make 
their welcome the mare reſpected , the whole City , Burgers and'Souldiers 
were intheirbrighteſt Armes,; and being conveyed umo the City, they 
were ſumptuoully banqueted ; andin teſtimony: of their Jove, they gifted 
unto his Majeſty of Sweden foure halfe Cartowes , withall farniturebrlong- 
ing to them;,; together with two ſilver Globes , one Celeflialt, the" other 
Terreſtial{ : there were alſo prefented unto him drinking Credexes many, 
with ſome Antiquities that were rare, and withallreftifymg theiraffe@ion 
in way ofcomplemene, they affure-his Majeſty that noe only with words 

but wich their whole eſtare , they were.ready 10 ſerve the commoncauſe, to, 
dic and live with his Majeſty, inthe defence of the publique.” His Majeſty 
,. promiſes to-continue their friend, and 


thus taking leave of Narenbes 
ſhewes them he was togoe wibho Army towards the. Danow ftreame, to 


ſee how to get a paſle over the Devewfor to viſit the Duke of Bavier , and 
he hoped he would make Till with his Army to retire thence. Bur Tilly 
finding his Majeftics Army growing ſtill ſtronger and ſtronger , he tired 


backe unto the upper Palatinat , andifrom thence, - he crofſedthe a” ro 
yne 
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joyne with the Duke of Bavaria, to hinder our coming unto Bavaria, being 


then, of his owne forces, neere eighteene thouſand men, foote and hotſe : 
But many of them were new leavied folkes'; and the Duke of Bavaria had 
alſo a ſtrong Armie together ; but for the moſt part, they were ſuch as 
could not indure the noiſe or whiſling of the Cannon Bullets, 

By this time, Grave Henry William Fonſelins, being ſhot in the leg before 
Bamberg, was departed at Swineford of a burning tcaver, contracted through 
the paine of the ſhot , whoſe death his Majeſtie of Sweaex did much 1a- 
ment.

Ti E fifth of March, 1632. his Majeſtic having left ſure footingin 
the Paltz, with abridgeover the Rhine, and the Mayne, where it eN« 
ters into the Rhine; where alſo was begunne, as the Trophee ofhis 
victorie , the foundation of a Citie and ſtrength called Gufavw-Burg. Then 
inthe beginning ofthe Spring, we ſprung forth from the Rhine, rowardsthe 
Danow ſtreame , being on this march royally accompanyed by his Majcſtie 
of Bohemia, whom his Majeſtie eſteemed of, as of himſclfe, inall quartering 
ordaining his quarters before his owne'; continuing the march., through 
Franconia in ſuretie, having the yeere before freed that whole cucle from tt e 
enemie, fo that the Inhabirants had given their Oath of tealtic unto His Ma- 
jeſtie. | 

This March was pleaſant, through a plentifull Countrie at this time, be- 
ing a progreſſe befitting two Kivgs, with a Royall Armie, and forces from 0- 
ther partes joyning with us; as we drew necre our enemies; Wemace all ſure 
behinde us, both for our Retreares in caſe of neede, as alſo for the fafetic of 
thole were to come after us ; and thirdly., for the furniſhing our Armic in 
Amunirion and victuals , to be broughrunto us incaſe of want; 

His Majeſtic here being of intention to get a paſſe over the Dawow (having 
before made the Towne of Ylmeſure) for his retreate ; for the more abun- 
dance, his Majeſtic reſolved to have the pafle of Donavert , being' the right 
paſſe betwixt Nurerbergand Ldwburg. 2 

Before Tiles Armie could joyne withthe Duke of Baviere, his Majeſtic 
reſolved it was not beſt to give them time , but with ccleritie concluded to 
march towards them, knowing it was bur follic and madnefle ,. to ſtay till 
they were joyned;and the Duke of Baviere beipg aſſured of his Majeſty com- 
ming to viſit his Countrie, he cloſed the paſſes the beſt he could';both Doxa- 
vert, Rhine, and Ratzbone. And as he did beſet well the' frontier / Garriſons, 
before his Majcſties comming, he alſo very circumſpe&ly berimes tooke all 
victuals out of his Majeſties way, towards Engolfat ; as a wiſe Commandet 
_ doe, where he made his Magazin, being the onely part;ke'was affu- 
red of for his retreate z and ſuch a parte, as he knew well, we were tnot able tg 
get withouttreaſon , and then being afſured he had time to providean Armie 
to oppoſe bis Majeſty, himſclfe not being taken unawares. X 

It is the dutie of all good-Commanders;at their downe lying and oprifing 
from quarters, to be very carctull toprevent fire ſeeing thereby the whole 
Armie miy be endangercd by the lofle/of men, Amunition, Armes and Ar- 
tilliry ; atd ſince ſuch loſſeis irrecoverable, our care ſhould be thegrearer to 
avoyde the hurt, And therefore Order ſhould be given to all Guardes, {x 
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make diligent roundes over the Quarters , to prevent the like accidents, and 
to give Orders to the Gavilliger and his ſervants, to overſce all fires, and to 
ſc: them quench, atall upbreakings, and diſlodging : otherwiſe, the enemy 
being neere, great inconvenience might happen, and if any enemy, at ſugh 
times, truſting roour diſorder, ſhould offer to invade us, finding the con- 
trary, it were eaſie to beate them backe as alſo, it were a fit timeto try their 
valour, they being more than halte afraid, But I will adviſe all you, that 
defire to gaine credir, to ſceke out your enemy, rather than to ſtay his com- 
ming unto you, and by this meanes, haply you may ſet up your Trophees in 
his owne Country, to ſpeake to poſteritie, as doth G#ſtavus-Burg betwixt 
the Maine andthe Rhine. —

Barnard of Wymar had put a thouſand Fines onthe other fide of the Rhine, 


in Biſſen, and beſet Spier, at which time the Spanzard againe did ſet over the 
Moſell, of intention to relieve Franckendale, but was ſent backe with ſhame 
over the Moſeff by 'the Dukes Armie then left in the Paltz © at which time 
the Chancellor 0xenFZerne being there in perſon, and Palſgrave Chriftian 
Birkafield, his Excellence the Rex-chancellor cauſed the Dutch Regiments 
marching towards the cnemy, to beate the Scots march, thinking thereby to 
affright the enemy , butit fell out contrary ; the Datch that marched in the 
Van with the Scors march, being charged by the enemy, made a baſe retreate, 
till they were holden up againe by the valour of the Scots, that were there 
( viz, ) Sir 70bu Ruthves, and his Regiment, hivinghad'all his Officers of 
valiant Scots, as Lievetenant Colonell 14» Leſfly, Major:Zyel, Captaine 
David King, -and divers others, reſolute Cavaliers, that ſtood to it, withthe 
aſkſtance of Colonell Zedowrcke Lefty, and his Regiment and Officers : being 
all old beaten. Souldiers, formerly called Sir 1dbn Hamittons Regimentsby 
their valour, reſiſting the, enemy, and:cncouraging: their. Catnerades, who 
were flying; the victory, that before was doubtful, is reſtored againe co the 
Swedens , {o that Palſgrave Chriſtiew did ſweare,in audience of the whole Ar- 
mic, to his Excellence. the Rex-chanecllor, 'tbathgd it nor. beene for the 
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valour of the Scors Briggad, they had all beene loſt and detcatred by the 
Spaniard. 

Here alſo was evidently ſcene, as was formerly mentioned, the yalour of 
Rutmaſter H#me, in view of his Excellence, in defeating the Speniſh horſe- 
men, being farre inferiour in gumber unto them, where the Dutch Cawalerie, 
led by him, repaired the over-fight of their Infamerie,that had the Vanguard, 
To returne to the beleaguering of Donavert,w herein did lie Hertzog Randolph, 
Maximilian of Saxonlawenbargh, with fi freene hundred Souldiers, and five 
hundred Boores of foote, wherein were alſo five hundred horſemen, who 
finding his Majcſtie was come to viſit him, reſolvcd to defend the Towne 
ſo long as he could, and to thateffeR, begunne with Cannon and Musker 
to play amongſt us, who ſeeing his Majeſtic had cauſed to plant ſome Can- 
non before the Port, to play alongſt the Bridge, heſallied out bravely, and 
did beate the Swedens, that guarded the Cannon, from their Cannon, which 
they nayled ; and a Scots Capraine called Semple, that commanded the Swe- 
dens, was blamed, for the Swedens fault, that did leave himalone ;z who un- 
wiſely, fearing to be taken priſoner, came off after his fellowes, and we ha- 
ving beaten backe the enemy ; the Captaine was put inarreft, till he were 
heard before a Councell of warres. 

Incontinent after that, his Majeſtie planted Batteries on the hill, for to 
play with Cannon on a long ſtone-hou'e, that lay on the other fide of the 
River; wherein were a number of foote and horſe, come from Bavaria, to 
ſtrengthen the Garriſon, but their entry was hindered by our timely com. 
ming ; on which our Cannon played ſo hard, till the houſe was creviſcd, 
ſo thar they were forced to quit it, with the loſſe of many men, and they be. 
ing gone, our Cannon then played hard on the Towne-Ports and walles, 
doing the enemy great hurt. 

The night drawing on, his Majeſtie commanded Colonell Zepburne, with 
his Briggad, to march to a Bridge a mile above Donavert, and to crofle over 
forto beſer the other fide of the Towne, whereon his Majeſtic thought the 
enemy would preſſe to eſcape : before mid-nighe the Colonell arriving 
there, did place our Musketiers in ſtrong Plottons, by hundreds, in the 
moſt advantagious parts, for offending the enemy ; our Pikes and Colours 
were drawne up in three ſtrong bodies, or ſquadrons, and were comman- 
ded toſtand by their Armes, to be in readineſſe, in caſe of Alarum: And 
having placed our Centries, Perdues, and others, by breake of day the ene- 
my fell forth eight hundred ſtrong of Musketiers on our Quarter ; the ſer- 
vice begunne by our Musketiers, we came up with full ſquadrons of Pikes 
amongſt them, and entred on the execution,till we made them throw downe 
their Armes, and cry for Quarters ; ſome for ſafetic retired backe to the 
Towne, and were followed in by us, and cut off within the Towne ; while 
others made way for his Majeſtics Forces to enter from the other fide 
ſothat the enemy were pittifully cut -downe the moſt part of them in the 
fury. The Towne alſo was ſpoyled and quite plundered : but ſome of the 
Souldiers, with the Icluices arid Monkes,that hadeſcapedalongft the Bridge, 
being fene after were overtaken, and the moſt part cutoff : the reſt above 
three hundred were brought backe priſoners : within the Garriſon were 
found dead above five hundred, and ſome were drowned in the ſtreame,

taircs well or ill, expelling and putting away unjuſtice or unrighteouſneſle : 
for where there is moſt Religion or piety; therealſois moſt happineſle : and 
without her no Crownecan beeſtabliſhed ; andas his Majeſty was religi- 
ous himſelfe, ſo he maintained good lawes and good diſcipline , grounded 
on religion and holinefſe of life, which madethe happy: events and fortu- 
nate end of his warlike expeditions to follow. Bleſſed therefore ſhall they 
be , who follow his Majeſties exampleinthis, as in all other his warlike 
enterprizes; forl dare affirme on my conſcience, never man ſerved this 
Maſtertruly (whom his Majeſty out Maſter did ſerve with his heart) with-

T HE fixteenth of Apridhis Majeſty did breake up with the Army 


from A#:bwrg, taking hismarch towards Zegel#at ; of intentionto 

ſtarr the Duke of Bevier from thence ,/ havingictt ſo many'of our 
Army behinde us as tooke in Laxnceberg, <AMindelhairt, Faſſen ; Showneow 
and divers other parcs in Schwabla#d by accord, where Generall Major 
Ruthventhen Governaur of Yime;; had brought with his Forces chat wete al- 
ſo behindeus, all the Rode Townes that were! betwixt Y ime and Lindew 
under his Majeſty of Swegess contribution, and moſt parrof Schweblandallo, 
for which ſervice his Majeſty gifted ano him; wnider his hand and ſeale;rhe 
Graveſheft or Earldome of Kir kberg, lying ner adjacent rothe City of Yime, 


which belonged to the: Fuckers of Awsherg,that were made Barles by che Em- 
e<rour , from Marchants having wrn'd Souldicrs,o ſerve: his Hmaperial 


Majeſty 
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Majeſtic : which Graycſhaft or Earledome could pay ycarely, beſide Con- 
tribution to the warres, ten thouſand Rex-Dollers, being a good augmen- 
zarion of pay for an old fervant, who had ſerved long and valourouſly, 
without the leaſt blo of diſcredit, and retired brayely with meanes and 
credit to his Country, carrying the markes of his valour in his body, being 
above the waſte full of rokens of valour, credibly gotten in his Maſters ſer- 
vice; for as he was couragious before his enemy, he was alſo fortunate in 
his Condu&, in obtaining victory beyond his tellowes ; and being often 
fingled out, man to man, to make his courage the more undoubred, he al. 
wayes gave teſtimony inthis kinde of his valour, an{werablec tothe externall 
ſhew and hanſome frame of his body,being in perſonage inferiour rono man 
for ſtrength and comely ſtature. 

His Majeſty continuing his March towards Engels, coming within fighr 
of the Towne, he drew his Armie in Battaile, horſe, foote, and Artillery, 
where we ſtood the whole nightat Armes, The next day drawing neerer 
to the enemies Armie being incamped before us, Ex oppoſiro, on the other 
ſide of the Danube, ready to ſecond the Towne on all occaſions, which his 
Majeſtic conſidering, gave order to draw out our Leaguer, and to fer men to 
workeafter we were quartered z where, for our welcome, the enemy from 
the Towne did ſalute us furiouſly with Cannon , ſo that at firſt, the head 
was ſhot from the young Markgrave of Baden, and his Majeſtic recognoſce- 
ing, the legge was ſhot from his Horſe, divers others were alfo here lamed 
by the Cannon. Fe 

The night drawing on, his Majeſtic expeRing a ſtrong out-fall from the 
Towne, their Armiebeing ſo neere, our Briggad , according to cuſtome, 
was commanded to march, and to ſtand the whole night in Armes, on a ra- 
zed Champaigne, under mercie of Cannon and musket , being ordained in 
caſe of the enemies our-fall, by fightingto hold them up, till our Armie 
might be in readineſſeto relieve us; being in Aprill , though the aire was 
cold , the ſervice being hot, ſundrie were taken away in full rancks withthe 
Cannon, being in no aRion our ſelves, but ſtanding ready to maintaine our 
_ incaſe the enemie ſhould purſue us, which to my mitide, was the 

ongeſt night in the yeare,though in Aprill ; for at one ſhot I loſt twelvemen 
of my owne Companie, not knowing what became of them, being all raken 
alike with the Cannon; and he that was not this night, in this ſtand afraid of 
2 Cannon bullet, might in my opinion, the next night , be- made gunpowder 
of without paine , and who would ſweare he was not afrighted for a ſhot, 
I would nottruſt him againe ; though he ſpake truth, | 

His Majeſtic, in the beginning ofthe night, commandedathouſand $wt 
dens, being Musketiers , ledby:fufficient Officers in his Majeſties owne pre- 
ſence, tofall on the Skonce, before the bridge, which was beſet with fifteene 
hundred foote, - and five hundred horſe; lying open on the fide; thatlay next 
the Towne, that if the enemie ſhould\ſtorme and enter, he might be clenſed 
outagaine with Cannon and musket, fromthe Towne wall; horwithſtan- 
ding whereof, the Swedens bravely advanced, events the grate; being ready 
with the minzkec,' and"with fire-workes , that 
edmen killed about the! Skoiieeithey! were forced to're-

tire; the enemy continuingarhunder-clapof Muskets for one halfe houre, 


tillthey were fully retired. His Majeftiefihding nothing could be effeRuate 
; s Mis piers arid a 
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the former ſtand, to attend the enemies out-coming, to make is acquainted 
with the thundcring of Cannon ; where to man, were henever {© ſtout; 
could be blamed to ſtoope , ſceing the Cannon in the night fircing in a 
right line before him, he that would not ſhift his body, to elchew the graſe- 
ing of a Bullet, was not to be pittied, it killed through oſtentarion, 

Here death, that cruell fellow, courted all alike, yet none was ſo cna- 
moured, as willingly to embrace him, though well I know, many brave fel. 
lowes were reſolved to meet him, for to give him the foyle before ke came 
neere. þ 

This night a Souldicrthough not ſtout, might paſſe prentiſe in our Callin 
in one night, for reſolution ; where haying fayed till it was day, we retire 
to the Leaguer, with great lofſe of men, that were killed and hurr, where 
they that had eſcaped the Malheur, were glad to diſcourſe at large of theit 
nights watch, 

His Majeſtie finding this Towne ſtrong by nature, ſituation, and att, lyiti 
onthe Danube, really fortified with a bridge over the River, fortified alſo 
before the entry, and the Towne being well provided of all futniture, having 
a ſtrong Garriſon, and in neede an Armie toſupply it, which made his Ma- 
jeſtic, for that time, riſe from it, having gotten intelligence, that the Duke 
of Baviers Forces by fleight had taken in Rhinsberg, where the moſt part of 
the Armie was ſent thither to beſet the paſſe, who immediatly after their en- 
ery, diſarmed the Citizens, being all Proteſtants, having quartered above 
ewentie Souldiers in every houſe, where alſo the Duke himſelfe did march 
with the reſt of his Armie, knowing his Majeſtie was not able to gaine cre= * 
dit. before Engolat, he went away, ſuffering his Majeſtic to ftay behinde, | 
totry his fortune againſt the Towne, who alſo did breake up, and marching Z, 
away, the enemy with a ſtrong partie of Horſemen, and of Dragoniets, 
charged our Reare-guard ; Generall Bier being commanded to make the 
retreate,where the enemy having charged,he behaved himſelfe well by good 
Command, charging the enemy with ſmall Troopes, forcing them to re- 
tire, while as the body of the Armie was retiring, the Generall com- 
manding ſtill freſh Troopes, one after another,to receive the enemies charge, 
till at laſt all were ſafely retired, and the enemy retired alſo, nor daring to 
ſhew himſelfe without che paſſes onthe field, being well beaten at an our-fall 
by the Swedens the day before. 

The Retreate honourably made, his Majeſtie continued his march on Moſ- 
bsrg, having lyne that night on the Hill at Gyſefels, having in the after- 
noone before drawne the whole Armic in one Front , Horſe, Foote, and 
Cannon, for doing the funerall Rites of the Markgrave of Bawden, whoſe 
corps being appointed to beſentaway with a Convoy to be buried 5 before 
their departure, the whole Cannon was twice diſcharged,and thenthe whole 
Musket!ers of the Atmy from the right hand to theleft, did give two falves 
of Musket,, and after them, the whole Armie of horſe did give two ſalves 
of Piſtol]. This day alſo, old Captaine David Ramſey was buried, haviiig di- 
ed ofa conſuming Feaver, |. ©. | 

' The next day our march continuing towards Ao5burg, where we did lic 

five dayes, his Majeftie having ſent Felt-marfhall Horne, with a ſtrong par- 
tie of horſe, foore, and Cannon, towards Leaxdſbut ; where Hephurne with his 
Briggad was alſo employed. The' Towne not being/ſtrong, the enemy, 
afrer a little skirmiſh made with horſe _ the Feilds, retired over the warer, 
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caſting off the Bridge behinde them, they eſcaped, having letr a weake Gar- 
riſon of foote inthe Towneand Caſtle, to make an Accord, for keeping the 
Towne unplundered, which was ſuddenly agreed on, ſo that before night, 
we were quartered in the Towne, the enemy being retired, where divers of 
our Briggad m:de bootie worth their paines. 

The next day his Majcſtic hearing we had taken in the Towne, did bteake 
up with the Armie towards £Hemmungen, | aving Orders for the Felt-mar- 
ſhall to joyne with the Armie at Freiſingen, having got moneyes for his Ma- 
jeſtic, both from Laendſbut, and the Biſhopricke of Freiſengen, for keeping 


_ them unplundered. 


Hohmwart, Pfafenhowen, being two walled Townes, with the Abbacie of 

St. Morrs, and the Abbacie of St. George, were alſo brought under Con. 
tribution ; where the Boores on the march cruelly uſed our Souldiers (that 
went aſide to plunder ) in cutting off their noſes and eares, hands and feete, 
pulling out their eyes, with Fa, it other cruclties which they uſed, being 
juſtly repayed by the Souldiers, in burning of many Dorpes on the march, 
leaving alſo the Boores dead, where they were found. 
»: A ſtrong partic of the Dukes Souldiers, thinking to have ſurprized the 
Swedens in their quarters, they fell themſelves in the ditch that they pre- 
pared for others, fo that very few of them eſcaped with life our of the Swe- 
dens hands. 

By this time alſo Weyſenburg not farre from Nurenberg,was taken in by the 
Dekes Forces, having got ſome Cannon from the Caſtle of Weiltzborg : 
Nevertheleſſe, the Swedens Garriſon behaved themſclves valourouſly,inma- 
king an honourable Accord; though thoſe Papiſts unworthily brake their 
promiſe, for thoſe that would not willingly ferve, were cut downe, and the 
Towne by condeſcending was alſo plundered, their wives and children were 
abuſed, and the Burgomaſters and Preachers were take" priſoners unto Zx- 
golſat, and the Ports of the Towne they razed and burnt.

N this Expedition, as in all the former, his Majeſtics wiſedome and dili- 
gence, Is praiſe. worthy ; for proſecuting his viRories ſo orderly on the

Likewiſe, His Majeſtic alſo very wiſcly advancing within his enemies 

Country ; Firſt made the paſſes ſure behinde him, incaſe of Retreate, or of 

ſcarcitie of Amunition or viRualls, moſt prudently he left Generall Ruthven 

at Ye, as Governour, being his Magazin-pladce, and ſureſt retreate;, being 
alſo made cerraine of the Duke of. F:ttenbergs;fricndſhipwho in neceſlitic 
was able to furniſh-him with a great ſupply of men, moneys, victualls, and 

Amunition for his Armie; being then one'dt the moſt ;powerfull Princes 

within Germany. As alſo, his Majeſtic baving got Awbprg under {ubjei- 
on,' he very wiſely-left a part of. his Artic to ſubdue the adjacent Cirics in

all paſſes, where through ſuccours could come unto them, by planting 
ef a wonderfull ftrong Leaguer about them, of intention to blocke them, 
and tis Majeſties Army both within them , beingthen bur weake within 
their Trenches and walles. 

His Majeſty againe like a wiſe Generall , pondering and confidering 
how weighty his enemies enterprizes were, in ſeeking to overcome Nuren- 
berg , and knowing, if that hey did get N#renberg on their ſide, the 
ow , inregard whereof his Majeſty reſol- 
ved, theſafeſt courſe for him and the Towne both was , to ſet downe his 
Leaguer ſtrongly betwixt the Towne and the enemy, aſwell to hin- 
der their correſpondence, in caſe of their unconſtancy, as for their defence, 
incaſe of their loyalty. For his Majeſty knew well there was as great vertue 
in keeping of a conqueſt, as ingetting of it: And therefore at this time, as 
formerly at Stativ, Werben and at Wertibarg againſt Tilly, he reſolved to 
take him toa defenſive warre , with the ipade and the ſhovell, putting his 


Army within workes , having the ſupply of ſuch a back-friend as Nwrer- 


oaghrat , to aſſiſt himwith men , meate and Amunition, untill ſuch time 
as he might weary hisenemy, as formerly he had done, or that ſuccours 
might come to him, thathe were baſtant for theminthe fields: and having 
thus happily reſolved, boththe Armies Rrongly intrenched before others, 
they did bring theeyes of all the Potentates in Europe upon their aRions, and 
delignes, to ſee how the end would prove, and who ſhould be thought 
wileſt of both. But you ſhall ſee that hethat was at this time the terrour of 
thewarld , the ſubduer of Sweden, the daunter of Pele and Deamark , one

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the hope of Britaine, Holland and Germany , was able even unto his death to 
ſuppr<ſſe the pride and Tyranny of the houſe of Auſtria, and of bis Miniſters 
and Servants , being all but Novices in warres, 10 compariton to the Lyon 
of the North, the invincible Gafevew , who in glory and dignity did farre 
ſurpaſſeall his enemies, as is cleered by his former wiſdome, in Gavern- 
ing his vitories , and hereby his great care and diligence in preſerving his 
friends from the fury of theirenemics , exerciſing his Amy within a cloſe Lea. 
guer, to handletheir Armes well, afterhis owne new diſcipline , being taught 
co keepetheir facestHtheir enemics in retiring as in advancing, never turning 
backs on their enemiesas of old. 

It is alſo to be admiredthe great proviſionthis City was provided with, being 
no Sca-towne, asof bend Amunition , wherc it was reported that 
they had oatcs, which was diſtributed to the Army , that had bin kepta- 
boye a hundred yeares, and this City was ever from the beginning tre- 
nowned for their wiſdome and policy incounſell, more then for their 
force in Armes, from whence did come the DazchProverbe, that he who 
had the wit of Nurenberg , the money of Yime, the pride of Avsberg, with 
the power of Yenice , might doe much inthis world, 3 

Here then at Nurenberg , asat a ſafe bay , bis Majeſty like unto a wiſe 
Mafter of a ſhip perceiving the ſtorme coming on , caſts out his beſt Anc- 
kers, riding outthe ſtorme till it blowes over, and then gnding the Gale 
to favour him , he lanches forth to looke for hisenemics. For his Majeſty 
knew well when it was time to give ablow , as he did know the fureſt way 
to ward and hold off a blow : and we {ce hete his Majeſties counſel! was of 
much worthto the good of the City, as his power in Armes , ſo that his 
very enemies did nor only praiſe his wiſdome, but oftimes did admire ir, 
and as the enemy did ſtrive to ſtarveus , his Majeſty knew well , that ſuch a 
ſtrong Army as they were in the dogge-dayes , lying in the Leagyer in time 
of ſo greatinfeQion, betime would become necre as weake as we were. * As 
alſo his Majeſty WOOs evill that is incident to all Armies through 
1dleneſſe, he preſfled to keepe us fiill in handling and exercifiog our Armes; 


o 
for he knew well , mans nature was like ron, that did ruſt when it was not 
uſcd , and onthe contrary , he knew that wggll exerciſed Souldiers, as he 
had, would defire to fight , When Novices (as his enemics had) would be 
afraid to ſtirre out of their Leaguers : for oftimes it is not the multitudedoth 
the turne, but itis Art begets victory, | 

Having ſpoken inthe diſcharge of this duty ofthe aQions of ſome wor- 
thy perſonages, I minde here to obſerve ſomewhat in commemoration of 
the perſons worths that did leade them. | 

Firſt thenwe ſee, that the Spaniard divers times was forced with little 
credit to retire out of the Paltz , and that inreſpeR he never turned faces about 
in making uſe of ground , Cannon, Pikeor Musket : which proves his re- 
rreatesto have bindiſhonourable, and the Leaders to have bin no Souldiers. 
For we preſuppoſe, in foure dayes retreat the defender could ofice have 
made choiſe of ground, where making uſe of his Cannon, his enemies would 
be glad they had not advanced fo farre; bur rather that they bad ſuffered 
them Wants but an enemy-once feared never fights well , except extre- 
mity make him deſperate , and then it is not ſafe todeale with him. 

Likewiſe we ſec here , as:they were not all Spanierds, that fled, fo they 
WEE not all Swedens, that fallowed zſo that we findethere are ſome good 1 
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all Nations : bur it is certaine that at ſuch times the worth and valour of a 
Leader is beſt knowne , not only in fighting examplary to 0: hers , bur ſpe- 
cially in dire@Qing others. | 
We ſce hete , thatthe turbulent infurreftion ofthe Boores in Schwabland 
is ſoone tilled, when they wanta headto leade them, where we ſee, the 
giddy-headed multitude doth ever wagge like rhe buſh : for though ſome- 
times they grow palefor feare, they are ſo impudent, that they never bluſh 
attheir faults , though oftimes they are well correted for their errors. © - 
Here alſo we ſee, the valour and policy of Duke Bernard much to be 
commended, as a prudent Commander in all his: enterptizes, overcoming 
more by wit and policy , then by dint of Armes. For though reſolution*ne- 
ver failes, yet by ſtraragems he overcomes more, then by killing ; and be- 
ing vitorious-he did ſhew his clemency, that another time his cnemies might 
yeeld the ſooner unto him , ſeeing hehad uſed theſe well, '' whom formerly 
he had ſubdued : and this Cavalier being noble, accordingto his birth; he 
knew that the ſtrength of viRtory confiſteth in' the ufing of it well which 
made hime cver give the better quarters, for as he was noble, ro make him 
the more noble, he was indued with reaſon ;, ſo that he' conjoined Nobili- 
ty with Vertue, which made his worth much eſteemed of , and though he 
was deſcended of noble Progenitors , yet his minde raiſed himi above his con- 
dition, he being fir to command Armies , and his birth didbeget the- grea- 
teſt obedience next unto his Majeſty over the whole Army, being reſolute, 
noble, and prudent withall, _.' | 
In the former diſcourſe had of the acts of that noble and worthy Cavalier, 
though our enemy Papenhairs, his name merits to be inregiſtred , for his va. 
lorous courage,extraordinary diligence in his expeditions, and the forrunate 
ſucceſſe, thatdid accompany his valorous condue at divers-times ,*'even 
unto his death. This noble Cavalier was ſo generous, that'nothing ſeemed 
difficult unto him, fearing nothing, not death-itſelfe, once reſolved, and 
as he was valiant, ſo he was moſt diligent in all his expeditions; for while 
he lived , thoſe Armies next unto him were never ſuffered to ſleepe ſound, 
which made his Majeſty of Sweaey eſteeme more of him alone, then of all 
the Generalls that ſerved the Hymaperour, wiſhing one day he might rancoun- 
terwith him, to try his valour, whom he honoured ſo mach , thoygh his 
cnemy 26) | : 
This valorous Captaine after the Battaile of Leipſigh , was the firſt thar 
adventured , witha fingle Convoy,” topaſle through his Majeſlies Armies, 
unto the neather Saxon Creitz to pur life in the cauſe, being come agaiye be- 
twixt his Majeſty of Swedenand home , defirous to gaine credit, he delaied 
no time , but on the contrary uſed all diligence, till he got ati Army of old 
Souldiers together out of the Garriſons , and then began to' take adyantage 
of his enemies , catching them unawares, likea valiant Capraine and Chief- 


 taine, he ſuffered no graſſe to grow where his Army did tread , burtraverſed 


from one place to another., adding and augmenting ſtill to his owne credir, 
but diminiſhing and ſubſtraRing from the reputation of other. General!s,- till 
he obtained the name and fame ofthe moſt valiant , and moſt 'vigilant Gene- 
rall that ſerved the Emperour , being ineffet'more furious ſometitnes ih his 
condud then requiſit for a Generall ,: fearing nothing but the' indignation of 
his Superiour , whom he ſerved valianty and truely. This kinde of bould- 
refſe , though haply it doth proſper for a time y/ yet fomerimes in others, it 
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may overwhelmeall the good fortune that formerly they attained unto. For 
nothing is lefſe tobe allowed of in a Commander, then bouldneſſe without 
reaſon, though ſonattimes things happen th ſhecerd 


wel, being pregnable 
for ſuch daring men , \as the King of Swede and Papenbaim was, being both 
eruely couragious, Neverthelbſle,' this dariggisnot to be made a cuſtome 
yo» ; ſo being oftimes the example iS. as faulty , as the deede in an 

rmy, | 

Thi Papenhaim in his attempts , ſofarreas I could learne, was unblame. 
able in his carriage, asa Leader, except at Maitreicht, where hewas blamed 
for -too.much forwardieſſe ' With difadvantage , havitig loſt more then

enemy know on what quarter we went forth on, and if they knew;fure that

Onthe twenty-eight of /#h,, his Majeftie-had commanded oatiColonell 
Dewbattle, with ſome Troopes of Horſe, and ſome Driponiers,7t6wards = 
Ferſtat in the upper Paltz, which lay but two-miles fromNewmarck/where 
the Emperiall Army had their Magazin-houſe for their Vidualls, ard Anivi- 
nition ; which was beſet with five hundred Souldiers y-Dewbarrts: the thir. 
ticth of 7uly coming before itere it was day, hedivided incontinent hisfolkes 
ic two Deales, putting the one. halfe to the over dooreor/Port; and the other: 
balfe tothe other Port ,, the over Port made up with:a Pittard, the Swedes 
entring, they gave fire, and ar their entry they killed che LievetenaneCo-' 
lonell Revenheler, being one of their owne, thinking he was an enemy;beitig 
ſhor in the ſhoulder he died ſhortly after at Nurenberg. All the Emperiall 
Garriſon was almoſt cut off; the Proviant waggons were plundered,and the 
Towne was burnt, having brought foure hundred Oxen, that were both 

great and fat, unto Narenberg, - 
is 
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His Majeſtic immediatly after Colonell Dowbattle was marched, followed 

with a partie of a thouſand Musketiers, and ſome cight hundred Horſe to- 
wards Bergthane on the Dorpes; thinking, if the enemy got intelligence of 
Dowbaitles march, they would ſer aftzr him ; And therefore to make his Re- 
treate good, his Majeſtie went towards Boſbowre. Arthe ſame time Generall 
Major Sparre, with eight hundred hor(c, twenty Cornets gf Crabats, and 
five hundred Mugsketiers commanded by Lievertenant Colonell Gordon, and 
Major Leſly, which partie of the enemy had anenterpriſe on Lawff, to rake it 
in, for hindring us from Forrage, having no doore open to got out on, bur 
chat onely z and haying met with his Majeſtic in the fields, his Majeſtic moſt 
Heroickly charged them, and killed many with, the firſt charge : Generall 
Major Sparre kept himſelfe by Collereds his Horſemen, and the foote were 
commanded by Gordon and Leſly , two Scots Cavaliers, who then ſerving 
the Emperour did behave themſelves valiantly-for a time,as,I did heare his 
Majeſtie of Swedes give teſtimony of their valour, alleaging it the Empe. 
rours Horſemen had behaved themſelves like the foote, his Majeſtic had nat 
returned viQorious, for Sperre intending to haye broken through his Maje- 
ſties Horſes, the Crabats having runne away,the reſt of the Zmperiell horſe- 
men were overcome, and then moſt part of their foote were cut downe ; 
Generall Major Sparre was taken priſoner, with Gordow and Leſly, and wete 
brought all three unto Nerenbere, with three Cornets, - 

In obtaining this victory Colonell Kee was kill d, his Majeſtic after his 
death being forced to light from his Horſe, and command the Musketiers, 
having skirmiſhed well for an houre on both fides, the praiſe whereof his Mz- 
jeſtie did give to the Scots Cavaliers, that commanded the Emperiatifts, to 
whom he promiſed befoxe they were taken, within three dayes to ler them 
looſe againe Ranſome-free. Nevertheleſſe, they were kept for five weekes 
with us their Country-men, where we made merry as friends. Here alſo in 
dhis Conflit was killed his Majeſties Camerjounker, called,Boyez; and an 
other Chamberman, called Cratzi#ene, that attended his Majeſtic. | 

About the ninth of Aug»#, the Emperialifts catched a great number of Gur 
Hoſes at forrage, and waited on us ſo well, that there was no more hopes to, 
bring forrage unto the Leaguer ſo that many of our Horſemen, tor want of 
Horlſes, were put to their fete, till our ſuccours were come unto us, |

FF Erc wehave two mightie Armies waiting to take advantages one 
of another, being reſolved for to gaine credit to endure all toyle 
and miſery, and they contemned all hazard anddanger, to winne 

glory to themſelyes, being armed with courage and military vertue, con- 
remning ſpoyleand riches, leaning totheir vertue they delight inthe warre, 
being taught by diſcipline heartily ro embrace povertie for their Miſtreſle , 
and here the Souldier wearied, is content to make the ground his bed to lie 
on, as alſo making the firſt morſell, that chances ro his hand, to ſatisfie his 
appetite, and in ftead of ſleeping out the wholenight, he.is contented with a 
nod, nothing ſeeming impoſſible or impregnable unto his couragious and 
reſolute minde, glorying more in his contented poyertie, than others #00 in 
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their greateſt riches ; for he thinkes he hath not to doe with gold, being able 
rocommand his owne defires : as the braveſt Leaders, and moſt valiant 
Captaines of Armies have ever made greater eſteeme of honour and re» 
nowne, than deceivable riches, or of the ſpoyle of their enemies, reſerving 
glory and honour unto themſelves, they allowed the ſpoyle for the com- 
mon Souldier, hunting after an immortall name to leave behinde'them after 
death, rather than with the ſpoyle of others to be thought rich, robbing 


themſelves of a good name, and their ſoule and conſcience of cternall reſt. 


We ſeethen, that it is much betrer to conteſt with honeſt men for verrue 
and 2 good name, than with the avaritious or niggard, that harhcome to an 
eſtate with the ſpoyle of his enemies, or perhaps with the ſpoyle of his 
friends, or worſt of all, by detaining their meanes from them, who did ſerve 
valiantly for it, with the lofſe of their bloud. Such Conquefts unlawfully 
made by ſome Officers, arc rather tobepittied thanenvied ; and Iam of the 
minde, he hath provided well for his wife, children, and friends, that leaves 
an immortal! name bchinde him for himſclfe and his after death, rather than 
to leave them rich in the Devills name by unlawfull Conqueſt. 

His Majeſtic of Swedes having had here but a weake Armie (though ex- 
pert in military vertue ) he reſolved to weary the cnemy having a ſtrong and 
mightie Armie.to be entertained with all ſort of proviſion, which muſt needs 
be brought from a farre, out of Baverie, uporithe Axel/ or Waggons, being 
alabour of infinit paine and toyle, to tranſport entertainment for fiftic thou- 
fand men daily , and Corne for Horſes ſuch'afarre way ; and having ap- 

inted their Meg4zis-houſe in the upper Paltz, to weary them the ſooner, 

is Majeſtie very wiſcly, as we ſee, plotted rhe ruine of it,to beeffeuated by 
Colonell Dowbatile, being knowne for a Cavalier of much worth, that for. 
merly had done his Majeſtic divers notable good fervices, as at this time; 
which made his Majeſtie to be the more carefull ofhis ſafe retreate, in com- 
ming bimſelfe with a partic betwixt the enemy and him, to be his ſecond 5 
beipg no ſmall honour, where in the firſt Rancounter Colonell Ree was kil- 
fed, and then a little Captaine of the Leeffe Regiment, throwing off his Dous- 
blet did valourouſly command, ſupplying the place of the Colonell,rill ſuch 
time as his Majeſtic tooke notice of his noble carriage,and then lighted from 
his Horſe, taking the Command to himſelfe : Neverthelefſe, at his Maje. 
ſties returneto Quarters, he did give his own PourtraiR, with a gold chaine 


tothe Captaine, and advanced him to a Lievetenant Colonells place, for 


reward of his vertyous carriage in fight of his Maſter. | 
Colonel! zee being kill'd, I being then the eldeſt Lievetenant Colonell, 
under his Majeſties Armie of foote, having ſerved three yeares before as 
Lieyetenant Colonell, I ſought of his Majeſtic, as my due, according to the 
cuſtome then uſed, that I might be made Colonell to Rees Regiment, which 
his Majeſtic confeſſed openly to have been my due ; Nevertheleſſe,on other 
confiderations ſhewed by his Majeſtic unto me, I was contented to giveway 
to his Majefties will ; whereupon bis Majeſtie urged me to be Colonell ta 
the Regiment I had commanded fo long, in abſence of my Lord of #hees, 
ſeeing his Lordſhip had advertiſed his Majeſtic, he was notto returne to his 
Charge: As alſo, he had ſent his Warrant under his hand unto me, to deale 

with his Majcſtie to get the Regiment being weake to be made up for m 
ſelfe, bur I being defirous ro have commanded ſtrangers, the other Regl- 
ment being ſtrong, and ours very weake, my intention was to have Foun 
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them both in one, ſeeing at that time his Majeſtie would not admit me to re- 
crue the Regiment trom Scorlend ,; but having given me Patent as Colonell, 
his Majeſtic aſſigned a Muſter-place for me in Schwabland, from whence I 
was to receive moneys to ſtrengthen my Regiment ( being then bat ſeven 
Companies)to twelve ;zand before the next Sumtner, I made them up to ten 
Companies, His Majeſtic having the eighteenth of Auguſt 163 2, placed me 
Colonell over the Regiment, at which time Major 19hn Sinclaire was placed 
my Lieverenant Colonell, and Captaine Willem Stewart was mace Ma- 
jor.

and During, brought up by the Rex-chancellor 0xenFerze, and Duke 

Williams of Wymar,being come together at Yentzhame, the eighteenth 
at Aiorachand Prugg, and the twenty-one at Fwrt, by foure-of the Clocke in 
the morning they preſented themſelves in Bartaile before Furr, where did l1c 
above a thouſand Emperialiſts , which were preſently chaſed away, taking 
their Retreate unto Waleſtines Leaguer ; which done, Duke Barnard of Wy- 
war, and General! Bexier continued the Armies march, being thirtie thou- 
ſand ſtrong, through the fields rowards'a Dorpe called Greſſeroote, and draws 
up in Battalle in plaine Champaigne, halfe a mile from the enemies Leagper ; 
bis Majeſtie then marching out of his Leaguer with the Armie from Swyno 
towards Clneroete z incontinenit preſented himſelfe in Battaile before the 
enemies Leaguer ; but.the Emperzaliſts unwilling to be ſcene in the fields, 
they kept themſelves cloſe within their Leaguer, playing on us with their 
Cannon, having done no more hurt, than the killing of one Conſtable and 
a few Souldiers, and we attending their reſolution and out- coming, enter» 
prized nothing all day, bur ſtood ready in Barraile till night, that the foote 
Briggads had orders to advance within Cannon reach of their Leaguer; 
where our Batteries were ordained to be made all in Front, as our Armie 
ſtood, alongſt the face of the enemies Leaguer, where we had caft up a run- 
ning trench before the front of our Armie, from the right handrto the left, 
going from one Bartery to another ; on which Batteries were plantedfeven- 
ty-two pieces of Cannon, great and ſmall, well guarded with ftrong guards 
of Musketiers and Pikemcn, the-Briggads lying tcady at hand to relieve 
chem in time of need, and our hor gads being appointed withour'them, 
tO _ readineſſc fortoſecond the footes : Us 

The day peeping, the Emperiall Generalls were ſaluted with a ſatve « 

Cannon, which untimely ſtirred ſome from their reſt, making a retire 
unto their Strengths ,/ not having the courage to ſhew their faces in tlic 


fields.

T HE fixteenth of Auguſt the ſuccours being come from Saxon, Heſſen, 
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This ſervice of Cannon having continued the wholeday, in the night the 
Emperialifts retired their Forces rowards their workes on rhe old bill, being 
mighty ſtrong on that quarter,fothat there was no poſſibility to harme them 
any more with Cannon, 

His Majcſtie thinking, if it were poſſible to get in the hill, he was then 2. 
bleto beate the enemy out of his Leaguer, and therctore in the night gave 
Orders to draw off the Cannon from the Batteries, and having the Armie in 
readineſle, we marched inthe night through Fart, towards the other fide of 
the enemies Leaguer, of intention to take inthe hill, and thento beate them 
out of their Leaguer, and his Majeftie having got intelligence, the eacm 
had marched away and left bur a Reare-guard on the Hill, to make his Re- 
treate good, we marched neere the Hill, and drew up in Battailealongft the 
 ſidedfit, horſe, foote and Cannon, by ſeven of the Clocke in the morning, 
where incontinent, on ſlight information, his Majeſtic reſolved, in earneſt to 
purſue the Hill. 

Duke William of Wymar then Lievetenant Generall next unto his Majeſtic 
had the command of the Armie, Generall Brier had the Command of the 
foote, and Duke Barnard of Wymar Commanded the Horſe, Colonel) Les- 
nard Richardſon had the Command of the Artillery ; divers other Cavaliers 
of note were ordained to atrend his Majeſtic, for giving «fliſtance in Com- 
mand, to be directed by his Majeſtie, as occaſion oftcred ; ſuch as Grave 
Neeles a Sweden, then -Generall Major of foote, Generall Major Boetius a 
Dutch , Sir Iohn Hepburnethen having left command of the Briggad, being 
out of cmployment he attended his Majeſtie, Generall Major Ru#eire being 
then Stallemaſter to his Majeſtie attended alſo, Generall Major Srrifſecoms 
manded the Horſe nextto Duke Barnard. 

The Armiethus in Barttaile, and the whole Officers of the field attending 
his Majeſtie, and their ſeverall Charges, the ſervice being but begunne, 
Generall Banter was ſhot in the Arme, and ſo retiredz Generall Major Rx- 
fteinghbcing alſo ſhot did retire incontinent, his Majeſtie commanded ſtrong 
parties of commanded Musketiers out of all Briggads, led by a Colonel], 
a Lievetcriant Colonel], and a competent number of other inferiour Offi- 
cers , toleade on the partie towards the Hill, to force a paſſage or entry un- 
to the enemies workes ; which being hardly reſiſted, the ſervice went on 
- cruell hot on both ſides, ſo that the parties were no ſooner entered on fer- 
vice, but it behooved the reliefes to be incontinent ready to ſecond them, 
death being ſo frequent amongſt Officers.and Souldiers, that thoſe who were 
hurt rejoyced,, having eſcaped with their lives, ſecing in effe the ſervice 
deſperate on our ſide, loſing ſill our men without gaining any advantage o- 
ver our enemies, being alwayes within their cloſe workes, while as we,both 
Officers and Souldiers,ſtood bare and naked before them, as markes to ſhoot 
at, without any. ſhelcer wharſ@ever , but the ſhadaw of ſome great trees, 
being ina wobd, ſo that we laſt Kill our beſt Officers and Souldiers, while as 
the baſeſt ſort dusſt not lift head inthe ſtorme. b 

The ſervice continued in this'imannet the whole day, ſo that the Hill was 
nothing els but fire and ſmoke; like to/the thundering Echo of a Thunder- 
Clap, withthe-noiſe of Cannon and Musker, ſo tharthe noiſe .was —_— 
to terrifie Novices, we loſing ſtill our beft Souldiers, grew ſo weake int 
end, that the Briggads of foote had ſcarce bodies of Pikemen ro Guardtheir 
Colours, the Musketiers being almoſt vaniſhed and ſpent by thecoutinu- 
| | ance 
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ance of hot ſervice , where the ſervice was not alone amongſt the foote in 
purſuing of the hill, bur alſo about the hill without the wood, on the 
wings, che horſe men furiouſly charged one atiother , being alfo well ſc. 
conded by Dragonters and Musketiers, that did come on freſh with the re- 
lictes. | | 

By oneaclocke intheafrernoone, D.ke William of Wymar commanded 
me (being the firſt ſervice I was onas Colonell) for my credit, to goe to- 
wards the Poſte on the hill, where the Grave fon Torne was ſhot, and to 
command thoſe five hundred Musketiers , I taking leave of my Camerades 
wenttothe Poſte, and finding the place warme atmy coming , divers Offi- 
cers and Souldiers lying bloudy on the ground , I went firſt and ordered the 
Souldiers on the Poſte, to my judgment, as moſt to our advantage for out 
ſafetics and the harming of our enemies, and percciving the enemy ſome. 
times to fall out with ſmall Plottons of Musketiers to give fire on us, and 
to ſpie 0ur ations, returning againe, as their powder was ſpent, to trap 
them the next time, Iadvanceda Sergeant with twenty foure Musketiers, 
ro lie in Ambuſh co attend on their next out-coming , which they percei- 
ving came outno more, but one fingle manto ſpie ; I retiring againeto my 
maine rcſ{erve to dire& others, ſometimes ſtanding, ſometimes walking, 
and being takennoticeof, as achiefe Officer , the enemy commanded out 
a {ingle man, with a long peece, who from a treeaiming at me, ſhot me 
right above the Hanch-bone , onthe leftfide , which lighted fortunatly for 
me on the Iron clicket of my hanger , which cut cloſe the Iron away , ta- 
king the force from the Bullet, which being battered flat with the Iron en- 
rred not above two inches in my fide, where I found, a little Armes of 
proofe being well put an moſt commadious, in preſerving my life, by Gods 
providence for that time, | 

Notwithſtanding ofthis my hurt, finding my ſelfe in ſtrength, though 
T loſt much bloud, I remained on my Poſte till necre night; my Lievere- 
nant Colonell 7obn Sizclair was [ent with five hundred Musketiers to teljeve 
me, - where] did Þring off but the leaſt number of ny men, having loſt neere 
two hundred, beſides thoſe Officers and Souldiers that were hurt, and my 
Lievetenant Colonell brought off the next niorning fewer that I did « for 
thoſe who were not kill'd or hurt, being in the nighe , through plaine ſeare 
they lefthim , ſo that atlaſthe brought'not off ofhis whole number above 
thirty, Officers and all, | 

On this occaſion a valorous. young Gentleman,being one of my Captaines, 
called Patrike Ennss , who having behaved himfclfe well the whole time that 
he was on ſervice, being commanded amongſt ſtrangers on another Poſte 
thanmine, areliefebeing come toreleeve him, he wentto ſhewrhe Poſte he 
was on to his Camerade, and ſhewing him where his Centries ſtoode, 
then after, out ofreſolution to ſhew more courage than was needfull in open 
view of his enemy, floriſhing his ſword , and crying aloud , Yive Guſtavus, 
he was ſhot through the head, being much regrared by all his Camerades- 
Likewiſe with him a young man Hefor Monro Catvalls ' Honey uncommanded 
voluntarily having taken a Musket, and gone on ſervice, he was ſhot 0; he 


the braines, and. lived a fortnight after , which ſhot was wonderful 3

the fide of his head that the Buller lighted on , the $kull was whole j\ncvg- 
theleſſe, through his great torment; the 'Chinmgianhaving made incifion'oh, 
the other fide of hishead,, toſee if the skull was whole, but being found{plene 
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on that fide, ſo that his braines could be ſeenc, his wound was un- 
curable. 

Likewiſe on this dayes ſervice were killed on our fide , Generall Major Bo- 
&tins, Lievetcvant Colonell Sepiex , Lieverenant Colonell Macken, Rut- 
maſter Morrits, Lievetcnant Co'onell Welften, and divers infcriour Officers, 
and above twelve hundered Souldicrs, the Grave Fon Erbach was alſo killed, 
and divers Officers were hurt , as the Grave For EberFHeene, the Grave For 
Torne , Colonell Porte , ard of our country-men under Spexce his RegimeHit, 
Capraine T razle was ſhot through the throate; As alſo Captaine Vauſſe, un- 
der Colonell Moenroof Fowles 11s Regiment, was ſhot in the ſhoulder , anti 
the Colonel! of the Anillery , Leonard Richardſon , with Colonell Erich 
Handſen , being both Swedens with wwo Lievetcnant Colonells were taken 
Priſoners. 

Likewiſe on this ſervice there were hurt of our Souldicrs above two thou- 
ſand, which were put under cure in Nurenberg. 
| The Officers killed of the Emperialiſts were, Colonell Iacob Fugger, Co- 
lonell 0640 Brandize, Colonell Fon Maria de Caras , and above forty infe. 
riour Officers, with twelve hundred Sopldiers,which they loſt. 

Likewiſe Waleſtine his horſe, and Duke Barnard of Wymars were both 
ſhot under them. The day thus paſt , in the night for the molt part, they lay 
quiet, and the day being come, I was commanded notwitſtanding of m 
hurt, by Duke William of Wymar having attended on him the whole laſt 

ight , togoe and receive five hundred Musketicrs, for to bring off thoſe had 


bin all night on the Poſte, being ordained to come off with them, and to 


make the retreate good ; TI being gone to receive the party come together, 
his Majeſty coming by , and knowing I was hurt, commanded me to re- 
tire backe with the party , and went himſelfe to make the retreate wonder- 
fully , bringing them off from all Poaſts: without one ſhot of Musket or 
Piſtol! , ri} we drew up the Army: againe , within reach of Cannon, ſo 
that there were Filled to me of my; owne Company three Souldiers, and 
having removed a little further off, his Majeſty drawing tp the whole Ar- 
my in Battaile, Horſe , Foote and Artillery , there was preſently order 
given for drawing out of a new Leaguer, the draught whereof being finiſhed, 
every Briggads quarter being knowne, we begun to worke againe, in fight 
of the enemy , tillthat in ſpight of him we were cloſed in ten dayes time 
within a faſt Leaguer againe, which was ftrongly palliſaded without the 
Graffe, where we did lie withoutinvafion in quietnefſe to the fixt of Sep. 
tember , that his Ma xſty perenny the ſcarcity of vicualls growing great 
from day to day, and the ſcarcity of forragez Therefore bis Majeſty re- 
ſolved to take the ſtart of his enemy, in being the firſt up-breaker, knowing 
aſluredly he was not able to lie long after him,

— ting ofancnemy, than a timely ſucconrs, as came here unto our 


H ERE, welſce ; that nothing is more forcible to ſuppreſſe the van- 


Army in deſpight of the enemy , who, before their coming, did 


mightily vaunt they would cut off our ſuccours, before they could joyne 


with 
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with us really ; and thenthey would with hunger, ſtarve both the City 
and our Leaguer, which hardly they could doe, we being provided of 
good men to fight , asalſoof good entertainment to fuſtaine our number. 
Bur the enemy feebly remaining within his workes, theegh beyond us in 
number, we thundered on them with Canton , ying their cannona- 
ding ſpent before Yerbine, the yeare before, onthe Zlve. Andi is thought, 
that the invention of Cannon was found firſt at Nerenbery; for the ruinc of 
man, being art firſt a long time uſed for batrering downe of walles and Cirics, 
and for counter-batteries;till at laſt they were uſed in the fields,to breake the 
Squadrons and battailes of foote and horſe, ſome carrying pecces called 
Spingards , of f ure foote and ahalfe long , that ſhot many bullers at 'once, 
no greater then Walnuts, which were carried'in the fields on little Chariots 
behinde the troopes, and how ſoone the Trumpetdid ſound the enemy was 
thundred on , firſt with thoſe, as with ſhoures of haile-ſtone, ſo that the 
enemies were cruelly affrighted wich them , men of yalour being ſuddenly 
taken away , who before were wont to fight — and long with the 
Swordand Launce, more for the honour of victory , then for any deſire of 
ſhedding of bloud : butnow men aremartery zed andcut downe,at more than 
halfea mile of diſtance , by thoſe furious and thundring Engines of great 
Cannon, that ſometimes ſhoote fiery bullets able ro burhe whole Cities, 
Caſtles , houſes or bridges , where they chanceto light, and if they hap- 
pento light within walles , or amongſt a Briggad of foote or horſe, as they 
did at Leipfigh on the Grave fon Torne his Briggad, (| potfog, number at once, 
as doub elle this Deviliſh invention did within Wateſtire his Leaguer at this 
time, 

Likewiſe here we bave ſet before us the revolution of humane affaires, 
being ever inconſtane, ſhewing us that good Foriune, Lucke, or chance, as 
they call it, is never ſtill in one fide: forhis Majeſty that formerly was alike 
fortunate with few , as with many, here though having a mighty ſtrong 
Army, he is croſſed, being fruſtrate of his expectation, ariling by the 
negleR of a ſmall point of recognoſcing , his Majeſty having truſted too 
muchto others wrong relation, that did not fatisfie themſclves ; which made 
his Majeſty contrary to bis cuſtome ingage his Army , andonce being inga- 
Sec upon flight incelligence, the reliefes went on ſo faſt, the ſervice being 
O hot for a time , thatit was long before thelafſe was perceived, where 
It isto bepittied, that the erronr and fault of another ſhould be made to po- 
ſterity, -as his Majeſties over-fight, by thoſe that. know no better : for 
thougha King leading an Army had CMrget eyes, yet it is impoſſible he 
ſhould looke unto all things himſelfe. The fault of one here we ſee with the 
loffe of many was irrecoverable, and hethat before this day was the terrour 
of the Empire, by his former ſucceſſe, being deceived with falſe intelligence, 
is thought to have overſcene him(elfe, the errour of another being impured un. 
©o his Majeſty in lofing ſo many brave fellowes z which ſhould teach others 
to be the more circumſpeR in recognoſcing , beforethey ſhould ingage men 
in bringing rhem upon the ſhamble-bankes. 

Hereallo we fee, thathis Majeſty was was everenemy to idlenefle: for 
he had no ſooner brought off his Army from purſuirg his enemies, bur it- 
Eontinent he ſets them againe to worke , for their owne fafetics, and that 
within reach of his enemics Cannon, to theend it might not befaid, bur he 
atendcd their out-comming, leſt bis Army might be diſcouraged at a preſent 

| xretreate, 
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| Panickefeares 1snot to feare at all; and none ſhould leade Armics , but thoſe 


Rerreate, after ſuch a greatloſle, for iftheſcrvice had continued , the whole 
 Armichad beenc indangered, yet a valourous Captaine, as our Leader was, as 
he feares nothing entering on ſervice, ſo he ought to {ct light by nothing, he 
ſees tending to his prejudice, but ought timely to retire, wich as little lofle as 
he may : forit wereagroſſeerrour to deſpiſe our enemies through too much 
confidence in out ſelves ; for ſome times by dclpiſing our enemies (as here) 
we make them the more valiant, and if they be ambitious, the more reſpe&t we 
givethem, the leſſeweneede to fearethem. And it is neceſtarie, when an Ar. 
miedcth geta clappe , as we did here , then incontinent and with all dilt. 
gence we ſhould preſſe to rrie our enemic againe ; wherelſoever we can have 
any advantage.leſt our enemy might judge us altogether to have yeelded and 
given over, which were very dangerous. 

The bouldnefle of one bould how at firſt , being a Leader may ingage a 
whole Armie for want of judgement, as was done here gong before this hill of 
Nuvenberg, where as many were brought in danger , as did tread 1n the firſt Lea- 
ders paths, through lacke of judgement , having beene all of them more heady 
than wiſe ; yet todarebeing annexed unto vertue is the beginning of vitory: pe» 
vertheleſſe, a haſty man in an Armie, without judgement and diſcretion, is to 
be diſallowed of, afwellas a coward. 

On my Poſte under the Hill, after I was ſhot , a ſudden feare came amongſt 
the Souldiers, ſome thirtic horſe having ſuddenly come through the wood , as if 
they had beene chaſed , the moſt bh Officers and Souldiers ranne away, 
leaving mee witha few number on the Poſte, ſo that if the enemie had fallen 
out, I could not have eſcaped frombeing kill'd or taken; but as ſoone as they per- 
ceived, that I with the Souldiers remained by me, had unhorſedand takenſome 
of the horſemen , who were found to bee friends , they being aſhamed. of 
their miſcarriage retired, having accidentally rencountred with Hepbars Captaine 
Lievetenant, who brought them up xm I threatned to ſhew his Maje- 
ſtie of their behaviours : nevertheleſle beirig loath to incurrethe hatred ofa brave 
Nation, for the misbehaviour of ſome unworthy fellowes, their blemiſhes I 

ſled to cover:notwithſtanding afterwards ſome ofthe Officers amongſt them=- 
ſelves came toa publique hearing, having blamed oneanother , till the queſtion 
and diſgrace was taken away ; by ſhewing their particular courage 1n fighti 
one againſt another, whereof I kept my ſelf free, uffering them to deale am 
them, being Country-men. | bs 

This kinde of Panicke feare without cauſe doth betray many brave men , and 
divers good enterprizes. And therfore all good Commanders ought moſt care= 
fully to looke unto it, ro avoyde the inconveniences incidentunto the like, while 
as they leade either partie or Armie. ' Vee once marching through a woode 
towards Franckfurt on the Oder, the white Regiment marching in the Van, 
having a naturall foole, that marched alwayes before them, going within abuſh, 
throwing off his clothes returning naked, and crying,he had ſcene the enemie,the 
whole Souldiers of that Briggad throwing downe their Armes, they ranne backe 
onthe nextBriggad being Swedens , and they running alſoaway, till they were 
hokdenup with pikes by our Briggad, being the third, who having ſtood, and al- 
ked the reaſonof their running away, inend , being found a falſe , and a fooliſh 
Alarum , the poorefoole was pittifully cut and carved by the Officers , for the 
Souldiers phantaſticke feare, being a poore revenge for their cowardize, fo that 
we ſeeby theexample ofthe third Briggad , that the beſt remedie againſt ſuch 


that areboth wiſe and ſtour. The

The thirty-ſeventh Duty diſcharged of our up-breaking, from 
Nurenberg towards Newſtar. 


Armie belore the Emperiall Leaguer , and finding them unwilling to 
azard the Combate , as alſo the ſcarcitie of vicuals growing fo great 
on both fides; his Majeſtic reſolved . ro beſet Nurenberg with foure Regi- 
ments, Fowles his Regiment being one, Generall Major Xsiphowſes had the 
Command over the Swedess,and Generall Major Salammerſ-dorfſe had Com- 
mand over the Burgers; and the Rex-rhanceflor Oxeſterve was appointed by 
his Majeſtic to havethe direction of all. 

His Majcſtie leaving N#renberg in this manner , inthe night he ſerit away 
his great Cannon with a Convoy towards New#4t, and before day the whole 
Drummes had orders to beate, firſt afore troope gathering , and thena march, 
ſo that we were in readineſſe ſtanding in Battaile before the enemies Leaguet 
by day , wherewe ſtood till mid-day , and then the whole Armie was com- 
manded to make a quarter Toure to the, right hand , making our front be- 
fore, tobe cur left Flancke, whereogour Coulours and ſmall Ordinatice did 
march, and our right wing being our Van, we marched off, in yiew of the 
enemie , Duke Bernard of Wymare with athouſand horſe , and five hundred 
musketiers, commandcd by my Lievenant Colonell obs Sinclaire , who was 
appointed to march inthe Reare, for making our Retreare good, which in a 
mannier wasneedleſſe, ſeeing our enemie lacked courage to follow us , bur 
ſuffered ustodepart in peace, | 
' Arnight wedrew up in Battaile a mile fromthe enemies Leagiiet , where 
we incamped ſetting forth ſtrong watches of horſe , and musketiers on the 
paſſes betwixt us and the enemie, and our Reare-Guarde betwixtus and then, 
and our owne Guardes, withoutour Briggads,ſo having quietly paſt over the 
night, the next morning we marched to New#ad , being the fifteenth of Sep- 
rember, where we reſolved to ſtay a few dayes, attending what the Emperiall 
Armie wouldundertake, having till aneye in our necke-pole. 

We got inrelligence, that the Duke of Fridland Wateftine, and the Duke of 
Bavere aid breake up withtheir Armies ; taking their niarch thratigh Farr, 
towards Boocke, and then to Forshams,burning offall the dorpes , that lay nea- 
reſt Nurenbere ; beingall the valiant deedes , they had done the whole Sum- 
mer : and the fourteenth of Seprezber , being quite gone, divers Burgers and 
Souldiers of the Nurenbergers with the Countrie Boores in alt haſte ranne 
unto their Leaguer, where they found a thouſand waggons, beſides thoſewere 
burnt, which they tranfported to Narenberg', together with a great quanritic 
of Iron, above tenne thouſand Centeurs ofwai hr, and a great quanritie of 
mcale, corne and fleſh, which all in foureteenedayes was not brought uniorbe 
Towneafter their going, whereatmany did wonder. Sh 01, 6: 

Theenemie alſoleft behind rhem many figke and-worded Souldiets utl- 
cured ; amongſt whomall that time death was.very frequent, aſwell ofmen, 
as of beaſts, for thouſands ofhorſe and cattell. bot. Likovife m the Swe- 
dens Leagyer , aboutthe Citiewere fallen above forire thouſand hotſe' and car- 
tell, and withinthe Citie wete alſomany dead; | $3.1 - 
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As Walceſtine was come to Forcham, he directed Generall Major Galaſſe with 
ſome horſeand foote, unto the Woigkeland , whoin his march by Narentere, 
did deale very {lightly with LZawffe , Griffenberg, Welden , and Herchbrook, 
which he rooke in; and Griffenberg he burnt, and in the reſt he cauſed to cutoff 
divers Burgers and Souldicrs , making many poore men with plundering, and 
cruel! exa&tions of mony,. and from thence, in Wotteland, towards Egger, and 
further, till he joyncd with Holke, being bothas Simeon and Lev, concinuing 
their march towards the Elve, taking in Kemmets, Friberg, Meiſſen, and divers 
- ©ther partes, exaRting great contribution, and borneſhets , or compElſitions, 

preſſing an infinite deale of money outof the Duke of Sexons heredirary 
lands ; uſing great and extraordinary enormiries over the whole lands belon- 
ging to the Saxen, by reaſon the Dukes Armie lay then farre off in Silefia, not 
being poſſible for him to releeve his owne Countey ; Wale#ine alſo, from For- 
cham marched towards Saxonte ; and the Duke ot Bavaria, to quench the fire, 
that was already kindled there by the Swedens, marched tro Bavere, 

The Emperiall Armiethus ſeparated, his Majeſtic laie ſtill at New#ad, till 
ſuch time, as be {av theirſeverall intentions , and then diſpoſing of his Ar- 
mie accordingly, 7 

Firſt, che Marqueſſc of Hamilton was gratioufly diſmiſſed by his Majeftie, 
eaking his journey from thence towards France unto Brittaine,and having ta- 
ken leave of his Majeſtic at Newf#4ad, his Excellence was moſt honourably 
conveyed by the whole Officers his Country-men, thar ſerved the Swedexs, 
who having raken leave of his Excellence, a mile from the Leaguer , they re- 
turned, and his Excellence, accompanied with Sir James Hamilion of Prieft- 
feild, Colonell Sir Tames Ramſey, called the Faire Colonell, and Sir Tohn Hep- 
burne Colonell, having taken good night of all their Noble Camerades. they 
continued rheir journey unto Bri#taine; and we returned to prepare our {clves 
fora march, anda ſeparation; which immediatly the next day did follow ; 
his Maieſtie having.given orders to call in all Safe-guardes , andthe next 
morning tobe in readinefſe to march.

Souldiers, which-were bould to open their brefts to receive wounds, for the 
ſaferie'of thoſe that had-no compaſſion onttienvin theirextremities; O Ery- 
eltie of all cruelties{4\when we ſcea valiant Souldier naked, hungry, or pined; 
with his wounds bleeding forour ſakes, arid:thentoleave then:deftitute of

Major , he brake up: with the 
Army towards Aichſtade 1n Bavier, and baving taken is by Accord he con- 
tinued his march rowards Landeberg on the Leake. Where having arrived 
within halfe a mile of the Towne, wequartercd fora.night, till preparation 
were made of vieuallsand furniture convenient for the beleaguering , which 
being made, the next day we marched towards the Towne in Banaule, draw- 
ing up within reach of Cannon tothe walles in the ſafeft part : they thunder- 
ing with cannon amongſt us, our foote Army was divided in Briggads, and 
dircQed to ſeverall Poſts, our horſmenwere alfo divided. Some were col. 
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manded our to ſcoure the fields. on thar fide the enemy was to come, orders . 
were appointed tO remaine beſide the Infantry, to ſecond us+ againſt the"out- 


falling; or otherwiſe to ſecond us againſt the reliefe , thar.mighr cone-ro 
the Towne, Thereſt of our Horſemen were directed to Quarters, having. 
left Ordonance Rutrters to bring thern intelligence. . t manit 

The Towne being beleaguercd on all Quarters, a Bridge was made over 
the River, where a ſtrong Guard of horſe and fpote were ſent; co hindet; both 
their ſupply and eſcape on that fide. ' Likewife the approaches were-begun, 
and orders were given in haſte for making the, Batteries. And the Guards 
being ſet bothrothe Cannon, and tothoſethat wrought in'the Trenches, the 
Colonells were Recognoſceing about the walls before their ſeverall Poſtes. 
Where at the firſt, Colonell Fowle was ſhot through the thigh with a Musker, 
who immediatly was ſent to Ausburg to be cured, [> | 


Before night a ſecond partie of Horſe were ſent forth for Intelligence; 


leſt any miſ-fortune might befall the firſt partie z whereby! we might not be. 
ſurprized by the Enemy being ſtrong together at Minchen,” Spence his Regi-' 
ment and mine wereappointed to attend on the Generall at his Quarter, 
my Licvetenant Colonell commanded the Guards on the Battery and the 
Trenches on or Quarter.: And the Generall Major Rwthves his Briggad be- 
ing on the other Quarter next the water, there grew a:conteſtation of vertue 
betwixt the Officers of both Briggads , who fhould firſt with their approa- 
ches come to the wall ; butthoſe of Ruthvens Briggad were forced;notwith-' 
ſtanding of their diligence, to' yeeld the precedency unto us being older 
blades than themſelves : for ineffeRt we were their Schoolemaſters in Diſci- 
Pline, as they could not but acknowledge. Sobeing they were trained up by 
us from Souldiers to be inferiour Officers, and then for their preterments 
and advancement they went from us with our favours towards the General 
Major, ſuch as Captaine G#xxe, Licvetenant Brumfield, Lievetenant Dim- 
barre, Lieyctenant Masbey, Lieverenant Sewtherland, Enſigne Dennne;and di- 
vers more, which were preferred under R#thwens Regiment, till in the end 
they did ſtrive in vertue to goe beyond their former Leaders. Neverthelefſe 
we kept ever that due correſpondence together, that where ever we did meet 
we were but one, not without theenvie of others. 102775 | 
This ſtrife amongſt us furthered ſo the vifory, that before the next mor- 
ning, from out Battery, where Sizclaire did command, there was a breach 
ſhot in the Skonce without the Towne, as alſo from the Generall Major his 
Quarter, there were two Officers of the enemies killed on the wall,-their 
Cannon diſmounted, anda great breach made in thewall. So thartheene- 
my perceiving he had ewo breaches to defend, he tuck't a Drumme, deſiring 
eo parl6, Which being granted z the Accord went on, and they were ſuffereg 
to march out with their'Armes , ſeeing. the Generall had intelligence their: 
Armie was comming to releevethem, he was glad to grant them any Con-. 
ditions, before he were forced to riſe from the Towne by the Enemy, being 
ſo neare for reliefe of ir. 1} Hook Big” <4 [340 0 
The enemy being marched out and nr away,the Generall direed 

Generall Major R#thven intothe Towne with a ſtrong partic of foote to be- 
ſerall the Poſts, and then to take notice of all proviſion and goods that were 
in the Towne ; fuch as Corne, Wine, Artillery, Amunition, Horſes, 'and 
all other goods or cadducks in generall; to be uſed at their pleaſure, Which 
| being done; the foote Armie werediredted totheir former Quarters, to _ 
bp Yy2 ri 
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eill further Orders. The Horſemen were directed alſo ro Quarters, and then 
there were Quarters made in the Towne for the Generall and the Hoofaffe, 
4s alfo for the Colonells of horſe and foote, during the Generall his further 
eaſure. 

Piven: of our foote Souldiers were hurt on the Batteries and Trenches, 
which got Quatters inthe Towne, being allowed to have Chirurgians to 
cure them. And the Towne was incontinent beſet againe with foure Com- 
panies of Colonell Hugh Hamilron his Regimenr, bcing new levicd men our 
of Switzerland, and his Major being an 7r:ſh-man, commanded the men. But 
another Dwrch Major called Montague was left ro Command the Garriſon, 
Where thoſe thar entred firſt the Towne, did make good bootie of horſes 
and other goods. Bur the moſt part was ſeazed upon by the Generall Fey. 
ſons, taking the benefit unto themlelves, though notthe paine, Where wedid 
firft finde miſſing of our former Leader the invincible Gu#4auxs , who not one- 
ly reſpe&ed Cayaliers of merit,at ſuch times, but alſo was ready to reward them 
by his bountic, allowing C«ddxcks unto them, as he did uuto Lievetenant Co- 
lonell Gunne- | 

The nextdaya partic of a thouſand Hotſe, with cight hundred Musketiers, 
were commanded out toward Minchen, to get intelligence of the Enemies de- 
ſignes, getting Orders to fall into their Quarters, if conveniently they could, 
Bur beſide their expeRation the Enemy being together and in readineſſe in a 
Wood , unawares ur partic was ingaged amongſt them, ſo that with difficul- 
tie having loſt priſoners , they were forced to retire, andthe Enemy getting 
intelligence that the Towne was given over, to prevent us they continued their 
march towards Rhine on the Leacke, to take it in, in compenſation of the loſſe 
of Layſberg, 

Thepartie being retired, and the General] underſtanding the Dukes Army 

had marched on Rhize, he brake up with our Armie, and m4rchedon the 0. 
ther fide of the Leacke towards .AHwburg. And fearing the Skonce at Rhine 
- and the bridge might be taken by the Enemy , hedid dire Capraine Tames 
Lyefl with two hundred Musketiers as a ſupply to the Skonce, being ordained 
at hiscomming thicher to take the Command of the Skonce on him. Who 
being come, finding Colonell Wor#bras there, ſhewing.his Orders, he was 
made welcome by the Colonell, being hard preſſed by the Enemy, and migh- 
tily afraid : ſo that the Captaine had nodifficultic in getting the command, 
which he gladly accepted, being more ambitious of credit than of gaines, di- 
rely oppoſit tothe Colonels humour. 

The Armic having come in time for the relicte, our Horſemen were lcfe 
onthe fide of the River next to Dowaverr, except my Coſen Fowles his Regi. 
ment,which marched over the Bridge with the bafwnne , being cedained the 
firſt nights watch to ſecondthe foot. : And immediatly after our over-going 
there were five hundred Musketicrs of ſupply ſent unto the Towne,in deſpite 
of the Dukes Armie. And then we begun to make up our Batteries, andto 
run our lines of approach towards the Towne, advancing our Redoubts and 
Batteries, as our approaches were advanced, © 

The ſecond night our Batteries being readic, there were mutuall interchan- 
of Cannonading amongſt us, where neMarrdy was fhot dead with 
Cannon, histhigh bone being broken, who was much lamented, being a 
daintie Souldier and expert, full of courage to his very cnd, | 

On Sunday in the afternoone the Enemy having heard _— on 
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Maieſties death, they drew up their whole Armic, Horte, Foote and Cannon 
before the Towne ; and rejoycing at the Newes, they gave three ſalves of 
Cannoy, Musket, and Piftoll. Which we not underſtanding, made us admire 
the more, Neverthelefle, the Generall reſolved to get ſome priſoners of 
them, ro cauſe ro make an our-fall the next morning : and to thar cffe, five 
hundred Commanded Musketiers were ſetit under the Command of Lievete- 
nant Colonell Zeffy, who had Orders to fall out before day upon the Enemy, 
Which hedid; and beating them from their Poſts, there were aboye three- 
ſcore killed, and rhirtie taken priſoners ; which revealed the reaſon of their 
ſatve. As alſo by them it was found, the Armie had been broken up at mid- 
night, and croſſed the Danube, having made over a Ship-bridge, thinking 
with expedition to haſte unto Saxemie,to ſupply the Iavperialiſts,that were reti- 
ring after their defeat at Le#zenunto Boheme. | 

Notwithſtanding of the advantage we had to proſecute the Enemy, being £#X. 
divided by the River, our Generall would not ſuffer to purſue them, thoug 
Generall Major Ruthven with the whole Officers offered to doe good ſervice. 

The Generall fearing they might;be brought to fight through deſpaire, he 
would not permitto follow them,but chooſed rather to loſea golden oppor- 
tunitie,. J6'4 

Within three dayes afterwards we marched towards Au5burg, where we 
Izy two moneths in open Feilds, in the extremitic of cold, without houſes or 
buildings, which undid the Army being idle without hoſtile imploymear, 
our Generalls giving time to our ies ro gather ſtrenth to beat us againe 
out ofthe Country, which formerly we had ſubdued by his Majeſties valour 
and good Conduct. * | 

During this time I remained on = Miſter place at Webling Cloiſter, gi- 
ving out patents tomy Officers , and money to recrue and ſtrengthen theit 
Companies. Buttheenerny having taken-in the Pafſe and Towne of LZenas- 
berg , which was given over upon accord by Colonell Hugb Hamiliow, who 
was priſoner, and kept almoſt three yeares ; fo the enemie getting the Paſle un- 
to Schwablend, they marched towards Mexnine, and from thence to Brayden- 
burg on the Eley , and chaſed mee over the Danube. Being forced to quir a 
good Muſter place, we retired unto L#5berg, having ſet the Danube betwixt 
us and the enemie ; where , on our march unfortunately my horſc felon my 
leg, and being ſix weekes under cure I continued {till with the Armte, on all 
occaſions commanding on horſe-back, being unable to travell a foote. 

The nextday after our comming to LM » Generall Baxxier did breake 
up with the Armic to march towards Ylme on the Danube , there to joynewith 
the Felt-marſhall G##evus Horne , who was'tocome with a ſtrong partie of 
horſe, foot, and Artilkerie from Etſas, with whom was come Major S:dſerfe,and 
the whole Musketiers of Sir Temes Raraſey his Regiment ; who being valou. 
rous and expert old Soldiers, they werecommanded on all exploitsof impor- 
tance, being conducted and led by a diſcret Cavaliertheir Major. _. - 

The enemie, before our joyning with the Felt-marſhall , had taken in 
Lendsberg, K axfbeyre, Kemptew arid cMemming where their Armic did lie, while 
as we joyned with the Felt-marſhall at 7{me. Palſgrave Chriſtian being dire» 
ted to command the Armie on the Rhine, BawJiſben having left chem 
voluntarily to goefor his wedding unto Dexrmark. | RY... 

Generall Bawnier being alſo ſickly,nor yet fully cured of his hurtthac be did 
get at Nwrenberg , he was directed to the Sveifft <Iadeburg to collet new 
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Forces thereto joyne with the Duke of Lunenburg and the Saxon,who all this 
time,aker his Majeſties death, were purſuing hard the 1mperialifts conjunttis vis 
ribus, aſliſting the Duke of Wymar and the Swedens Arnue. Art which time the 
Rex-chancellour 0 xeſters made offer after his Majeſtics death, to the Duke of 
$4xon, to be made and choſen Diretour of the Armies z who was ncither 
willing to acceptit himſelfe , nor.yet willingly would condeſcendto be dire- 
Red by any other ; ſo that their diviſion did by timefully ruine the Armie, 
and almoſt [oft the good cauſe, few or none looking to the weale of the pub- 


-lique , butall pleaſing their owne fancies , ſuffering the enemie to take ad- 


vantage, Every one 00KIng to their particular commodities , which did oc- 
caſion the meeting at Hailbrun. |

merly onall occaſions followed his Majeftie, being often the Guard 
of his perſon,as at his crofhing the Rhine and at cHiniken, were left be- 
hind; whichthen we thought very hard , as if thereby we had. beene loſt, 
which may be was the meanes of our ſafetie ; for as ſome flying from danger 
meet with death , others doe finde proteRion in the very jawes of miſchicte, 
and ſome others in their {leepe are caſt into fortunes lap , while as others, fot 
all their induſtrie , cannotpurchaſe one {mile from her.

Invaine then we murmurat the things that muſt be, and in vaine we mourne 
for what we cannot remedie. Therefore let this be our chiefe comfort, that we 
are alwayes in the hands ofa Royall Proteour :what eyer then befalls us, we 
muff be contented, not ſtrugling againſt power. | 

' Weſce alſo thereis nothing more dangerous for Commanders in warres, 
then to be thought once by their fellowes, Officers and Souldiers to be greedy 
oftheevill of gaine : which opinion once received by interiours, may mightily 
croſſe the fortunes of their Leaders : for when Officers and Sauldiers conceive 
an evill opinion of their Leaders, no cloquence is able to make them thinke 
well ofthem thereafter, for, a ſupreme Otficer being, ance remarked to keepe 
the meanes of thoſe that ſerved them , they are without doubt thereatter deſpi- 
ſedby their followers. And therefore he is never worthy the name of a glorious 
Commander, that doth not preferre the vertue of liberalitie before the love of 
periſhing gold ; otherwiſe in his teeth he will be aſwelldefpiſed by the com, 
mon Soldters, as by his betters.; for a brave Commander ought never to make. 
an Idol ofthe moneys which ſhould ſarisfie Souldiers,, ' but he ſhould rather. 
looke unto that which may follow , to wit, his overthrow,or ar leaſt hiscon- 
tempt. Therefore I would adviſe Cavaliers, that command and keade others;

dier, but the continuall meditation of exerciſe and praiſe ; For Souldiers 
ſhould be frequented in running , nat torunneaway,as ſome doe, but on the 
contrary, that with the greateſt celeriry they may proſecute their enemies, 
taking rune in overtaking their flying enemies, and that they may the better 
releeve their friends , for more come to be good Souldiers by uſe then by 
nature. Here alſo I did ſee our Generall florian Guiſchardn his counſell, 
that wiſhed to make a ſilver bridgeto ler palle gur enemies, bur if the enemy 
on his retreat would grow carelciſe and amuſe himſelfeonceo:1 booty, then it 
were 3 fit time to medle with him being loaden with booty. 

After his Majeſties death we ſee the alterarian of time did give greater 


advantage unto our enemies, for while as our Army lay idle the whole 


winter at Azsbarg, the enemy was gathering bis forces, and we lofing time 


negleRed our ducy,having loſt our Headard Leader,when we oughtrather ro 
have followed our enemies with fire, ſword, ſpoileand ſlaughter,till we had 
ſubduedthem , rhan to have ſuffered the enemy before our noſes to have ta- 
ken from usthat , which we by his Majeſties good condut had conquered 
before, Sothart we {ce itis viciſfitude that maintaincs the world - and as 
one ſcale is not alwayes indeprefſion, nor the other lifeed ever bigher , even 
ſo, like unto the alternate wave of ;the Beame, we were at this time with 
both our Armics kept ever inthe phy of motion,

| Aving joyned with the Felt-marfhallat 7iwe, wecroffed the D#- 
Hi nebe, and quartered over-night in the Earidome-of Kirkberg,being 
Generall Major 8xthver his lands, difpoſed unto him by his Maje- 
ſty for good ſervice ; and hearing theenemies Army were-at Memming with- 
m {1x miles of us , we advancedthe next morning towards thera, wich a re- 
ſolution to beate them backe unto Beviey , being almoſtequall with rhem in 
Strength , we continued our march withexrreme cold, till1he ſecomd-a 
that we quartered ina great Dorpe, a mile fromthe enemy , ſo-thariy t 
night fireentring in our quarter , wirhdifficulcy we ſaved oor Amunition and 
Artillery, having loft many Horfes, and the moſt part 
gage. Notwiſtanding whereof, we marched the next day 
and before our _— the enemy having 
> magenta, au T en uctnn; wa" inking to i 
owne , tharhe returne againe with advantage t 
hadnot time to intomchony ſelves,he being then ſo ncere., 
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Butive finde at our coming the enemy* was gone , we drew up in battaile 
within reach of Cannon tothe Towne, where they ſaluted us with Cannon 
ill it drew neere night ,- andthen leaving ſtrong watches before the Towne, 
for feare of out-falling, laying our watches to keepe them in , we quartred 
ovcr-night in Dorps, atrending the up. coming of our Baggage, being ſcarce 
of vieuallsand without forrage , burſuchas we brought with us, The next 
morning our baggagebeing come, and hearing the enemy was within two 
miles of us,” leaving a ſtrong hinder-halt to keepe inthe Garriſon , we mar- 
ched with the reſt” of the Army after the enemy , where before night our 
fore-troopes did skirmiſhtogether, and we having the beſt of it, the ene- 
my was forced to leave a ſtrong Reare-guard of Horſe and Dragonters, ma- 
king thereſt of his Army to march away untoa paſle befide Xempten, being 
a ſtrong ſtreighr Paſſe, the country being ſtreight and hilly , full of woods, 
very commodious for Ambuſcadoes , fo that we could not march to them, 
but in order of Battaile; our fore-troopes of horſe and Dragoniers advancing 
ſoftly on theenemy , being forced to recognize till before them till at 
faſt they charged their horſe-watches, which being beaten by ours , we did 

etthree Corners from them , where incontinent Major «Jef with Ram- 
ſeys Musketiers fell on their Dragoniersand Skirmifhed with them, till they 
were forccd to fetire , and being darke, our Army having fet out their horſe 
and foote watches before them , they ſtoode'the whole night in battaile, till 
itwas day , and the encmy being gone in the night, the way thwart and 
deepe, ſome of his Cannon: being -left behinde , were buried, burning 
their Carriages with their waggons as they did breake, making them unpro- 
fitable forus, _ _ ; | 

Wecontinuedour march in the morning, minding to attrapthem,ſo that 
by midday they having turned their Cannon onthe Paſſe towards us, ' they 
forced our Army toſtand without reach of their Cannon, trying on both 
hands of the Paſſeto win through, bur n'vaine , ſeeing there-was no paſ- 
ſage neere hand,bur at that one place, where we did cannonade one againſt an- 
other for two dayes , till the enemy retired their Cannon wi hin Kemprex, 
and the r-ſt of their Army unto Bavier , having croſt both the Zeake and the 
Eler againc. 

The enemy — one, we retired for want of vicualls and forrage, the 
couniry being ſpoyled, we were forced to over-ſee the beleaguering of Hem- 
ming , forthat time paſſing by it towards Mendelheim, where we reſted two 
dayes, and thenmarched on Kasffbier, where in two dayes we forced the 
Garriſon toa compoſition, being content to march away without Armes, 
getting a Convoy to Lexdberg onthe Leake, 

. . The weather being extremely cold under the ſnowy CM pes, we refreſhed 
our Army three dayes at Kasfſbter , and the fourth day marched towards the 
Eler, where thewater being ſmall , we-made a bridge of our ſmall Cannon 
with their Carrage, being placed two and twoalongſt the River atanequall 
diſtance of eight foote alnier, where we layd over Deales betwixt the Can- 
non, - paſſing over our whole Infantry alongſt the bridge; which being paſt 
and the Deales taken off, the horſes ſpanned before the Cannon, ledthem 
away after the Army. And quartering that night in the ficlds, the nexc 
mothing we beleaguered Xemprtenz Having battered hard for three dayes to 
gether with Cannon, art laſt the breachbeing made and the Towne almoſt 
brought co an Accord, having loſt divers Souldiers and Officers _ In

| hearing the Dpke of Bavier his Army was croſt the Leake againe at Lendsberg, 
having gottena ſtrong ſupply , and being made cerraine, they were to march 
unto the Duke of Yertenbergs Land , the Felt-marſhall,after great paines ta» 
ken, was forced to quit Xempren, and tomarch with the Army to be be. 
fore them in Yertenbere, | 

The Dukes Army on their march by the way, tooke in a Caſtle befides 
Koffvier , where Captaine Brumtficldand Quarter-maſter Saxdelens were ta- 
ken Priſoners , and were ſent tobe kept at Lindaw. Asalfo in their by-go- 
ing, they tooke in Xofſbier , and continued their march alongſt the Eler, till 
they crofled with their Army at Brendenbarg , we lying rhat night with our 
Army within a mile of them , The next day we ſtrived who mught paſfe the 
Danube firſt for going to Yertenberg,where it was our Fortune to ger berwixt 
them andthe paſſe, having line at Monderkive , while as they had crofleda 
mile below us on the River. Which when we underſtood by our intelligerice 
of their being ſo neere , incontinent the Felt-marſhall cauſed our- Ar:itlery 
and foote to march over inthe night » ſothat before day our Army advan- 
cedtowards the Paſſe, leaving Dragoniers behinde us, io burnc and to 
caſt off the Bridge; Burt the Bridge was no ſooner ſer on fire , but the ene= 
mies fore-troopes did drive our Dragoniers after us, they coming up full 
Squadrons of horſe and foote driving up our Reare, conſiſting of three Ree» 
giments of horſe, Colonell Daggenfield, Colonell Crarzfteinand Colonell 
Monro of Fowles, being three valorous Barons , who reſolved amongſt. 
themſelves, Daggenfield ſhould charge the enemy firſt , which hemanfully 
did, and then retired , who immediatly was reſcued by Colonell Morro, 
having charged the enemy, retired, being ſhot —_ right foote 
witha Musket Bullet, and Colonell.CrazF#ers reſcuing him againe, char. 
gedthe enemy the laſt time, keeping-them up till the reſt were ſafely re- 
tired, and then retiring himſelfe at the Spurres, being laſt, was pittifully 


cut over the head witha Poles-(bable, the enemy following them Rill,cill they | 


were repulſed by our Dragonters. - Neverthelefſe they did get the moſt pare 
of our baggage, and a great number of the hor{mens led horſes, ſervatits 
and Coaches. "0 

The Paſſe being narrow , and we having the advantage of them , being 
able to receivethem with our whole army, horſe and foote, while as they 
could not advance unto us butby diviſions}, at moſt thirty /in- Front againſt 
a ſteepe hill , where our Army was ſtanding ready in battaile, ro receive 
them horſe, footeand Artillery. Which they confideringthe great diſad- 
vantage they had to purſue us, drawing their Army alſo in batraile, they 
planted their ordinance againſt us, where once begun , we continued the 
whole day Cannonading one againſt another , where neither foore nor 
Horſe could joyne to skirmiſh, Bur the night comming on, the Felt-mar- 
ſhall direQed his great Cannon away before, and leaving a ſtrong Reare- 
guard of Horſe and Dragoniers at the Paſſe, getting orders to remaine 
there till midnight, wee retired the reſt of our Army unto Yertenberg land, ha- 
ving five miles romarch, before day, our retreate being in the night, though 
ſafe, wasconfuſedly made. 

The Enemy finding at mid-night' that we were gone, followed up our 
Rere-guard , skirmiſhing a little, in the end'retired. And the whole Armie 


croſſed the Danube againe, of intention to ruine all our Muſter-places in 
Z z | Schwabland : 
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Schwabland : and in their way they tookea French Marquelle priſoner on his 

Muſter-place,and Colonell 7obn Forbeſſe, being both carelefle they were ſur- 
prized in their Quarters, and were kept priſoners for three yeares, 

The Army quartered themſelves in Schwabland and Tyrol along the zo- 
den Sea, ſetting Garriſons in Townes, as in Coſtance, Pybrach, Yberling, and 
divers more. During this time our Armie was well entertained and retreſhed 
in good quarters in Yertenbergland, having ſecured them for that time from 
their Enemies, we attended the Rhinegrave his comming with a ſupply from 
Elſas: as alſo we did get a ſtrong ſupply of Country Souldiers from the 
Duke of Yertenberg, with a great deale of Amunition, anda ſupply of Horſe 
and Cannon. The Rhinegrave being come, finding our ſelves ſtrong againe, 
we reſolved toſearch the Encmy, for tomake him retire unto Baviere againe, 
which we cffeuated within ten dayes» After our up. breaking having croſ. 
ſed the Danube againe, the Enemy being retired, our Armie did ſettle them- 
ſelves in acloſe Leaguer at Donavert for three moneths together, attending 
the concluſion of the meering at Wailbren, reſolving to enterpriſe no exployr 
or hoſtility againſt the Enemy,till ſuch time as they ſhould know,who ſhould 
content them for their by-paſt ſervice, as alſo whong they ſhould ſerve in 
times coming. 

During which time .1 went to Hai/bron to ſolicite my Regiments affaires 
with the Rex-chancellor, and being there my Coſen Colonell Monro of Fowles 
dycd of his wounds at Y/me, where he was buried, and there after my bro» 
ther was killed by the inſolency. of ſome Dutch Souldiers, which were of 
another Regiment, not his owne, who was alſo buricd at Bachrach on the 
Rhine, and his Lievetcnant Colonell 7obn Monro diſcharging himſelfe of the 
Regiment, they were reduced at Heidelberg on the Neckar to two Companies 
under Captaine Adaw Gordon, and : Captaine Nicholas Roſſe + which two 
Companies by the Chancellor his Orders I rooke from Palſgrave Chriftian 
his Armie, and marched with them to Dowavert, where in Inly 1633. Ijoy- 
ned them to my Regiment, of whom I tooke leave, leaving them under 
Command of my Lievetenant Colonell 7#/m Sinclaire, who immediatly af- 
terward was killed at Newmark 1n the upper Palatinate, and was tranſported 
to be buried at Donevert. My Major William Stewart ſucceeded to the Lieve- 

tenant Colonell's place, I being gone for aRecreut to my Regiment unts 
Britaine, From that time tothe Batnilc of Nerting, being a yeare, they were 
led by Lievtenant Colonell Stewart, brother to C{dire. And fince I did nor 
ſee the ſervice, I continue to ſpeake of the laſt yearrs Expedition, till I be 


informed of thoſe whodid ſee the ſervice, as I did the reſt.

N warres wiſedome is of fuch worth, that the ſpirit and skill of one Com- 
mander is ſometimes better than thouſands of armed men. And nothing 
encourages an Enemy more than the fooliſhneſſe and ignorance of their 

Enemies in warlike buſineſſe: But onthe contrary, he ſleepes nor ſound that 

hatha wiſe enemy. For a wiſe Leader doth all things wiſcly,and it becomes 


r2ta Leader ro nſe himſclfe tovaniitie, or to intemperate appetites, for, how 
can 
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can he command others, that never preſſed tocommand his owne inordinate 
defires 2 and brave Leaders of Armies and valourous Captaines ſhould ever 
looke totheir honour and renowne, morethan unto. riches or pleaſure,ſpoyle 
or gaine, quitting the ſpoyle of their Enemies to their Souldiers, they oughr 
to reſerve the honour and fame for themſelves : for, he wants not meanes 
bur inriches his family , that hath wonne credit, and leaves it to his poſte= 
ritie. Our conteftation then ſhould be for honour and credit, andnotfor un- 
lawfall ſpoyle or gaine, eſteeming more of magnanimitie, where ever it is 
found, than of riches attained unto ; it may be, through feeblenefſe and 
cowardice, lying ina Garriſon, having never ſeen anenemy, ora mankilled 
in the Fields ; when other Cavaliers did ſhew their valour before their ene- 
mies, gaining more credit, though lefle wealth, whick'js of ſhorteſticon- 
tinuance. For we arc not worthy the name of Souldiers, if we glory (as 
many doe ) more in gathering riches ( thar periſh faſter than they come) 
than we doe to get an immortall good name : for we muſt thinke ſtill, 
that true honour doth conſiſt onely in vertuous actions, which ſhould 
make us more ambitious of credit, than of unlawfull gaine attained unto 
by avarice, "ns, 

Here alſo we ſee great difference betwixt Leaders; For after we had gotten Xx. 
Feltmarſhall Horxeto leade us, we began by his valourous good Condu to 
recover againe, what others had ſuffered the Enemy to polleſle : and before 
he advanced, he made his friends ſure behind him, as Ylave, and the Duke of 
Yertenberg , that alwayes in neceflitic he might make a ſafe retreate, as awiſe 
Generall ought to doe, looking what might happen, So then we ſee, thar 
as Reſolution is needfull, Counſcll is not to be deſpiſed coming from a ſted- 
faſt minde, for it is better to ſave our ſelves and orhers, than to be the In- 
ſtruments toloſe both, 1But when we have no time to refolve long in mat- 
ters deplorable, then acſolution ſhbuld have place before long adviſe-

Here alſo I did obſerve , that Generalls are forced to be ruled according 
ta the occurrences in warre. ; Kor the Felemarſhall chinking to get advantage 
ofthe enemies Armie,. he leftrhe Garriſon of Memming behinde him; For 
he knew well, if once he did beatc or remove the enemies Armie, he could 
deale the cafier with the Garriſon in ſubduing of it. Moreover, we ſee here, 
how neceſſary Cannon aretoa Generall to make a ſafe Retreate, getting any 
adyantage of ground, | po 

Likewiſe we ſee here the goodnefle of Intelligence, which isever moſt ne- +; 

y to an Armic, without which no good can be done or cffeQuared. 6 
Which made the Feltmarſhall quit the gaining of Xempres, to faverhe Coun- 
try of Yerzenberg by his diligence and celcritic, ia marching togainerhe paſſe 
before the mperialitts. 

On the other part, ſloath and negleQive watch is to be condemned, while 
as through ſccuritie Cavaliers ſuffer themſclvesto be ſurpriſed, as became of 
the Frezch Marqueſſe and Colonell 79bn Forbeſſe, being Both taken in their 
beds, who ought rather, through good Intelligence,zo have been on'Horle- 
backe in the Fields before the Enemies comming, - =»

SD S3L.a& wp: made tobe under Rot-maſter ; thenin a Compa- 
LE EE—EC——— ny you have twenty-one Leaders. being fix of 
them Corporalls, and fifteene Rot-maſters, which to cloſerhe fields have al- 
lowed twenty-one men, called under Rot-maſters : a Company thus conli- 
ſting of twenty-one Rots, is divided in ſix Corporall-ſbips, whereof three be- 
ing Pikemen, and three Rot, being cighteen men, makes a Corporall-ſhipot 
Pikes, Alſothere muſt be ro complete this Company,three Corporall.ſbips 
of Musketiers, each Corporall-ſhip being counted rwenty-foure men, being 
foure Rots, ſo that to make up the Company complete, there muſt be nine 
Rots of Pikemen, which have the Right hand, and twelve Rots of Musketiers 
on the left hand, being drawne in one Front, they make a completebody of 
a Company without Officers.

better obſerve and obey the words of command , and above all things, you 
are to command them to keepe filence, not babling one tO another , nei- 
ther in their motions, to ſuffer their Armes to rattle one againſt another, al. 
wayes to take heede to their Leaders, that goe before them, and to follow 
them orderly without diſturbance, keeping and obſerving their due diſtance 
citherof Ranckes or Files : which may be cafily done, ifthey but duely fol- 
low their Leaders, and have aneye on their right and left fellow Camerades, 
for keeping their Rangkes evenin alike Front. Likewiſe they areto obſerve 
when they are commanded to turng any where , whether it be by Rancks or 
Files , { their faces may by —_ tothe hand they are commanded to, 
before they ſturre to march, and thento march alike, and when ever they 
 &oubleRancks or Files, orcounter-march , they muſt ever obſerveroretire 
rothe contrary hand, they were commanded to double on, if they doubled 
tothe right, when they fall off they retire turning to the left hand , er contra,

or infcriour Officer for the time ,* ſince it is ſaid, when many ſpeake few 
heare; Therefore hemuſt command alone, ſuffering no rivall,, tor avoi- 
ding of diſorder.

Butin cloſe order uſed moſt in converſion, or wheeling is 
ſhoulder to ſhoulder, and foote to foote, firme keeping themſelves together, 
for feare to be put aſunderby the force of their enemies, and then to difor- 
der, which is ever to be looked unto, chiefely before an enemy. Your ſpeech 
thus ended, for your generall direions, you begin againe to command 
filence,: and to take heed what is commanded to be done, ſaying. Height

The doubling ofrancks being done, and allremitted in good order , and 
to their firſt diſtance of open order, you are to command, and exerciſe 
Souldiers in three ſeverall wayes of counter-marching , requiſit in ſome re- 
ſpets, but in my opinion tobe uſed bur ſeldome, except it be in neceſk 
in ſuch parts, asthe ground will nor permitotherwiſe, therefore to avoi 


diſorder, Souldiers ought notto- be ignorant of any of the three ſorts of

The third ſort of countermarch I eſteeme moſt of to be practiſed, being 
rather a converſion yery requiſit tobe well knowne to all Souldiers in all Ar- 
mies, chiefly to be uſed before an enemy : for as ir is muſt ſudden; 1» in my 
opinion,it breeds leaſt diſorder and diſturbance,the Souldiers once uſed toir, 
of themſelves they will willingly doe it on any occaſion, the body being be- 
fore in openorder or Battaile order,ſay. Cloſe the Ranks and Files to your 
cloſſe order,without encumbering one of another, every man following righe 
his owne Leader,keeping cloſſe to his fide man, then ſay. To the right hand 
the quarter turne halfe or whole, as the occaſion and the ground doth per- 
mit, and then ſay. Drefſe your Armes,and follow your Leaders, and open: a- 
gaine to your Battaile order, 

Laſtly, the body of your Musketicrs exerciſed pertcctly after this man- 
ner, for the better Lela ing of them in exerciſe and breath, that incalc any 
diſorder may happen amongſt them, they may the better afterward be 
acquainted one with another, lay to your open order of fix foote diſtances, 
Open both Rankes and Files, and ſerdowne your Armes handſomely where 


you ſtand, then command your Sergeant to goe an hundred paces from the 
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body of your Musketicrs, and ſticke in his Holberr in the ground, then ad- 
moniſh your Sonldiers, that at the tucke of your Drumme they runne from ' 
their Armes about the Holbert,and to ſtay theretillthe Drumme recallthem 
20aine to their Armes, which being done; it makes the Souldiers able in 
breath to know one anothers place,in caſc they ſhould be brought atany time 
in diſorder, to recover themſelves the better, Thus much for. the training of 
Souldiers in changing of place, as you will havechem, without giving of 
fire. þ 
Whenyou have gotten your Souldiers thus experimented in their moti-: 
ons, then are you toacquaint them with ſhot in giving of fire, to make them 
fix againft their enemies, which is cafily done,having once apart and fingular- 
ly uſed their Muskets, after the order of the ſeverall poſtures, belonging there 
to, as was commanded their inferiour Officers and Leaders to teach rhem 
before they were excrciſed. Therefore before you come to the particular 
formes of giving fire, you ſhall firſt give ſome generall direRions to be ob- 
ſerved by all, for avoiding the hurting of themſelves, or of their Camerades, 
as alſo how they canbeſt offend their enemies ; and to this cffe& , you ſhall 
admoniſh in love all brave Musketiers, firſt to havetheir Muskets cleere and 
hanſome;, and aboveall fix in the worke, efpecially every Souldier would: 
be well knowne with his owne Musket and cocke, to cocke arighr, then 
to hold the mouth or Cannon of his Muskert ever high up, either being 
on his ſhoulder,or in priming or guarding of his pannc, but 1n.giving fire, ne- 
' ver higher or lower than lcvell with the enemies middle, then your Muſ- 
kericts being in readineſſe, your Muskets charged, they may be comman- 
ded to give fire in skirmiſh, diſbandoned as their Officers doe dire them, 
to adyance or retire, asthe occaſion offers ; alſo to give fire by Ranckes, 
Files, Diviſions, or in Salves, as the Officer pleaſeth ro command, to the 
effe&t they may be fixed Omni mods, though in my opinion, one way is the 
beſt, yet thereare ſeverall wayes of giving fire in advancing to an cnemy, 
as xetiring from an enemy, or in ſtanding firme before an enemy, cither by 
Rancks, or by Files madeto Rancks. | 
Advancing to ancnemy not being diſbandoned, but in one bodie they 
eive fire by Rancks toRancks, having made readie alike, they advance ten 
- paces before the bodie, being ledup by an Officer thar ſtands in even Front 
with them, the Cannon or mouth of their Muskers of both Rancks being 
ane his bodie, The ſecond Rancke being cloſe to the backe of the foremoſt; 
oth gives fire alike, priming and caſting about their Muskers they charge 
againe where they ſtand, till rhe other wwo Rancks advance before themy 
and give fire after the ſame manner, till the whole Troope hath diſcharged, 
and ſo to beginne againe as before, after the order of the through- counters 
march , ever advancing to an enemiec, never turning backe without dearh, 
or vitorie. And this is the forme that Icſteeme to be the beſt :. as for the 
reſt , they are not to be much uſed ; bur this order can be ufed winning 
ground, adyancing or loſing ground ina Retreate. When you would com» 
mandthe body of your Musketiers to give fire in a Sabve, as. is ordinarit in 
Battell, before anenemy joyne, or againſt Horſemen, then you command 
the bringers up or Reare to doublethe Front to the right hand, and romake 
readie, having the match cocked and their pannes well guarded; having 
cloſed the three Rancks, though not the Files, the Officers ſtanding ine- 
quall Front with the foremoſt Rancke,betwixt two Diviſions, be commands 
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” give fire, one Salve, two or three, and having charged againe, + TI ul. 


dered their Armes, they retire tothe left hand againe, every man falling be.

Being onretiring from the enemie, the whole bodice having made readie, 
as they march off in order, a qualified Officer beipg in the Reare, and quali- 
fied Officers in the Fas to order them that fall 4p, the laſt two Rancks in 
the Reare turne faces about , and the whole body with them, and the two 
Rancks having given fire, they mazxch wer, 4 the body to the Yap, and

Now alittle for the exerciſing of the Squadron of Pikes in generall ;. 
for the generall motion certaine dire&ions are to be obſerved concerning 
Pikes, that the Souldiers keepe their Pikes, cleane and cleere, and never 
to be ſuffcred to cur off the lengths of their Pikes, as often is ſeene upon 
marches, being very uncomely to ſee a Squadron of Pikes not of one 
length ; likewiſe in all motions with the Pike, the hand and foote ought 
to goe alike, and the Souldier would be expert in giving the right pouſſe 
with the Pike backwards and forwards. Your Squadron of Pikes as they 
ought to march wich the Drumme ; ſo they ought to obey the Drumme 
beating a Troope, a Charge, a Call, a Rege&e.

command to mount their Pikes, then ealling fot x Drugme beſide you, ler 
him beate a march,then they are to ſhowIder therrPikes,flat or ſlaunt carried, 
and then to march a little, let your.

Before the fall of Kingdomes ariſc diſſenſions , that overthrow the con- 
federates more than thcir enemies, as it happened here in our late warres 
of Germanie , after the death of his Majeſtie of Sweden, the Dutch Princes, 
eſpecially Saxon, {lighting his Excellencie-the Rex-chanceliour of Sweden 
and his Direforium as Supreame, calling him diſdainfully a Pedant, or a 
Penman. So that wee ſce that diflenſion, or diſcord amongſt the Superiours 
was the firſt cauſe of the ſuddaine lofſſe of Nerling. Next wee ſee that the 
Countrie was deſtroyed, not onely for their ſinnes, but alſo for not puniſhing 
of ſinne. For after his Majeſties death, what puniſhment was to be ſeene in 
our Armie 2 noneart all:when our owne horſemen plundered their triends,not 
being puniſhed, they began to intercept Lerrers, and to robbe the common 
Pofte, and tohinder the Countries correſpondencie, and common trafftique : 
which being overſcene, and winked at by our Generalls, they begun then to 
panerend Chancelours owne waggons , abuſing his ſervants, and taking his 

ageage: thereafter rhe ſtrongeſt —_—_ themſelves ſet the weakeſt party 
to foote, taking away their horſes , till at laſt the whole Armie refuſed to 
obey the Diretor and his Concilium formatums , lying idle for three monerhs 
in Donavert Leaguer, ſuffering the enemie to over-runne the Countrie, and 
all becauſe that the Officers alleadg'd after his Majeſtics death,that the Scri- 
veners who followed the Chancelour, were in better eſtceme, then the Ca- 
valiers,that had done notable good ſervice unto his Majeſtie: ſothat,through 
this jealouſic, the Armie came in diſorder, being the firſt change, andthe 
reſt, pieceand piece did follow,till at laſt the whole Armie was loſt , threugh 
the number of wrongs that went before, inthe end cuſtome and uſe of 
wrongs infected the nature it ſelfe and the lacke, or want of puniſhment, and 
the libertie and freedome , which was given to offend, at laſt the ruine of 
families, that were famous did follow , for not puniſhing of finne. We ſee 
then, when a potent King, and Heroique, as G»ſtavss was inthe time hce did 
live, all things floriſhed ina good order, burheonce gone,the Comon-wealth 
was puniſhed for their former finnes commitred in time of their plentie , and 
peace; when they had their heaven upon canh, as other Nations have now, 
who ought to looke unto themſelyes intime, leſt that the Lord raiſe not up 
an other Heroique to make them to be puniſhed,as o:ber Nations have bin, 
ro the everſion of great Cities, as Hagdebwrg , and divers others: for when 
the publique burthens doe grow , then Governements doe change , as was 
ſeene here; for lawes being caſt away, and diſcipline pur in ferters ; then 
ſuddenly did follow change, and great ruine, afterthe Kings death of worthy 
memoric,

Nothing loſes more, as we ſee, the common cauſe, than the want of au- 
thoriticin one perſon , as was formerly faid of the Saxons fealouſic over the 
Rex- chancelors Governement. Alſo the ſame fault was ſeenein the Armie 
under Commanders : as at Nerling, betwixt Supreme Officers, as alſo betwixt 
their inferiours : whofor want of one Supreme Commander, as Gu#awys 
was, they could not agree among themſelves, Likewiſe the diſſenſion and jea- 
louſie betwixt Duke Barnard , and the Rhinegrave belpes nothing to the fur- 
therance of the good cauſe, being both brave Commanders : though ſeldome 
ſeene nakantorc] 0::e place, and itis tobepitied , how the Rhinegrave after 
the loſſe of Nerling, not being baſtant againſt the enemie, was forced to 
ſwimme the Rhine on horſe-backe , and dyed ſoone thereafter ; who was a 
renowned, valourous Cayalier, as ever T was acquainted with of the Dutch 
Nation, ſerving in thoſe warres , all-cheſe miſchiefes were cauſed through 
the want of one Supreme Leader to conductthem,as the enemie had. Vhich 
ſhould reach all men to ſubmitthemſelves to authoritie, leſt by doing other- 
wiſethey procure their owne ruine,

To repenta thing , when it is done, is moſt fooliſh, which might have 
beene prevented with counſell : for nonethat doe repent counfell can 
be eſteemed wiſe. Therefore a Counſellour ſhould bee very faithfull, 
never counſelling his friend for his owneayme, leſt he that is counſelled per- 
celve not his drift, and then be deceived. But counſell is taken from neceflitie, 
and follow'd. Anda good Commanderdeſerves prayſe as well for his wiſc- 
dome, as for his valour : Butevill counſell is a plague or judgement from the 
Lord ; yer thoſe counſells are ever ſafeſt, thatcome from him that will be par- 
taker both of the danger , and of the counſcll, Therefore it is not good raſhly 
to uſe the counſell of a Traitor, nor of an enemie : but wee ſhould rather exa- 
mine, and ſhift counſells, and not truſt eaſily , and bee deceived, Counſel] 
then we ſ{ce is the chiefeground to governe matters well, being ſecret, true and 
free, without flatterie , or reſpect of —_— juſt and holy, caſting aſide all 

rivate gaines, and utilitic,foreſeing the publique weale ; and if thouwouldeſt 

e truly eounſelled, thou muſt take heed to thoſe Cavears:firſt that the ſpeech 
be wholeſome, and unfeproveable , his counſcll profitable , his life honeſt, 
his ſentence pleaſant, not wavering like a childe, orunconſtant, neither ought 
you aske many what you would doe, butſhew itto a few and truſtie friends, 
whicharerare to be found: and when thy neere friends cannot reſolve thee, 
fleetothoſe for their counſells, whoſe daily experience is approved for their 
wiſcdome intheir owne affaires, and then you ſhall doe well. 


XVIIL. 


Militarie diſcipline is loft, whenthe crueltie and ayarice of Officers is exten- 
ded in deraining of Souldicrs meanes ; and Supreme Officers neg!eQing to 
content Cavaliers, make the whole Armie turne rebellious , as at Ponaverr, 
The Conciliam formatumrand their Treaſurer, having not giventhe Armie = 
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X, 


The duty ofa good man, isto reſerve himſclte for the well and uſe of his 
country and friends, being wary left he ſhould be loſt raſhly (as my deere 
and only Brother was) who did not negle& his duty, neither in word nor 
deede, but to his death ſerved Godin hiscalling , though his death was ſud. 
den, beirfz the condition of mortall men, tiaar are ſtill ſubje& unto ſuch 
changes, thatoftimes in their greateſt proſperity comes adverfity , and from 
their adverſity their proſperity againe, God hiding the cauſe of both from 
us; It were better then to prevent a wound , then out of time to ſecke re- 
medy : for in the middeft of evill is not the time to be merry, and thoſe 
hurts are moſt , which we receive unlooked for. Therefore it were much 
better to prevent, thento ſuffer, and it were much better to enter in danger 
being guarded, then out of time to grow pale. Vaine thenare the counſells 
ofmortall men, whenwefee no humane happineſle to be permanent, fince 
the Roots are taken up beforethey come tomaturity, except they be confir- 
med by the divine providence; And chietely in warres, as being moſt un- 
certaine, as we ſee by the untimely death ſpoken of, but no man can for- 
bid Gods decree. Neverihelefſe men that throughage, and long experience 
have obtained wiſdome, before they enter in a buſincſſe, they ſhould looke 
unto the event, and unto that, which by all expetation may happen: for 
It is ever the greateſt wiſdome to uſe the preſen: time beſt ; we ought then on 
all occaſions weare employed on, to ſtrengthen our minds with vertue, 
that we may be fafe overcoming all incumbrances , that once we have con- 
demnedin the judgment ſeate of wiſdome , which alwayes is accompanied 
with praiſe and glory , whenwe not only equall our ſelyes with thole that 
excelled in vertue , but alſo preſſe togoe before them,

Tewell we can poſſeſſe, being ſpread ſhe 15 gathered, given away ſhee retur. 
neth, being publiſhed groweth greater , by her the Noble treaſure of con- 
{cience is ſpread unto the ſecrers ofthe minde , the fruit of inward joy by 
Her is attained unto: this isthe Sunne wherewith the light of the mindedorh 
ſhew it ſelfeand appeare indarkneſſe , being the eye of the heart, the de- 
lightfull Paradiſe of the ſoule, the Heaven upon Earth immorrtall, changing 
man into God, through knowledge, deifying him, this fellow is invincible 
againſt all ſtrokes, he ſtirres not a foote for poverty , gricfe, ignominy, 
paine, he is afraid of nothing , and isever full of joy , merry, pleaſant and 
untouched, living like a God. Vho defireth thento be wiſe and partake 
of this goodneſle that is ſocxcellent , rhey muſt not uſe themſelves to yany- 
ty, but they muſt thinke on that which is moſt profitable for them, being 
not forbidden touſe bodily exerciſe moderatly : they may become wile, 
firſt by thinking what is paſt, and in whoſe time of their Predeceſſours things 
were beſt governed. Secondly , he muſt diligently obſerve the good to 
come , what can be profitable for him and what not , that he may eſchew 
the cvill ro come, and embrace the good. Thirdly, he ſhould oblerve the 
good cuſtomes and lawes paſt , IF. provident , mindfull , underſtand-

can wiſely goe about, and the ſimple he can handle with lenity , ſhewing 
his prudency in all his ations, foreſceing all dangers which may happen. 
Therefore we ſee , that ſcience to a man of warre is a brave Miſtreſſe, teach- 
ing him to docallthings as they did in old times, |

Itis a hard matter when the diligent , and induſtrious Souldier is diſap- 
pointed of his hire,and that he is rewarded with injury who did merit better. 
This of all evills is moſt inſufferable, that he,who deſerveth a reward, ſhould 
be fruſtrate of his hopes : for reward is due unto valiant Captaines and Soul- 
diers that were inſtruments in chiefe of vitory, glory and honour : as Sir 
Tames Ramſey and Sir To0hn Hamilton were, in-forcing the paſſage to the Ca- 
file of YertZberg , whonevertheleſſe were fruſtrate of reward , and theretore 
I cannot but allow ofthe reſolution of Sir 7941 Hamilton being no Souldier of 
Fortune, that tooke his Paſſe of the Sweder for being fruftrate of the reward 
of his vertue, ſecing thoſe diſdained thatdid merit beſt. Where we ſee that a 
gentle heart, being croſſed contrary to reaſon, doth preſently reſent his 
wrongs , pointing out to the world,that he is not the man that can ſuffer or 
fiwallow a ſcene injury done to him and his Nation.

It is better to feare evill , preparing our ſelves for danger, then through 
too much ſccurity, and contempt of the enemy to ſuffer our ſelves to be 0+ 
vercome ; for it is dangerous to have todoe with a deſperate body , ſeeing 
neceſſity maketh thoſe that are fearefull ro become ſtout, and thole who 
feare nodangers are eaſily loſt, as witnefſeth the death of the Invincible Ki 
of Sweden : and thoſe Langer ought to beeſchewed, from whence ariſerh 
greateſt evill ; andexperiencehath taughtus, that nothing is more dange- 
rous 1n warres, then to fight greatbattailes on unequall termes, as witnef- 
ſeth the dolefull battaile fought at Nerling in Auguſt 163 4+ After which loſſe 
thoſe,that ſhould have fought fortheir country , their wives and children,did 
prove teeble cowards (v:iz.) the German Princes , Sexon,Brandeburg » Lunen. 
barg , with thereft of the Gentrie, giving occaſion to others, that came to 


helpethem , for to leave them. It is no wonder then, they be plagued Cn 
elves 
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monthes meanes complet of the whole contribution they had colle&ted the 
yeereafter his Majeſtics death , but payed themſelves, and their Secretaries 
dulie , which raiſcd great envieagainſt them, the Armie having murincd for 
want of pay : which made them atrerward want both the contribution andcke 
Country, through miſgovernement of their Conſulinm.

A manunjuſtly hurt, asmany were, that ſerved the Sweden, once eſcaped, 
their Commanders are now their greateſt enemies ; for the memorie of inju- 
ries received,is ever more recent inthe Actor, than in the patient : andis al- 
ſo moredifficult to be reconciled : as oft times experiencedoth prove. There- 
tore I would adviſe my friend not to ſuffer injurie if he can, & if injurie be done 
him,not to paſſe it over for flatterie,leſt inaccepting of a ſlight ſatisfaction, he 
ſhould injure himſelfe more,thanthe other did. But by the contrary, I would 
adviſe himtimely to repaire himſelfe,thathe may preſervethe formerdignity. 
Likewiſe the greater our injuries received are, & the g:eater they commove us, 
the more ought our wit to moderate our revenge; ſeeing to moderate our ſelves, 
and to overcome our deſires, is the greateſt prayſe wee canhave , being reven- 
ped, Yet injuries doe ever ſticke ne:rer unto us, thenthe remembrance of be- 
nefits received : for in remembring of benefits, wee aſcribe the good to our 
,owne merits , flattering our ſelves , but on the contrary, remembring our 10- 
juries received, we call them to minde a great deale more cruelly ; than they 
were done without moderation. I muſt thenadviſe my friend , that he not 
only prevent the deede of his enemy , but alſo his counfells, leſt they bring 
detriment upon him : for he ought to be alike withthe ofter of an injury be- 
ing a Cavalier, and with the intention, as if the deede had followed. The 
offering then of a ſtroke may be repaired with a ſword, the giving of a lie 
is repaired with ablow, words not tending to difgrace are repaired with 
words againe, the loſſe of goods is reſtored by reſtitution , with circum- 
ſtances convenient, and to quarrell for a light occaſion is want of under- 
ſtanding , eſpecially with thy betters ineſteeme. For there ſhould be had 
reſpeR of perſons, of times, and of circumſtances obſerved , before a man 
ſhould quarrell z and having once quarrelled , I would adviſe my friend not 
to be put backe without honourable ſatisfaQtion, orat leaſt greathazard, not 


coming unto the fields for the firſt bout, or blond, andcbento rewurre wah 
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diſgrace unthought of by thy ſelfe, thovgh much by others = I have 
knowne Cavaliers doe- |

In Battaile fighting with the enemy, at the firſt be very flow againſt a 
fierce enemie, that the enemy being weary your ftrength freſh and a little 
ſuccours joyned unto you , the enemy isſoone beaten , and having once be. 
gun warre, follow it with ſword, fire, ſpoile , ſlaughter, till the ireets: 
be full ; a Rover ſhould never be a Rewer, ſo long as his hands are unto it, 
and you ſhould never give time to the enemy to joyne forces, but purſue 
them ever as they come, never negleCting an enemy, though he be weake, 
buc ſtill keepe a good reſerve by your ſelfe, and purſue by parties ſupplying 
your owne, as they neede, and timely, and without doubr you ſhall gaine ho.

Truſt never thy ſelfe raſhly to a reconciled enemy , without pledges firſt 
had , for keeping good peace ; and being defirous ro poſſeſe any thing be. 
longing to thy enemy , thou haſt neede to uſe rather diligence, then delay, 
that thou mayeſt catch them unawares, as Guſtavas did Frankfurt on the 
Oder. And nothing is more to be ſuſpeRed , then a ncere enemy , which 
Lexsberg did finde after the taking of Franckfurt, and nothing-is more 
cruelithen a Barbarous enemy, as was found by our Regiment at News 
brandenburg and thereafter by our Camerades at Magdeburg.

Inthe night alſo a ſufficient Sergeant being ſeconded by another Nour fel. 
low,ſhould creepe to the Graffe, with two halte- Pikes, for to wade through; 
ro know the ſhalloweſt parts, being helpt thereto by ſome knowne Boore, 
who might give certaintie of the enemies ſtrength within, and of their defecs 
they have of vicualls, Amunition, fireor water. As alſo to knowtheir pri- 
vate ſorting-Ports, ro watch their out-commings ; he ought alſo to learne 
what draw-bridges are within, and what Portcullis, and whart ſtore of vicu- 
alls, or Amunition is to be had within, in caſe the Strength be pregnable, 
that he may the better make his Accord. Alſo he ought to learne what Ar. 
tillery or Armes are within, and what Caducks, or what number of Horſes 
pertaining tothe enemie, and what other riches they have, and where kept ; 
or if otherwiſe the Towne be not taken by Accord, or ſtrength of hand, 
we mult ſtrive to force it to yeeld by hunger, or by lacke of fire or water, or 
otherwiſe by throwing Artificiall fire amongſt them with Cannon, or with

Ancnemy being inthe Ficld, cither with, a ſtrong partie or Armie, a ſut- 
ficient Commander muſt be carefull in recognoſcing the Field about him, 
for taking his advantage of the ground, in advancing to an encmie, as alſo in 
ſpying his advantage in caſc he be put to a Retreat, thathe may the betret re- 
tire in order, not being put to rout, as our Afmic was at Nerling, which ne- 
ver hapned unto them before during the time I ſerved the Sweden.” As alſo 
being in the Field he ought to obſerve where moſt conveniently he can plant 
his Ordnance, as Generall 7:/e did at Leipfigh, and as.the Emperialits did 
on the Hill at Narenberg ; as alſo at Nerling. For Ordnance being rms with 
advantage is oft-times the winning of the Field, andthe loſſeof Artillery is 
ever reputed and holden for a deteate, although both foote and horſebe pre- 
ſerved. There is alſo adyantage of ground very requiſit to be taken by foote 
againſt foote, as theadvantage of hights, paſſages, woods, hedges,ditches, 
as alſo the advantage of Sunne and Winde with you, and againſt your ene- 
mie ; which his Majeſtie of worthy memory did ftrive to get at Leipſigh a- 
gainſt the Emperialiſts, | : 

Likewiſe it is a great advantage of ground, when one of both the Armics 
is brought to that inconvenience, that they cannot come to fight, but the 
one Armie may be forced to come up but by Diviſions, while as the other 
by advantage of the ground may receive them with full Battailes of horſeand 
foote, the one to ſecond the other ; and this adyantage Gyflavws Horne did. 
get of the Emperialiſts, while as be m_ betore then unto FORmegenn 
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in March 1 63 3.the enemy not being able to purſuc our Armie but with great 


diſadvantage, which freed us of them for that time, he being ſtronger than 
we, and atterward the Rh:negraves Forces come from {ſas being joyned 
with us, we made the 'Emperialiſts agiine retire over the Danube unto Schwa- 
land at the paſſe of Munderken, where we came within Cannon-ſhot, yet 
they gerting the paſſe, retired in fafetie ; as they did another time from us, 
out of Schwablaud unto Bierland, having got the paſſe before us at Kemptey, 
and afterward over the Eler in Schwablana, having (I ſay ) got the paſle be-. 
fore us, they were ſafe, and we fruſtrate. So thatthe advantage of ground is 
of great importance in warres, as I have often knowne by experience, eſpeci- 
ally before che Hill at Nerenberg. 

| Likewiſe a wiſe Commander being defender muſt obſerve all Circum- 
ſtances, as he did in purſuing for his owne ſafetie; he muſt alſo being defen- 
der beſer well all paſſes, and frontier Garriſons, whereupon the enemie muſt 
paſſe tocome unto him , having timely recognoſced the ſame, that ic may 
either be beſer by him, or otherwiſe being found more advantagious for the 
cnemie, it would then be timely demoliſhed. 

As alſo your enemics Armie, or ſtrong partie being drawne up in the 
field, you are to recognoſce both his ſtrength and order , by the ſight of 
your eye, before you intend to purſue him , where you are ro confider, how 
he can advance to you, or you to him without diſorder, but doe you never 
purſue, except with adyantage ; though you ſhall be deemed by others to be 
remiſſe, bur rather ſuffer him to be gone, than to take the diſadvantage of 
purſute, ſince time will alter any thing, and he that preſerves an Armie will 
doubtleſſe finde a convenient time to fight. And ithad beene good for the 
Evangehſts in Dutchland, that this point had beene more wiſcly lookt unto ar 
Nerling than it was , for they might have ſaved their Armie and Countrey 
both, had they not preſumed with diſadvantage intheir owne ſtrength and

tie layd on him than on his neighbour, but according 40 proportion of 
ſtrength, 

The keyes of the Ports, and of all ſorting doores and priſons, are to be 
brought in and out by the Capraine ofthe maine Watch to the Governour, 
and the Captaine of the Watch is toappoint Guards, to ſtand at the draw- 
bridges, Portcullis, and ſorting Ports, and he is obliged to bring all intelli. 
gence himſelfe unto the Governour, and never to open a doore night or day

- Alſo the Governour is to give Orders at night, whether every man muſt 
reſort with their Armes in caſc of Alarum, and the Towne being divided, 
both Burgers and Souldiers ſhould know their Poſts they are torepaire to, 
from the Alarum place.

Brandenburg , Lantsberg, Verben, Erfort ; cMentz, Ausburg, Rhine 

and Munchen in Baviere, did never truſt the making of the Treatie' to 
any other than himſelfe : for how ſoone either Trumpeter or Drummer were 
conveyed ( blind-folded by the Officer of the Wateh”) unto him, then being 
diſcovered, having delivered their meſſage and receiving an anſwer, the ſame 
or another being direted backe, then pledges, were:delivered to be kept.on 
both ſides, till ſuch time as the accord were condeſcended to or left off, incaſe 
of variance; being continued toa ſecond reſdhution,and then the pledges were 
to be retired Hivc inde, Thoſe pledges at ſuch times ought tobe modeſt, ſober 
and diſcreet in their diſcourſes, leſt fome things might flip them, tending to 
prejudice of either parties : and if the pledges be wiſe, they may ſave ſome 
Commodities for a friend. VVhen the defender makes a flight Accord, the 
heads whereof are ſet downe in writing, and afterward adviſed, but once gran- 
ted cannot be recall'd ; the guard oncechanged, a Commander doth goe to 
poſſeſſe withall, according to the Accord, where incontinent the | ws 
makes preparation for the enemies out-comming, that there be no diſorder 
tained in breaking the Accord by either of the parties; for itisa groſle 
errour for a Chriſtian to violate their word once given: but they doe ſtrive

Commander ought not be ignorant of the circumſtances belonging 
A tothe quartering of an Army , therefore for the better Information 
bw ofthe younger {ort, who have not ſcene ſuch Marches as I have bin 
at, wich his Majeſty of worthy memory , who quartered his Army. Sum+ 
mer or Winter, according as the occafion or neexeneſle of hisenemy did offer, 
where mapy times the whole winters night, the Army, horſe, footeand Ar- 
tillery,, being without fire , did and in battaile order by. their Armes in 
the fields, having placed their Arvillery apart, with a guard to attend them, 
their baggage allo being. behinde them apart, and well gr , and a 
maineguard being commanded out apart before the Army,of horle and foorte; 
And the Armies being vecre one anather, all Officers were commanded to 
abide on their ſeverall charges , as they were commanded on the March, to 
leade Briggads, Troopesor Diviſions ; The commanded men being alſo 
apart next unto the enemy , with their Officers by them , which all being 
orderly quartered in this firſt manner , they entertained one anather with 
ſuch dainties as the time afforded, paſſing the night with . variety of merry 
jeſts anddiſcqurſes till day, that either Drumme or Trumpet did invite them 
unto earneſt, F | 
.  Theſecond forme of our quartering was in the fields not being neere an e- 
nemy , Where we quartered little more commodioufly for our eaſe, being 
commonly drawne up by foure or tive of the clocke in the afrernoone; nevre 
ſome Towne or Village, in ſome faire meadow by water, if it could be had 
inthe Summer, andinthe Winter being quartered, we drew neere the fide of 
ſome wood, -both for fire, and forbuild orſhelter, The Army drew up ia 
batraile by Briggads ; as. they marched , where behinde-the place the: Brig- 
gads drew up unto, at a reaſonable diſtance, their quarters were: marked 
out ſeverally.according as they ſtood 1n battaile , and before the Briggads re+ 
moved from their Armes, their guards were firſt commanded out, every 
Briggads guard being placed at a diſtance of foure- {core paces from their Co- 
lours, where they were appointed to watch , and the watch bein ſee, Cen. 
tries were put to the Colours, and then the Pike-men were ordained to fix 
their Pikes faſt inthe ground as they ſtood in battaile, the Musketiers alſo 
were ordained in dry wether to ſetup their Muskets in order in even front, 
with their Colours , but when ir rained , they were commanded-ro keepe 
them carefully diy-by themſelves , which all orderly done they were ſuffered 
part and part to'goe,.and provide themſekesof ſtraw and fire, providing 
alſo many times: weltfor their Officers Kitchins beſide. | | 
The Artillery and Amunition waggons beingalſo drawne up 2 part, and 
well guardedytheir horſes were ſent to graſle for good quarters,then the Bag» 
gage and wagons as they came up did draw up orderly behinde their owne 
D dd Regiments, 
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Regiments , andtheir horſes being ſent to grafle , the Officers Tents were 
ſer up orderlyat a diſtance before their Colours, and then cookes went ro 
drefle meate and all being returned to quarters before ſupper , the whole 
Drummes of the Army did beate before their ſevcrall Briggads, invi- 
ting all to publique prayers, which were never forgotten ; And after prayers 
the Majors of the Regiments did give out orders for that night to the Serge» 
ants, and for up-breaking the next morang , and then all went to meate 
firſt, andnextto reſt , and the whole horſmen were drawne up in this fa- 
ſhion, and parties were ſent out of their quarters to batter the ſtreets, two or 
three mile off, the whole night, leſt we ſhould be ſurpriſed by an enemy 
without intelligence» : | 
The next morning Drummes having called all to Armes the Briggad;that 
had the Van,marched our firſt in a new ground and drew up,the Briggad, that 
had the Van theday before,marched out,drawing up on their left hand having 
fallen backe one degree from the Van, and then the reſt of the Briggads 
drew out orderly , one after another , till the left hand of the foote Army 
were cloſed up, and then they went toprayets, andthe prayers ended, they 
marched, the Baggage marching after , being drawne up in order, as the 
Briggads or Regiments did march , ſo did they, The Artillery marched 
with the Briggads; in part, and the reſt marched before the Army with 
their Convoyes , and guard of Musketiers , which were changed every two 
dayes, being commanded men out of all Regiments proportionally , ha» 
ving Officers, commanded them accordingly» Thus much of quartering in 
Thethird manner of quartering, an enemy being a farre off, and we 
neere Townes, onely in cold weather, quarterings were given forthe Hoffe- 
ſafe (being the King or Generall and their followers) and the principall Of- 
ficers of the Army , including his Majeſties houſhold , whoſe quarters were 
firſt appointed by the generall quarter-maſter in the Townes, and next to 
the Boſe the Colonells , that commanded Briggads , were quartered, 
ard nexttothem, the Colonells of Regiments,their Officers and Souldiers: 
agreat Pr , and thebeſt ofthe quarters ordained for the Officers belonging 
to the Artillery, their horſes and ſervants. The _ and baggage ſtands» 
ing without the Towne , thoſe who quartered within the Towne, had al- 
lowance of free meate and drinke, and no more ; ſometimes withour Townes 
we had quarters given to Briggads apartin Dorps, Randez-youz being ap- 
pointed for us, thenext morning todraw upon for to joyne with the Army, 
and while as we quartered in Dorps being drawne up without the Dorpe, 
firſt we ſighted the paſſes, and the guards placed in the fields on the Avenzes, 
leſt the enemy unawares might enter the quarters, the Centries dyely ſer, 
our Colours were conveyed with a Troope to their lodging or quarter, 


_ theirfurriers ſhuts leading them aright till che Colours were quartered 


and guarded , then the reſt ſhowne unto their quarter, menwere appoin- 
ted to goe meete the Baggage toleade them to their quarters. Orders given, 


| every manentertained another , asthey had beſt reaſon , and all being ſetled, 


parties of horſe were ſent forth to ſcoure the fields for intelligence, and leſt 
they mighr be trapped by the enemy, a ſecond party was ſent out after them, 
both getting orders, how farre to ride, and upoh what ftreers, bei 
commanded where to hault , and forrage , as alſo being admoniſhed to have 
Rill a party onhorsbacke to adveniſe the reſt from being furprized , wm 
| one 
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done, Ordnance-Rutrers of every Briggad were left to waite on the Generall, 
at his Quarter, for Orders; the generall Randez-vouz forthe Horſe being ap- 
pointed, where to meete when ever they got Orders. | | 

The fourth manner of quartering an Armic is ina faſt Leaguer, as at Stacip, 
Sweat, Brandenburg, Verben, Donavert, Ansbarg, Engolitat, Narenberg, Which 
manner of quartering is moſt troubleſome both for Officers and Souldiers, 
who having builded Receptacles for themſelves, their charges and travels 
beſtowed 1n vaine, many times they leave their houles to their enemies, 
yer the forme is commendable, being under an Armie that is well payd, 
where all things may be had for money, and then the Leaguer being kept 
cleane, and in. good order, it repreſents a Common-weale or a Citie defen- 
ſible againſt all incumbrances which may occurre , except it pleaſe the Lord 
ro wagge his hand, and then no counſel! or firengrh can ayaile againſt Him 
who is the God of Hoſtes. The uſe Cavaliers, or Commanders have to 
make of this ſort of quartering is, that in caſe they happen to have Command 
themſelves, they may learne through this practiſe ro conumand others, 
as alſo through fore-fight they may-4imely take themſelves to this kindeof 
defenſive warre,till they beable to come inco the Fields,as his Majeſty of wor- 
thy memory did, being forced to retire by the power of his enemies to the 
former Leaguers, wherein there was diſcipline and good praaice to be ob- 
ſerved by Cavaliers, where the Kings Majeſtic was madeto dwell asthe mea- 
neſt Souldier, being alike ſubject.to the inconvenience as others, which 
might happen, ofayre, ſickneſſe, infeQion, or of watching, Thus farre then 
for the quartering of an Armie. 
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| Rtillery being the third part of an Aimie, without which no Armie 
A can be gloriouſly led, it is requiſit then ſomewhat bricfly to ſpeake of 
the advantages we have by Artillerie, being well forcſeene and com- 
manded, as it was by the Captaineof Kings and King of Captaines, Guſtavus 
the Invincible, who with as little Charge did as much as any King or Cap- 
taine could ( in doing of ſo great exploits 'as he did ) with his Artillery. But 
leſt I ſhould be thought tonegleR a part of my dutie in this point concerning 
Cannon, I will I. na here when his Majeſtie made moſt uſe of Cannon, 
tomy knowledge ; which being rightly conſidered, will be thought ſtrange, 
ſceing in the whole courſe of his Majeſties warres during his time, I never 
ſaw or did learne he ſhot a breach in any place, except at Garts, though o- 
therwiſc I knew well his Majeſtic made good ule of his Artilleric, as at Zeip- 
feb, the Leacke, and at Leitzes , where inall three he ſhewed himfſelfe Maſter 
of that Art. But againſt either Towne, or Fort, I did never ſee in his Maje- 
ſties time one breach ſhot or entred, his fortune being ſuch, and his diligence 
ſogreat, that his enemies did ever Parl& before they would abide the furie of 
his Cannon j as at Brandenburg, Damaine, Francfurt, Mentz, Donavert, Auſ- 
burg, and divers more ; and in my a_—__ the terrour the Cannon breeds 
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is as much to be feared as the execution that followes, though it be great .' 
and Arrillery inall Armies and things belonging thereto,arc of infinit momenr 
onall occaſions, So that they may be called Sine quo 411, bur ſupreame Of. 
ficers of the Field, are no more troubled with them, bur ſo farre as they di- 
re& others ro doe the ſervice, their owne Officers being appointed to attend 
them, as the Generall to the Artillerie, his Colonells, Licvetenant- Colo- 
nells, Majors, Captaines, Lievetenants, Conſtables, and all other inferiour 
Officers needfull to attend, who know and keepe their owne Turnes and Re. 
liefes, as other Officers doe theirs , theit firniture'is great and'their charges 
alſo in buying Horſes to drawjtheir Cannon and Amunition, Waggons, 
with Powder, Ball, Match, Materials, Fire-Engins, Petards, ſtorming 
—_— , Artificiall Bridges carried on Waggons to paſſe over Rivers or 
Graffes, | 

Inall quartering they are quartered next after the Hoffeſtiffe before any 
Briggad, and the furniture ad charges needfull ro mammaine this third part of 
the Armie is extraordinary great, there being alwayes ſomething to be re- 
paired, while as the Armie doth reſt ; and oft-times they muſt be provided of 
a great deale of new furniture, and = loſe yearely an extraordinary number 
of Horſes of great price. But his Majeſtie during his time was very fortunate in 
this, as in other things; for I never knew his Majeſtic loſe any Ordnance, 
but I have ſcene him get ſupply of Amunitiohand Cannon from his enemies ; 
as firſt, at Garts and Grefenhangne, Daemaine, Frincford, Lansburg, Glogo, Leip- 
figh, FVertsburg, Mentz, and Mwnchen, beſides the ſupply his Majeſtic did get 
for his Artillerie from Nurenberg, Francſurt, Ansbnvg}*Strasburg and Y me : 
and to diſcourſe largely of this ſabjea alone, would take a volume of paper. 
But when every Cavalier is commanded apart with a partie where he muſt 
make uſe of Cannon, he would be (before his deparnire with his partie ) very 
carefull to receive his Cannon with the furniture belonging unto it timely toge- 
ther,with ſufficient Officers for diſcharging that part of the dutic,on his march 
he ruſt command his partie as if it werealittle Armic, being ever well pro- 
vided of Guides, and of carefull, wittic, and painefull Intelligencers, that he 
may lcade and quarter his partie with aſſurance, direRing alwayes his Intelli. 
gencer before him, being ever carefull to beſer the paſles and avenues well. 
As alſo ſufficiently to guard his Cannon, Baggage, and Amunition, fincema- 
ny times great hurt doth come thorow the neglect of guarding the Cannonand 
Amunition: which over-ſights once commuted are irrecoverable, in regard 
whereof I muſt entreate the gentle Reader to'pardon me a little here out of 
Hiſtorie ( for the younger Souldier his better inſtrution ) to diſcourſe a little 
of the hurt and inconvenience hath happened many times by Cannon and 
powder ; as alſo of the manner they were firſt invented, being found our by 
Gods permiſſion for the ruine of man puniſhed for finne; experience. doth 
teach daily that the ſtrength of it is not to be reſiſted, 

Eſtiene Forcatell in his fourth booke of the Empire and of the Philoſophy 
of the Gawles, doth attribute the invention of powder and Cannon to the 
Germanes, ſaying that a peece by the helpe of ſome kindled powder did ſpue 
a ball, the noiſe whereof was like to thuhder, and killed, The maker of it an 
Abbor, the childe of the Devill, affiſted by his Father found out this cruel! 
invention, which ſerves alike for the purſuer of Townes as for the defender, 
till it ruine both. Ir is ſaid of Arch:damwer, Sonne tothe King Ageſtlans, won- 


dering at a new invention of Cannon brought from Sicilie, complained the 
| valour 
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valour of men was beaten downe and trod under foore, feeing there was no 
mor- fighting without monſtrous hardneflc and Armour. Andir is thought 
that a blacke fellow called Berthold Schuvart an Abbot invented it. Reade 
Polydere Virgil, in his ſecond booke and fixt Chapter de invent. and Sabellicws 
in his Ennead. lib. g. afellow having ſome beaten Brimſtone for Phyſicke 
cloſed in a pot Covered witha ſtone, he ſtriking with a file on a ſtone to 
give fire, a ſparke lighted in the pot, and inconcinent the flame came forth, 
heaving the ſtone in the ayre ; and chewing his Cud thereon, he made a Can- 
non of Iron, clofing powder within it, till that peece and peece he found our 
the invention, And we reade that inthe Kingdome of Chine, in the Faſt 1n- 
dies, both Printing and Artilleric were knowne and practiſed there, long be- 
fore they were found out in Ewrepe, and that there, there be many Cannons, 
which I will rather beleeve than goe to ſee, 

Fireil alſo inthe fixt booke of his Eneids doth ſpeake of the like in his de- 
ſcription of Salmonews ; and Teſephms,in his third booke and ninth Chapter of 
the Jewes warres , makes mention of an Inſtrument they uſed againſt the 
Towne of otapat in Galilee, and ſaith, the ſtones ſhot by Engines did breake 
the walles and Towers, and there was no Troope of men ſo well ordered, 
but was ſcattered by it, and beaten to the ground, The ſame Author ſpeaking 
of the Batteries made againſt the walles of 7ereſalem, affirmes that the ſtones 
ſhot by the Engines were as heavie as a man : And neverthelefle they were 
carried above fix hundred paces by the Engine, killing many men. 

Plinites writes in his thirty-one booke and tenth Chapter, inhis voyage un- 
to Babylon, that powder was in uſe of old, and reporteth he did ſee powder. 
milles on the River Euphrates, though of another ſort than our powder. 

OF this invention alſo you may reade Corxel de Campe, in his ſtorie of 
Friſe, in his ſecond booke and twenticth Chapter. Alſo Simeſews Kirg of 
Friſe, Bereſue Lord of Holland, and Olympia Daughter to the Earle of Hel- 
land, where it is ſaid, that Simoſcxs killed with one ſhot of Piſtoll the Farle 
and his two ſonnes ; and that afterward he would have killed Rowland Earle 
of Flanders, but the Piſtoll miſ-giving, Rowland did kill him with his ſyGrd, 
and did throw the Piſtoll in the Sea. . Burt we reade that Barbadigue Admi- 
rall of Yenice was the firſt that carried them on his Gallies and Shippes, 
wherewith he did terrifie the Genoweys , being ar hunting by their noiſe : 
and Pasl love, in his third booke of illuſtrious perſons, writes thar Barthelems 
Cokonei Generall tothe Yenetians for the ſpace of twentie yeares and more, 
was the firſt that uſed Cannon inthe Fields , whileas the baniſhed people 
of Florence made warres againſt the familie De Medices,being firſt uſed tomake 
breaches in walles, and to defend walles: but afterward they came in uſe to 
breake the Battailes of horſe and foote ; for if the warres of old, and their 
inventions were compared to now adayes, it were a ſport to laugh ar, rather 
than warres., | 

Now of late the invention is found out of burning Bullets, full of fire, 
ſhot out of Cannon, to fire houſes within Strengths, and to fire Palleſads and 
Gabeons ſet before Batreries on walles or in Fields, whereof his Majeſtie of 
Polle Eftien Bathon made good ule in his warres of cHuſco, within a few 
yeares, 

This invention is thought to have been invented by the King of Pole him- 
ſelfe in his civill warres, of Hangarie, finding other Cannon made greater 
noiſe than hurt, 
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The manner a piece is charged with a hot Bullet, is, the Piccc 1s charged 
with powder coavenient, then it is covered with fand in alicle quancitie a- 
bove the powder then with alittle greene grafle preſently pluct, being a 
little dampiſh or moiſt, then the hot Buller being pur in muſt be preſently 
diſcharged, otherwiſc the Invention is very dangerous for the Conſtables; 
for oft-rimes minding to ruine others, they arc ruined themſelves, 

Albert Gantz writes, that Chriſtephel King of Dexmarke was killed by a 
ſhot of Cannon inthe yeare 1280+ Alſo we have a deplorable ſtorie written 
by Gyrrard de Rove and Conrade Decixs, of the Battaile betwixr the Empe- 
rour Albert and the Poles in Bohemia. Amongſt their Cannons there was one 
Cannongreater than the reſt, which for hcr execution was moſt uſed, ſhee 
killed ſo many of the Poles, that they were ſo affraid, that they ranne all away, 
leaving their tents : and it is reported, that at one ſhot ſhee killed foureſcore 
men, the Divell -(as I ſaid before) was (by the permiſſion of God) the 
inventor of ſuch a Monſter , being offended with mankinde in this laſt old: 
age of the world , thoſe thunder-claps putting us in minde that this whole 
round Globe ſhall be ſhaken and periſh, 

We reade alſo in the thirty-fourth booke of Paul Tove his ſtory , the an- 
{wer of a Turke reprehended of his cowardize , having runne away at the 
noiſe ofa Cannon, being beſieged by the Emperour within Gowler. 

Adrian Barbaroſſareproaching Sinas for loſing courage, he anſwered fo 
long as wehave todoeto fight againſt Armed men, you andmy enemies doe 
know I ſerved ever with reputation and credit , butto fight againſt the De- 
vill and the fury of Hell-fire, having againſt us ſuch terrible Monſters, be 
not you aſtoniſhed that I ſought to eſchew death, toth'end I might remaine 
whole to doe you ſervice. 

We reade alſo inthe bloudy battaile of Ravenxe fought on Exfter day,rs 12; 
berwixt the French and Dutch, and the Spaniard, that one ſhot of a double 
Cannondid kill (as Michael de Chochen) forty Horſmen. We reade alfo that 
in the Sea-fight betwixt the French and the Zmperialifts, on the River of 
t:iphe , neere the ſtraight of Salerne, in the yeare 1628, ſhot out of the 
Gally of Captaine Philip Dore, a Cannon Bullet that killed above thirty 
Spaniards, and hurt many others , as reporteth Paulus Enters, in his ſtory 
of the warres of 1taly : and Paul 1sve writing of the ſame Battaile more largely 
and curiouſly , being eye-witneſſe himſelfe\, or at leaſt, within hearing of 
the Cannon on the Iſle of Axary , where he did ſee the ſinoke of the Can- 
non, ſaith , Philip Dore diligent to make good execution with Cannon, and 
net in vaine ſpending pouder and ſhot on the Spaniard, his great piece called 
the Baſiliske , the ball being monſtrous great, broke through the whole 
ſhip, evcntoher keele, and killing thirty , wounded ſeverall Captaines and 
Gentlemen, that were murilated or diſmembred ; So that the Marqueſſe of 
Guat was all ſpoiled with the bloud and entralls of the dead. 

Guicciardin roported that at the ſiege of Cali, inthe yeare 1558. by the 
Duke of Guiſe, inname of the King of France, onthe three Kings day , in the 
morning , with thirty three double Cannon from one battery , made ſuch 
anoyſe, that the ſound was heard five houres going beyond Cals, being 
twenty Exgliſh miles. And leſt the judicious Reader will thinke this an un- 
truth, I would warrant it from my owne deede, for he that pleaſeth, may 
reade the ſtory written by the Author Guicciardin, But thoſe peeces of Can- 
no! that arefartheſt hard, are called pot-peeces or Mortiers, ſuch as Mounts 
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on the Caſtle of Edenburrough, being ſo wide, that it is reported, that a 
mandid geta Childwithin, which Ialfowarrant from my owne deede, bur 
the truth is , it is a huge great peece, from whence did come our old Scots 
Proverbe, the Devill ſhoote Mowmts inyourarle, Gentle Reader excuſe my 
homelinefle, fince I was not the Inventer of this Proverbe. 

Theſe kinde of Peecesare verylarge, and carry ſtones for bullets, The 
Mortiers of Soliman at the Sicge of Rhodes, in the yeare 15 22. their bullets 
wayed ſome of them two hundred weight, the leaſt one hundred and fifty 
pounds of great weight, when they light on a houſe, they through 
from top to ground ; and Paw/ws oviws reports of a Mine made by Peter Val- 
fer, which made entrance for the Speniard withinthe new Caſtle of Naples, 
kept by the French, the French were ſoaſtoniſhed with the ſurprize of the 
Mine, that they retiredunto the laſt and furtheſt Court, ſo that the guards 
had not time to draw up their Draw-bridges , and the Frenchletting downe 
the Portculiies to hinder the Spaniards entry, coming with a furious preſſe, the 
French bring a peece of Cannonto terrifie the Spaniards, that had entred one 
Gate, or the firſt Court, and ſhoote amongſt them , where by chance the 
Tron bullet tooke hould of the thicke of the Port, where it remaines to 

this day ſhowne for a Monument unto ſtrangers, that have got the 
credit to goe within this Caſtle to ſee it. Many ſuch
